After  a  while.  His  Excellency  the  Governor  General  having  come,  and 
being  seated  upon  the  Throne — 

The  Honourable  the  Speaker  commanded  the  Gentleman  Usher  of  the 
Black  Rod  to  proceed  to  the  House  of  Commons  and  acquaint  that  House 
that, — 

"It  is  His  Excellency  the  Governor  General's  pleasure  that  they  attend  him 
immediately  in  the  Senate  Chamber." 


The  House  of  Commons  being  come. 
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His  Excellency  the  Governor  General  was  then  pleased  to  open  the  Session 
by  a  Gracious  Speech  to  both  Houses,  as  follows:  — 

Honourable  Members  of  the  Senate: 

Members  of  the  House  of  Commons: 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  greet  you  as  you  resume  your  Parliamentary 
duties  at  the  beginning  of  this  New  Year. 

Since  you  last  met  there  have  been  significant  international  developments. 
Some  of  them  have  been  welcome  as  releasing  tensions  in  certain  parts  of  the 
world  while  others  unfortunately  have  had  the  contrary  effect.  My  Ministers 
remain  convinced  of  the  need  to  maintain  the  defences  of  the  free  nations  as  a 
deterrent  to  war.  A  strong  North  Atlantic  Treaty  Organization  and  adequate 
protection  for  this  continent  are  in  their  view  fundamental  to  the  preservation  of 
peace  and  the  security  of  Canada. 

Security,  however,  cannot  rest  on  arms  alone.  The  government,  therefore, 
is  continuing  its  constant  efforts,  through  diplomacy  and  negotiation  and 
through  the  United  Nations  and  other  international  agencies,  to  bring  about 
better  understanding  between  nations. 

A  meeting  of  Commonwealth  Prime  Ministers  will  be  held  in  London  in 
June  to  consider  matters  of  mutual  interest.  My  Prime  Minister  has  accepted 
the  invitation  to  attend. 

Meanwhile  my  Ministers  are  looking  forward  to  the  visit  to  Ottawa  in 
February  of  the  Prime  Minister  and  the  Foreign  Secretary  of  the  United 
Kingdom. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Consultative  Committee  of  the  Colombo  Plan 
agreed  that  this  constructive  work  should  be  continued  for  a  further  period 
and  you  will  be  asked  to  authorize  Canada's  continued  participation  in  the  Plan, 
as  well  as  in  the  United  Nations  Technical  Assistance  Programme. 

A  Royal  Commission  has  been  appointed  to  consider  and  report  upon  the 
development  and  financing  of  television  and  sound  broadcasting  in  Canada. 

The  Royal  Commission  to  examine  and  report  upon  our  economic  prospects 
is  proceeding  with  its  enquiry. 

The  year  just  ended  has  been  the  most  productive  in  our  nation's  history. 
More  men  and  women  have  been  employed  than  ever  before.  Our  harvests  have 
been  abundant.  Our  trade  has  exceeded  all  earlier  levels.  A  record  number  of 
houses  has  been  built. 

Canada  has  enjoyed,  on  the  whole,  a  high  level  of  prosperity.  Some  sectors 
of  the  economy  have  not  fully  participated  in  this  increased  well-being.  In 
particular,  although  sales  of  wheat  in  the  past  five  years  have  been  at  record 
levels,  an  unprecedented  series  of  bumper  harvests  has  made  necessary  the 
storage  of  abnormal  stocks  of  grain  both  in  elevators  and  on  farms.  Lack  of 
space  in  elevators  has  limited  the  ability  of  producers  to  deliver  grain  as  early 
as  usual  in  the  marketing  year.  In  order  to  provide  an  immediate  source  of 
funds  where  they  may  be  needed,  my  Ministers  will  ask  you  to  authorize 
guarantees  for  bank  loans  to  producers  secured  by  their  grain. 

You  will  also  be  asked  to  authorize  the  Treasury  to  bear  the  cost  from 
August  1,  1955  of  storage  and  interest  charges  on  wheat  held  by  the  Wheat 
Board  over  and  above  its  normal  carryover  levels.  As  a  consequence  of  this 
arrangement,  returns  to  producers  will  not  be  depressed  by  carrying  costs  on 
abnormal  carryover. 
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A  higher  level  of  employment  this  winter  than  last  seems  to  be  assured 
and  the  improvements  you  made  to  the  Unemployment  Insurance  Act  last  year 
will  provide  a  better  coverage  for  those  who  are  temporarily  without  work, 
particularly  in  the  winter  season.  Various  departments  and  agencies  of  govern- 
ment have  sought  to  arrange  their  construction  programmes  to  provide  more 
employment  during  the  winter  season.  It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  many  other 
employers  are  endeavouring  to  follow  the  same  policy. 

In  October  my  Ministers  held  a  conference  in  Ottawa  with  the  Premiers  and 
other  Ministers  of  all  the  provinces  to  consider  financial  and  other  relations 
between  the  federal  and  provincial  governments.  Following  this  useful  discus- 
sion and  some  further  correspondence,  my  Ministers  have  placed  before  all 
provincial  governments  a  specific  proposal  for  federal-provincial  fiscal  arrange- 
ments to  commence  next  year. 

The  conference  established  a  committee  of  Ministers  from  all  governments 
to  consider  health  insurance  programmes  and  the  work  of  this  committee  is 
now  under  way. 

My  Ministers  have  also  conferred  with  provincial  Ministers  to  consider 
and  develop  an  arrangement  for  sharing  the  costs  of  assistance  to  unemployed 
persons  not  eligible  for  unemployment  insurance  benefits,  and  in  need.  Detailed 
agreements  have  been  submitted  to  the  provinces.  You  will  be  asked  to  approve 
the  legislation  necessary  to  implement  this  programme. 

You  will  be  asked  to  provide  for  the  construction,  jointly  with  the  govern- 
ment of  Ontario,  of  a  gas  pipeline  across  northern  Ontario  from  the  Manitoba 
boundary  to  Kapuskasing,  to  be  leased  to  Trans-Canada  Pipe  Lines  Limited, 
which  is  to  build  connecting  lines  in  western  and  eastern  Canada.  My  Ministers 
consider  this  government  participation  is  necessary  to  make  this  important 
national  project  possible  at  this  time. 

You  will  also  have  laid  before  you  amendments  to  the  Trans-Canada  High- 
way Act  to  accelerate  the  completion  of  essential  links  in  the  Trans-Canada 
Highway  and  to  continue,  in  co-operation  with  provincial  governments,  the 
work  of  constructing  that  highway  up  to  the  agreed  standards. 

Amendments  to  the  National  Housing  Act  will  be  laid  before  you.  The 
rapid  growth  of  our  centres  of  population  has  been  a  spectacular  feature  of  our 
national  development  since  the  last  war,  and  in  that  growth  wide  use  has  been 
made  of  the  National  Housing  Act  by  our  citizens,  particularly  in  suburban 
areas.  One  amendment  now  to  be  proposed  is  designed  to  increase  assistance  to 
encourage  re-development  of  older  sections  of  our  cities  to  their  best  use. 

Early  last  year  the  home  improvement  section  of  the  Act  was  proclaimed. 
It  has  contributed  greatly  toward  the  betterment  of  many  existing  houses.  An 
amendment  will  be  laid  before  you  to  increase  the  amounts  of  loans  available 
for  this  purpose. 

A  joint  committee  of  both  Houses  will  be  proposed  to  review  the  progress 
and  programmes  of  the  Federal  District  Commission  in  developing  the  national 
capital. 

In  the  field  of  industrial  development  you  will  be  asked  to  extend  the  scope 
of  the  Industrial  Development  Bank.  You  will  also  be  asked  to  increase  the 
size  of  loans  which  may  be  made  by  the  Canadian  Farm  Loan  Board  and  to 
amend  the  Farm  Improvement  Loans  Act. 
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My  Ministers  also  plan  to  introduce  a  bill  to  provide  that  women  receive 
equal  pay  with  men  for  equal  work  in  industries  which  are  under  federal 
jurisdiction. 

You  will  be  asked  to  revise  the  Royal  Canadian  Mounted  Police  Act  and 
the  Dominion  Succession  Duty  Act.  You  will  be  requested  to  consider  amend- 
ments to  the  Canadian  Wheat  Board  Act,  the  Supreme  Court  Act,  the  Excise 
Act,  The  Canada  Shipping  Act,  the  Small  Loans  Act,  the  Navigable  Waters 
Protection  Act,  the  Prairie  Farm  Rehabilitation  Act,  the  Prairie  Farm  Assistance 
Act,  the  Canadian  Citizenship  Act  and  the  Indian  Act.

Prayers. 

The  Honourable  the  Speaker  presented  to  the  Senate  the  Report  of  the 
Joint  Librarians  of  Parliament. 

The  said  Report  was  then  read  by  the  Clerk,  as  follows:  — 

REPORT  OF  THE  JOINT  LIBRARIANS   OF  PARLIAMENT 
3rd  Session,  22nd  Parliament,   1956. 

To  the  Honourable  the  Speaker  of  the  Senate: 

The  joint  Librarians  of  Parliament  have  the  honour  to  submit  their  report 
for  the  year  1955. 

It  will  be  four  years  next  August  since  the  destructive  fire  occurred  in  the 
Library  of  Parliament  building.  The  reconstruction  of  the  building  was  begun 
in  the  summer  of  1953.  On  December  19th  last  the  Honourable  the  Speaker 
of  the  House  of  Commons  and  the  Joint  Librarians  made  a  tour  of  the  library 
building  and  were  very  favourably  impressed  with  the  structural  and 
decorative  work  that  has  been  done  there.  However,  the  architects  in  charge 
of  the  reconstruction  cannot  as  yet  give  us  a  definite  date  when  their  task  will 
be  completed;  they  hope  that  it  will  be  some  time  in  the  early  summer  of 
this  year. 

The  methods  adopted  in  order  to  provide  a  satisfactory  service  to  Members 
of  Parliament  and  officials  while  we  are  occupying  several  buildings  in  Ottawa 
have  been  described  in  previous  reports.  No  important  changes  in  these 
arrangements  have  been  made  since  last  session  with  the  exception  that  we 
have  recently  acquired  a  light  panel  truck  to  facilitate  the  transfer  of  books 
and  materials  from  one  place  to  another. 

The  recataloguing  of  the  collection  according  to  modern  methods  is  pro- 
gressing satisfactorily,  with  the  help  of  the  six  additional  librarians  engaged 
for  that  purpose.  In  the  course  of  the  year  just  ended  25,565  volumes  were 
recatalogued  and  reclassified,  which  brings  the  total  number  so  far  processed 
to  48,120. 

A  number  of  donations  were  received  during  the  year,  among  them  an 
album  of  photographs  recording  the  first  century  of  "Earnscliffe",  presented 
by  Sir  Archibald  Nye,  High  Commissioner  for  the  United  Kingdom.

(The  following  letter  was  sent  to  all  Provincial  Premiers,  the  letter  to  the 
Premier  of  Quebec  being  in  French) 

OFFICE  OF  THE  PRIME  MINISTER 
CANADA 

Ottawa,  January  6,   1956. 
My  dear  Premier: 

At  the  opening  session  of  our  October  Conference,  I  put  forward  certain 
general  ideas  which  the  federal  government  believed  would  form  a  reasonable 
basis  for  a  revised  approach  to  the  question  of  federal-provincial  fiscal 
arrangements.  These  ideas  were  further  elaborated  in  our  sessions  in  camera, 
with  some  statistical  illustrations  of  how  they  might  operate. 

We  discussed  these  suggestions  at  some  length  at  the  Conference  and  the 
general  consensus  seemed  to  be  that  they  were  worth  careful  study.  We  did 
not  expect,  nor  did  we  ask  the  provincial  governments  to  commit  themselves 
on  these  principles  at  the  Conference,  but  at  the  closing  session,  I  invited  them 
to  send  in  further  comments  or  observations  after  they  had  had  time  for  further 
consideration. 

Since  the  Conference  I  have  received  formal  communications  from  four 
provincial  governments  and  there  have  been  informal  exchanges  of  views  with 
other  provinces,  both  between  Ministers  and  officials;  all  of  these  have  been 
carefully  considered. 

The  federal  government  is  now  prepared  to  make  a  definite  proposal  and 
to  recommend  to  Parliament  that  appropriate  legislation  be  passed  along  the 
following  lines: 

1.  The  federal  government  would  make  unconditional  tax  equalization 
payments  to  the  provinces.  In  brief,  these  annual  equalization  payments 
would  bring  the  combined  per  capita  yield  of  certain  standard  taxes  applied 
to  the  personal  income  tax  field,  the  corporate  tax  field  and  the  succession 
duty  field  up  to  the  level  of  the  average  per  capita  yield  of  these  taxes  in  the 
two  provinces  which  have  the  highest  per  capita  combined  yields  in  these 
three  fields.  These  equalization  payments  would  be  paid  during  each  fiscal 
year  commencing  April  1,  1957,  and  would  be  calculated  on  the  basis  of  the 
tax  and  population  figures  for  the  preceding  taxation  year. 

2.  During  the  currency  of  these  arrangements,  the  federal  government 
would  also  pay  to  each  provincial  government  each  year  any  amount  required 
to  bring  the  total  yield  of  these  standard  taxes,  plus  the  equalization  payment, 
up  to  the  highest  of: 

(a)  the  tax  rental  paid  or  available  to  the  provincial  government  in 
respect  of  the  year  ending  March  31,  1957,  increased  by  an  amount, 
proportionate  to  any  increase  in  population  of  the  province,  from 
June  1,  1956  to  June  1  of  the  taxation  year  in  respect  of  which 
the  equalization  payment  is  made;   or 

(b)  in  the  fiscal  year  1958-59,  90  per  cent  of  the  standard  tax  yield  plus 
equalization  and  stabilization  payments,  if  any,  in  1957-58,  and  in 
subsequent  years,  90  per  cent  of  the  average  standard  tax  yield  plus 
equalization  and  stabilization  payments,  if  any,  in  the  two  preceding 
years. 
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3.  Where  a  provincial  government  undertakes  not  to  impose  or  permit  its 
municipalities  to  impose  taxes  in  the  personal  income  tax  field,  or  the  corpora- 
tion tax  field  or  the  succession  duty  field,  the  federal  government  would  pay  to 
such  provincial  government  each  year  an  amount  equal  to  the  yield  of  the 
standard  tax  in  that  field  in  that  province. 

4.  Where  a  provincial  government  prefers  to  impose  and  collect  its  own 
taxes  in  any  of  these  three  fields  at  whatever  rates  it  chooses,  the  federal 
government  would  abate  the  rate  of  federal  tax  in  that  field  in  that  province 
by  the  standard  rate. 

5.  Where  a  provincial  government  chooses  to  impose  and  collect  corpora- 
tion taxes,  other  than  a  general  tax  on  profits,  the  federal  government  in 
determining  the  taxable  income  of  a  corporation  would  not  allow  as  an  expense 
provincial  corporation  taxes  on  that  corporation  up  to  9  per  cent  of  its  taxable 
income  or  up  to  the  general  rate  of  corporate  income  tax  levied  by  the 
provincial  government,  whichever  is  the  greater.  Where  the  total  provincial 
corporation  taxes  paid  by  a  corporation  exceed  such  level,  such  excess  would 
be  allowed  as  an  expense  to  the  corporation.  The  cost  to  the  federal  treasury 
of  allowing  such  excess  as  a  corporate  expense  would  be  deducted  from  any 
payments  due  to  the  provincial  government  arising  out  of  these  proposals. 

6.  The  standard  rates  proposed  are: 

(a)  On  personal  incomes,  10  per  cent  of  the  federal  tax  under  the 
Income  Tax  Act   (i.e.  excluding  the  Old  Age  Security  Tax); 

(b)  On  corporations,  9  per  cent  of  the  taxable  income  deemed  to  be 
earned  in  the  province; 

(c)  On  successions,  50  per  cent  of  the  federal  duty.  (In  calculating 
equalization  payments,  it  is  proposed  to  average  the  yield  of  succes- 
sion duties  over  a  period  of  three  years.) 

7.  In  calculating  equalization  payments,  stabilization  payments  or  rental 
payments  under  numbered  paragraphs  1,  2  and  3,  the  standard  rates  of 
personal  income  tax  and  succession  duty  would  be  adjusted  upward  or  down- 
ward each  year,  if  necessary,  in  order  to  offset  any  future  changes  in  either  the 
rates  of  tax  or  personal  exemptions  resulting  from  future  amendments  to  the 
Income  Tax  Act  or  the  Succession  Duty  Act, 

We  propose  that  these  arrangements  be  for  a  period  of  Rve  years  com- 
mencing April  1,  1957. 

These  proposals  provide  revenues  to  the  provinces  somewhat  greater  than 
those  available  under  the  present  tax-rental  system;  they  provide  for  revenues 
increasing  with  the  growth  and  expansion  of  our  country;  and  they  guarantee 
a  measure  of  stability  in  this  sector  of  provincial  revenues  more  effectively 
than  do  the  present  arrangements. 

They  also  make  it  possible  for  any  provincial  government  so  desiring  to 
secure  these  revenues  in  these  tax  fields  without  the  necessity  of  imposing 
and  collecting  its  own  taxes. 

It  would,  I  think,  be  useful  to  have  our  committee  of  officials  meet  as  early 
in  February  as  possible  to  clarify  the  technical  details  of  these  proposals. 

I  would  be  glad  to  hear  from  you  in  due  course.

My  dear  Premier: 

My  colleagues  and  I  have  been  considering  changes  in  the  draft  unemploy- 
ment assistance  agreement  proposed  by  a  number  of  provinces  in  earlier 
correspondence  and  in  discussions  held  with  federal  officials  during  the  week 
of  October  3rd.  We  have  now  approved  a  revised  draft  agreement,  two  copies 
of  which  I  am  enclosing  with  this  letter. 

In  revising  the  draft  agreement,  we  have  sought  to  meet  all  the  points 
raised  by  provincial  representatives  in  so  far  as  they  would  help  to  assure  to 
all  provinces,  with  their  wide  variety  of  institutions  and  procedures  for 
providing  relief,  an  equal  measure  of  federal  participation. 

In  all  cases  where  changes  have  been  made  it  will  be  noted  that  the 
revised  text  offers  somewhat  more  favourable  terms  to  the  provinces  than 
was  the  case  in  the  original  draft  of  last  August.  No  change  is  contemplated 
in  the  formula  designed  to  meet  the  special  situation  in  Nova  Scotia  as  set 
forth  in  my  letter  to  you  of  August  26th. 

The  attached  agreement  was  drafted  in  such  a  manner  that  it  may  be  given 
effect  from  July  1st,  1955,  or  whatever  later  date  may  be  preferred  by  each 
provincial  government.  In  the  event  your  government  decides  to  enter  into 
an  agreement  on  the  basis  of  this  revised  draft,  would  you  please  arrange  to 
have  both  the  attached  copies  signed  or  initialled  by  your  appropriate  Minister 
and  returned  to  the  Minister  of  National  Health  and  Welfare  for  completion  on 
behalf  of  the  federal  government  and  one  of  the  copies  will  then  be  returned 
to  you  for  your  records.  Before  sending  the  signed  or  initialled  copies  to  Mr. 
Martin,  paragraph  17  should,  of  course,  be  completed  to  indicate  whether  you 
wish  the  agreement  to  come  into  force  on  July  1st,  1955,  or  at  some  later 
date,  and  also  whether  the  agreement  with  your  province  is  to  run  for  a  term 
certain  of  five  years  or  some  lesser  period. 

Following  completion  of  the  agreement,  the  appropriate  officers  of  the 
federal  government  will  work  out  with  the  officials  of  whatever  department 
you  may  designate  the  detailed  administrative  procedures  for  the  submission 
of  monthly  reimbursement  claims,  beginning  with  the  month  in  which  the 
agreement  takes  effect.  Federal  authority  to  make  the  actual  reimbursement 
payments  will,  of  course,  have  to  await  the  passage  of  legislation  at  the  next 
session  of  Parliament  beginning  January   10th,    1956.

WHEREAS  Canada  and  are  desirous  of  entering  into  an 

agreement  for  the  purpose  of  providing  assistance  to  unemployed  persons  who 
are  in  need,  and  for  the  sharing  of  the  costs  thereof; 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  this  agreement  witnesseth  that  in  consideration  of  the 
premises  and  of  the  mu4ual  covenants  and  agreements  herein  contained,  the. 
parties  hereto  hereby  covenant  and  agree  each  with  the  other  as  follows: 

1.  In  this  agreement,  unless  the  contrary  intention  appears, 

(a)  "province"  means  the  province  of 

(b)  "municipality"  means  a  municipal  corporation  in  the  province  and 
includes  any  city,  town  or  local  governmental  body  established 
under  the  authority  of  the  law  of  the  province  and  authorized  to 
administer  assistance  to  unemployed  persons  who  are  in  need;

(d)  "population"  means,  except  in  sub-paragraph  (a)  of  paragraph  13, 
the  most  recent  estimate  of  the  population  of  the  province  made 
by  the  Dominion  Bureau  of  Statistics  and  published  by  the  Queen's 
Printer  at  Ottawa  prior  to  the  month  to  which  the  reimbursement 
claim  relates; 

(e)  "homes  for  special  care"  means  nursing  homes,  hostels  for  indigent 
transients,  homes  for  the  aged,  poor  houses,  alms  houses  and.  hostel 
facilities  provided  for  the  aged  within  housing  projects  constructed 
under  the  provisions  of  the  National  Housing  Act;  and 

if)  words  in  the  singular  include  the  plural  and  words  in  the  plural 
include  the  singular. 

2.  At  the  first  session  of  Parliament  following  the  execution  of  this 
Agreement,  Canada  shall  introduce  and  recommend  the  enactment  of  such 
legislation  as  may  be  required  to  enable  Canada  to  give  effect  to  this  Agree- 
ment, and  at  the  first  session  of  the  Legislature  of  the  province  following  the 
execution  of  this  Agreement  shall  introduce  and  recommend 
the  enactment  of  such  legislation  as  may  be  required  to  enable  to 
give  effect  to  this  Agreement. 
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3.  shall  make  all  the  necessary  arrangements  for

(a)  the  total  number  of  persons  who  are  unemployed  and  in  need  in 
the  province,  including  their  dependents,  ^ho  have  received  assist- 
ance during  the  month  to  which  the  reimbursement  claim  relates, 
and 

(b)  the  total  amounts  paid  to  or  on  behalf  of  such  persons  during  the 
month  to  which  the  reimbursement  claim  relates. 

7.  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  names  and  addresses  of 
any  persons  and  of  the  number  of  their  dependents  who  have  received 
assistance  and  the  particulars  of  such  assistance,  which  record  shall  be  made 
available  for  examination  on  request  by  officials  of  Canada. 

8.  There  shall  be  excluded  from  the  reimbursement  claim  any  person, 
together  with  any  payment  made  to  or  on  behalf  of  such  persons,  who  is 

(a)  an  inmate  in  any  institution  maintained  in  whole  or  in  part  out 
of  funds  appropriated  by 

(i)   the  Parliament  of  Canada, 
(ii)   the  Legislature  of  the  province, 
(iii)   a  municipality,  or 
(iv)   a  charitable  organization; 

except  that  there  may  be  included  in  the  reimbursement  claim 
payments  made  by  the  province  or  by  a  municipality  for  the 
upkeep  of  inmates  in  homes  for  special  care  and  the  number  of 
persons  in  respect  of  whom  such  payments  are  made,  provided  that 
said  inmates  are  unemployed  and  in  need  and  the  payments  claimed 
do  not  exceed  what  an  individual  might  reasonably  be  expected 
to  pay  for  accommodation  of  a  comparable  kind  and  quality  in  the 
same  locality  and  provided  further  that  said  inmates  are  not  such 
as  would  normally  be  cared  for  in  general,  acute,  chronic  or  con- 
valescent hospitals,  tuberculosis  sanatoria,  mental  institutions, 
institutions  for  incurables,  orphanages  or  child  welfare  institutions; 

(b)  a  person  in  receipt  of 

(i)   unemployment  benefit  under  the  Unemployment  Insurance  Act, 
(ii)   a  pension  under  the  Old  Age  Security  Act, 
(iii)   assistance  under  the  Old  Age  Assistance  Act, 
(iv)   an  allowance  under  the  Blind  Persons  Act, 
(v)   an  allowance  under  the  Disabled  Persons  Act,  or 
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(vi)   a    supplemental    allowance    or    cost-of-living    bonus    provided 
under  the  law  of  the  province  to  recipients  of  benefit  under 
any  of  the  aforementioned  Acts;  or 
(c)   a  recipient  of  mother's  allowance. 

9.  Notwithstanding  sub-paragraph  (b)  of  paragraph  8  there  may  be 
included  in  the  reimbursement  claim  any  additional  relief  payments  made  by 
the  province  or  by  a  municipality  to  persons  described  in  the  said  sub-paragraph 
and  the  number  of  persons  to  whom  such  payments  are  made  if  such  persons  are 
unemployed  and  in  need.

(ii)  enabling  a  recipient  of  unemployment  assistance  or  dependent 
member  of  his  family  to  obtain  assured  employment  as  certified 
by  the  National  Employment  Service,  or 
(iii)  enabling  a  recipient  of  unemployment  assistance  or  a  dependent 
member  of  his  family  to  obtain  needed  medical,  hospital  or 
nursing  home  care  which  cannot  be  provided  at  his  normal 
place  of  residence;  and 

(d)  the  cost  of  administration. 

11.  There  shall  be  deducted  from  the  reimbursement  claim 

(a)  an  amount  calculated  by  multiplying  the  average  per  person 
monthly  cost  of  assistance  by  -45  per  cent  of  the  population,  and 

(b)  an  amount  calculated  by  multiplying  the  average  per  person 
monthly  cost  of  assistance  by  the  decrease  in  the  number  of 
recipients  of  mothers'  allowances. 

12.  The  average  per  person  monthly  cost  of  assistance  shall  be  calculated 
by  dividing  the  total  of  the  payments  made  during  the  month,  as  set  forth  in 
the  reimbursement  claim,  by  the  total  number  of  persons,  including  depend- 
ents, who  received  assistance  during  the  said  month  as  set  forth  in  the  reim- 
bursement claim. 

13.  For  the  purpose  of  sub-paragraph  (b)  of  paragraph  11,  the  decrease 
in  the  number  of  recipients  of  mothers'  allowances  shall  be  calculated  as 
follows: 

(a)  the  average  monthly  percentage  of  the  population  of  the  province

chronic  or  convalescent  hospitals,  tuberculosis  sanatoria,  mental 
institutions,  institutions  for  incurables,  orphanages  or  child  welfare 
institutions: 
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(b)  a  person  in  receipt  of 

(i)   unemployment    benefit    under    the    Unemployment    Insurance 

Act, 
(ii)   a  pension  under  the  Old  Age  Security  Act, 
(iii)   assistance  under  the  Old  Age  Assistance  Act, 
(iv)   an  allowance  under  the  Blind  Persons  Act, 
(v)   an  allowance  under  the  Disabled  Persons  Act,   or 
(vi)   a    supplemental    allowance    or    cost-of-living    bonus    provided 
under  the  law  of  the  province  to  recipients  of  benefit  under 
any  of  the  aforementioned  Acts;  or 

(c)  a  recipient  of  mother's  allowance. 

9.  Notwithstanding  sub-paragraph  (b)  of  paragraph  8  there  may  be 
included  in  the  reimbursement  claim  any  additional  relief  payments  made  by 
the  province  or  by  a  municipality  to  persons  described  in  the  said  sub- 
paragraph and  the  number  of  persons  to  whom  such  payments  are  made  if 
such  persons  are  unemployed  and  in  need. 

10.  There  shall  also  be  excluded  from  the  reimbursement  claim  payments 
made  in  respect  of 

(a)  medical,  hospital,  nursing,  dental  and  optical  care  and  drugs  and 
dressings, 

(b)  funeral  expenses, 

(c)  all  travelling  expenses  except  those,  if  Canada  is  not  contributing 
thereto  under  some  other  arrangement,  that  are  made  for  the 
purpose  of 

(i)  returning  a  recipient  of  unemployment  assistance  and  his  de- 
pendents, if  any  to  his  normal  place  of  residence  under  an 
arrangement  to  which  the  municipality  or  the  government  of 
the  province  to  which  he  is  being  returned  has  agreed  in 
advance, 

(ii)  enabling  a  recipient  of  unemployment  assistance  or  dependent 
member  of  his  family  to  obtain  assured  employment  as  certified 
by  the  National  Employment  Service,  or 

(iii)  enabling  a  recipient  of  unemployment  assistance  or  a  dependent 
member  of  his  family  to  obtain  needed  medical,  hospital  or 
nursing  home  care  which  cannot  be  provided  at  his  normal 
place  of  residence;  and 

(d)  the  cost  of  administration. 

11.  There  shall  be  deducted  from  the  reimbursement  claim 

(a)  an  amount  calculated  by  multiplying  the  average  per  person  monthly 
cost  of  assistance  by 

(i)    -30  per  cent  of  the  population  during  the  first  year   of  this 

agremeent, 
(ii)    -35  per  cent  of  the  population  during  the  second  year  of  this 

agreement, 
(iii)    -40  per  cent  of  the  population  during  the  third  year  of  this 

agreement,  and 
(iv)    -45  per  cent  of  the  population  during  the  fourth  and  subsequent 

years  of  this  agreement, 

(b)  an  amount  calculated  by  multiplying  the  average  per  person  monthly 
cost  of  assistance  by  the  decrease  in  the  number  of  recipients  of 
mothers'  allowances. 

12.  The  average  per  person  monthly  cost  of  assistance  shall  be  calculated 
by  dividing  the  total  of  the  payments  made  during  the  month,  as  set  forth  in 
the  reimbursement  claim,  by  the  total  number  of  persons,  including  dependents, 
who  received  assistance  during  the  said  month  as  set  forth  in  the  reimbursement 
claim. 
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13.  For  the  purpose  of  sub-paragraph  (b)  of  paragraph  11,  the  decrease 
in  the  number  of  recipients  of  mothers'  allowances  shall  be  calculated  as 
follows: 

(a)  the  average  monthly  percentage  of  the  population  of  the  province 
who  were  recipients  of  mothers'  allowances  during  each  twelve- 
month period  from  the  first  day  of  July  1945,  to  the  thirtieth  day 
of  June  prior  to  the  month  to  which  the  reimbursement  claim  relates 
shall  be  determined,  and  in  determining  these  percentages  the  latest 
estimate  made  by  the  Dominion  Bureau  of  Statistics  and  published 
by  the  Queen's  Printer  at  Ottawa  of  the  population  of  the  province 
on  the  first  day  of  June  or  nearest  date  thereto  in  each  twelve-month 
period  shall  be  used; 

(b)  the  average  monthly  percentage  determined  for  the  twelve-month 
period  ending  the  thirtieth  day  of  June  immediately  preceding 
the  month  to  which  the  reimbursement  claim  relates  shall  be  sub- 
tracted from  the  highest  percentage  ascertained  pursuant  to 
sub-paragraph  (a)  of  this  paragraph  in  respect  of  any  other  twelve- 
month period; 

(c)  from  the  difference  ascertained  pursuant  to  sub-paragraph  (b)  of 
this  paragraph  there  shall  be  subtracted   -10  per  cent; 

(d)  the  difference  ascertained  pursuant  to  sub-paragraph  (c)  of  this 
paragraph  shall  be  multiplied  by  the  population;  and 

(e)  in  the  event  that  the  calculation  in  sub-paragraph  (c)  of  this 
paragraph  results  in  a  negative  quantity,  sub-paragraph  (b)  of 
paragraph  11  shall  have  no  application. 

14.  The  reimbursement  claim  shall 

(a)  be  submitted  within  six  (6)  months  next  following  the  last  day  of 
the  month  to  which  it  relates,  but  no  claim  submitted  by 

in  respect  of  any  month  prior  to  the  actual  date  on  which  this 
agreement  is  executed  shall  be  disqualified  solely  on  the  ground

THIS  AGREEMENT  made  the  21st  day  of  November  1955. 
BETWEEN: 

Her  Majesty  the  Queen  in  right  of  Canada, 
(hereinafter  called  the  "Government  of 
Canada"),  represented  by  the  Minister  of 
Trade  and  Commerce,  (hereinafter  called 
"the  Minister"), 

PARTY  OF  THE  FIRST  PART, 

— and — 

TRANS-CANADA  PIPE  LINES  LIMITED, 
a  body  corporate  with  head  office  in  the 
City  of  Calgary,  Province  of  Alberta,  duly 
incorporated  by  Act  of  Parliament,  Chapter 
92,  Statutes  of  Canada  1951  (hereinafter 
called  "Trans-Canada"), 

PARTY  OF  THE  SECOND  PART. 

WHEREAS  Trans-Canada  has  been  authorized  by  the  Board  of  Transport 
Commissioners  for  Canada  to  construct  an  all-Canadian  natural  gas  pipe  line, 
currently  estimated  to  cost  approximately  $375  million,  from  a  point  on  the 
Alberta-Saskatchewan  border  eastward  through  the  Provinces  of  Saskatchewan, 
Manitoba,  Ontario  and  to  the  City  of  Montreal  in  the  Province  of  Quebec,  with 
connections  to  serve  cities  and  communities  within  economic  reach  of  the  said 
pipe  line; 

AND  WHEREAS  the  Government  of  Canada  favours  the  construction  of 
the  said  pipe  line  in  the  national  interest  and  to  that  end  is  prepared  to 
recommend  to  Parliament  that  a  Crown  Corporation  of  the  Government  of 
Canada  be  established  and  financed  to  construct  a  section  (hereinafter  called 
"the  Northern  Ontario  section")  of  the  said  all-Canadian  pipe  line  commencing 
at  the  Ontario-Manitoba  border  and  extending  eastward  through  Northern 
Ontario  to  a  point  at  or  near  the  Town  of  Kapuskasing,  Ontario  and  that  the 
Northern  Ontario  section  be  leased  to  Trans- Canada  for  a  period  of  25  years 
and  on  the  terms  as  hereinafter  set  forth; 
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AND  WHEREAS  Trans-Canada  has  carried  on  engineering  studies,  market 
surveys,  contract  negotiations,  and  has  taken  options  to  acquire  right-of-way 
for  the  major  portion  of  the  Trans-Canada  all-Canadian  pipe  line,  and  has 
constructed  a  20-inch  pipe  line  from  the  Niagara  River  to  Sheridan  in  the 
vicinity  of  Toronto,  Ontario; 

AND  WHEREAS  Trans-Canada  proposes  to  construct  between  October  1st, 
1955  and  November  1st,  1956  a  34-inch  pipe  line  from  a  point  on  the  Alberta- 
Saskatchewan  border  to  the  vicinity  of  Winnipeg,  Manitoba,  with  a  lateral  line 
from  the  vicinity  of  Winnipeg  to  Emerson,  Manitoba,  and  a  24-inch  pipe  line 
from  Sheridan  to  Brooklin,  Ontario,  and  a  20-inch  line  from  Brooklin  to  Ste. 
Anne  de  Bellevue  in  the  vicinity  of  Montreal,  Quebec,  with  a  lateral  from 
Morrisburg  to  the  vicinity  of  Ottawa,  Ontario; 

AND  WHEREAS  Trans-Canada  proposes  to  construct  between  October  1st, 
1955  and  November  1st,  1957  a  30-inch  pipe  line  from  the  vicinity  of  Winnipeg, 
Manitoba  to  the  Manitoba-Ontario  border,  and  from  the  vicinity  of  Kapuskasing, 
Ontario  to  Brooklin,  Ontario; 

AND  WHEREAS  Trans-Canada  proposes  to  arrange  for  financing  of  all  its 
costs  and  commitments  in  connection  with  the  said  program  of  construction 
prior  to  May  1st,  1956; 

NOW  THEREFORE  THIS  AGREEMENT  WITNESSETH 

1.  Trans-Canada  will  diligently  take  steps  to  secure  all  necessary  govern- 
mental permits,  financing,  materials  and  supplies  for  and,  having  obtained  same, 
will  carry  out  the  aforesaid  program  of  construction  and  particularly  will 
cause  to  be  constructed  in  conjunction  with  the  construction  of  the  said  Northern 
Ontario  section  of  the  said  all-Canadian  pipe  line  the  portions  thereof  from 
the  vicinity  of  Winnipeg,  Manitoba  to  the  Manitoba-Ontario  border,  and  from 
the  vicinity  of  Kapuskasing,  Ontario  to  Brooklin,  Ontario,  so  that  all  portions 
of  the  said  pipe  line  to  be  constructed  by  Trans-Canada  will  be  ready  for 
operation  at  the  time  of  completion  of  the  Northern  Ontario  section. 

2.  The  Government  of  Canada  will  recommend  to  Parliament  that  a  Crown 
Corporation  of  the  Government  of  Canada  be  established  and  that  funds  be 
provided  to  such  Crown  Corporation  to  enable  it  in  due  course  and  in  con- 
junction with  the  building  of  the  said  all-Canadian  pipe  line  to  acquire  the 
necessary  right-of-way  and  to  construct  thereon  the  Northern  Ontario  section 
of  the  said  all-Canadian  pipe  line. 

3.  If  evidence  satisfactory  to  the  Government  of  Canada  is  presented  by 
Trans-Canada  before  May  1st,  1956  that  it  has  arranged  for  financing  of  all  the 
costs  and  commitments  in  connection  with  the  said  program  of  construction, 
the  Government  of  Canada  will  cause  the  said  Crown  Corporation  to  acquire 
the  said  right-of-way  and  construct  thereon  a  natural  gas  pipe  line  of  the  size 
and  specifications  laid  down  by  order  of  the  Board  of  Transport  Commissioners 
for  Canada  under  which  Trans-Canada  is  authorized  to  construct  the  said 
all-Canadian  pipe  line.  The  said  Northern  Ontario  section  shall  commence  at 
the  Ontario-Manitoba  border  west  of  Kenora,  Ontario,  thence  to  Port  Arthur 
and  Fort  William,  Ontario,  thence  to  or  in  the  vicinity  of  Nipigon,  Ontario, 
thence  to  the  vicinity  of  Geraldton,  Hearst  and  Kapuskasing  in  the  Province 
of  Ontario,  being  a  distance  of  approximately  675  miles  and  costing  a  currently 
estimated  total  of  $117,633,000.  The  said  pipe  line  shall  consist  of  30-inch 
diameter  pipe  of  f-inch  wall  thickness  and  initially  shall  be  equipped  v/ith 
pressure  capacity  capable  of  transmitting  approximately  300  million  cubic  feet 
of  gas  per  day  and  designed  to  have  its  capacity  increased  to  530  million  cubic 
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feet  per  day  by  installing  additional  compression  facilities.  The  engineering 
and  design  of  the  facilities  included  in  the  said  Northern  Ontario  section  and 
the  standards  of  construction  and  workmanship  shall  be  in  accordance  with  the 
design  and  construction  standards  specified  by  the  engineering  firm  responsible 
to  Trans-Canada  for  such  matters  for  the  whole  all-Canadian  pipe  line. 

4.  In  carrying  out  of  their  respective  undertakings  hereunder,  Trans- 
Canada  and  the  said  Crown  Corporation  shall  co-operate  in  every  respect  to 
the  end  that  (a)  the  said  all-Canadian  pipe  line  shall  be  completed  as  one 
integrated  project  on  the  most  economical  basis  from  the  point  of  view  both 
of  costs  of  construction  and  operation,  and  (b)  the  construction  of  the  Northern 
Ontario  section  and  the  installation  of  the  facilities  are  properly  carried  out  to 
meet  the  designs,  plans  and  specifications  thereof. 

5.  After  completion  of  construction  of  the  Northern  Ontario  section,  the 
Crown  Corporation  will  install  and  bear  the  cost  of  additional  integral  parts  of 
the  pipe  line,  including  additional  compression  facilities,  if  required  by 
increased  gas  demand  east  of  the  Manitoba-Ontario  border,  without,  however, 
being  required  to  build  any  additional  pipe  line  or  looping  of  the  Northern 
Ontario  section  or  sales  laterals  therefrom. 

6.  The  Crown  Corporation  will  retain  title  to  the  Northern  Ontario  section 
and  will  enter  into  a  lease  thereof  to  Trans-Canada  substantially  on  the 
following  terms; 

(a)  The  lease  shall  be  for  a  period  of  25  years  from  the  completion  of 
construction; 

(b)  The  lessee  will,  during  the  term  of  the  lease 

(i)  at  its  own  cost  and  expense  operate  and  maintain  the  Northern 
Ontario  section  so  as  to  make  the  maximum  practical  use 
thereof  having  regard  to  gas  demand  east  of  the  Manitoba- 
Ontario  border; 

(ii)   pay  local  and  municipal  taxes  and  assessments; 

(iii)  pay  to  the  Crown  Corporation  a  monthly  rental  equal  to  the 
number  of  Mcf.  of  natural  gas  actually  transmitted  by  the 
Northern  Ontario  section  in  the  preceding  month  multiplied 
by  the  transportation  cost  per  Mcf.  as  hereinafter  provided. 
The  said  transportation  cost  shall  be  that  amount  per  Mcf. 
which,  if  the  line  were  operated  for  one  year  at  §  of  initially 
designed  capacity,  would  yield  an  amount  in  that  year  equal 
to  4|  per  cent  of  the  capital  cost  to  the  Crown  Corporation  of 
the  Northern  Ontario  section  as  constructed  at  its  initially 
designed  capacity.  In  calculating  the  said  capital  cost,  there 
shall  be  included,  in  addition  to  all  costs  of  materials,  supplies, 
right-of-way,  installation  or  other  costs  incurred  in  the  con- 
struction of  the  section,  interest  costs  and  all  other  expenses 
of  the  Crown  Corporation  during  construction; 

(iv)  commencing  in  the  fourth  full  calendar  year  of  the  term  of 
the  lease,  and  for  each  calendar  year  thereafter,  pay  to  the 
Crown  Corporation  by  way  of  additional  rental  the  amount  by 
which  in  such  calendar  year  the  revenues  of  Trans-Canada 
exceed  its  operation  expenses,  (including  its  costs  of  operating 
and  maintaining  the  Northern  Ontario  section  as  required 
under  the  terms  of  this  Agreement),  interest  on  bonds,  deben- 
tures and  other  outstanding  debts  and  obligations,  and  depreci- 
ation at  3 J  per  cent  of  the  cost  of  its  depreciable  assets,  such 
additional  rental  not  to  exceed  in  any  event  1  per  cent  of  the 
said   capital   cost  of  the  Northern   Ontario   section   and  to  be 
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payable  only  to  the  extent  necessary  to  bring  the  accumulated 
total  of  rental  payments  under  subparagraphs   (iii)    and   (iv) 
hereof  to  an  amount  equal  to  7  per  cent  per  annum  of  the  total 
capital  cost  from  time  to  time  of  the  Northern  Ontario  section 
together  with  interest  accumulated  at  3^  per  cent  per  annum 
compounded  annually  on  the  net  deficiencies  below  7  per  cent 
per  annum  of  any  preceding  period; 
(v)   make  such  repairs  and  replacements  as  may  be  required  to 
maintain   the   Northern    Ontario    section    in   proper   operating 
condition; 
(vi)   be  responsible  for  any  loss' of  or  damage  to  any  part  of  the 
Northern  Ontario  section  and  will  carry  insurance  in  favour 
of  the  Crown  Corporation  and  itself  in  respect  of  such  parts 
thereof  as  would  be  covered  by  insurance  if  it  were  the  owner 
of  the  Northern  Ontario  section  in  such  amounts  as  may  be 
agreed  upon  between  the  parties; 
(vii)   be  responsible  for  any  loss  of  or  damage  to  property  of  others, 
injury  to  persons  or  infringements  of  any  rights  arising  from 
or  occasioned  by  the  operation  of  the  Northern  Ontario  section 
and  will  indemnify  and  save  harmless  the  Crown  Corporation 
from  any  and  all  such  claims, 
(c)   Such  other  terms  as  may  be  mutually  agreed  upon  for  the  carrying 
out  of  the  intent  and  purpose  of  this  Agreement. 

7.  It  is  understood  and  agreed  by  the  parties  hereto  that  Trans-Canada 
shall  purchase  the  Northern  Ontario  section  from  the  Crown  Corporation  as 
soon  as  it  can  arrange  the  necessary  finances.  Trans-Canada  may  elect  to 
purchase  the  Northern  Ontario  section  from  the  Crown  Corporation  at  any 
time  during  the  term  of  the  lease  by  giving  written  notice  to  the  Crown 
Corporation  at  least  three  months  prior  to  the  date  when  the  sale  is  to  be 
completed.  The  Crown  Corporation  will,  following  receipt  of  such  notice,  sell 
to  Trans-Canada  all  facilities  and  assets  comprised  in  the  Northern  Ontario 
section  of  pipe  line  as  of  such  date  at  a  price  equal  to  the  total  capital  cost  of 
the  Northern  Ontario  section  as  of  the  date  of  sale,  minus  all  payments  under 
subparagraphs  (iii)  and  (iv)  of  paragraph  (b)  of  section  6  hereof  which  are 
in  excess  of  the  amount  necessary  to  give  the  Crown  Corporation  from  the 
date  of  completion  of  construction  an  annual  return  of  3^  per  cent  on  its 
invested  capital  and  outstanding  capital  obligations,  presuming  that  the  Crown 
Corporation  has  applied  semi-annually  to  retirement  of  its  invested  capital  and 
outstanding  capital  obligations  all  funds  received  by  it  in  excess  of  said  return. 

8.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  section  7,  Trans-Canada  shall  not  be 
entitled  hereunder  to  elect  to  purchase  nor  shall  the  Crown  Corporation  be 
obligated  hereunder  at  any  time  to  sell  the  assets  and  facilities  comprised  in 
the  Northern  Ontario  section; 

(a)  before  the  Crown  Corporation  has  received,  from  the  date  of  com- 
pletion of  construction,  an  annual  return  of  3J  per  cent  on  its 
invested  capital  and  outstanding  capital  obligations  as  hereinbefore 
set  out;  or 

(b)  at  a  price  less  than  (1)  the  amortized  capital  cost  of  the  Northern 
Ontario  section  which  shall  be  determined  by  applying,  from  the 
date  of  completion  of  construction,  to  the  total  capital  cost  from 
time  to  time  amortization  at  the  rate  of  3^  per  cent  per  annum  plus 
interest  thereon  compounded  annually  at  3^  per  cent  per  annum,  or 
(2)  70  per  cent  of  the  capital  cost  of  the  Northern  Ontario  section 
at  its  initially  designed  capacity  as  defined  in  subparagraph  (iii)  of 
paragraph  (b)  of  section  6,  whichever  is  the  higher  amount. 
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9.  For  the  purposes  of  sections  6,  7  and  8, 

(a)  if  the  date  as  of  which  the  sale  is  to  be  completed  does  not  coincide 
with  an  anniversary  of  the  date  of  completion  of  construction,  interest 
as  expressed  in  the  form  of  annual  return,  amortization  and  interest 
thereon  shall,  for  the  purpose  of  making  the  calculations  for  the 
lease  year  then  current,  be  deemed  to  accrue  from  day  to  day;  and 

(b)  the  total  capital  cost  of  the  Northern  Ontario  section  means 

(i)  the  capital  cost  of  the  section  as  constructed  at  its  initially 
designed  capacity  as  defined  in  subparagraph  (iii)  of  paragraph 
(b)  of  section  6,  plus 
(ii)  the  cost  of  additions  thereto,  such  cost  to  include,  in  addition 
to  all  costs  of  materials,  supplies,  land,  installation  or  other 
costs  incurred  in  the  construction  of  such  additions,  interest  dur- 
ing construction  at  SI  per  cent  per  annum  and  all  expenses  of 
the  Crown  Corporation  that  are  properly  attributable  to  such 
construction. 

10.  This  Agreement  shall  be  binding  upon  and  enure  to  the  benefit  of  the 
successors  and  assigns  of  Trans-Canada,  but  no  assignment  of  this  Agreement 
or  of  any  of  the  rights  or  obligations  hereunder  shall  be  made  by  Trans-Canada 
without  first  obtaining  the  written  consent  of  the  Minister,  and  in  the  event 
of  any  such  consent  being  given,  Trans-Canada  shall  not  be  relieved  of  any  of  its 
obligations  hereunder;  provided,  however,  that  Trans-Canada,  without  such 
consent,  shall  have  the  right  to  mortgage,  hypothecate,  charge  or  pledge  any 
or  all  of  its  rights  hereunder  to  secure  any  indebtedness,  and  no  such  consent 
shall  be  required  to  permit  any  person  holding  such  mortgage,  hypothec, 
charge  or  pledge  from  enforcing  such  security  under  the  terms  of  any  trust 
deed  or  other  instrument. 

IN  WITNESS  WHEREOF  the  Minister  of  Trade  and  Commerce  has  here- 
unto set  his  hand  and  the  seal  of  the  Department  of  Trade  and  Commerce 
on  behalf  of  Her  Majesty  the  Queen  in  right  of  Canada  and  Trans-Canada  Pipe 
Lines  Limited  has  caused  its  seal  to  be  hereto  affixed  and  this  Agreement  to 
be  signed  by  its  proper  officers  in  that  behalf.

Dear  Mr.  Porter: 

As  we  have  discussed  on  several  occasions,  the  building  by  Trans-Canada 
Pipe  Lines  Limited  of  a  natural  gas  pipe  line  to  follow  an  all-Canadian  route 
from  Alberta  to  the  East  has  manifest  advantages  for  the  whole  of  Canada  and 
will  involve  very  serious  financing  problems  due  to  the  limited  markets  initially 
served  and  the  difficulty  of  the  terrain.  These  might  result  in  the  delay  or 
indefinite  postponement  of  this  vitally  important  project. 
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I  understand  that  conditioned  upon  the  proposed  line  passing  through 
Northern  Ontario  and  thus  making  additional  sources  of  fuel  and  power  avail- 
able to  that  area  as  well  as  to  other  parts  of  Eastern  Canada,  the  Government 
of  Ontario  would  consider  limited  participation  with  the  Government  of 
Canada  in  a  plan  which,  it  is  hoped,  will  ensure  the  construction  of  the 
proposed  all-Canadian  line. 

To  accomplish  this  purpose,  the  Government  of  Canada  proposes  and 
intends  to  recommend  to  Parliament  the  formation  of  a  Crown  Corporation  to 
build  and  own  a  30-inch  gas  pipe  line  from  the  Manitoba-Ontario  border  to 
Kapuskasing,  Ontario,  to  be  known  as  "the  Northern  Ontario  section",  to  be 
built  in  conjunction  with  the  actual  building  of  the  adjoining  sections  and  to 
he  leased  to  Trans-Canada  Pipe  Lines  Limited.  Enclosed  herewith  is  a  copy 
of  the  agreement  between  the  Government  of  Canada  and  Trans-Canada,  dated 
November  21,  1955  setting  forth  the  terms  of  the  proposed  lease. 

You  have  indicated,  in  response  to  our  proposal,  that  the  Government  of 
Ontario  would  be  willing,  on  satisfactory  terms,  to  share,  through  the  medium 
of  such  Crown  Corporation,  in  the  financing  of  the  Northern  Ontario  section 
of  the  pipe  line  to  the  extent  of  one-third  of  its  cost,  your  participation  to  be 
limited,  however,  in  any  event  to  a  total  of  $35,000,000. 

It  has  been  estimated  that  the  Northern  Ontario  section  will  cost  about 
$117,000,000,  on  which  basis  Ontario's  participation  would  be  its  maximum 
amount  of  $35,000,000.  We  therefore  propose  that  the  capital  of  the  Crown 
Corporation  should  be  called  up  on  the  conservative  basis  of  an  overall  cost 
of  $120,000,000;  in  other  words,  that  35/120  of  the  funds  required  from  time  to 
time  by  the  Crown  Corporation  for  the  purposes  of  the  Northern  Ontario 
section  would  be  supplied  by  Ontario  and  the  balance  by  the  Government  of 
Canada,  adjustment  being  made  in  reasonable  time  before  the  completion  of  the 
section  to  ensure  that  Ontario  subscribes  its  one- third  share  (not  exceeding  the 
total  of  $35,000,000)  and  the  Government  of  Canada  the  entire  balance  of  the 
cost  of  the  project. 

It  is  suggested,  having  regard  to  the  extent  of  the  respective  investments 
of  the  two  governments  in  the  project,  that  the  Government  of  Canada  would 
be  entitled  to  nominate  one  more  director  of  the  Crown  Corporation 
than  the  Government  of  Ontario  and  also,  from  among  these,  to  appoint  the 
chairman. 

It  is  proposed  that  the  Crown  Corporation  should  pay  interest  and  repay 
capital  investment  to  our  respective  governments  in  accordance  with  the 
following  principles: 

(1)  Interest  on  the  outstanding  capital  investment  of  each  govern- 
ment shall  be  payable  at  rates  (related  to  the  respective  rates  of  interest 
prevailing  for  outstanding  obligations  of  Ontario  and  Canada)  to  be 
agreed  upon  prior  to  the  commencement  of  construction  of  the  Northern 
Ontario  section; 

(2)  Earnings  in  excess  of  expenses  and  interest  shall  be  applied 
to  retirement  of  the  outstanding  capital  investment  of  each  government 
in  proportion  to  original  investment.  In  the  event  of  sale  of  the  assets 
of  the  Crown  Corporation,  the  same  principle  of  distribution  shall  apply. 

I  would  like  to  make  it  clear  that  the  Crown  Corporation  will  not  com- 
mence to  build  the  Northern  Ontario  section  and  that  the  Government  of  Ontario 
will  not  be  called  upon  to  contribute  any  funds  toward  that  project  unless  and 
xmtil  the  Government  of  Canada  has  satisfied  your  government  that  Trans- 
Canada  Pipe  Lines  Limited  is  in  a  position  to  carry  out  its  commitment  to 
huild  and  put  into  operation  all  the  other  parts  of  the  natural  gas  pipe  line 
as  contemplated  by  the  agreement  with  that  company  dated  November  21st, 
1955. 
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If  these  arrangements  are  satisfactory  to  you,  please  let  me  know  as  soon 
as  possible.  This  letter  and  your  reply  would  then  constitute  an  agreement 
binding  upon  both  Governments,  subject  to  implementation  by  our  respective 
parliaments,  unless  and  until  they  are  replaced  by  any  other  agreement  between 
us.

Dear  Mr.  Howe: 

I  have  your  letter  of  November  21st,  1955  and  the  draft  agreement  between 
your  government  and  Trans-Canada  Pipe  Lines  Limited  which  was  enclosed 
with  it. 

It  has  long  been  an  objective  of  the  Government  of  Ontario  to  add  to 
the  fuel  and  power  resources  of  this  Province  by  bringing  to  the  East,  by 
means  of  an  all-Canadian  pipe  line  running  through  and  serving  Northern 
Ontario,  natural  gas  from  Western  Canada. 

We  have  given  careful  consideration  to  your  letter  and  the  agreement, 
and  we  are  prepared  to  agree  to  your  proposal  and  recommend  its  acceptance 
to  the  Legislature. 

Accordingly,  I  wish  to  inform  you  that  the  Government  of  Ontario  is 
prepared  to  recommend  to  the  next  session  of  the  Legislature  .that  appropriate 
legislation  be  passed  to  authorize  our  participation  in  the  project  to  the  extent 
and  on  the  terms  outlined  in  your  letter. 

We  have  noted  particularly  that  the  proposed  Crown  Corporation  will 
not  commence  to  build  the  Northern  Ontario  Section  of  the  line  and  that  the 
Government  of  Ontario  will  not  be  called  upon  to  contribute  any  funds  toward 
that  project  unless  and  until  the  Government  of  Canada  has  satisfied  the 
Government  of  Ontario  that  Trans-Canada  Pipe  Lines  Limited  is  in  a  position 
to  carry  out  its  commitment  to  build  and  put  into  operation  all  the  other  parts 
of  the  natural  gas  pipe  line  as  contemplated  by  the  agreement  v/ith  that 
company  referred  to  in  your  letter. 

It  is  understood  that  your  letter  and  this  reply  shall  constitute  an  agree- 
ment, binding  upon  both  governments,  subject  to  implementation  by  our 
respective  Parliaments,  unless  and  until  they  are  replaced  by  any  other 
agreement  between  us.

Dear  Mr.  Prime  Minister: 

My  colleagues  and  I  have  given  careful  consideration  to  the  proposals  of 
your  Government  in  respect  to  its  fiscal  arrangements  with  the  provinces,  as 
set  forth  in  your  letter  to  me  of  January  6th  last. 

It  seems  to  us  that  these  proposals  differ  from  the  older  tax-rental  formulas 
only  in  the  method  of  calculating  transfer  payments.  They  go  very  little 
further  in  remedial  action  or  in  the  development  of  broader  principle.  They 
may  be  somewhat  more  sensitive  and  volatile  than  the  formulas  based  upon 
Gross  National  Product,  but  their  ultimate  impact  upon  Federal-Provincial 
fiscal  relations  in  general  must  necessarily  leave  the  same  problems  unsolved — 
the  same  inequities  perpetuated. 

The  new  federal  proposals  offer  compensation  for  the  lack  of  taxable 
capacity  in  only  three  tax  fields.  Other  fields,  which  remain  for  provincial 
exploitation  and  which,  in  the  case  of  New  Brunswick,  account  for  roughly 
two-thirds  of  current  revenue,  are  precisely  those  which  reflect  and  embody 
the  results  of  unsatisfactory  economic  conditions  over  a  long  period. 

Thus,  the  proposals  of  your  Government  make  only  a  very  limited  attack 
upon  the  problem  of  how  best  to  overcome  the  serious  and,  indeed,  tragic 
inability  of  certain  provinces  to  raise,  in  tax  fields  open  to  them,  sufficient 
revenue  to  carry  out  their  constitutional  responsibilities  and  to  provide  a 
reasonable  level  of  provincial  services. 

You   will   remember,    Sir,   that   in   my   submission   to   the    Conference   in 
October,  I  stressed  the  auspicious  circumstances  which  exist,  in  the  Canadian 
economy,  at  the  present  time.     It  was  the  earnest  contention  of  our  Govern-  ■ 
ment  in  October  that  full  advantage  should  be  taken  of  what  I  termed   "a 
magnificent  opportunity  to  achieve  long  sought  national  objectives". 

Acting  on  this  conviction,  our  Government  submitted  a  formula  which 
was  designed  to  provide  supplementary  national  adjustment  grants  for  provinces 
where  per  capita  income  fell  far  below  the  Canadian  average. 
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In  this  connection,  I  wrote  you  on  December  30th,  1955  as  follows: 

"We  are  still  convinced  that  a  formula  similar  to  the  present  tax- 
rental  agreement  or  one  based  on  tax  yields  should  be  supplemented  by 
a  National  Adjustment  Grant  to  those  provinces  whose  per  capita  personal 
income  is  well  below  the  national  average,  and  feel  strongly  that  the 
suggestion  made  in  our  submission  to  the  October  meeting  was  sound 
and  equitable.  Our  formula  would  not  impose  a  serious  burden  on  the 
Federal  Treasury.  For  a  comparatively  modest  outlay  the  Federal 
Government  would  really  be  enabling  the  poorer  provinces  to  meet  their 
minimum  essential  responsibilities  without  imposing  on  their  people  an 
intolerable  burden  of  taxation." 

Your  proposals  of  January  6th  contain  no  recognition  of  the  foregoing 
contentions  and,  therefore,  the  Government  of  New  Brunswick  must  regard 
them  as  disappointing  and  falling  far  below  the  national  objectives  which 
should  be  sought  and  might  well  be  achieved  under  the  present  favourable  con^ 
ditions  of  Canadian  development. 

It  is  my  opinion  that  this  feeling  is  shared  by  all  New  Brunswick  munic- 
ipalities, who  have  to  carry  an  ever  increasing  burden  of  taxation.  Indeed,  in 
our  province,  I  am  very  much  concerned  lest  municipal  taxation  may  have 
reached  the  abnormal  proportions,  which  you  so  properly  view  with  alarm. 

It  has  seemed  to  our  Government  in  approaching  the  whole  question  of 
fiscal  arrangements,  that  the  language  of  the  Rowell-Sirois  Report  admirably 
expressed  the  objectives  with  reference  to  their  recommendation  concerning 
adjustment  grants.  The  quotation  is  taken  from  Chapter  V,  Book  II,  of  that 
report  and  reads  as  follows: 

'They  (adjustment  grants)  are  designed  to  make  it  possible  for 
every  province  to  provide  for  its  people  services  of  average  Canadian 
standards  and  they  will  thus  alleviate  distress  and  shameful  conditions 
which  now  weaken  national  unity  and  handicap  many  Canadians.  They 
are  the  concrete  expressions  of  the  Commission's  conception  of  a  federal 
system  which  will  both  preserve  a  healthy  local  autonomy  and  build  a 
stronger  and  more  united  nation." 

I  was  much  encouraged  by  your  letter  of  January  14th,  1955,  previous  to 
the  convening  of  the  preliminary  meeting,  to  learn  that  substantially  the  same 
goal  remained  the  settled  policy  of  the  Government  of  Canada.  Your  letter 
included  the  following  admirable  declaration: 

"The  present  government  has  no  intention  of  abandoning  the  objec- 
tive of  the  tax  rental  agreements  which  is  to  make  it  financially  possible 
for  all  the  provinces  whatever  their  tax  base  to  perform  their  con- 
stitutional functions  themselves  and  to  provide  a  reasonable  Canadian 
level  of  provincial  services  without  an  abnormal  burden  of  taxation." 

We  would  respectfully  submit  that  the  result  of  the  new  proposal  will  be 
to  increase  the  differences  in  economic  and  fiscal  capacity  among  provinces. 
These  differences  actually  constitute  a  grave  problem  in  achieving  national 
unity.  A  majority  of  provinces  will  receive  slightly  more  in  transfer  payments 
— those  which  have  neglected  to  impose  adequate  taxation  and  have  inferior 
services  as  a  result — those  which  enjoy  rich  and  broad  tax  bases  with  derivative 
benefit  to  their  services — those  which  are  receiving  almost  more  revenue  than 
they  know  how  to  spend — those,  like  New  Brunswick,  which  suffer  from  a 
relatively  heavy  burden  of  provincial  taxation  already  and  yet  are  unable  to 
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provide  an  adequate  level  of  services — all  will  derive  revenues  from  these  three 
taxes  and  equalization  payments  on  the  same  basis,  (substantially  equal  amounts 
per  capita),  irrespective  of  their  needs. 

Our  Government  is  now  asked  to  accept  a  situation  which  does  practically 
nothing  to  relieve  the  special  disabilities  under  which  we  have  laboured  for 
so  long.  The  formula  which  we  presented  to  the  Conference  envisaged 
transfer  payments  to  our  treasury  of  some  ten  millions  of  dollars  more  than 
we  were  receiving  annually  under  the  1952  tax  agreements.  This  amount  is 
based  on  a  realistic  appraisal  of  our  minimum  requirements,  if  we  are  to  be 
able  to  carry  out  our  constitutional  responsibilities.  The  proposal  of  your 
Government  will  increase  payments  to  New  Brunswick  by  about  one  million 
dollars  annually,  ten  percent  of  our  indicated  requirements. 

This  small  percentage  of  the  $10,000,000  special  adjustment  grant  envis- 
aged by  our  formula  will  not  enable  us  to  provide  the  health  and  social  needs, 
the  educational  facilities  and  services,  the  public  works,  the  material  benefits 
and  cultural  advantages — all  of  which  are  the  birthright  of  an  industrious  and 
enlightened  people. 

The  situation  is  further  complicated  for  New  Brunswick  by  the  fact  that 
we  have  had  to  undertake  an  extensive  program  of  hydroelectric  development 
in  order  to  meet  the  requirements  of  an  expanding  economy.  The  new  mineral 
resources  which  have  been  discovered  present  opportunities  which,  wisely  and 
vigorously  exploited,  could  transform  our  economy,  our  provincial  standard  of 
living  and  our  whole  way  of  life.  As  you  know,  officials  of  your  Government 
have  expressed  approval  of  the  action  taken  by  New  Brunswick  in  proceeding 
with  the  construction  of  a  large  hydroelectric  plant  at  Beechwood  on  the  St. 
John  River.  In  addition  the  New  Brunswick  Electric  Power  Commission  must 
undertake  very  substantial  expenditures  on  thermal  generating  plants,  trans- 
mission lines,  storages,  and  other  capital  expenditures. 

Consideration  of  New  Brunswick's  position  at  the  present  time  will  reveal 
very  special  circumstances — some  of  them  historic  in  their  implications — others 
novel  and  demanding  almost  immediate  solution.  We  believe  that  no  other 
province  outside  the  Maritimes  can  be  held  to  be  so  drastically  affected  by 
the  results  of  your  Government's  decisions  during  the  next  few  months.  The 
things  which  need  to  be  done  cannot  be  carried  out  with  our  own  unaided 
resources.  Yet  if  they  are  not  done,  opportunities  for  which  generations  of 
our  people  have  patiently  waited  will  be  lost  forever. 

To  us,  Sir,  your  letter  has  come  as  the  disappointing  culmination  of  a  now 
long  series  of  meetings  and  submissions  of  various  kinds,  rising  eventually 
to  the  level  of  a  Federal-Provincial  Conference.  During  this  process,  the 
almost  tragic  suspense  of  our  present  provincial  situation  has  been  exhaustively 
explained  and  documented.  Yet,  we  must  infer  from  your  proposals  that  no 
consideration  is  being  given  to  our  special  needs  and  responsibilities  at  this 
time  in  our  history. 

As  your  letter  induces  careful  thought  upon  the  broadest  aspects  of  Federal- 
Provincial  relations,  my  colleagues  and  I  once  more  request  that  consideration 
be  given  to  the  special  awards  which  were  made  as  a  result  of  the  Duncan  and 
White  Commissions  in  1927  and  1935  respectively.  One  of  the  basic  reasons 
for  the  adjustments  made  by  these  bodies  was  the  recognition  that  the  Mari- 
time provinces  had  never  received — nor  had  any  prospect  of  receiving — any 
accessions  to  their  areas  at  Confederation.  No  other  provinces  were  partners 
in  federal  union  under  similar  conditions — hence,  special  awards  of  compensa- 
tion were  provided  under  the  Royal  Commissions  referred  to.  In  the  language 
of  the  White  Commission  report,  page  17: 
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"We  feel  we  can  only  deal  with  the  claim  as  to  public  lands  added 
to  other  provinces  in  enlargement  of  their  original  boundaries  in  a 
broad  general  way  giving  it  equitable  consideration  as  a  factor  of 
importance  to  be  taken  into  account  in  reaching  conclusions  on  the 
whole  question  of  a  just  revision  of  subsidies  as  between  the  Maritime 
Provinces  and  the  Dominion." 

As  stated  at  the  Conference  in  October,  it  is  our  contention  that  the 
Duncan  and  White  awards  demand  revision  in  the  light  of  changes  in  the 
value  of  money  and  in  the  Canadian  economy,  and  in  recognition  of  our  interest 
in  the  fabulous  wealth  which  has  been  discovered  in  the  Northlands.  These 
now  form  a  part  of  various  provinces  but  were  originally  a  portion  of,  or  were 
acquired  by,  the  Canada  of  Confederation  into  which  New  Brunswick  came 
as  a  partner  in  1867. 

In  view  of  all  the  foregoing  facts  and  with  the  seriousness  of  our  New 
Brunswick  situation  very  much  in  mind,  we  respectfully  request  that  the 
Dominion-Provincial  Conference  be  reconvened  in  order  that  we  may  again 
present  our  case  for  special  consideration.

Your  letter  of  January  6th  was  delivered  at  my  office  on  January  9th.  The 
great  volume  of  additional  work  occasioned  by  the  session  of  the  Quebec 
Legislature  and  an  absence  of  a  few  days  have  prevented  me  from  writing  you 
earlier. 

You  state  in  your  letter:  "It  would,  I  think,  be  useful  to  have  our  com- 
mittee of  officials  meet  as  early  in  February  as  possible  to  clarify  the  technical 
details  of  these  proposals." 

I  understand  that  this  meeting  will  be  held  in  Ottawa  on  February  6th, 
The  representative  of  the  Province  of  Quebec  will  be  pleased  to  attend  it.  I  am 
clearly  under  the  impression  that  the  technical  details  of  the  proposals  which 
will  then  be  clarified  and  specified  are  absolutely  necessary  for  the  appreciation 
of  the  said  proposals  with  full  knowledge  of  the  facts. 

You  may  rest  assured,  Mr.  Prime  Minister,  that  we  earnestly  desire  to 
co-operate  on  a  friendly  basis  with  the  Federal  authorities  in  the  settlement  of 
the  Federal-Provincial  fiscal  problems,  fully  within  the  rights  and  prerogatives 
of  both  the  Federal  and  the  Provincial  Governments.

My  dear  Prime  Minister: 

I  and  my  colleagues  have  considered  the  proposal  of  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment with  respect  to  Federal-Provincial  fiscal  arrangements  as  set  out  in  your 
letter  of  January  6th,  and  I  should  like  to  state  briefly  a  few  observations 
relating  to: 

(a)  the  objectives  to  be  attained  by  such  arrangements; 

(b)  the  extent  to  which  the  tax  rental  agreements  attained  these 
objectives;  and 

(c)  the  extent  to  which  the  present  Federal  proposal  may  be  expected 
to  attain  these  objectives. 

Perhaps  it  would  not  be  unfair  to  say  that  the  stated  objectives  of  the 
Federal  Government,  relative  to  Federal-Provincial  fiscal  arrangements,  are: 

(a)  to  establish  a  more  equitable  system  of  taxation  throughout  Canada 
by  reducing  duplication  of  direct  taxation  and  of  machinery  for  the 
collection  of  direct  taxes; 

(b)  to  give  a  greater  measure  of  stability  to  the  revenues  of  the  prov- 
inces in  order  to  enable  them  more  adequately  to  carry  out  their 
responsibilities; 

(c)  to  enable  Canada,  with  the  co-operation  of  provincial  governments, 
to  carry  out  fiscal  and  other  national  policies  intended  to  maintain 
high  levels  of  employment  and  production,  and 

(d)  to  make  it  financially  possible  for  all  provinces,  whatever  their  tax 
base,  to  perform  their  constitutional  functions  themselves  and  to 
provide  a  reasonable  Canadian  level  of  provincial  services  without 
an  abnormal  burden  of  taxation. 
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I  can  certainly  agree,  without  reservation,  with  these  statements  of  the 
objectives  of  the  Federal  Government.  For  this  reason,  therefore,  I  suggest 
that  we  must  examine  any  fiscal  arrangements  which  relate  to  provincial 
revenues  with  a  view  to  ascertaining  the  degree  to  which  such  arrangements 
will  attain  these  stated  objectives,  and  particularly  those  contained  in  clauses 
(b)  and  (d)  above. 

As  I  stated  on  October  3rd  of  last  year,  the  tax  rental  agreements,  par- 
tially achieved  the  objectives  of  the  Federal  Government,  but  failed  to  fully 
achieve  the  objectives  because  of  the  fact  that  some  provinces  were  and  are 
able  to  raise  from  within  their  provinces  revenues  greatly  in  excess  of  the 
amount  which  can  be  raised  in  some  of  the  less  favoured  provinces.  I  do  not 
wish  to  repeat  my  argument,  so  I  shall  simply  state  that  in  my  view  a  lasting 
solution  to  the  problems  of  the  provinces  of  Canada  will  only  be  found  in 
an  arrangement  which  will  approach,  in  greater  measure  than  at  present,  the 
provision  of  more  equal  per  capita  revenues  from  all  sources,  thus  enabling 
a  given  province  to  discharge  its  constitutional  responsibilities  and  furnish  to 
its  people  what  has  been  called  a  Canadian  level  of  essential  Government 
services. 

The  present  proposal  in  essence  does  not  approach  this  objective  any  more 
nearly  than  do  the  existing  tax  rental  agreements.  Indeed,  one  might  observe 
that  it  differs  from  the  tax  rental  agreements  only  in  that: 

(a)  it  substitutes  the  per  capita  yield  in  the  two  highest  provinces  from 
three  fields  of  taxation  for  the  gross  national  product;  and 

(b)  it  provides  for  an  "equalization  payment"  to  each  province  which 
falls  below  the  average,  whether  or  not  that  province  chooses  to 
vacate  the  three  tax  fields. 

In  principle  it  gives  no  greater  recognition  to  the  fiscal  needs  of  the 
provinces  than  did  the  tax  rental  agreements.  I  wish  to  impress  upon  you 
that  the  Federal  proposal  compensates  for  lack  of  tax  potential  in  only  three 
fields  of  taxation  and  leaves  the  less  favoured  provinces  (as  do  the  tax  rental 
agreements)  with  a  per  capita  rate  from  local  sources  of  taxation  far  below  the 
national  average.  Unless  some  greater  recognition  is  given  to  the  inability  of 
some  provinces  to  raise  something  approaching  the  national  average  per  capita 
yield  from  sources  other  than  the  three  broad  fields,  the  avowed  Federal 
objective  of  making  it  financially  possible  for  all  the  provinces,  whatever  their 
tax  base,  to  perform  their  constitutional  function  themselves  and  to  provide  a 
reasonable  Canadian  level  of  provincial  services  will  not  be  attained. 

In  my  opinion,  it  may  even  be  that  the  Federal  proposal  will  not  result 
in  a  more  equitable  system  of  taxation  throughout  Canada,  and  it  may  not 
even  reduce  duplication  of  direct  taxation  or  the  machinery  for  the  collection 
of  direct  taxes  to  as  great  an  extent  as  do  the  present  tax  rental  agreements. 
Duplication  of  direct  taxation  will  be  completely  eliminated  only  if  all  the 
provinces  undertake  to  vacate  all  three  tax  fields.  It  could  very  well  be  that 
one  province  would  wish  to  retain  personal  income  tax,  another  corporation 
tax,  another  succession  duties  and  another  all  three  fields.  In  those  provinces 
which  retain  one  or  more  of  the  tax  fields,  there  may  well  be  a  variety  of 
rates  either  above  or  below  the  rates  which  the  Federal  Government  will  allow 
as  a  deduction  from  the  Federal  tax. 
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If,  therefore,  your  letter  of  January  6th  finally  sets  forth  the  position  of 
the  Federal  Government  with  respect  to  Federal-Provincial  arrangements 
relating  to  these  three  tax  fields,  it  would  be  my  hope  that  in  some  other 
way  consideration  might  still  be  given  to  the  position  of  this  and  some  other 
provinces,  as  urged  by  myself  and  several  other  provincial  Premiers  during 
the  October  meeting. 

I  am  somewhat  disappointed  that  no  way  was  found  to  give  a  guarantee 
of  the  continuation  of  Federal-Provincial  fiscal  arrangements  beyond  a  five-year 
period  for,  whether  the  arrangements  finally  adopted  are  ideally  suited  to  a 
given  province  or  not,  it  is  still  important  that  the  Government  of  any  province 
can  rely  on  the  continuation  of  an  existing  arrangement  for  a  period  greater 
than  five  years,  at  least  insofar  as  minimum  benefits  are  concerned.  I  do  note, 
however,  that  the  numbered  paragraph  2  of  your  proposal  provides  for  a 
minimum  payment  during  the  continuance  of  the  arrangement.  Insofar  as 
it  is  possible  for  me  to  judge  summarily,  this  would  seem  to  be  an  improve- 
ment over  the  provisions  in  the  existing  agreements  for  guaranteed  minimum, 
payments. 

There  are  a  number  of  minor  points  relating  to  these  arrangements  which 
will  require  clarification  and  further  discussion,  and  officials  of  the  Government 
of  Nova  Scotia  will  be  ready  to  go  to  Ottawa  as  early  in  February  as  your 
officials  may  wish  in  order  to  consider  these  details.  Perhaps  even  before 
that  time,  however,  it  would  be  helpful  to  have  some  clarification  of  the 
significance  of  the  numbered  paragraph  5  in  your  letter.  I  confess  I  am 
unable  to  determine  the  intentions  of  the  Federal  authorities  from  a  reading 
of  this  paragraph. 

Further  to  all  the  foregoing,  I  find  that  I  shall  be  in  Ottawa  on  Thursday 
and  Friday,  January  19th  and  20th,  and  if  convenient  to  you  I  would  appreciate 
very  much  the  opportunity  of  calling  on  you  during  that  time.  Some  time 
on  Friday  the  20th  would  be  most  convenient  with  my  other  commitments,  but 
I  shall  take  the  liberty  of  contacting  your  office  when  I  arrive  in  Ottawa  and 
will  be  glad  to  accommodate  my  schedule  to  your  convenience  if  it  is  possible 
for  you  to  see  me.

My  dear  Prime  Minister: 

Further  to  my  letter  of  January  9th,  my  colleagues  and  I  have  had  an 
opportunity  to  examine  the  proposal  regarding  Federal -Provincial  fiscal 
arrangements  contained  in  your  letter  of  January  6th. 

While  there  are  technical  questions  which  may  require  clarification  before 
we  can  measure  their  full  implication,  it  seems  to  us  that  the  proposal  con- 
tained in  your  letter  is  similar  in  almost  every  respect  to  that  which  you 
placed  before  the  Federal-Provincial  Conference  on  October  3rd.  You  will 
recall  that  your  Government  emphasized  that  it  was  advancing  a  new  approach 
to  Dominion-Provincial  fiscal  arrangements,  and  that  the  terms  and  statistical 
data  provided  at  the  Conference  were  to  be  regarded  merely  as  illustrative  of 
this  new  approach.  It  was  indicated  that  the  final  arrangements  would  be 
worked  out  in  consultation  with  the  provinces,  and  to  that  end  you  invited 
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the  provincial  Premiers  to  express  their  views  both  as  to  the  principles  and 
the  terms  which  you  had  outlined.  Your  letter  of  January  6th  indicates  that 
your  'Government  is  now  advancing  a  concrete  plan,  from  which  it  is  apparent 
that  the  representations  put  forward  by  the  various  provinces  at  the  Con- 
ference and  in  subsequent  correspondence  have  been  rejected. 

I  would  like  to  draw  your  attention  to  two  points  in  particular  to  which  a 
number  of  provinces  have  made  reference.  First,  the  standard  rates  put 
forward  at  the  Conference  for  illustrative  purposes  would  not  result  in  the 
urgently  needed  improvement  of  the  financial  position  of  the  provinces.  The 
offer  of  an  additional  one-half  percentage  point  of  taxable  corporation  income 
represents  no  perceptible  step  toward  this  necessary  objective.  This  is  par- 
ticularly so  in  view  of  the  fact  that  no  fiscal  need  grants  are  to  be  made 
available.  Second  the  illustrative  rates  did  not  place  sufficient  emphasis  on 
the  imputed  yields  from  personal  income  taxes  relative  to  those  from  corpora- 
tion income  taxes,  and  it  was  very  strongly  urged  that  steps  should  be  taken 
to  correct  this  situation.  Instead,  your  Government  has  increased  the  emphasis 
on  taxes  from  corporation  profits. 

I  feel  that  the  objection  which  I  voiced  against  your  illustrative  proposals 
applies  also  to  your  present  proposal,  namely  the  weakening  of  the  Federal 
Government's  control  over  fiscal  policy  by  providing  incentives  for  certain 
provinces  to  remain  aloof  from  the  tax  rental  agreements.  I  find  that  the 
same  guaranteed  minimum  is  available  to  all  provinces  whether  or  not  they 
enter  into  a  tax  rental  agreement.  Also  I  find  that  insufficient  weight  is  being 
given  to  the  principle  of  fiscal  need  which  we  have  always  considered  basic 
to  any  tax  rental  agreement  designed  to  give  equal  treatment  and  opportunity 
to  all  Canadians. 

The  Saskatchewan  Government  believes  that  the  effects  of  this  proposal 
are  so  far  reaching  that  the  Federal-Provincial  Conference  should  be  recon- 
vened to  discuss  this  important  matter.  Most  of  the  provincial  legislatures 
will  in  all  probability  have  completed  their  sessions  by  the  first  week  in  April. 
I  would  therefore  like  to  urge  that  you  give  consideration  to  the  advisability 
of  reconvening  the  Conference  some  time  during  the  month  of  April.  It  would 
of  course,  be  useful  if  our  technical  officials  could  meet  prior  to  such  a  con- 
ference but  I  am  doubtful  of  the  value  of  a  meeting  held  early  in  February 
since  it  is  unlikely  that  the  Federal  budget  will  have  been  brought  down  by 
that  date.  You  will  appreciate  the  fact  that  your  1956  budget  could  have  an 
effect  upon  the  tax  structure  which  might  seriously  alter  any  computations 
which  have  been  made  regarding  the  tax  potential  on  which  the  tax  rental 
agreements  would  be  based. 

I  would  like  to  suggest  that  the  Premiers  of  the  various  provinces  be 
approached  to  see  if  they  are  desirous  of  having  the  Federal-Provincial  Confer- 
ence reconvened  in  April.  Insofar  as  the  Saskatchewan  Government  is  con- 
cerned, we  would  welcome  such  a  meeting  especially  if  it  could  be  preceded 
by  a  meeting  of  our  officials  in  order  to  discuss  any  points  in  your  proposal 
which  might  require  clarification.

Sir  Anthony  Eden  was  welcomed  hy  the  Right  Honourable  Louis  S.  St, 
Laurent,  Prime  Minister  of  Canada,  and  thanked  hy  the  Honourable  Wishart 
McL.  Robertson,  P.C,  Speaker  of  the  Senate,  and  the  Honourable  L.  Rene 
Beaudoin,  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Commons. 


Right  Hon.  Louis  S.  St.  Laurent  (Prime  Minister  of  Canada):  Mr.  Prime 
Minister,  Mr.  Speaker  of  the  Senate,  Mr.  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Commons, 
fellow  members  of  Parliament,  it  is  my  agreeable  duty  and  privilege  to  welcome 
to  the  Canadian  Parliament  the  Prime  Minister  of  the  United  Kingdom.  This 
I  do  with  warm  personal  pleasure,  and  I  know  that  all  members  share  that 
pleasure  and  wish  me  to  express  on  their  behalf,  as  well  as  on  my  own,  our 
most  cordial  greetings  to  our  distinguished  guest. 

We  were  all  delighted.  Sir,  when  we  learned  that  it  would  be  possible  for 
you  to  spend  a  few  days  in  our  Capital  following  your  important  discussions  in 
Washington,  and  that  you  had  graciously  accepted  to  speak  to  us  here  this 
afternoon. 

I  should  like  also  to  say  how  happy  we  are  that  the  Foreign  Secretary,  the 
Right  Honourable  Selwyn  Lloyd,  was  able  to  accompany  you  on  this  visit.  To 
him  as  well  we  extend  a  sincere  and  hearty  welcome. 

We  recall,  Mr.  Prime  Minister,  that  you  previously  addressed  this  Parlia- 
ment some  13  years  ago,  when  we  were  emerging  from  the  darkest  and  most 
dangerous  days  of  the  war.  The  might  of  the  enemy  forces  was  still  great,  but 
the  dawn  of  ultimate  victory  was  beginning  to  appear. 

Those  of  us  who  were  here  have  vivid  recollections  of  the  inspiring  message 
of  courage  and  confidence  you  brought  us  from  the  battle-scarred  but  indomit- 
able British  nation. 

You  were  then  the  Secretary  of  State  for  Foreign  Affairs  in  a  wartime 
government  headed  by  one  of  the  great  Englishmen  of  historical  fame,  that 
towering  figure.  Sir  Winston  Churchill,  to  whom  the  whole  free  world  will 
remain  forever  indebted. 

Today  we  welcome  you  as  the  worthy  successor  in  office  of  that  great  man, 
and  we  do  so  on  the  morrow  of  your  visit  to  Washington,  where  you  have  been 
strengthening    Anglo-American    co-operation    and    friendship,    the    essential 
foundation  for  the  structure  of  peace  which  we  are  all  striving  to  build. 
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May  we  be  permitted  to  congratulate  you  on  the  success  of  that  mission? 
Of  course,  I  do  not  need  to  tell  you  that  whenever  London  and  Washington  and 
Paris  seek  to  deepen  their  friendly  understanding,  there  is  a  feeling  of  very 
special  satisfaction  in  Ottawa.  That  visit  to  Washington  was  only  another 
instance  of  the  energetic,  skilful  and  constructive  part  which  you  have  played 
in  international  affairs  during  these  troubled  and  trying  years. 

Your  visit  to  us  emphasizes  the  close  association  we  enjoy  with  the  United 
Kingdom  and  the  other  members  of  our  Commonwealth  of  Nations.  That  associ- 
ation, based  on  the  freedom  of  its  members,  spans  the  oceans  and  the  continents; 
it  is  playing  a  worthy  part  in  the  search  for  peace,  security  and  constructive 
progress. 

We  are  also  proud  of  our  association  with  the  United  Kingdom  as  allies  in 
the  North  Atlantic  Treaty  Organization,  and  as  fellow  members  of  the  United 
Nations.  In  these  organizations,  too,  we  appreciate  the  opportunities  of  working 
with  you  for  the  strengthening  of  the  free  world  and  the  maintenance  of  peace. 

{Translation) : 

Mr.  Prime  Minister,  you  know  that  there  are  in  Canada,  and  in  this 
Parliament,  two  official  languages.  And  so  I  wish  to  tell  you,  on  behalf  of 
Canadians  of  French  descent  like  myself,  how  happy  they  are  also  to  greet 
you  here  and  to  extend  to  you  a  most  hearty  welcome. 

I  am  conscious  of  accurately  expressing  the  feelings  of  my  fellow  Canadians 
from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Pacific  when  I  say  that  they  have  the  very  highest 
regard  for  you. 

(Text): 

I  now  invite  the  Right  Honourable  Sir  Anthony  Eden,  Prime  Minister  of 
the  United  Kingdom,  to  address  us. 

Bight    Hon.    Sir    Anthony    Eden    (Prime    Minister    of    the    United    Kingdom): 

Mr.  Speaker  of  the  Senate,  Mr.  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Commons,  Members 
of  the  Senate  and  of  the  House  of  Commons,  Mr.  Prime  Minister,  I  am  indeed 
grateful  to  you.  Sir,  for  your  generous  words,  and  to  the  Canadian  Parliament 
for  this  invitation.  I  am  deeply  moved  by  the  compliment  which  you  have 
paid  to  me  for  the  second  time  in  my  life.  That  must  be  a  rare  event.  I  believe 
that  it  is  in  fact  unique  in  history.  On  neither  occasion,  Mr.  Speaker,  have  I 
been  able  to  catch  your  eye.  I  do  trust  the  backbench  members  will  not  in 
consequence  be  so  much  aggrieved  that  they  will  move  the  closure  on  me. 
I  was  a  little  reassured  to  learn.  Sir,  that  this  is  an  unusual  custom  for  your 
Parliament. 

You  know  that  I  speak  sincerely  when  I  say  I  am  happy  to  be  amongst  you 
again.  It  is  now  30  years  since  I  first  came  to  Canada  and  travelled  across  your 
country.  On  many  occasions  since  then  I  have  had  opportunities  to  visit  your 
vast  and  hospitable  land.  I  am  proud  to  think  that  I  have  more  friends  here 
than  in  any  country  outside  my  own. 

(Translation): 

French-speaking  Canadians,  I  thank  you  cordially  for  your  welcome.  I  do 
wish  to  say  how  much  I  admire  and  respect  that  culture  and  those  traditions 
you  so  proudly  preserve.  You  know  that  I  am  genuinely  glad  to  be  amongst 
you  again.  Thirty  years  have  elapsed  since  my  first  visit  to  Canada.  I  have 
returned  several  times  to  your  vast  and  hospitable  land  and,  on  each  occasion, 
I  have  found  many  old  friends  and  have  made  new  ones. 

I  am  deeply  grateful  for  the  high  honour  you  have  paid  me  in  inviting  me, 
for  the  second  time  in  my  life,  to  address  the  Canadian  Parliament. 
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(Text): 

Inevitably,  my  mind  goes  back  this  afternoon  to  that  earlier  occasion,  to 
which  you,  Mr.  Prime  Minister,  have  referred,  when  I  spoke  to  you  during 
the  war.  Then,  though  the  tide  had  turned,  victory  had  yet  to  be  won  and  the 
future  beyond  it  lay  all  uncertain.  He  would  be  a  rash  man  or  an  ill-informed 
man  who  would  attempt  a  confident  prophecy  for  mankind  today. 

Yet  there  is  a  certain  balance  sheet  of  good  and  evil  which  we  can  draw  up, 
and  I  propose  to  do  so,  and  to  begin  with  the  good,  because  it  is  more  com- 
forting that  way.  There  is  next  the  unshakable  strength  of  the  Anglo-American 
alliance  in  which  we  all  join.  Third,  the  growing  unity  of  Western  Europe 
within  the  framev/ork  of  NATO.  Fourth,  and  grimmer,  but  still  real,  the  deter- 
rent power  of  the  new  weapons,  including  the  hydrogen  bomb,  which  restrain 
where  they  cannot  reform.  Fifth,  the  growing  understanding  by  the  West  of 
the  threat  of  Communist  penetration  which  it  has  to  meet  and  of  the  new 
methods  which  we  will  have  to  employ. 

And  now  on  the  debit  side  I  would  cite,  first,  the  increasing  hazards  which 
some  are  prepared  to  take.  Second,  the  dangers  of  aggression  by  countries 
which  believe  they  can  ignore  the  deterrent.  Third,  the  continued  existence  of 
local  disputes,  whose  consequences  could  engulf  the  world.  Fourth,  the  daily 
Communist  call  to  abhor  the  West  sounds  sharply.  In  contrast,  the  steady  effort 
of  the  West  to  raise  the  standard  of  life  for  all  free  people  must  take  time.  It 
is  easier  to  spread  hatred  than  to  make  two  blades  of  grass  grow  where  one 
grew  before. 

Mr.  Speakers,  it  is  with  this  balance  of  good  and  evil  in  mind  that 
we  have  to  prepare  ourselves.  Economic  weapons  may  take  the  place  of 
military  ones.  But  always  our  purpose  must  be  the  same:  to  maintain  the  right 
that  men's  minds  may  be  free  and  the  care  that  their  bellies  be  filled.  Well  now, 
to  achieve  this,  free  nations  like  ourselves,  like  free  men,  must  draw  and  hold 
together,  and  it  is  in  the  spirit  of  those  reflections  that  I  would  like  to  make 
some  comments  on  the  recent  conversations  which  I  have  held  in  Washington 
with  President  Eisenhower. 

I  can  best  sum  up  my  impressions  of  those  talks  by  saying  that  there  has 
never  been  so  full  a  measure  of  agreement  between  our  governments.  In  the 
whole  field  of  European  diplomacy,  which  a  year  or  two  back  was  troublesome 
enough,  there  was  no  difference  between  us.  You  may  have  noticed  the  attempts 
of  the  Kremlin  to  obscure  the  issues  and  confuse  our  councils.  In  fact,  they 
only  provided  most  obligingly  an  opportunity  to  underline  the  unity  between 
the  United  States  and  ourselves. 

Now,  Mr.  Speaker,  much  of  our  meeting  was  devoted  to  the  difficult  and 
critical  problems  of  the  Middle  East.  Here  too  we  were  in  agreement  that  the 
first  danger  was  the  continuing  Arab-Israel  dispute.  We  were  also  in  agreement 
as  to  what  we  should  do  to  try  to  resolve  it.  We  decided  that  the  necessary 
treatment  should  be  of  three  kinds;  We  should  continue  to  work  without  pub- 
licity— I  really  think  diplomacy  is  more  effective  without  publicity — and  by^ 
every  means  to  bring  about  a  settlement  in  that  area.  This  can  only  be  realized 
if  both  sides  are  prepared  to  reconcile  the  positions  they  have  taken  up  to  now. 
That  means  a  compromise.  Some  people  tell  me  compromise  is  a  horrible 
English  habit;  however  some  might  learn  from  it  to  their  own  advantage  in 
the  world.  But  we  can  both  help,  and  are  ready  to  do  so,  for  example  by 
financial  aid  to  help  settle  the  tragic  refugee  problem  and  by  a  guarantee  of  the 
frontiers  once  agreed. 

Meanwhile,  as  you  know,  Mr.  Speaker,  we,  the  United  States  and  France 
have  our  responsibilities  under  the  tripartite  declaration  of  1950.  We  arranged 
for  discussions  on  the  action  to  be  taken  to  meet  an  emergency  should  it  arise.

The  French  Government  has  agreed  to  join  us  in  this.  Personally  I  am  con- 
vinced that  to  make  ready  in  this  way  is  to  reduce  the  risk  of  conflict.  It  may 
also  be,  Mr.  Speaker,  that  a  strengthening  of  the  United  Nations  truce  super- 
visory organization  would  assist  to  prevent  incidents.  Both  the  United  King- 
dom and  the  United  States  Governments  are  very  ready  to  agree  to  this.  But 
of  course  we  should  wish  to  be  guided  by  General  Burns,  a  brave  Canadian 
soldier  who  is  resolutely  carrying  out  this  thankless  task. 

As  regards  the  dispute  which  we  have  with  Saudi  Arabia  our  position 
is  this:  we  are  not  prepared  to  return  to  arbitration.  There  can  be  no  question 
of  that  in  view  of  our  recent  experiences  with  their  bribery  and  corruption.  On 
the  other  hand,  as  we  made  clear  in  Washington,  we  are  ready  to  enter  into 
direct  discussions. 

The  United  States  Government  has  declared  its  solid  support  for  the 
Baghdad  Pact,  to  which  we  belong.  This  again  we  welcome  and  here  again 
our  views  are  alike.  The  pact  has  economic  purposes  and  aims  which  fully 
match  its  military  provisions  and  importance.  We  have  considered  the  kind  of 
help  which  each  member  country  needs  and  we  are  determined  to  make  a 
success  of  the  pact. 

All  this  does  not  exclude  some  help  to  other  countries  in  that  area.  An 
example  is  Jordan,  to  whom  we  shall  continue  to  make  substantial  payments 
under  our  treaty. 

So  much  then  for  what  is  perhaps  the  most  critical  region  at  the  present 
time.  Of  course,  we  talked  of  many  other  problems,  in  many  parts  of  the  world, 
just  as  I  had  the  privilege  to  do  with  the  Prime  Minister  and  your  cabinet  this 
morning.  We  discussed  the  declaration  of  Washington  which  the  President  and 
I  issued  together.  In  this  we  set  forth  the  true  principles  which  guide  the  free 
world.  Some  say  that  these  have  been  stated  before.  Maybe,  but  it  does  no 
harm  to  state  them  again  in  a  manner  which  makes  it  clear  that  we  are  aware 
of  the  modern  Communist  challenge.  The  Declaration  of  Washington  is,  in  fact, 
a  charter  to  which  the  whole  of  the  free  world  can  subscribe.  I  am  sure  that 
here  in  Canada  you  will  agree  with  its  purpose.  It  is  in  the  tradition  of  the 
work  you  have  done  so  well  to  unite  the  countries  on  either  side  of  the  Atlantic 
in  defense  of  the  free  world. 

Mr.  Speakers,  I  now  come  back  to  our  own  friendship  and  the  work  of  our 
two  peoples  together.  Many  speakers  and  writers  have  tried  to  define  the  Com- 
monwealth. None  has  really  succeeded,  for  the  reason  no  doubt  that  the  spirit 
which  gives  it  life  is  indefinable. 

In  a  few  months'  time  I  look  forward  to  welcoming  the  Prime  Ministers  of 
the  Commonwealth  to  our  London  meeting.  Foremost  amongst  them  is  your 
own  Prime  Minister,  wisest  of  counsellors  and  most  loyal  of  friends.  May  I  here 
suggest  that  though  we  enjoy  being  the  hosts  to  all  these  meetings  of  Prime 
Ministers,  it  would  be  good  if  from  time  to  time  the  meeting  place  were  to 
revolve. 

Mr.  Speakers,  I  am  here  this  afternoon  surrounded  by  the  familiar  setting 
of  our  own  House  of  Commons.  This  morning,  Mr.  Prime  Minister,  you  were 
good  enough  to  invite  me  and  my  colleague  the  Foreign  Secretary  to  attend  the 
Canadian  Cabinet.  Our  systems,  our  modes  of  thought,  our  traditions  and  our 
ways  of  life  are  all  so  much  alike  that  perhaps  we  ought  not  to  take  too  much 
credit  to  ourselves,  but  Anglo-Canadian  relations  are  a  model  to  the  world. 

But  there  is  more  to  it  than  all  this.  The  pervading  influence  which  the 
Commonwealth  carries  into  the  four  corners  of  the  earth  is  one  of  understanding 
among  friends,  of  tolerance  and  of  peace. 

In  all  this  work  Canada  now  plays  a  leading  part.  It  is  impossible  to  travel, 
as  I  had  to  do  as  Foreign  Secretary  until  a  year  ago,  into  so  many  lands  without 
constantly  hearing  warm  praise  of  the  judgment  and  kindly  help  you  have  so 
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often  extended  to  "less  happier  lands".  The  service  that  you  are  rendering  in 
Indo-China  is  but  one  example  of  the  world's  debt  to  you.  By  this  action  alone 
you  made  possible  an  armistice  which  may  yet  become  a  peace. 

Mr.  Speakers,  if  I  may  conclude  on  a  slightly  more  familiar  note:  I  have 
from  my  childhood,  like  many  of  you,  seen  this  great  nation  grow  up  into  a 
position  where  its  authority  is  among  the  foremost  in  the  world.  I  have  no 
doubt  of  what  the  future  holds.  You  will  be  called  upon  to  carry  ever  more 
burdensome  responsibilities,  but  they  go  with  authority.  That  is  inescapable. 
Yet  ever  so  at  home  and  oyer  the  world  at  large  there  is  great  comfort  in  that 
thought,  for  I  have  no  doubt  that  the  guidance  and  wisdom  of  Canada  will 
always  be  thrown  in  the  scales  on  the  side  of  toleration  and  peace. 

It  is  not  given  to  many  of  us  to  look  far  into  the  future,  but  of  this  no  one 
who  observes  your  country  from  outside  can  doubt,  a  future,  an  almost  un- 
imaginably great  future,  is  in  your  hands.  I  have  no  doubt  that  you  will  fashion 
it  in  a  manner  worthy  of  a  great  people. 

And  so,  Mr.  Speakers,  I  salute  this  Canada  which  commands  the  future  as 
probably  no  other  land  in  the  world  today.  I  salute  you  also  as  the  standard 
bearer  of  loyalty  and  a  herald  of  good  will.  And  I  wish  you  well. 

Hon.  Wishart  McL.  Robertson  (Speaker  of  the  Senate):  On  behalf  of  the 
Senate  of  Canada  may  I  say  to  you,  Mr.  Prime  Minister,  how  greatly  we  appre- 
ciate your  visit  to  Canada  and  your  courtesy  in  meeting  with  us;  and,  on  its 
behalf,  may  I  thank  you  for  the  address  you  have  just  delivered. 

We  will  never  forget  the  gigantic  effort  and  sacrifice  that  the  people  of  the 
United  Kingdom  made  in  the  cause  of  freedom,  their  contribution  in  the  re- 
building of  a  war-torn  world  and  their  efforts  in  building  a  better  future. 

The  attendant  circumstances  of  your  visit,  Mr.  Prime  Minister,  are  evidence 
of  the  leadership  you  are  continuing  to  show  in  this  respect.  I  need  hardly  say 
that  in  the  peculiar  position  Canada  occupies  in  relation,  in  particular,  to  the 
United  Kingdom  and  the  United  States  and,  in  general,  to  the  other  countries 
that  are  signatories  to  the  North  Atlantic  Treaty,  we  welcome  every  effort  that 
is  made  toward  greater  understanding  and  the  achieving  of  a  common  view- 
point. Your  very  presence  here  and  in  Washington  is  evidence  that  you  are 
keenly  alive  to  the  inestimable  value  of  personal  contacts  in  helping  to  attain 
these  ends. 

We  would  particularly  ask  you,  Mr.  Prime  Minister,  to  convey  our  greet- 
ings to  the  members  of  the  United  Kingdom  Parliament.  We  hold  them  in  the 
greatest  respect,  but  we  see  far  too  little  of  each  other.  If  it  were  possible  to 
develop  something  more  of  the  personal  relationship  and  understanding 
between  the  members  of  our  respective  legislatures  that  already  exist  and  are 
being  constantly  developed  between  the  executive  and  administrative  branches 
of  government,  not  only  would  the  attendant  benefit  be  inestimable  but  it  is 
quite  possible  that  the  difficulties  of  those  whose  responsibility  it  is  to  initiate 
policies  might  be  lessened  accordingly. 

We  wish  you  well  in  your  undertakings.  May  Divine  Providence  bless  your 
endeavours. 

Hon.  L.  Rene  Beaudoin  (Speaker  of  the  House  of  Commons):  Honoured  guests, 
Mr.  Prime  Minister,  Honourable  Members  of  the  Senate,  Honourable  Members 
of  the  House  of  Commons,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen: 

(Translation) : 

Once  a  well-known  American  writer,  Nicholas  Murray  Butler,  pointing 
out  the  multitudinous  problems  peculiar  to  the  twentieth  century,  stressed  the 
high  ability  required  of  the  men  called  upon  to  solve  those  problems.  Then 
again,  another  distinguished  American  author,  Whittier,  said:  "Each  crisis 
brings  its  words  and  deeds". 
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These  words  naturally  come  to  mind  at  this  time  when  it  is  my  very  great 
privilege  to  thank  you,  Mr.  Prime  Minister,  for  your  interesting  speech  and 
your  kindly  presence  among  us.  May  I  be  allowed  to  add  that  the  success  of 
your  career  arouses  in  us  the  deepest  admiration. 

I  should  fear  to  lapse  into  the  commonplace  in  repeating  that  Sir  Anthony 
Eden,  "the  specialist  in  foreign  affairs,  the  virtuoso  of  diplomacy",  to  use  the 
words  of  his  biographer,  Campbell-Johnson,  is  a  statesman  of  the  highest 
intellectual  standing  who  has  always  shown  supreme  ability  and  understanding 
in  tackling  the  most  difficult  international  problems. 

At  the  general  elections,  in  1950,  he  summed  up  his  political  creed  by 
referring  to  the  theory  of  the  three  unities;  first,  the  unity  that  should  exist 
within  the  Commonwealth;  second,  the  unity  of  Western  Europe;  and  third,  the 
unity  which,  across  the  Atlantic,  binds  England  to  the  United  States.  Today, 
he  has  restated  his  political  faith  in  those  three  unities  and  has  added  two 
others  which  are  most  important  and  inseparable  from  the  first  three. 

We  believe,  as  he  does,  in  maintaining  a  friendly  solidarity  between  the 
countries  which  make  up  the  Commonwealth. 

For  us,  who  are  French-speaking  and  whose  mother  country  was  France, 
we  cannot  forget.  Sir,  that  you  have  always  been  a  friend  of  that  great  nation, 
that  you  have,  on  many  occasions,  revived  the  principles  that  made  a  success  of 
the  Entente  Cordiale.  You  have  always  believed  that  the  solidarity  of  Anglo- 
French  relations,  nay  of  Western  European  relations,  was  the  very  basis  of 
relations  between  all  Western  European  countries,  not  only  for  the  present  but 
also  for  the  future. 

There  are,  of  course,  "other  places  under  the  sun"  and,  as  a  North  American 
people,  we  rejoice  at  your  relations  with  the  United  States.  On  the  occasion 
of  your  visit  to  America  in  1943,  President  Roosevelt  was  able  to  say  that  you 
both  seemed  to  agree  on  approximately  ninety-five  per  cent  of  the  problems, 
which  is  a  remarkable  proportion.  And  the  last  few  days,  you  and  the  present 
President  of  the  United  States  have  just  agreed  one  hundred  per  cent  on  the 
definition  of  the  philosophy  behind  our  way  of  life,  as  you  personally  chose  to 
call  it,  a  definition  which  was  incorporated  in  this  henceforth  memorable 
document,  the  Declaration  of  Washington. 

This  is  consistent  with  the  objective  which  is  yours  today  and  which  you 
set  yourself  a  long  time  ago  when  you  said  in  the  House  of  Commons: 

"I  am  convinced  that  a  closer  understanding  between  our  nation  and 
the  United  States  constitutes  the  most  important  objective  that  the 
government  of  that  country  could  propose  to  us." 

In  addition  you  have  accomplished  a  tour  de  force,  as  it  were,  in  bringing 
about  an  effective  rapprochement  with  new  Germany. 

As  I  said  just  now,  each  crisis  brings  its  words  and  deeds,  and  brings  forth 
the  indispensable  men  whose  courage  and  logic  carry  ideals  into  the  realm  of 
reality. 

(Teoct) : 

Each  crisis  brings  its  words  and  deeds;  it  brings  also  to  the  fore  the  men 
to  utter  those  words  and  to  do  those  deeds,  and  men  with  sufficient  courage 
and  consistency  to  translate  their  ideals  into  realities.  Of  such  a  breed  is  our 
honoured  guest  today. 

So,  in  the  name  of  the  House  of  Commons  and  of  the  Canadian  people,  may 
I  say  to  you.  Sir:  Thank  you  and  good  luck!

Letter  from  the  Prime  Minister  to  all  Provincial  Premiers,  with  Memo- 
randum from  the  Minister  of  Finance  in  the  Matter  of  Certain  Questions  Raised 
hy  Provincial  Governments  Relative  to  the  Federal  Fiscal  Proposals  of 
January  6,  1956.

(Similar  letters  sent  to  the  Premiers  of  all  the  Provinces.     The  letter  to  the 
Premier  of  Quebec  was  in  the  French  language.) 

Ottawa,  February  18,  1956. 

My   dear  Premier: 

Since  the  Federal-Provincial  Conference  adjourned  in  October,  the  federal 
government  has  made  the  fiscal  proposals  outlined  in  my  letters  of  January  6th 
and  explained  them  in  some  detail  early  this  month  to  provincial  treasury 
officials.  It  has  also  made  contingent  commitments  to  recommend  to  Parlia- 
ment financial  participation  on  a  large  scale  in  provincially-administered 
hospital  insurance  plans.  It  has  received  written  comments  on  the  proposals 
from  the  Premiers  of  three  provinces,  which  have  been  studied  along  with 
comments  and  questions  received  in  conversation. 

I  am  enclosing  a  memorandum  from  the  Minister  of  Finance  giving 
answers  to  a  number  of  questions  that  have  been  raised  by  provincial 
representatives.  Some  of  these  answers  involve  some  modest  development 
in  the  details  of  the  proposals  advanced  by  the  federal  government  in 
January.  In  particular  the  government  has  decided  that  it  would  be  in 
accord  with  the  spirit  of  the  present  arrangements  and  with  the  special 
nature  of  the  federal  tax  on  insurance  premiums  to  treat  provincial  taxes  on 
insurance  premiums  as  not  being  special  corporation  taxes  within  the  scope 
of  paragraphs  three  and  five  of  my  letter  of  January.  This  will  improve 
the  arrangements  from  the  point  of  view  of  all  provinces. 

In  view  of  the  suggestion  that  we  should  meet  again  in  committee  to 
discuss  these  fiscal  arrangements,  I  feel  it  would  not  be  fair  to  the  provincial 
governments  if  I  failed  to  indicate  at  this  time  that  the  federal  government 
believes  its  own  fiscal  situation  in  the  next  few  years  would  not  justify 
adding  any  substantial  further  financial  commitments  beyond  those  already 
proposed. 

In  the  replies  I  have  received  to  my  letters  of  January  6th,  the  Premiers 
of  Nova  Scotia  and  New  Brunswick  have  expressed  regret  that  the  federal 
government  was  not  able  to  accept  suggestions  such  as  they  made  for  a  wider 
application  of  the  fiscal  need  principle,  and  the  Premier  of  Saskatchewan 
has  also  indicated  that  in  his  view  fiscal  need  has  not  been  given  sufficient 
weight.  My  colleagues  and  I  feel  there  is  a  very  substantial  recognition  of 
fiscal  need  involved  in  the  equalization  payments  we  have  proposed  and  also 
in  the  high  level  of  returns  in  these  tax  fields  which  we  are  prepared  to 
guarantee  to  provincial  governments.  These  are,  of  course,  in  addition  to  the 
existing  statutory  subsidies  which  already  make  special  provision  for  the 
fiscal  need  of  the  Atlantic  provinces.  We  believe  we  should  all  have  some 
experience  in  the  practical  operation  of  these  proposals  before  going  on  to 
consider  other  concepts  of  fiscal  need. 
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I  note  that  only  two  of  the  Premiers  have  suggested  a  resumption  of 
the  Conference  for  the  purpose  of  considering  the  fiscal  proposals.  Since  our 
federal  responsibilities  and  commitments  are  now  so  heavy  that  we  would  not 
be  warranted  in  making  any  increases  in  the  basic  offer  we  made  in  January, 
it  may  be  that  the  provincial  governments  generally  would  not  feel  that 
there  would  be  any  advantage  to  be  derived  from  another  meeting  to  discuss 
fiscal  relations. 

If  a  further  meeting  in  committee  is  generally  desired,  we  would  suggest 
it  be  held  either  on  March  2nd  or  March  9th  in  order  that  final  decisions  can 
be  reached  before  the  Minister  of  Finance  completes  the  preparation  of  his 
budget.  If,  on  the  other  hand,  most  of  the  provincial  governments  see  no 
substantial  advantage  in  a  general  meeting,  Mr.  Harris  and  I  would  be  happy 
to  confer  at  any  time  between  now  and  the  early  part  of  March  with  the 
Premier  or  Treasurer  of  any  province  wishing  individual  discussions  of  par- 
ticular aspects  of  the  proposals. 

I  should  be  grateful  to  have  your  views  at  your  earliest  convenience.

Memorandum  from  the  Minister  of  Finance  of  Canada  in  the  matter  of 
certain  questions  raised  by  provincial  governments  relative  to  the 
Federal  fiscal  proposals  of  January  6,  1956. 


In  the  course  of  discussions  on  the  fiscal  arrangements  between  Canada 
and  the  provinces  advanced  by  letter  of  the  Prime  Minister  dated  January  6, 
1956,  certain  questions  were  asked  and  clarifications  requested.  The  Federal 
Government's  position  relative  to  these  matters  is  set  out  in  this  memorandum 

1.  Royalties    and    the    taxation    of    income    from    certain    natural    resource 

industries. 

Under  present  fiscal  arrangements,  the  provinces  have  not  been  restricted 
in  the  imposition  of  royalties  on  natural  resources.  No  specific  suggestions 
have  been  made  for  changes  in  the  methods  employed  and  none  would  seem 
warranted. 

Present  procedure  gives  the  provinces  a  substantial  concession  in  the 
taxation  of  the  income  from  mining  operations  and  the  income  from  logging 
operations.  It  is  proposed  that  this  general  position  be  maintained.  The 
Federal  Government  would  be  willing,  to  undertake,  should  any  province 
wish,  further  studies  in  an  endeavour  to  determine  if  better  formulae  for 
the  allocation  of  profits  between  the  primary  and  secondary  phases  of  the 
industries  can  be  devised. 

The  extension  of  this  special  treatment  to  the  petroleum  and  natural 
gas  industry  is  not  warranted,  in  our  opinion. 

2.  Tax  on  insurance  premiums. 

Under  present  arrangements,  a  full  offset  against  the  Federal  tax  is  given 
in  a  non-renting  province  for  the  insurance  premium  tax  charged  by  that 
province.  In  a  renting  province,  the  province  has  been  paid  for  relinquish- 
ment of  the  corporation  tax  field  and  the  insurance  premium  tax  is  included 
in  that  category. 
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In  order  to  put  all  provinces  on  an  equal  basis  in  this  field  and  at  the 
same  time  provide  to  them  a  substantial  additional  source  of  revenue,  the 
Federal  Government  is  prepared  to  allow  any  province  an  offset  for  a  tax 
on  insurance  premiums.  Accordingly  provincial  taxes  of  this  nature  would  not 
be  considered  corporation  taxes  for  purposes  of  paragraphs  3  and  5  of  the 
Prime  Minister's  letter  of  January  6. 

3.  Definition  of  Corporation  tax. 

The  definition  of  corporation  tax  included  in  the  present  tax  rental  agree- 
ment would  not  seem  to  require  any  changes  in  substance.  There  are  however 
two  exceptions  to  it  where  provinces  have  requested  some  liberalization  of 
the  terms.  These  are  in  relation  to  the  limits  on  license  fees  now  set  at 
$250  per  annum  for  each  corporation,  and  the  gross  receipts  or  gross  revenue 
tax  on  certain  public  utility  companies  now  set  at  4%  in  the  case  of  telephone 
companies  and  3%  in  the  case  of  all  others. 

The  Federal  Government  will  be  prepared  to  increase  the  allowable  limit 
on  license  fees  to  $400  from  $250  as  now  authorized. 

As  to  the  rate  of  tax  on  gross  receipts  or  gross  revenue  of  certain  pubhc 
utility  companies,  we  will  be  prepared  to  study  this  in  an  effort  to  determine 
if  some  increase  in  the  present  rates  is  justified. 

4.  Base  year  for  purposes  of  equalization. 

In  the  proposals  the  base  year  on  which  calculations  are  made  for  pur- 
poses of  equalization  is  that  taxation  year  preceding  the  fiscal  year  for  which 
payments  are  to  be  made.  The  calculation  of  payments  under  the  current 
rental  agreements  has  always  been  on  this  principle.  In  view  however  of  the 
desirability  of  placing  these  payments  on  as  current  a  basis  as  possible,  the 
Federal  Government  is  prepared  to  calculate  these  equalization  payments  on 
the  basis  of  the  current  taxation  year  as  is  provided  for  in  calculation  of 
proposed  tax  rental  payments.  This  decision  accepts  the  fact  that  all  payments 
in  a  fiscal  year  will  be  on  the  basis  of  estimates  and  that  some  substantial  if 
indeterminate  financial  cost  to  Canada  is  involved  in  this  change. 

5.  Fire  Marshal  tax. 


The  Federal  Government  is  willing  to  consider  a  more  flexible  policy  in 
this  matter  providing  that  the  principle  of  the  tax  being  used  for  costs  of 
operation  is  maintained. 

6.  Tax  on  income  of  non-residents. 


The  Federal  Government  will  regard  tax  revenue  from  income  of  non- 
residents of  Canada  as  being  subject  to  allocation  under  the  proposals. 

7.  Withholding  tax. 

The  Federal  position  is  that  taxes  shared  with  the  provinces  should  be 
confined  to  those  of  a  nature  normally  employed  by  them.  Withholding  tax 
does  not  come  in  this  category  and  therefore  cannot  be  included  for  purposes  of 
provincial  sharing. 
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8.  Sharing  of  income  tax  from  companies  whose  main  business  is  the  generating 

or  distributing  of  electrical  energy,  gas  or  steam  to  the  public. 

The  Federal  Government  is  prepared  to  continue  these  payments  for 
the  time  being  but  will  not  incorporate  the  provision  in  any  formal  agreement 
entered  into. 

9.  Deduction  of  certain  corporation  income  tax  revenue  losses  from  the  pay- 

ment  due  a  province. 

The  Federal  Government  will  not  require  the  inclusion  of  this  provision 
in  any  future  arrangements. 

10.  Collection  agreements. 


The  Federal  Government  will  undertake  to  enter  into  a  suitable  agree- 
ment to  make  its  facilities  available  to  any  province  for  collection  of  provincial 
taxes  on  personal  or  corporation  income  providing  that  the  terms  of  the  pro- 
vincial statutes  do  not  differ  from  those  of  the  Federal  statute  and  that  the 
rates  imposed  are  at  the  standard  rates  of  tax  as  contained  in  the  proposals. 

Any  agreement  would  be  on  an  agency  fee  basis  subject  to  cancellation 
on  adequate  notice  by  either  party. 

11.  Formula  for  allocation  of  corporate  profits  between  provinces. 

The  current  Federal  procedures  in  this  will  be  followed. 

12.  Special  provision  for  raising  revenue  for  a  provincial  health  programme. 

The  exceptions  contained  in  the  definitions  of  individual  income  tax  in 
the  present  agreements  will  be  carried  forward  into  any  new  agreement. 

13.  Old  age  security  tax. 

The  Federal  Government's  position  is  as  stated  in  the  Prime  Minister's 
letter  of  January  6,  1956. 

The  Old  Age  Security  Tax  is  not  part  of  the  Federal  income  tax  structure 
proper,  and  will  be  excluded  from  calculations  of  the  provincial  share  of  tax 
fields  and  from  abatement  of  federal  tax. 

14.  Adjustment  for  changes  in  definition  of  income,  etc. 


Under  the  proposals  it  is  provided  that  adjustments  will  be  made  for 
changes  in  rates  and  personal  exemptions  in  personal  income  tax  and  succession 
duties.  Miscellaneous  changes  in  income  definitions,  allowances,  etc.,  are  most 
difficult  to  assess  and  it  is  therefore  necessary  that  the  adjustments  be  limited 
to  those  as  originally  set  out  in  the  proposals. 

15.  Tax  Credits  after  expiry  of  agreement. 

It  is  not  considered  necessary  or  desirable  that  the  Federal  Government 
should  limit  itself  to  any  specific  tax  policy  beyond  the  period  of  any  agreement 
entered  into.  For  the  purposes  of  any  province  entering  into  a  new  tax  rental 
agreement,  Canada  will  be  prepared  to  undertake  that  at  the  conclusion  of  the 
agreement  a  renting  province  will  not  be  placed  in  a  less  favourable  position 
than  a  non-renting  province  relative  to  Federal  tax  abatements  or  credits. 
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16.  Termination. 

It  is  proposed  that  the  same  conditions  apply  as  under  the  present  tax 
rental  agreements.

This  will  acknowledge  receipt  of  your  letter  of  February  20th,  1956  on 
the  proposed  fiscal  arrangements  and  the  attached  memorandum  of  answers 
of  the  Minister  of  Finance  for  Canada  to  the  questions  raised  by  the  Provinces. 
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Certain  features  of  the  proposal  referred  to  in  your  letter  and  in  the 
memorandum  of  the  Minister  of  Finance  are  improvements  over  the  present 
fiscal  arrangements,  but  it  appears  to  us  that  the  basic  formula  which  uses  the 
weighted  average  of  the  per  capita  tax  yields  of  only  Ontario  and  British 
Columbia — to  all  intents  and  purposes  this  means  Ontario — does  not  recognize 
the  heavy  financial  burdens  that  are  imposed  on  this  Province  and  its  munici- 
palities in  servicing  a  rapidly  growing  population  and  industry  which  produce 
such  a  large  proportion  of  the  Federal  Government's  revenue.  In  view  of  the 
enormous  obligations  and  commitments  that  we  face,  we  feel  strongly  that  a 
formula  that  provides  a  special  payment  to  all  the  provinces  except  Ontario 
fails  to  meet  the  special  needs  of  this  Province.  As  a  first  step  in  this  approach, 
we  believe  that  the  equalization  payments  should  be  calculated  on  the  basis  of 
the  four  provinces  having  the  highest  per  capita  tax  yields. 

We  shall  be  glad  to  meet  with  you,  your  colleagues  and  representatives  of 
the  other  provinces  in  a  resumption  of  the  Conference  preferably  on  March  9th.

Thank  you  for  your  Letter  to  February  18th  and  for  the  attached  memo- 
randum from  the  Minister  of  Finance. 

I  note  you  are  desirous  of  ascertaining  whether  or  not  the  provinces  favour 
meeting  again  in  committee  to  discuss  the  proposals  which  you  advanced  in 
your  letter  of  January  6th.  In  spite  of  the  fact  that  the  Federal  Government 
feels  it  would  not  be  warranted  in  making  any  increases  in  its  basic  offer, 
the  Government  of  Saskatchewan  would  favour  a  Federal-Provincial  meeting 
for  the  reasons  which  I  outlined  in  my  letter  of  January  11th.  We  would  be 
prepared  to  attend  on  either  of  the  dates  which  you  have  suggested  although 
March  9th  would  probably  be  preferable. 

There  are  still  a  number  of  matters  which  were  discussed  at  the  Federal- 
Provincial  Conference  in  October  regarding  which  the  Saskatchewan  Govern- 
ment feels  there  should  be  some  further  discussions.  This  is  particularly  true 
of  resource  development  and  also  assistance  to  the  municipalities  by  making 
operative  the  Municipalities  Improvements  Assistance  Act.  If  the  majority 
of  the  provinces  indicate  their  desire  for  a  meeting  again  in  committee  we  shall 
be  very  happy  to  attend.  If,  however,  there  is  no  widespread  request  for  such 
a  meeting  either  Mr.  Fines  or  I  will  be  glad  to  avail  ourselves  of  your  kind 
invitation  to  discuss  with  you  or  Mr.  Harris  those  aspects  of  the  Federal 
Government's  proposal  about  which  we  are  particularly  concerned.

Your  letter  of  February  2,  1956  and  the  memorandum  from  your  Minister 
of  Finance  giving  answers  to  a  number  of  questions  raised  by  Treasury  officials 
are  acknowledged. 

If  a  further  meeting  in  committee  is  found  generally  desirable,  I  shall  be 
glad  to  attend  it.  If,  however,  no  general  meeting  is  to  take  place,  then  I 
must  press  for  a  conference  between  our  respective  governments,  further  to 
discuss  the  terms  of  the  proposed  agreement,  insofar  as  they  apply  to  a  Province 
like  British  Columbia  which  is  not  dependent  upon  fiscal  subsidies;  is  experien- 
cing an  unprecedented  economic  growth;  and  requires  a  greater  allocation  from 
the  cultivation  of  income  tax  fields  to  keep  pace  with  a  development  which, 
apart  from  its  provincial  worth,  will  yield  vast  returns  to  the  Nation. 

Your  letter  indicates  that  discussions  with  the  individual  provinces  will 
be  conducted  by  yourself  and  Mr.  Harris  on  behalf  of  the  Federal  Government. 
Mr.  Bonner,  our  Attorney-General  and  I  will  represent  British  Columbia,  and 
on  the  assumption  that  technical  staff  will  be  present,  I  propose  taking  with 
me  Messrs.  Fisher  and  Gunderson,  and  possibly  Mr.  Veitch. 

Our  current  session  of  the  Legislature  will  not  terminate  its  labours  until 
the  second  week  in  March.  I  would,  therefore,  urge  that  our  meeting  do  not 
take  place  before  March  9th,  1956. 

The  memorandum  from  Mr.  Harris  is  being  studied  and  comments  thereon 
will  be  made  either  before  or  at  the  meeting  suggested.

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APPENDIX 

TRADE  AGREEMENT  WITH  THE  U.S.S.R. 

Statement   by  the  Right  Hon.   C.   D.   Howe,  Minister   of  Trade   and 

Commerce,  made  in  the  House  of  Commons,  Ottawa,  on  February  29, 

1956,   concerning   a   trade   agreement   concluded   with   the   Union   of 

Soviet  Socialist  Republics 

I  am  happy  to  announce  the  conclusion  of  a  trade  agreement  with  the 
Union  of  Soviet  Socialist  Republics.  The  text  of  this  agreement  is  being  tabled 
for  the  information  of  honourable  members.  If  the  House  agrees,  I  suggest 
that  the  text  be  printed  as  an  appendix  to  Votes  and  Proceedings. 

My  colleagues,  the  Secretary  of  State  for  External  Affairs,  opened  the 
way  for  this  agreement  during  his  visit  to  the  U.S.S.R.  last  October.  At  that 
time  it  was  agreed  in  exploratory  talks  that  negotiations  should  take  place  in 
Ottawa.  A  delegation  from  the  U.S.S.R.  arrived  here  four  weeks  ago  and  the 
negotiations  have  been  in  progress  since  then. 

The  agreement  which  has  been  reached  is  set  forth  in  five  documents. 

The  first  of  these  documents  makes  provision  for  the  exchange  of  most- 
favoured-nation treatment  along  lines  similar  to  existing  agreements  with 
various  other  countries.  It  includes  other  provisions  having  to  do  with  the 
conduct  of  trade  between  the  two  countries.  It  recognizes  that  either  Govern- 
ment may  apply  prohibitions  or  restrictions  of  any  kind  for  the  protection  of 
its  essential  security  interests.  Our  strategic  export  controls  are  therefore  not 
affected.  This  agreement  provides,  in  addition,  on  a  reciprocal  basis  for  the 
non-discriminatory  treatment  of  merchant  ships  while  in  port.  On  the  Cana- 
dian side,  the  effect  of  this  latter  provision  is  simply  to  confirm  the  treatment 
which  in  fact  has  been  available  all  along  to  ships  of  U.S.S.R.  registry. 

This  agreement  is  to  continue  in  force  for  a  period  of  three  years;  agree- 
ment of  both  countries  is  required  for  any  extension.  It  was  signed  on 
February  29  by  accredited  representatives  of  both  Governments  and  is  now 
in  force  provisionally.  By  its  terms,  it  is  subject  to  ratification  within  90  days 
from  the  date  of  signature  and  within  this  time  opportunity  will  be  provided 
for  a  debate  in  Parliament.  A  resolution  of  approval  will  be  introduced  for 
this  purpose. 

The  second  document  is  a  letter  from  the  Canadian  Government  reserving 
the  right  to  establish  values  for  ordinary  and  special  import  duty  on  any 
Russian  product  that  might  enter  Canada  in  such  increased  quantities  as  to 
cause  serious  injury  to  domestic  producers.  In  determining  such  values,  the 
prices  of  similar  goods  imported  into  Canada  from  third  countries  are  to  be 
taken  into  account.  This  procedure  is  intended  to  deal  with  situations  which 
might  be  created  if  Russian  goods  were  to  be  sold  in  Canada  at  very  low 
prices,  even  if  they  are  not  proven  to  be  lower  than  their  domestic  values  in 
the  U.S.S.R. 

The  third  document  is  a  letter  from  the  Government  of  the  U.S.S.R., 
acknowledging  the  Canadian  letter  on  customs  valuation. 

The  fourth  of  the  five  documents  forming  the  agreement  is  a  letter  by 
which  the  Government  of  the  U.S.S.R.  guarantees  to  purchase  and  take 
delivery  from  Canada,  during  the  three  years  of  the  agreement,  a  total  between 
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1,200,000  and  1,500,000  tons  of  wheat,  in  annual  lots  of  between  400,000  and 
500,000  tons.  The  exact  amounts  to  be  purchased  in  the  second  and  third 
years,  within  these  annual  amounts,  will  be  determined  by  the  Government 
of  the  U.S.S.R.,  taking  into  account  the  volume  of  Soviet  goods  sold  to  Canada. 
The  total  over  the  three  years,  however,  will  amount  to  not  less  than  1,200,000 
tons  and  the  amount  in  any  individual  year  to  not  less  than  400,000  tons. 
The  Russian  purchases  of  wheat  are  to  be  made  at  the  prices  and  on  the  terms 
at  which  the  Canadian  Wheat  Board  is  making  sales  to  its  major  customers 
at  such  times  as  the  Soviet  purchases  take  place. 

The  fifth  document  is  a  letter  from  the  Canadian  Government,  acknowl- 
edging the  letter  from  the  Government  of  the  U.S.S.R.  on  wheat. 

TRADE  AGREEMENT 
BETWEEN  CANADA  AND  THE  UNION  OF  SOVIET  SOCIALIST  REPUBLICS 

The  Government  of  Canada  and  the  Government  of  the  Union  of  Soviet 
Socialist  Republics, 

Desiring  to  develop  trade  relations  between  the  two  countries  on  the  basis 
of  equality  and  reciprocal  advantages, 

Have  resolved  to  conclude  an  Agreement  which  will  regulate  the  com- 
mercial relations  between  Canada  and  the  Union  of  Soviet  Socialist  Republics, 

Have  accordingly  appointed  their  respective  representatives  for  this  pur- 
pose who  have  agreed  as  follows: 

Article  1 

Each  Contracting  Party  shall  accord  to  the  other  Contracting  Party  un- 
conditional most-favoured-nation  treatment  in  all  matters  with  respect  to 
customs  duties  and  charges  of  any  kind  imposed  on  or  in  connection  with 
importation  or  exportation  and  with  respect  to  the  method  of  levying  such 
duties  and  charges,  with  respect  to  the  rules  and  formalities  connected  with 
importation  or  exportation,  and  with  respect  to  all  internal  taxes  or  internal 
charges  of  any  kind,  and  with  respect  to  all  laws,  regulations  and  require- 
ments affecting  internal  sale,  offering  for  sale,  purchase,  distribution  or  use  of 
imported  goods  within  the  territory  of  such  Contracting  Party. 

Accordingly,  products  of  each  Contracting  Party  imported  into  the  ter- 
ritory of  the  other  Contracting  Party  shall  not  be  subject,  in  regard  to  the 
matters  referred  to  in  the  first  paragraph  of  this  Article,  to  any  duties,  taxes 
or  charges  other  or  higher,  or  to  any  rules  or  formalities  more  burdensome, 
than  those  to  which  like  products  of  any  third  country  are  or  may  hereafter 
be  subject. 

Similarly,  products  exported  from  the  territory  of  a  Contracting  Party 
and  consigned  to  the  territory  of  the  other  Contracting  Party  shall  not  be 
subject,  in  regard  to  matters  referred  to  in  the  first  paragraph  of  this  Article, 
to  any  duties,  taxes  or  charges  other  or  higher,  or  to  any  rules  of  formalities 
more  burdensome,  than  those  to  which  like  products  when  consigned  to  the 
territory  of  any  third  country  are  or  may  hereafter  be  subject. 

Any  advantage,  favour,  privilege  or  immunity  which  has  been  or  may 
hereafter  be  granted  by  either  Contracting  Party,  in  regard  to  the  matters 
referred  to  in  the  first  paragraph  of  this  Article,  to  any  product  of  any  third 
country  shall  be  accorded  immediately  and  without  compensation  to  like 
products  originating  in  the  territory  of  the  other  Contracting  Party,  and  irre- 
spective of  the  nationality  of  the  carrier. 
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Each  Contracting  Party  shall  accord  to  the  other  Contracting  Party  most- 
favoured-nation treatment  with  respect  to  sales  or  purchases  involving  exports 
or  imports. 

Article  2 

Each  Contracting  Party  shall  accord  to  the  products  of  the  other  Contract- 
ing Party,  which  have  been  in  transit  through  the  territory  of  any  third 
country  receiving  most-favoured-nation  treatment  from  the  importing  country, 
treatment  no  less  favourable  than  that  which  would  have  been  accorded  to 
such  products  had  they  been  transported  from  their  place  of  origin  to  their 
destination  without  going  through  the  territory  of  such  third  country.  Each 
Contracting  Party  shall,  however,  be  free  to  maintain  its  requirements  of 
direct  consignment  existing  on  the  date  of  signature  of  the  present  Agreement 
in  respect  of  any  goods  in  regard  to  which  such  direct  consignment  has  relation 
to  that  Contracting  Party's  prescribed  method  of  valuation  for  duty  purposes. 

Article  3 

No  prohibitions  or  restrictions  shall  be  applied  by  either  Contracting  Party 
on  the  importation  or  exportation  of  any  product  from  or  to  the  territory 
of  the  the  other  Contracting  Party  which  are  not  similarly  applied  to  the 
importation  or  exportation  of  the  like  product  from  or  to  the  territories  of 
all  third  countries  except  for  import  or  exchange  restrictions  applicable  to 
all  countries  in  like  circumstances  for  the  purpose  of  safeguarding  the  external 
financial  position  and  balance  of  payments. 

The  provisions  of  the  present  Agreement  shall  not  limit  the  right  of  either 
Contracting  Party  to  apply  prohibitions  or  restrictions  of  any  kind  directed 
to  the  protection  of  its  essential  security  interests. 

Article  4 

The  merchant  vessels  of  each  Contracting  Party  and  the  cargoes  of  such 
vessels  shall  upon  arrival  at  and  departure  from  the  seaports  of  the  other 
Contracting  Party  and  during  the  time  spent  in  such  seaports  enjoy  the  treat- 
ment accorded  to  the  most-favoured-nation. 

The  provisions  of  this  Article  shall  not  apply  to  the  performance  of  harbour 
services  including  pilotage  and  towing,  nor  to  coastal  shipping. 

Article  5 

Canadian  citizens  and  other  natural  persons  domiciled  and  carrying  on 
business  in  Canada  and  juridical  persons  constituted  in  accordance  with  the 
laws  in  force  in  Canada  shall,  when  engaged  in  business  activity  in  the  territory 
of  the  Union  of  Soviet  Socialist  Republics  personally  or  through  their  appointed 
representatives  under  conditions  prescribed  by  the  laws  in  force  in  the  U.S.S.R., 
enjoy  in  respect  of  their  persons  and  their  property  treatment  according  to 
law  no  less  favourable  than  that  accorded  to  the  natural  and  juridical  persons 
of  any  other  state. 

Soviet  citizens  and  Soviet  business  organizations  and  other  juridical  persons 
constituted  in  accordance  with  the  laws  in  force  in  the  U.S.S.R.  shall,  when 
engaged  in  business  activity  in  the  territory  of  Canada  personally  or  through 
their  appointed  representatives  under  conditions  prescribed  by  the  laws  in 
force  in  Canada,  enjoy  in  respect  of  their  persons  and  their  property  treatment 
according  to  law  no  less  favourable  than  that  accorded  to  the  natural  and 
juridical  persons  of  any  other  state. 
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The  natural  and  juridical  persons  specified  in  this  Article  shall  enjoy  access 
to  the  courts  of  the  other  Contracting  Party  on  the  same  basis  as  natural  and 
juridical  persons  of  any  other  state. 

Article  6 

Canadian  citizens  and  other  natural  persons  domiciled  and  carrying  on 
business  in  Canada  and  juridical  persons  constituted  in  accordance  with  the 
laws  in  force  in  Canada,  on  the  one  hand,  and  Soviet  citizens  and  Soviet  business 
organizations  and  other  juridical  persons  constituted  in  accordance  with  the 
laws  in  force  in  the  U.S.S.R.,  on  the  other  hand,  may  agree  that  disputes  arising 
out  of  commercial  transactions  shall  be  settled  by  arbitration. 

Article  7 

The  provisions  of  the  present  Agreement  relating  to  most-favoured-nation 
treatment  shall  not  apply  to  exclusive  advantages  accorded  by  Canada  to  mem- 
bers of  the  British  Commonwealth  of  Nations,  including  their  dependent  terri- 
tories, and  to  the  Republic  of  Ireland. 

Article  8 

The  Government  of  each  Contracting  Party  shall  give  sympathetic  con- 
sideration to  any  representations  which  the  Government  of  the  other  Contracting 
Party  may  make  in  respect  of  the  implementation  of  the  present  Agreement. 

Article  9 

The  present  Agreement  shall  be  ratified  by  both  Contracting  Parties  and 
shall  enter  into  force  definitively  on  the  date  of  the  exchange  of  the  instruments 
of  ratification.  The  exchange  of  the  instruments  of  ratification  shall  take 
place  in  Moscow  within  ninety  days  of  the  date  of  signature. 

The  present  Agreement  shall  however  enter  into  force  provisionally  on 
the  date  of  its  signature. 

The  present  Agreement  shall  remain  in  force  for  a  period  of  three  years 
from  the  date  of  signature.  It  may  be  extended  for  a  further  period  if  both 
Contracting  Parties  agree  thereto  not  less  than  three  months  prior  to  the 
expiration  of  the  aforesaid  period  of  three  years.

On  the  occasion  of  signing  the  Trade  Agreement  between  Canada  and  the 
Union  of  Soviet  Socialist  Republics,  I  have  the  honour  to  inform  you  that  the 
Government  of  Canada  reserves  the  right  to  fix  under  the  Canadian  Customs 
Act  values  of  goods  for  ordinary  and  special  duty  in  the  following  terms: 
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(a)  If,  as  a  result  of  the  obligations  incurred  by  Canada  under  the 
aforesaid  Agreement,  any  product  is  being  imported  or  is  likely  to 
be  imported  into  Canada  in  such  quantities  and  under  such  condi- 
ditions  as  to  cause  or  threaten  serious  injury  to  domestic  producers 
of  like  or  directly  competitive  products,  the  Government  of  Canada 
shall  be  free,  in  respect  of  such  product  and  to  the  extent  and  for 
such  time  as  may  be  necessary  to  prevent  or  remedy  such  injury, 
to  fix  values  for  ordinary  and  special  duty  purposes; 

(b)  In  determining  whether  values  should  be  established  in  respect  of 
any  product  pursuant  to  paragraph  (a)  and  in  determining  the

His  Excellency  Giovanni  Gronchi  was  introduced  by  the  Right  Honourable 
Louis  S.  iSt.  Laurent,  Prime  Minister  of  Canada,  and  thanked  by  the  Honourable 
Wishart  McL.  Robertson,  P.C,  Speaker  of  the  Senate,  and  the  Honourable  L. 
Rene  Beaudoin,  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Commons. 

Right  Hon.  Louis  S.  St.  Laurent  (Prime  Minister  of  Canada):  (Translation): 
Mr.  President,  on  behalf  of  the  members  of  our  Parliament  and  of  the 
whole  Canadian  nation,  I  have  the  honour  to  welcome  you  most  cordially  in  this 
House  and  to  express  to  you  personally  and  to  the  country  which  you  represent 
our  regards  and  our  feelings  of  respectful  and  confident  friendship. 

We  are  glad  to  extend  also  our  most  cordial  welcome  to  Mrs.  Gronchi,  whose 
presence  adds  to  the  charm  of  your  visit.  May  this  visit,  short  as  it  is,  be  as 
pleasant  to  you  as  useful  to  the  good  relations  between  our  two  countries. 

(Text): 

Mr.  President,  in  welcoming  you  today  to  this  Chamber,  we  wish  to  express 
our  pleasure  at  this  symbolic  evidence  of  the  renewal  and  of  the  strengthening 
of  the  bonds  of  friendship  and  of  understanding  between  our  two  peoples 
which  have  grown  steadily  and  surely  over  these  last  ten  years. 

In  presenting  you  to  this  joint  meeting  of  the  members  of  the  Canadian 
Parliament,  I  am  introducing  to  my  colleagues  and  friends  a  staunch  Italian 
patriot  and  a  European  statesman  who  for  close  to  fifty  years  has  worked 
consistently  and  courageously  for  three  great  objectives — freedom,  parliamen- 
tary democracy  and  a  society  based  on  Christian  principles.  As  a  very  young 
man,  when  he  took  an  important  part  in  the  activities  of  the  new  Christian 
Democratic  Movement,  and  in  the  first  world  war  and  afterwards,  he  served 
those  objectives  and  his  nation  with  outstanding  devotion. 

During  the  difficult  years  of  the  Second  World  War,  President  Gronchi, 
working  with  the  resistance,  became  one  of  the  leaders  for  the  strengthening 
of  freedom  in  Italy,  and  later,  in  company  with  the  late  Alcide  de  Gasperi, 
he  served  on  the  central  committee  of  the  national  liberation  front.  No  new- 
comer to  parliamentary  life,  he  was  Minister  for  Industry,   Commerce  and 
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Labour  in  postwar  Italian  Governments,  and  he  was  Speaker  of  the  Chamber 
of  Deputies  for  almost  seven  years  before  his  election  as  President  of  the 
Republic  in  April  of  last  year. 

(Translation): 

In  greeting  Mr.  Gronchi  we  pay  tribute  to  the  representative  of  a  country 
from  which  has  come  to  us  so  much  of  what  makes  up  the  richness  of  our 
Western  civilization.  We  greet  also  in  his  person  an  able  and  ardent  defender 
of  the  unity  of  the  Western  nations.  We  admire  the  part  he  has  played  in 
bringing  about  Italy's  decision  to  participate  in  the  North  Atlantic  Treaty 
Organization  and  the  Western  European  Union. 

We  derive  a  great  deal  of  satisfaction  from  our  association  with  Italy  in 
the  North  Atlantic  Treaty  Organization,  and,  within  the  last  few  weeks,  in 
the  United  Nations,  this  vast  organization  which  remains  the  basis  of  the 
hopes  and  peaceful  aspirations  of  so  many  millions  of  men  and  women  through- 
out the  world. 

We  Canadians  are  convinced  that  the  accession  of  Italy  to  the  rank  of 
member  of  the  United  Nations  marks  a  step  toward  better  understanding 
between  nations,  more  encouraging  prospects  of  a  peaceful  solution  of  differ- 
ences and  consequently  toward  a  reduction  of  the  hazards  confronting  the 
peoples  of  the  earth. 

It  is,  therefore,  with  great  pleasure,  Mr.  President,  that  we  welcome  you 
on  behalf  of  the  Parliament  of  Canada  and  that  we  acknowledge  on  this 
occasion  the  return  of  your  country  to  the  place  which  is  rightly  hers  in  the 
councils  of  the  nations. 

(Text): 

I  now  invite  the  President  of  the  Republic  of  Italy  to  address  us. 

His  Excellency  Giovanni  Gronchi  (President  of  the  Republic  of  Italy):  (Text) : 
Mr.  Speaker  of  the  Senate,  Mr.  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Commons, 
members  of  the  Senate  and  of  the  House  of  Commons,  Mr.  Prime  Minister: 

(Translation) : 

I  must,  first  of  all,  thank  you  for  your  invitation,  which,  beyond  the  scope 
of  mere  formality,  has  brought  me  to  this  honoured  parliamentary  rostrum. 
I  am  particularly  sensitive  to  this  honour  because,  as  many  of  you  certainly 
know,  I  was  for  eight  years  Speaker  of  the  Chamber  of  Deputies.  I  need 
not  add  that,  when  I  can  speak  directly  to  freely  elected  representatives  of 
popular  will,  I  find  myself  on  familiar  ground  in  spontaneous  and  common 
agreement  on  the  method  of  approach  to  various  problems:  all  the  more  so  in 
your  Parliament  which,  by  tradition  and  habit,  can  really  be  said  to  be  one 
of  the  most  noble  expressions  and  at  the  same  time  one  of  the  strongest  bul- 
warks of  democratic  freedom. 

I  also  consider  it  a  fortunate  privilege  for  me  to  speak  on  this  occasion 
as  First  Magistrate  of  my  country:  in  this  way,  for  the  first  time  in  history  the 
voice  of  Italy,  through  this  Assembly,  can  make  itself  heard  by  the  people  of 
Canada.  I  would  like  to  take  advantage  of  this  singular  privilege  to  bring 
you  a  warm  greeting  from  the  Italian  nation,  whom  I  have  the  honour  to 
represent  in  its  national  unity. 

It  is  the  greeting  of  a  friendly  and  allied  people  for  whom  all  physical 
distances  that  separate  them  from  you  seem  to  disappear  in  the  atmosphere  of 
common  ideals  and  harmony  of  interests  between  our  two  countries. 
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These  ideals  and  interests,  which  have  their  deep  roots  in  the  same  heritage 
of  civilization  and  tradition  and  democratic  way  of  life,  find  their  ultimate 
expression  in  the  manifestations  of  present-day  relations  between  Italy  and 
Canada, 

The  most  important  of  these  manifestations  is  represented  by  a  continuing 
solidarity  of  effort  which  the  two  countries  carry  on,  ideologically  and 
materially,  within  the  framework  of  the  Atlantic  Community. 

This  solidarity  is  perhaps  the  closest  existing  among  members  of  the  pact 
which  unites  so  many  countries  of  the  West,  from  Europe  to  this  continent, 
because  the  interpretation  which  Italy  and  Canada  give  to  the  general  principles 
of  NATO  does  not  reduce  its  significance  to  a  mere  diplomatic  instrument  or 
to  an  exclusively  military  alliance,  but  extends  it,  in  full  agreement,  to  all  other 
requirements  suggested  by  the  new  course  of  international  events. 

Such  an  interpretation  does  not  require  statutory  or  other  innovations, 
since  already  in  the  original  context  of  the  Treaty  it  was  not  by  chance  that 
Article  2 — which  today  is  so  often  referred  to — was  inserted  largely  through 
Canadian  prompting  wherein  it  is  said  that: 

The  parties  will  contribute  toward  the  further  development  of 
peaceful  and  friendly  international  relations  by  strengthening  their  free 
institutions,  by  bringing  about  a  better  understanding  of  the  principles 
upon  which  these  institutions  are  founded,  and  by  promoting  conditions 
of  stability  and  well-being.  They  will  seek  to  eliminate  conflict  in  their 
international  economic  policies  and  will  encourage  economic  collaboration 
between  any  or  all  of  them. 

As  a  logical  consequence  the  treaty  between  free  peoples  must  be  rendered 
always  more  capable  of  expressing  not  only  the  language  of  force,  but  also 
that  of  truth  and  of  right.  As  your  Secretary  of  State  for  External  Affairs  said, 
in  a  speech  that  should  not  be  forgotten,  a  military  alliance,  by  achieving  balance 
of  power,  is  not  sufficient  to  establish  permanent  peace,  but  can  only  create 
the  conditions  under  which  this  peace  can  be  maintained  and  protected  by  an 
accepted  equality  of  rights. 

In  fact,  the  solidarity  between  our  two  countries  does  not  end  in  military 
and  in  material  assistance:  it  is  manifested  and  strengthened  daily  in  numerous 
other  fields  such  as  politics,  diplomacy,  economy,  cultural  and  social  life.  I 
would  like  to  recall  that  in  this  city,  in  September  of  1951,  in  one  of  the  rooms 
of  this  very  building,  Italian  and  Canadian  representatives  found  themselves 
in  firm  agreement  on  the  desirability  that  relations  between  Atlantic  Pact 
countries  should  depend  not  only  on  their  alliance,  but  rather  on  their  member- 
ship in  a  real  community  and  that  all  member  countries  should  be  expected  to 
give  this  reality  the  utmost  consideration. 

Since  that  time  the  Italian  and  Canadian  Governments,  striving  side  by 
side  in  a  common  endeavour,  have  been  in  the  forefront  in  upholding  this 
necessity.  The  traditional  universalism  of  Italian  history  and  thought, 
and  the  ideological  and  political  forces  which  have  created  from  two  different 
peoples  and  two  histories  the  powerful  unity  of  your  country,  have  found  com- 
mon expression  and  a  happy  communion. 

It  is  our  conviction  that  the  era  in  which  we  live  demands  solidarity 
among  peoples,  because  one  nation  cannot  live  and  cannot  develop  independently 
of  other  nations  or  without  continuous  and  reciprocal  exchange  in  which  each 
gives  and  receives  according  to  its  capacities  and  its  needs.  The  evils  from 
which  our  era  suffers  derive  from  the  fact  that  not  all  men  have  completely 
understood  the  essence  of  this  truth.  Human  solidarity,  that  has  achieved 
such  extraordinary  progress  in  the  field  of  individual  society,  has  not  succeeded 
as  yet  in  achieving  universal  and  international  solidarity. 
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On  their  part  the  democratic  countries  of  the  West  have  long  since  recog- 
nized that  the  way  of  international  solidarity  is  the  only  path  to  follow  in 
order  to  safeguard  liberty  and,  with  liberty,  the  possibility  of  civil  and  social 
progress  for  all  peoples.  The  Atlantic  Treaty  has,  from  this  point  of  view,  some- 
thing that  is  unique:  never  before  has  such  an  imposing  array  of  nations,  so 
diversified  in  their  resources  yet  so  uniform  in  their  ideals,  merged  their 
energies  not  to  fight  and  win  a  war  but  to  ensure  the  victory  of  peace  over  war. 

And  it  is  by  virtue  and  in  the  implementation  of  this  agreement  that 
Western  democracies  have  now  trodden  paths  which  our  fathers  not  too  long 
ago  would  have  considered  hopeless  illusions.  But  what  has  been  done  up 
to  now  is  not  sufficient.  It  is  necessary  that  all  nations — our  own  above  all 
others — understand  this  reality:  that  with  solidarity  there  can  be  universal 
progress  and  welfare — without  it  there  can  be  nothing  but  the  prospect  of 
destruction  and  misery. 

My  country  is  firmly  resolved  to  continue  to  give  its  utmost  to  the  efforts 
being  made  toward  the  strengthening  of  solidarity  between  democratic  countries. 
We  are  convinced  that  they  constitute  the  best  contribution  which  can  be  made 
in  the  present  circumstances  for  the  maintenance  of  peace  in  the  world,  and 
that  they  represent  the  indispensable  premise  toward  the  establishment  of  a 
greater  feeling  of  trust  among  all  people. 

In  this  spirit  we  were  gratifi.ed  at  the  recent  decision  which  solved  the  dead- 
lock on  the  question  of  new  admissions  to  the  United  Nations,  and  which  has, 
among  other  things,  corrected  the  absurd  exclusion  of  Italy  from  an  organization 
for  which  she  had  all  the  necessary  moral,  juridical  and  political  qualifications. 
That  these  qualifications  are  well  founded,  no  evidence  could  be  more  eloquent 
than  the  proof  of  democratic  maturity  furnished  a  few  days  ago — thanks  to 
the  patient  and  broadminded  exertions  of  Italian  trusteeship  authorities — by 
Somali  populations  who,  in  conformity  with  the  United  Nations  Charter,  have 
been  able  to  establish  in  free  and  orderly  manner  their  first  representative 
institutions  to  which  the  basic  responsibility  of  that  country's  future  is  now 
entrusted. 

The  Italian  people,  besides  recognizing  in  the  decision  to  admit  new  mem- 
bers to  the  UNO  a  valuable  step  forward  on  the  road  to  greater  international 
solidarity,  find  an  open  door  through  which  their  voice  can  be  heard  in  an 
important  forum,  along  with  those  of  friendly  and  allied  countries,  to  serve 
the  interests  of  security,  peace,  international  justice  and  progress,  interests  upon 
which  the  political  action  of  my  country  and  government  is  founded. 

In  this  regard  I  cannot  forget  how  much  this  favourable  development, 
to  which  we  owe  the  removal  of  the  unfair  discrimination  to  which  Italy  was 
subjected,  is  also  due  to  the  consistent  action  of  the  Canadian  Government, 
who  took  the  initiative  and  to  whom  I  wish  to  express  our  most  heartfelt 
thanks. 

In  this  brief  visit,  I  have  been  deeply,  even  physically,  impressed  by  the 
extraordinary  vitality  and  potential  energy  with  which  your  country  is 
endowed.  Canada  has  rapidly  succeeded,  through  her  will  and  effort,  in 
achieving  an  international  position  of  pre-eminence  and  responsibility,  especially 
in  that  great  and  prosperous  community  of  nations  of  which  she  is  an  integral 
and  essential  part. 

But  what  has  impressed  me  most  deeply  and  strengthened  my  trust  in 
the  possibility  of  an  ever-growing  co-operation  between  Canada  and  Italy  is 
the  further  evidence  I  have  gathered  from  contacts  with  responsible  Canadians 
in  regard  to  their  accuracy  of  judgment,  their  foresight  and  their  firm  attitudes. 
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Furthermore,  I  was  not  surprised  to  find  such  a  keen  interest  in  European  affairs 
in  a  country  whose  history,  position  and  characteristics  make  it  the  natural 
bridge  between  the  old  world  and  the  new. 

I  have  taken  advantage  of  these  contacts  to  illustrate  to  leading  Canadians 
some  aspects  of  the  Italian  situation,  in  the  same  spirit  with  which  two  old 
friends,  meeting  after  a  long  absence,  compare  their  ideas  and  inform  each 
other  of  their  problems.  In  particular,  I  have  told  them — and  I  wish  to  repeat  it 
again  here — that  my  country,  after  the  extraordinary  effort  of  reconstruction,  is 
now  engaged  in  a  work  of  renewal  and  development  without  precedent  in  its 
recent  history.  To  accomplish  this  work,  which  is  being  carried  out  in  a  regime 
of  true  liberty  and  democracy,  Italians  must  be  able  to  rely  upon  two  indispens- 
able conditions:  maintenance  of  peace  in  the  world  and  the  solidarity  of 
friendly  and  allied  countries. 

It  is  my  opinion  and  also  that  of  my  Government  that  the  new  course  of 
international  events  make  it  advisable  that  the  next  session  of  the  Atlantic 
Council,  already  planned  for  May  4th,  should  have  the  extent  and  implications 
of  a  conference  where  an  objective  and  therefore  realistic  examination  should 
be  made  of  all  those  political,  economic,  social  and  psychological  requirements 
to  which  I  have  already  referred. 

Another  opinion  of  my  Government  and  of  myself,  is  that  unification 
of  the  Western  viewpoint  is  the  indispensable  premise  for  any  action  in  our 
opinion  necessary  in  order  to  confer  upon  joint  policies  a  dynamic  and  flexible 
character  to  counteract  the  forces  which  have  lately  given  proof  of  possessing 
such  flexibility. 

On  the  other  hand,  without  a  united  directive,  every  bilateral  contact  of 
single  Western  countries  with  the  Soviet  bloc  would  not  be  conducive  to 
useful  and  above  all  conclusive  results,  and  would  risk  repeating  the  unwise 
tactics  of  ancient  history,  when  Rome  lost  the  Curiatii  in  the  struggle  against 
the  opposing  faction  of  the  Horatii. 

But  it  is  evidently  in  the  general  interest  of  Western  solidarity  that 
preventive  consultations,  which  up  to  now  have  had  an  extraordinary  character, 
should  become  the  ordinary  and  permanent  method  of  approaching  problems 
of  defence  and  peace.  These  problems  are  indivisible  and  it  would  be  artificial 
and  prejudicial  not  to  recognize  their  interdependence  and  to  believe  that 
stable  and  conclusive  solutions  are  possible  for  them  without  having  been 
rationally  co-ordinated.  I  have  noted  with  pleasure  that  on  this  side  of  the 
Atlantic  there  is  now  general  agreement  on  the  need  to  associate  all  members 
of  the  Atlantic  Community  in  the  responsibility  of  proposing  and  elaborating 
solutions  for  the  major  problems  of  our  time,  and  in  the  effort  to  achieve  in 
harmony  the  realization  of  such  solutions. 

I  may,  therefore,  conclude  without  dangerous  and  undue  optimism  that  at 
the  end  of  this  journey,  after  my  visit  to  these  two  great  countries  of  North 
America,  I  will  be  justified  in  bringing  with  me  to  Italy  the  reconfirmed  and 
increased  certitude  that  Italians  are  not  alone  in  their  efforts  for  a  better  future, 
for  liberty  and  peace  in  the  world  and  prosperity  for  our  peoples.

The  kindness  shown  me  during  my  stay  here  and  the  reception  that  you, 
honourable  sirs,  have  extended  to  me  today,  enable  me  to  bring  back  to  the 
Italian  people  your  message  of  friendship  and  encouragement. 
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(Translation) : 

I  would  like  to  consider  as  evidence  of  this  friendship  those  Italians  to 
whom  you  open  your  doors  and  who  give  to  your  cities  and  land  their  con- 
tribution of  loyal  and  industrious  activity. 

May  God  guide  and  maintain  our  two  peoples  united  on  the  road  to 
progress  and  peace.

Hon.  Wishart  McL.  Robertson  (Speaker  of  the  Senate):  May  I,  Mr.  President, 
thank  you  on  behalf  of  the  Senate  of  Canada  for  coming  to  speak 
to  us,  and  for  the  inspiring  address  you  have  just  delivered. 

Not  only  have  many  of  our  most  respected  citizens  or  their  forebears,  come 
from  your  beautiful  land,  but  your  country  and  ours  have,  through  the  North 
Atlantic  Pact,  solemnly  bound  themselves  together  for  weal  or  woe.  Your 
eloquent  appeals  here  and  elsewhere  for  the  bringing  of  life  into  the  spirit  of 
Article  2  of  the  North  Atlantic  Treaty  strike  a  responsive  chord.  Two  years  ago 
in  Bonn,  Germany,  our  Prime  Minister,  reflecting  all  shades  of  political  thought 
in  this  happy  land,  made  a  similar  appeal;  his  judgment  and  yours  has  been 
amply  justified  by  the  swift  rush  of  current  events.  For  the  common  good  of 
free  men  everywhere,  it  is  the  earnest  hope  that  your  appeals  will  not  fall 
on  deaf  ears. 

May  we  ask  you,  Mr.  President,  on  your  return  to  convey  our  greetings  to 
the  members  of  the  Italian  Parliament.  Some  of  us  had  the  very  great  pleasure 
last  summer  of  m.eeting  with  representatives  of  your  Parliament,  who  were 
inspired  with  your  viewpoint.    We  hope  for  a  renewal  of  the  opportunity. 

We  wish  you  well  in  your  undertakings.  May  Divine  Providence  bless  your 
endeavours.

Hon.  L.  Rene  Beaudoin  (Speaker  of  the  House  of  Commons):  Mr.  President, 
it  is  with  the  keenest  pleasure  that  I  welcome  you  to  the  Parliament 
of  Canada  and  that  I  thank  you,  on  behalf  of  the  members  of  the  House  of 
Commons,  for  the  magnificent  speech  you  just  made. 

We  have  had  in  the  past  the  great  honour  of  receiving  here  in  this  House 
many  remarkable  statesmen  coming  from  neighbouring  and  far  away  countries, 
in  particular  from  the  Commonwealth  and  the  Republic  south  of  our  border. 
We  are  happy  and  honoured  to  be  able  today  to  add  your  name  to  this  memor- 
able list  of  friends  of  our  country. 

Besides,  we  have  known  you  well  since  long  before  your  arrival  in  our 
midst.  The  hundred  voices  of  renown  had  revealed  to  us  the  great  political 
force  you  represent  in  your  country. 

Though  born  in  Pontedera,  near  Pisa,  it  was  possible  to  say  of  you  "He  is 
a  Roman",  that  is  to  say  a  man  of  thorough  austerity,  firmness,  courage  and 
patriotism. 

Your  beautiful  country  is  assured  of  our  friendship.  Here  in  Canada 
part  of  the  population  is  of  Latin  origin  and  therefore  feels  a  strong  attachment 
to  Italy.    Moreover,  no  one  can  forget  the  contribution  made  by  your  country 
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through  the  centuries  and  again  today  to  culture,  that  is  to  art,  literature  and 
music.  Let  us  remember  also,  in  this  strenuous  international  situation  which 
the  nations  of  the  world  are  facing  today,  that  no  law  has  endured  so  long 
as  the  Roman  law  nor  has  exerted  a  more  decisive  influence  on  modern  law.

SPEAKER'S  RULING: 

Re:  Right  of  Reply  in  Debates  of  the  Senate. 

Bourinot,  4th  edition,  at  page  344,  under  the  heading  "Limitation  of 
Debate",  says: 

"Senate  rule  35  provides  that  'no  senator  may  speak  twice  to  a  question 
before  the  Senate,  except  in  explanation  of  a  material  part  of  his  speech,  in 
which  he  may  have  been  misconceived,  and  then  he  is  not  to  introduce  new 
matter'.  And  by  the  following  rule  36,  'a  reply  is  allowed  to  a  senator  who 
has  moved  the  second  reading  of  a  bill  or  made  a  substantive  motion,  but  not 
to  one  who  has  moved  an  amendment,  the  previous  question,  an  adjournment 
during  debate,  a  motion  on  the  consideration  of  Commons'  amendments,  or  an 
instruction  to  a  committee'.  In  all  cases  the  reply  of  the  mover  of  the  original 
question  closes  the  debate.  But  it  is  the  duty  of  the  speaker  to  see  that  every 
senator  wishing  to  speak  has  the  opportunity  to  do  so  before  the  final  reply. 
The  rules  of  the  House  of  Commons  are  similar  on  these  points.  They  may  be 
summarized  as  follows:  (1)  No  member  may  speak  twice  to  a  question;  he  may 
however  explain  a  material  part  of  his  speech  which  may  have  been  misquoted 
or  misunderstood  but  he  is  not  to  introduce  new  matter.  (2)  No  debate  is 
allowable  upon  such  explanation.  (3)  A  reply  is  allowed  to  a  member  who  has 
moved  a  substantive  motion  or  the  second  reading  of  a  bill.  (4)  But  no  reply 
is  allowed  to  a  member  who  has  moved  an  order  of  the  day  (not  being  the 
second  reading  of  a  bill),  an  amendment,  the  previous  question,  an  adjournment 
during  a  debate,  or  an  instruction  to  a  committee.  (5)  A  reply  is  allowed  to 
a  mover  of  a  substantive  motion,  although  the  debate  thereon,  by  being 
adjourned,  becomes  an  order  of  the  day.  (6)  In  all  cases  the  reply  of  the  mover 
of  the  original  motion  closes  the  debate.  (7)  But  it  is  the  duty  of  the  speaker 
to  see  that  every  member  who  wishes  to  speak  has  the  opportunity  to  do  so 
before  the  final  reply." 

In  the  debate  on  Tuesday,  March  6th,  Senator  Hayden  moved  the  third 
reading  of  Bill  H-5,  which  was  an  item  on  the  Orders  of  the  Day. 

The  motion  was  not  a  substantive  motion  within  the  meaning  of  that 
term  as  it  is  defined  in  paragraph  "B"  of  rule  4,  which  reads  as  follows: 

"Substantive  motion — a  motion  not  incidental  to  a  proceeding  before 
the  Senate,  nor  relating  to  and  arising  out  of  an  Order  of  the  Day." 

He,  therefore,  after  making  his  motion,  had  no  right  of  reply. 

Under  rule  38,  if  he  had  merely  moved  the  Order  without  speaking  to  it, 
he  would  have  been  entitled  to  address  the  Senate  on  that  Order  at  a  subsequent 
period  of  the  debate.  However  he  did  rise,  and  move  the  third  reading — and 
according  to  the  interpretation  which  Bourinot  places  on  his  action,  as  he  in 
fact  did  say  a  word  or  two,  according  to  a  strict  interpretation  of  the  rule,  he 
was  prohibited  from  again  addressing  the  House. 

May,  14th  edition,  at  page  422,  says:  "Formerly  a  member  who  had 
moved  an  Order  of  the  Day  was  precluded  afterwards  from  addressing  the 
House  upon  the  same  question,  or  was  heard  merely  by  the  indulgence  of 
the  House,  but  under  present  usage  the  option  of  speaking  at  a  subsequent 
period  of  the  debate  has  been  conceded." 
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Senator  Hayden's  speech  on  third  reading  of  Bill  H-5  would  not  have 
been  ruled  "out  of  order"  in  the  House  of  Lords,  since  in  moving  the  Order 
of  the  Day  previously  he  made  no  comment  or  explanation.  In  view  of  the 
practice  in  the  House  of  Lords,  I  do  not  think  that  rule  38  should  be  inter- 
preted too  strictly,  and  accordingly  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  in  the  circumstances 
Senator  Hayden's  speech  was  in  order.

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APPENDIX 

STATEMENT  BY  THE  MINISTER  OF  FINANCE 

At  the  Opening  of  the  Federal-Provincial  Conference  of 

March  9,  1956 

At  our  October  meeting  the  Federal  Government  put  forward  certain 
suggestions  in  broad  outline.  These  were  discussed  quite  fully  at  that  time 
and  later  both  in  conversations  and  correspondence.  They  were  then  developed 
into  definite  proposals  in  the  Prime  Minister's  letters  of  January  6  and  February 
18.  We  have  circulated  a  statistical  paper  to  indicate  how  these  proposals 
would  operate  in  the  first  year  of  the  proposed  arrangements,  that  is,  in  the 
fiscal  year  ending  March  31,  1958.  No  one  can  foretell  accurately  either  the 
level  or  the  provincial  distribution  of  population,  incomes  and  profits  one  or 
two  years  hence,  but  we  believe  that  the  assumptions  on  which  this  table  is 
based  are  reasonable. 

Last  October  I  suggested  three  principles  or  objectives  that  we  ought  to 
have  in  mind — 

(a)  to  assure  as  far  as  possible,  to  both  the  Federal  and  Provincial 
Governments,  access  to  revenues  consistent  with  their  respon- 
sibilites; 

(b)  to  develop  and  maintain  fiscal  arrangements  that  will  contribute  to 
high  and  stable  levels  of  employment  and  that  will  tend  to  moderate 
rather  than  exaggerate  the  ups  and  downs  in  economic  activity; 

(c)  to  promote  simplicity,  economy  and  equity  in  the  tax  system  as  a 
whole  and  in  the  machinery  of  tax  collection. 

The  system  of  tax  rental  agreements,  which  is  about  to  enter  its  tenth 
and  final  year,  went  a  long  way  toward  meeting  these  objectives,  but  experience 
has  shown  that  it  has  not  succeeded  in  meeting  all  the  considerations  to  which 
the  members  of  this  Conference  attach  importance.  The  proposals  now  before 
you  are  designed  to  reconcile  as  much  as  possible  the  various  views  represented 
around  this  table. 

These  proposals  go  just  as  far  as  we  can  go  at  this  time  in  providing  fiscal 
need  grants  and  in  reducing  the  extent  to  which  we  are  occupying  certain  tax 
fields.  On  the  assumptions  we  have  made,  our  proposal  will  make  available 
to  the  Provincial  Governments  $640  million  in  the  first  year  of  the  new  arrange- 
ments. This  is  $108  million  or  20  per  cent  more  than  would  be  available  to 
them  if  the  present  tax  rental  agreements  were  renewed  and  all  the  provinces 
took  full  advantage  of  them.    The  $640  million  is  made  up  of:  — 

(a)  Unconditional  equalization  grants   $152  million 

(b)  Revenues  from  the  personal  income,  corporation 
and  succession  duty  fields,  either  by  rental  agree- 
ments or  collection  agreements,  or  by  direct  prov- 
incial imposition  and  collection  without  any  extra 

burden  on  the  taxpayer   465         " 

(c)  Removal  of  the  tax  on  insurance  premiums  from  the 
definition  of  special  corporation  taxes 23         " 


$640  million 
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We  believe  that  revenues  of  these  magnitudes  from  these  tax  fields  are 
consistent  with  the  actual  responsibilities  at  this  time  and  what  seems  likely  to 
develop  in  the  next  five  years.  Any  province  that  considers  that  it  requires 
larger  (or  smaller)  revenues  from  these  tax  fields  is,  of  course,  entirely  free  to 
impose  and  collect  whatever  rates  it  deems  proper;  but  if  a  provincial  rate 
exceeds  the  standard  rate  it  will  not  entitle  the  taxpayer  to  any  additional 
credit  or  rebate  from  the  Federal  Treasury. 

On  our  side,  we  cannot  at  this  time  make  any  further  material  concessions 
that  would  adversely  affect  our  revenues.  Defence  expenditures  have  been 
stabilized  in  the  past  year  or  two  at  a  high  level  (nearly  $1,800,000,000).  We 
can  hope  that  they  will  not  go  higher,  but  we  cannot  be  sure;  neither  is  it 
wholly  within  our  control,  that  they  may  not  have  to  go  up  again  quite  sharply. 
Many  of  you  will  have  noticed  that  defence  estimates  in  both  the  United  King- 
dom and  the  United  States  have  gone  up  this  year. 

During  the  past  15  years,  with  the  consent,  often  at  the  urging  of  Provincial 
Governments,  we  have  taken  on  very  large  new  classes  of  expenditures  in  the 
field  of  social  welfare — unemployment  insurance,  family  allowances,  old  age 
pensions  and  assistance,  and  other  measures — which  this  year  are  costing  the 
Federal  Treasury  not  far  short  of  $900  million,  and  are  normally  growing  at 
a  rate  which  will  bring  them  over  one  billion  dollars  within  five  years.  During 
the  past  year  our  total  disbursement  in  these  fields  (including  unemployment 
insurance  benefits)  was  in  fact  over  one  billion  dollars.  All  these  payments 
have  contributed  to  the  maintenance  of  levels  of  income  which  have 
undoubtedly  relieved  the  Provincial  Governments  of  a  great  load  of  welfare 
claims  that  would  otherwise  have  been  pressed  upon  them  and  their  muni- 
cipalities. They  have  also  had  important  beneficial  effects  on  provincial 
revenues  from  all  forms  of  taxation.  They  have  been  good  and  constructive 
expenditures,  but  their  bearing  upon  the  balance  of  revenues  and  respon- 
sibilities must  not  be  overlooked. 

Since  we  met  last  April  the  Federal  Government  has  undertaken,  subject  to 
negotiated  conditions,  to  assume  costs  in  relation  to  unemployment  assistance 
which  in  a  year  like  1954-55  would  amount  to  about  $25  million.  We  have 
also  agreed  in  principle  to  assume  additional  costs  of  about  $180  million  a 
year  in  the  field  of  health  insurance.  Now  we  are  proposing  arrangements  which 
in  the  first  year  of  operation  and  on  the  assumptions  we  have  made  will  benefit 
Provincial  Government  treasuries  by  $108  million  over  and  above  the  amounts 
already  available  to  them  under  the  tax  rental  agreement  system.  This,  I 
assure  you,  is  the  practical  limit  of  our  capacity  in  these  fields  and  at  this  time, 
having  regard  to  all  our  other  responsibilities,  some  of  which,  as  in  defence,  are, 
in  the  last  analysis,  unlimited. 

Our  proposed  stabilization  payments  are  designed  to  give  to  the  Provincial 
Governments  an  assurance  of  relative  stability  in  these  three  tax  fields.  In 
effect  we  are  offering  every  province  unconditionally  a  guarantee  that  its 
annual  revenues  from  equalization  payments  plus  the  yield  or  rental  of  the 
standard  taxes  will  not  fall  below  the  higher  of  (a)  its  per  capita  rental  avail- 
able in  1956-57  multiplied  by  the  current  population,  or  (b)  90  per  cent  of 
its  average  actual  revenues  from  equalization  and  stabilization  payments  and 
standard  tax  yields  in  the  two  preceding  years.    This  is  an  offer  of  an  uncondi-

tional  floor  in  these  tax  fields,  and  a  floor  that  keeps  rising  with  our  expanding 
economy.  In  the  table  before  you,  only  Prince  Edward  Island  and  British 
Columbia  benefit  from  this  guaranteed  minimum  in  1957-58.  We  can  all  hope 
that  the  steady  growth  of  our  country  is  such  that  the  floor  will  not  often  come 
into  operation;  but  the  insurance  policy  is  none  the  less  there. 

The  responsibility  of  promoting  simplicity  and  economy  in  the  whole  field  of 
taxation  belongs  to  all  levels  of  government.  As  a  Federal  contribution  to  this 
objective  we  are  offering  two  alternatives — tax  rental  agreements  and  tax 
collection  agreements. 

We  are  prepared  to  offer  each  province  a  tax  rental  agreement  covering  all 
or  any  of  these  three  tax  fields  for  the  five  year  period  April  1,  1957,  to  March 
31,  1962.  The  rental  to  be  paid  to  the  province  will  be  the  estimated  total 
tax  liability  of  taxpayers  in  that  province  at  the  standard  rates  of  tax.  The 
renting  province  need  pass  no  taxing  statute  and  will  incur  no  administrative 
costs.    It  will,  however,  be  bound  for  five  years. 

Alternatively,  in  the  case  of  a  provincial  government  having  enacted  and 
undertaken  to  maintain  a  taxing  statute  that  in  the  opinion  of  the  Federal 
Government  does  not  differ  from  time  to  time  in  any  material  respect  from 
the  comparable  Federal  statute  and  imposes  the  standard  rates,  the  Federal 
Government  is  prepared  to  enter  into  an  agreement  to  collect  the  tax  for 
the  provincial  government.  The  Federal  Government  would  remit  periodically 
to  the  Provincial  Government  the  amounts  collected  less  a  fee  to  cover  the 
cost  of  collection.  The  fee  we  have  in  mind  is  2  per  cent  of  the  amounts 
collected,  providing  the  accounting  procedures  can  be  kept  reasonably  simple. 
A  collection  agreement  would  have  to  be  for  a  period  of,  say,  three  years;  or 
if  for  two  years  the  fee  would  probably  have  to  be  3  per  cent.  The  cost  of 
redesigning  our  collection  machinery  would  not  justify  entering  into  agree- 
ments on  a  one-year  basis.  Notice  to  extend  or  terminate  a  collection  agree- 
ment would  have  to  be  given  not  later  than  about  the  last  day  of  April  preceding 
the  year  to  be  affected. 

While  there  seems  to  have  been  a  general  acceptance  of  the  principle  of 
equalization,  there  is,  I  realize,  some  conflict  of  views  on  the  manner  in  which 
it  has  been  applied.  Some  provinces  with  very  substantial  taxable  capacity 
feel  that  their  responsibilities  are  such  that  they  should  be  accorded  still  more 
room  in  these  tax  fields.  Other  provinces,  where  taxable  capacity  is  below 
the  average,  press  for  still  larger  equalization  or  fiscal  need  grants.  The 
Federal  Government  is  squeezed  between  these  conflicting  views. 

If  we  were  to  raise  the  standard  rates  and  lower  the  level  up  to  which 
we  equalize,  we  would  find  it  impossible,  except  at  a  quite  unacceptable  cost 
to  the  Federal  Treasury,  to  establish  a  formula  which  would  not  reduce  the 
payments  to  most  of  the  provinces  to  amounts  below  those  available  under  the 
current  rental  agreements.  It  has  been  suggested  that  we  should  meet  this 
by  supplementary  grants  on  a  straight  fiscal  need  basis.  While  I  would  like  to 
come  as  close  to  meeting  all  points  of  view  as  possible,  I  do  not  believe  that 
experience  with  fiscal  need  payments,  based  on  a  sort  of  periodic  means  test, 
has  been  such  as  to  encourage  us  to  use  them  when  the  more  objective  approach 
that  we  have  adopted  is  available  to  us. 

Other  ideas  have  been  put  forward  and  I  assure  you  that  they  have  all  been 
given  careful  consideration.  The  co-operative  use  of  these  tax  fields  and  the 
elimination  of  conditional  grants  have  been  suggested.  The  periodic  collective 
determination  of  tax  policies  and  an  agreed  division  of  the  total  yield  does 
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not  seem  to  me  to  be  a  practicable  policy.  If  there  is  any  real  support  for  this 
suggestion  we  would,  of  course,  be  prepared  to  study  it  after  we  have  had  some 
experience  with  our  present  proposals.  As  for  conditional  grants,  it  has  been 
a  tendency  over  the  years  for  Finance  Ministers  and  Provincial  Treasurers 
to  disapprove  of  them  in  principle,  but  their  spending  colleagues  seem  to  keep 
pressing  for  new  or  expanded  conditional  grants. 

Our  proposals  as  now  set  out  before  you  are  an  earnest  effort  to  meet  the 
differing  and  sometimes  conflicting  interests  of  the  various  Provincial  Govern- 
ments and  at  the  same  time  maintain  fully  the  strength  of  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment to  meet  its  wide  ranging  and  vital  national  responsibilities.  Our 
proposals  are  not  entirely  new,  but  are,  we  think,  a  constructive  adaptation 
of  our  past  experience  to  our  present  problems.  We  have  tried  to  meet 
adequately  and  sympathetically  the  needs  of  those  provinces  which  have  been 
having  difficulty  in  providing  standards  of  service  which  modem  societies 
consider  to  be  essential.  But  we  have  also  had  to  keep  in  mind  the  preservation 
of  the  national  interests  of  our  peoples.  The  national  interests  and  national 
security  must  be  preserved  if  provincial  autonomy  is  to  have  any  real  meaning.

In  past  years  many  Senators  have  been  excluded  from  the  Gallery 
upon  similar  occasions  on  account  of  many  of  the  places  being  occupied 
by  relatives  and  friends  of  Senators."

The  Honourable  Leslie  M.  Frost, 
Premier  of  Ontario, 
Toronto,  Ontario. 

My  dear  Premier: 

Since  our  meeting  on  March  9th,  my  colleagues  and  I  have  given  further 
consideration  to  the  principal  points  raised  there.  A  further  review  of  our 
prospective  budgetary  position  during  the  period  contemplated  has  confirmed 
our  view  that  substantially  larger  payments  to  the  provincial  governments, 
or  greater  tax  abatements  in  those  provinces  where  the  provincial  governments 
prefer  to  levy  their  own  taxes  in  the  three  fields  under  discussion,  would 
likely  require  the  federal  government  to  find  additional  revenues  from  other 
sources  in  order  to  make  such  payments  and  still  maintain  a  sound  federal 
budget.  Federal  taxation  is  already  at  a  high  level  and  we  do  not  believe 
that  the  interest  of  this  country  would  be  best  served  by  further  increases 
of  federal  taxes  for  provincial  purposes. 

Several  Premiers  have  referred  to  the  possible  inadequacy  of  our  proposed 
stabilization  payments.  It  was  suggested  that  the  **floor"  should  be,  not  90 
per  cent,  but  100  percent  of  the  average  of  the  two  preceding  years.  There 
was  also  some  criticism  that  under  certain  circumstances  the  new  formula 
might  yield  lower  revenues  than  the  existing  pattern  of  rental  agreements 
upon  which  our  proposals  are  designed  to  be  an  improvement. 

We  attach  considerable  importance  to  the  stabilization  feature  of  these 
proposals  and  consider  they  will  be  of  great  value  should  our  present 
prosperity  falter  in  any  significant  measure. 

On  further  consideration,  therefore,  we  are  prepared  to  meet  these 
provincial  suggestions  on  this  feature  to  a  substantial  extent.  We  do  not 
think  it  would  be  wise  or  proper  to  give  a  guarantee  of  100  percent,  because 
there  is  inevitably  some  fluctuation  from  year  to  year  in  corporation  profits 
taxes  and  succession  duties.  We  are  prepared,  however,  to  amend  our 
proposal  respecting  stabilization  payments  by  substituting  "95  percent"  for 
"90  percent"  in  numbered  paragraph  2(b)  of  my  letter  of  January  6th.  We 
are  also  prepared  to  add  as  a  new  sub-paragraph  (c)  immediately  after  2(b) 
"the  tax  rental  that  would  have  been  paid  or  available  to  the  provincial 
government  in  that  year  had  the  tax  rental  system  of  1952-57  been  continued 
without  change".  This  last  provision  will  make  abundantly  clear  that  no 
province  can  under  any  circumstances  suffer  financially  by  the  change  from 
the  present  to  the  new  system. 

In  the  course  of  his  statement  relating  to  possible  tax  collection  agree- 
ments, the  Minister  of  Finance  said  that  the  fee  we  had  in  mind  was  2 
percent.      This    was    an    approximate    figure    based    upon    the    ratio    of    the 
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expenses  of  the  Income  Tax  Division  of  the  Department  of  National  Revenue 
to  the  total  revenue  collected  by  that  division,  adjusted  for  such  items  of  cost 
as  office  accommodation,  etc.,  which  are  borne  elsewhere  in  our  accounts,  and 
with  a  further  allowance  to  cover  the  costs  of  altering  our  administrative 
processes  as  the  result  of  the  requirements  of  collection  agreements.  It  is,  of 
course,  recognized  that  it  costs  less  per  $100  of  revenue  to  collect  corporate 
income  tax  than  personal  income  tax,  and  accordingly  the  appropriate  charge 
might  well  vary  in  the  different  tax  fields. 

If  your  government  is  interested  in  a  collection  agreement,  our  technical 
officials  will  be  glad  to  confer  with  yours  to  ascertain  as  accurately  as  possible 
what  those  costs  would  be.  As  I  said  at  our  meeting,  we  have  no  intention 
of  making  a  profit  out  of  collection  agreements,  but  we  would  expect  to 
recover  the  additional  costs  to  the  federal  treasury  which  they  involve. 

We  are  preparing  now  legislation  to  place  before  Parliament,  which  would 
authorize  us  to  implement  the  proposals  which  this  government  has  made  and 
which  have  been  amended  in  various  respects  following  consultation  with  the 
provincial  governments.  We  believe  that  under  such  legislation  it  will  be 
possible  for  us  to  introduce  a  new  organization  of  federal-provincial  fiscal 
relations  which  will  retain  many  of  the  best  features  of  the  tax  rental  system 
developed  in  the  past,  while  providing  a  new  flexibility  in  provincial  finance 
appropriate  to  the  nature  of  the  period  to  which  we  all  look  forward. 

Reference  will  be  made  to  these  matters  by  the  Minister  of  Finance  in 
his  budget  speech  on  Tuesday  evening,  and  I  propose  to  table  a  copy  of  this 
letter  on  Wednesday.

Speaker's  Ruling: 

Re:  Reference  to  Debates  in  the  House  of  Commons 

The  Senate  has  no  specific  rule  which  prevents  reference  by  a  Senator  to 
Debates  in  the  House  of  Commons  but,  under  Rule  1,  in  all  cases  not  provided 
for  the  standing  orders,  rules,  usages  and  forms  of  proceeding  of  the  Lords 
House  of  the  Imperial  Parliament,  shall  be  followed.  In  the  House  of  Lords,  by 
usage,  allusions  to  the  Debates  in  the  other  House  are  out  of  order. 

Bourinot,  Fourth  Edition,  at  page  357  says: 

It  is  also  a  part  of  the  unwritten  law  of  Parliament  that  no  allusion 
should  be  made  in  one  house  to  the  debates  in  the  other  chamber,  a  rule 
always  enforced  by  the  Speaker  with  the  utmost  strictness. 

May,  Fourteenth  Edition,  at  page  427,  says: 

The  rule  that  allusions  to  debates  in  the  other  house  are  out  of  order, 
prevents  fruitless  arguments  between  members  of  two  distinct  bodies 
who  are  unable  to  reply  to  each  other, . . .  but  it  is  mainly  founded  upon 
the  understanding  that  the  debates  of  the  other  house  are  not  known, 
and  that  the  house  can  take  no  notice  of  them. 

It  is  abundantly  clear  that  all  authorities  agree  that  the  dignity  of  Parlia- 
ment can  best  be  maintained  by  Members  confining  themselves  strictly  to  the 
subject-matter  under  consideration.  I  believe  that  any  reference  to  the  debates 
or  proceedings  in  another  branch  of  Parliament — and  in  order  that  there  shall 
be  no  misunderstanding,  I  mean  in  the  House  of  Commons — is  distinctly  out  of 
order,  and  I  so  rule.

The  President  was  welcomed  by  the  Right  Honourable  Louis  S.  St. 
Laurent,  Prime  Minister  of  Canada,  and  thanked  by  the  Honourable  Wishart 
McL,  Robertson,  Speaker  of  the  Senate,  and  the  Honourable  L.  Rene  Beaudoin, 
Speaker  of  the  House  of  Commons. 

Right  Hon.  Louis  S.  St.  Laurent  (Prime  Minister  of  Canada):  Mr.  President,  we 
are  honoured  by  your  presence  here  today  for  your  visit  to  Canada  is  tangible 
evidence  of  the  growing  friendship  between  our  two  countries.  Let  me  assure 
you,  therefore,  of  the  pleasure  which  your  visit  to  Canada,  to  our  Capital  and 
to  this  Parliament  gives  us.  If  I  may  take  the  liberty  of  making  a  personal 
reference,  Mr.  President,  I  should  like  to  say  that  I  still  recall  with  the  best 
of  memories  my  own  too  brief  visit  to  Indonesia  in  1954,  where  you  made  me 
welcome  and  we  first  became  acquainted.  I  join  with  my  colleagues  in  the 
hope  that  your  sojourn  in  Canada  will  be  as  pleasant  and  rewarding  as  was  my 
own  among  the  friendly  people  of  Indonesia,  whose  gracious  hospitality  I  shall 
always  recall  with  pleasure. 

Although  it  is  true  that  vast  distances  separate  our  two  countries  geo- 
graphically there  exists  no  such  distance  or  distinction  between  the  hopes  and 
aspirations  of  our  two  peoples.  We  share  in  the  hopes  for  the  building  of  strong 
and  vital  nations,  states  well  adjusted  in  their  relations  with  their  neighbours 
and  anxious  to  be  on  good  terms  with  all  peoples  of  good  will. 

Canada  is  a  young  nation  made  up  of  diverse  races  which  have  brought  to 
this  continent  cultures,  traditions,  of  other  lands  out  of  which  we  are  building 
a  united  society.  Indonesia  too  may  be  proud  of  her  own  ancient  peoples  and 
traditions,  of  her  rich  cultures  which  today  she  seeks  to  preserve  and  adapt 
to  the  demands  of  the  twentieth  century.  Both  our  peoples  have  inherited 
countries  rich  in  natural  resources  which  we  desire  to  develop,  to  improve  the 
living  standards  of  our  peoples.  We  both  know  that  national  development 
cannot  be  achieved  by  international  isolation.  So  we  in  Canada  take  much 
satisfaction  in  our  co-operation  with  you  in  the  United  Nations  and  in  the 
modest  assistance  toward  your  economic  progress  that  we  can  make  through 
the  Colombo  Plan. 

As    parliamentarians,    Mr.    President,    we    have    followed    with    a .  lively 

interest  the  events  associated  with  the  convening  of  Indonesia's  first  elected 

Parliament.     We  know  something  of  the  difficulties  which  were  involved  in 

conducting  your  first  national  elections  last  autumn  and  of  the  magnificent 

way  in  which  your  people  overcame  those  difficulties.     I  hope  that  on  your 

return  to   Indonesia  you   and  the   other   distinguished   parliamentarians   who 

accompany   you    will   convey    our    greetings    to    the    members    of    your    new 

Parliament. 
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I  am  sure  that  my  colleagues  and  friends  are  aware,  Mr.  President,  of  the 
high  esteem  in  which  you  are  held  by  your  people.  In  Indonesia  the  name 
of  Sukarno  is  synonymous  with  the  achievements  of  national  independence,  and 
to  a  degree  which  would  be  the  envy  of  any  statesman  you  enjoy  and  richly 
deserve  the  title  of  father  of  your  country. 

Therefore  it  gives  me  great  pleasure,  Mr.  President,  to  welcome  you  to 
the  Canadian  Parliament. 

I  now  invite  the  President  of  the  Republic  of  Indonesia  to  address  us. 

President  Sukarno  of  the  Republic  of  Indonesia:  Mr.  Speaker: 
I  am  deeply  grateful  for  this  opportunity  of  addressing  the  distinguished 
Parliament  of  this  great  country.    I  am  also  deeply  grateful  for  the  invitation 
which  has  brought  myself  and  your  other  Indonesian  guests  to  these  hospitable 
shores. 

In  one  very  important  sense  Canada  and  Indonesia  are  neighbours.  Your 
country  is  both  an  Atlantic  Power  and  a  Pacific  Power,  and  travelling  west 
from  your  shores  the  Republic  of  Indonesia  is  a  neighbour  of  yours.  Nothing 
is  more  important  than  knowing  one's  neighbours;  that  is  one  more  reason 
why  I  was  so  glad  to  receive  this  invitation  to  visit  you. 

I  feel  that  there  is  a  close  link  between  Canada  and  Indonesia.  Both  of 
these  countries  are  on  the  verge  of  a  great  new  period  of  development,  and 
I  am  firmly  convinced  that  the  future  of  both  countries  will  bring  increased 
prosperity  and  increased  happiness  for  all  mankind. 

Perhaps  there  is  another  link  between  us.  In  terms  of  history  it  is  not 
so  very  long  since  Canada  released  herself  from  colonial  bonds.  If  I  am  not 
mistaken,  the  uprisings  in  both  Upper  Canada  and  Lower  Canada  in  1837  did 
not  immediately  bring  national  independence,  but  they  did  bring  a  new  political 
constellation,  which  led  directly  to  the  granting  of  responsible  government  to 
those  colonies  we  now  know  as  Canada.  That  new  political  constellation  was 
a  direct  ancestor  of  the  British  North  America  Act  -w^hich  even  today  serves, 
with  its  amendments,  as  your  constitution. 

With  us  it  was  different.  My  nation  still  had  almost  one  hundred  years 
of  colonialism  to  undergo  after  the  Canadian  people  had  assumed  the  mantle 
of  nationhood.  Our  independence  did  not  come  smoothly,  but  it  came  eventually 
as  a  result  of  war,  of  enemy  occupation,  of  revolution,  and  most  important,  of 
a  national  struggle  lasting  decades.  But  now  that  great  struggle  is  partly 
over.  The  Republic  of  Indonesia  has  joined  the  family  of  nations  and  seeks 
to  play  a  full  part  in  the  joint  tasks  and  joint  responsibilities  of  that  family. 

Standing  before  the  members  of  this  Parliament  and  before  you,  my 
thoughts  inevitably  fly  to  the  far-fiung  homes  of  the  Canadian  people  who 
have  chosen  you  as  their  representatives  and  who  have  handed  to  you  the 
responsibilities  of  Government.  I  would  like  to  convey  to  those  people,  spread 
over  this  vast  country,  the  most  sincere  greetings  from  myself,  from  members 
of  my  party,  and  from  the  Indonesian  people.  Further,  I  wish  to  convey  to 
you  the  most  grateful  and  heartfelt  thanks  of  the  Indonesian  people  for  your 
assistance  in  the  past,  and  our  hope  that  this  visit  will  lead  to  even  closer 
relations  in  the  future.  It  would  not  be  surprising  if  even  closer  relations 
should  develop  between  neighbours,  even  though  they  are  separated  by  the 
thousands  of  miles'  expanse  of  the  Pacific  Ocean. 

Mr.  Speaker,  allow  me  to  say  a  few  words  to  the  French- Canadian  mem- 
bers,— 

(Translation): 

As  first  citizen  of  my  country,  I  feel  greatly  privileged  to  extend  to  you  the 
most  cordial  and  sincere  wishes  of  the  Indonesian  people  whom  I  have  the 
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honour  of  representing  here.  They  are  the  wishes  of  a  friendly  nation  whose 
ideals  and  interests  are  almost  identical  with  yours.  Such  similarity  is  quite 
logical  since,  in  all  democratic  countries,  the  roots  of  civilization  are  basically 
the  same. 

Moreover,  I  avail  myself  of  this  opportunity,  which  is  unique  in  our  history, 
to  thank  you  for  the  warm  welcome  you  have  given  me. 

(Text): 

Mr.  Speaker,  it  is  obviously  true  that  the  land,  the  climate  and  the  people 
are  the  basic  elements  for  the  making  of  any  nation.  The  future  of  that  nation 
depends  greatly  upon  what  is  done  with  the  land  and  its  resources.  The 
political  future  of  the  nation  depends,  it  is  clear,  upon  the  organized  strength 
of  the  nation,  and  the  social  and  cultural  development  of  the  nation  can  be 
measured  only  by  the  peoples'  victory  over  their  environment. 

Like  Canada,  Indonesia  is  a  vast  country.  We  have  more  than  3,000 
inhabited  islands  and  our  archipelago  runs  from  Malaya  to  the  north  of 
Australia.  It  is  a  vast  country  of  82  million  people  and, — I  do  not  say 
this  in  any  boastful  spirit — ,  it  is  today  the  third  largest  democracy  in  the 
world.  Our  nation  is  young  in  this  modern  world  of  ours,  but  it  does  not 
enter  the  family  of  nations  empty-handed.  I  know  that  Canada  is  just  begin- 
ning to  exploit  the  great  wealth  bestowed  by  God  upon  this  country;  we  of 
Indonesia  are  in  the  same  position.  The  difference  between  us  is  that  Canada's 
great  natural  wealth  could  not  be  exploited  until  science  and  technology  had 
reached  their  present  level.  Indonesia's  natural  wealth  could  have  been 
exploited — to  the  benefit  of  humanity — long  ago.  But  we  laboured  under 
colonialism. 

Now  we  can  see  no  limit  to  the  possibilities  of  development.  It  is  no 
exaggeration  to  say  that  even  we  of  Indonesia  do  not  know  the  wealth  of  our 
country.  It  is  no  exaggeration  to  say  that  many  of  the  islands  composing  our 
archipelago  have  hardly  been  explored,  let  alone  exploited.  When  modern 
technology  and  modern  science  are  devoted  to  the  task  of  extracting  the 
maximum  from  those  islands,  then  I  say  with  no  fear  of  contradiction  that 
Indonesia  will  contribute  very,  very  greatly  to  the  material  well-being  of  this 
interdependent  world  of  ours. 

Furthermore,  it  is  my  belief  that  Indonesia  and  the  other  newly  reborn 
countries  of  Asia  and  Africa  have  other  gifts  to  bring  to  the  world.  I  would 
like  to  quote  to  you  a  passage — a  very  short  passage,  but  a  very  important 
passage — from  a  booklet  distributed  by  the  Canadian  Government.  This  booklet 
was  distributed  three  years  ago  throughout  the  countries  of  south-east  Asia, 
and,  speaking  of  Asia,  it  stated  that: 

Although  we  may  have  something  to  give  and  to  teach,  we  have  also 
much  to  receive  and  to  learn.  In  this  vast  country  of  ours,  we  have 
found  out  how  we  may  live  and  prosper,  but  from  the  east,  with  its 
ancient  cultures,  we  have  much  to  learn  of  the  abiding  things  that 
bring  comfort  and  delight  to  the  mind  and  heart. 

Mr.  Speaker,  that  may  well  be  true.  What  is  equally  true  is  that  from 
the  east  also  can  come  great  material  benefit,  material  benefit  for  all  countries, 
material  benefit  both  for  the  west  and  the  east,  material  benefit  for  the  whole 
world! 

I  know  that  it  is  a  truism  to  talk  of  the  interdependence  of  nations:  I 
know  that  almost  every  speaker  today  refers  to  this,  but  it  is  sometimes  difficult 
to  appreciate  just  what  it  means  in  cold  reality.  The  Government  of  Canada  has 
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obviously  a  real  understanding  of  the  position:  This  is  shown  clearly  by  the 
fact  that  each  year  Canada  contributes  more  than  $25  million  to  the  Colombo 
Plan.  As  the  representative  of  a  country,  and  as  the  representative  of  a  nation 
benefiting  from  this  aid,  I  know  what  the  Colombo  Plan  means  and,  please 
believe  me,  I  express  the  gratitude  of  my  people  for  this  example  of  the 
brotherhood  of  nations  and  the  interdependence  of  mankind. 

We  are  indeed  grateful  for  all  assistance  which  comes  to  us,  from  what- 
ever quarter  of  the  globe  it  may  come.  We  struggled  long  for  our  national 
identity.  We  love  that  national  identity,  we  hold  that  national  identity  dear 
as  life  itself.  We  aim,  therefore,  above  all  things,  to  maintain  and  preserve 
that  national  identity.  I  assure  you  in  all  seriousness:  nothing  will  ever  take 
that  from  us.  No  hope  or  promise  of  quick  reward  will  persuade  us  to  barter 
one  scrap  of  our  independence,  for  to  us  that  independence,  that  national  inde- 
pendence, is  more  precious  than  any  other  thing  in  this  world. 

When  I  first  set  foot  in  the  United  States,  I  expressed  my  hope  of  observing 
America,  amongst  other  things,  as  a  state  of  mind.  It  is  important  that  Asia 
and  Africa  be  seen  as  a  state  of  mind.  And  what  is  that  Asian  and  African 
state  of  mind?  Essentially  it  is  the  determination  that  the  nations  of  Asia 
and  Africa  develop  their  own  national  reality.  I  use  the  word  "reality" 
advisedly,  because  a  nation  is  a  reality. 

Who  could  doubt  that  after  observing  the  post-war  world?  In  particular, 
perhaps,  who  could  doubt  that  after  observing  the  Asian  and  African  Confer- 
ence which  was  held  in  Bandung  a  year  ago?  That  great  and  historic  meeting 
of  twenty-nine  States  showed  clearly  the  path  of  history  in  this  post-war  and 
troubled  world.  Representatives  of  more  than  half  of  mankind,  pre-representa- 
tives  of  1,600  million  people,  met  together  in  one  of  Indonesia's  mountain  cities, 
and  discussed  problems  common  to  them  all. 

Those  national  representatives  of  Asia  and  Africa  discussed  the  basic 
problem  of  where  their  nations  stood  in  this  modern  world.  I  know  that  it  is 
not  necessary  for  me  to  tell  you  of  the  result  of  that  conference.  You  know 
that  a  long  and  all-embracing  resolution  was  unanimously  adopted.  ,  That 
result  answered  the  basic  question  of  where  those  nations  stood.  It  answered 
the  question  of  what  the  peoples  of  Asia  and  Africa  sought  and  desired.  Those 
assembled  representatives  of  the  majority  of  mankind  clearly  expressed  their 
opposition  to  colonialism  in  all  its  forms.  That  is  a  basic  fact  in  the  mid- 
twentieth  century. 

Above  all  things,  this  is  the  period  of  Asian  and  African  nationalism.  This 
is  the  era  when  the  old  conditions,  the  old  and  hated  pattern  of  world  society 
is  undone.  Who  can  be  surprised  by  the  fact  that  colonialism,  whatever  form 
it  assumes,  whatever  mask  it  may  hide  behind,  however  it  may  disguise  itself, 
is  indeed  a  hateful  and  a  disgusting  thing?  I  will  tell  you  this:  colonialism 
left  Indonesia  with  a  heritage  of  illiteracy,  a  heritage  of  human  sickness,  of 
human  ignorance,  of  human  degradation,  which  was  a  disgrace  and  a  menace 
to  the  twentieth  century.  We  had  the  highest  illiteracy  rate  in  the  world.  We 
had  the  highest  mortality  rate  in  the  world.  We  had  the  lowest  living  standard 
in  the  whole  world:  one  "goband"  a  day,  two  and  a  half  guilder-cents  a  day — 
not  even  one  dollar-cent  a  day.  Our  country  was  rich,  but  its  wealth  did  not 
serve  to  alleviate  the  misery  and  ignorance  of  our  people.  Having  achieved 
independence,  we  still  feel  the  consequences  of  350  years  of  colonialism.  And 
those  consequences  are  not  light  ones. 
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Illiteracy,  sickness  which  science  has  long  known  how  to  control,  tech- 
nical backwardness,  great  social  inequality,  great  economic  backwardness, 
were  our  inheritance^  but  under  a  national  government,  under  a  government 
dedicated  to  the  uplifting  and  progress  of  our  people,  these  things  are  not 
insupportable  or  unchangeable. 

Just  eleven  years  ago  almost  all  of  our  people  were  illiterate;  today  less 
than  half  of  our  people  are  illiterate.  Perhaps  it  may  seem  that  I  am  boasting. 
I  do  not  intend  to  boast,  but  I  am  immensely  proud  of  the  achievement  in  this 
field,  and  I  am  immensely  proud  of  our  national  progress  in  other  fields.  We, 
a  nation  previously  numbered  amongst  the  voiceless  and  the  unconsidered  in 
the  world,  a  nation  previously  numbered  amongst  the  unregarded,  have, 
for  example,  but  recently  completed,  to  our  great  satisfaction,  the  very  first 
general  election  in  our  country.  This  is  a  considerable  achievement,  and  I 
am  proud  of  it.  I  am  proud  of  it  because  it  shows  a  degree  of  political  progress 
which  could  hardly  have  been  expected  of  a  nation  which  only  eleven  years 
ago  was  not  even  considered  by  the  world. 

We  elected,  under  conditions  of  universal  suffrage  and  secret  ballot,  a 
parliament  and  a  constituent  assembly.  Although  I  know  well  that  those 
things  alone  are  not  a  guarantee  of  democracy,  I  know  equally  well  that  with- 
out those  things  democracy  cannot  exist.  We  have  chosen,  and  chosen  after 
proper  consideration,  the  democratic  path  to  national  fulfilment  and  national 
emancipation.  We  have  chosen  the  path  of  Pant j a  Sila,  the  five  principles  of 
our  state.  They  are:  Belief  in  God:  nationalism:  humanitarianism:  democracy 
and,  last  of  all,  social  justice.  It  is  our  belief  that  his  path  will  lead  us  most 
rapidly  to  the  full  and  useful  life  which  every  nation  ought  to  contribute  and 
enjoy  in  our  present-day  world. 

We  all  know  that  there  is  more  than  one  road  to  participation  in  the 
world's  affairs.  We  have  chosen  this  Pant  j  a  Sila  road.  It  is  our  sincere  hope, 
our  most  sincere  hope,  that  it  will  lead  to  success. 

I  am  told  that  people  are  sometimes  surprised  at  our  attitude  towards 
certain  international  problems  in  the  world.  We  do  not  automatically  accept 
the  views  of  any  group  of  people.  We  do  not  join  in  any  military  organisation. 
We  intend  to  be  ourselves.  It  is  true,  it  is  very  true,  that  we  are  enthusiastic 
members  of  the  United  Nations,  and  we  see  in  the  United  Nations  the  faint 
outlines  of  a  future  World  Organization.  We  call  our  foreign  policy  not  a 
"neutral"  foreign  policy;  we  call  our  foreign  policy  "independent"  and  "active". 
We  call  it  so  because  we  take  an  independent  line  in  accordance  with  what 
we  see  as  the  best  interests  of  the  world  and  our  own  nation,  and  we  act 
upon  that. 

One  of  the  draftsmen  of  Canada's  greatness.  Sir  Wilfrid  Laurier,  said  in 
the  year  1900: 

I  claim  for  Canada  this:   that  in  future  Canada  shall  be  at  liberty 
to  act  or  not  to  act. 
In  those  words  that  great  Prime  Minister,  that  architect  of  the  future,  summed 
up  the  foreign  policy  which  we  of  Indonesia  choose  to  follow  today. 

We  seek  to  follow  a  policy  which  will  give  the  greatest  benefit  to  all 
mankind,  and  if  that  foreign  policy  should  sometimes  run  counter  to  what 
you  believe  and  act  upon,  believe  me  when  I  say  that  what  we  do  and  how 
we  vote  is  dictated  by  our  ideals,  and  not  by  any  spirit  of  opposition. 
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Yes,  we  are  separated,  as  I  said,  by  the  Pacific  Ocean.  But  we  are  also 
joined  by  the  Pacific  Ocean!  We  are  neighbours,  and  nothing  is  more  important 
than  that  neighbours  should  understand  each  other.  I  have  not  come  to  your 
vast  country  to  negotiate  any  treaty.  I  have  come  with  the  hope  that  this 
short  visit  of  mine  will  lead  to  a  better  understanding  between  our  nations. 
If  this  should  be  so,  I  will  be  well  content.  You  have  a  great  future  with  your 
neighbour  and  friend  to  the  south,  the  United  States  of  America,  that  vast 
country  which  I  so  recently  visited.  There  is  a  saying  that  **an  unseen  frontier 
of  friendship"  exists  between  Canada  and  the  United  States.  It  is  my  prayer 
that  between  us  of  Indonesia  and  this  country  of  Canada  a  similar  frontier  of 
friendship  may  develop  and  grow  strong. 

Again  I  say:  If  our  foreign  policy  should  sometimes  run  counter  to  what 
you  believe  in  or  act  upon,  it  is  dictated  by  our  ideals  and  not  by  a  spirit  of 
opposition.    So  let  our  friendship  be  strong. 

Mr.  Speaker,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen:  I  beg  you,  do  not  underestimate  the 
force  of  the  nationalist  torrent  which  is  today  pouring  over  Asia  and  Africa.  It 
is  a  mighty  torrent,  and  one  thing  is  certain;  we  are  in  the  midst  of  an  historical 
change  which  is  vital  for  the  whole  future  of  mankind.  It  is  a  nationalist 
torrent,  and  that  torrent  is  not  directed  against  anyone  or  any  nation.  It  is  a 
torrent  whose  object  is  the  greater  freedom,  the  greater  liberation,  of  mankind. 
I  say  this  in  all  seriousness:  any  attempt  to  stand  against  that  torrent  will 
be  vain,  just  as  every  attempt  ever  undertaken  to  stand  against  an  historical 
process  has  been  vain.  This  torrent  is  directed  only  against  the  outworn 
principle  of  colonialism.  You  may  call  it  a  destructive  torrent,  but  it  is  one 
which  is  destructive  only  of  colonialism  and  one  which  will  lead  to  a  greater 
and  wider  horizon  of  freedom  for  all  men  everywhere  and  in  every  country. 
In  the  framework  of  history  it  is  constructive  and  progressive. 

Today  most  of  my  own  country  is  free,  most  of  my  own  nation  is  enjoying 
the  fruit  of  independence,  but  to  our  sorrow  and  continued  dissatisfaction  a 
part  of  our  nation  and  country  still  suffers  under  colonialism,  that  plague  on 
mankind's  fulfilment.  West  Irian — perhaps  you  know  it  better  as  West  New 
Guinea — is  still  unfree.  Until  West  Irian  is  rejoined  to  the  rest  of  my  country, 
Indonesia  will  feel  herself  incomplete  and  insecure.  There  can  be  no  question 
that  West  Irian  is  part  of  Indonesia,  and  indeed  until  1950  no  one  in  the  world 
Would  have  dreamed  of  denying  that  fact.  Until  we  are  united  with 
our  still  unfree  brethren,  we  of  Indonesia  will  never  be  cpntent,  because  we 
know  just  what  colonialism  means  in  terms  of  human  unhappiness,  in  terms  of 
human  misery  and  human  degradation. 

In  this  world  of  ours,  troubled  and  uneasy  though  it  is,  there  are  still  much 
success  and  many  gains  for  the  peace  and  security  of  men.  Whatever  we  have 
gained  has  been  won  because  man's  understanding  of  other  men  as  brothers 
has  increased. 

This  is  essential.  Mankind  the  world  over  is  basically  the  same,  whatever 
cultural  or  ideological  details  may  appear  to  divide  it.  Understanding  and 
sympathy  are  necessary.  Active  understanding  and  active  sympathy  will  help 
relieve  the  strains  and  tensions  in  the  world.  This  is  really  my  message  to  you. 
Give  us  your  understanding  and  your  sympathy.  Give  us,  if  you  can,  your 
active  understanding  and  your  active  sympathy.  If  you  do  that,  and  if  we  of 
Asia  and  Africa  retain  that  active  sympathy  and  understanding,  then  the  future 
of  the  world  can  indeed  be  bright. 

Yes,  mankind  is  basically  the  same,  whatever  racial  or  ideological  details 
may  appear  to  divide  it.     Why  should  mankind  divide  itself?     Look,  Indonesia 
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is  a  country  with  many  religions  and  many  faiths.  We  have  in  Indonesia 
Moslems,  we  have  Christians,  we  have  Civa-Buddhists,  we  have  peoples  of 
other  creeds.  We  have  many  ethnic  units,  such  as  Javanese,  Achnese, 
Balinese,  Madurese,  Sundanese  etc.    But  thank  God,  we  have  our  will  to  unity. 

We  try  to  practise  out  State  motto  "Bhinneka  Tunggal  Ika",  which  means 
"Unity  in  Diversity".  We  are  tolerant  towards  each  other,  we  are  one  nation.  One 
of  the  most  remarkable  phenomena  in  modern  history  is  that  we  of  Indonesia, 
although  living  on  3,000  islands,  are  united  in  one  nation,  without  pressure, 
without  compulsion,  without  civil  war. 

What,  then,  is  our  unifying  force?  It  is  the  will  to  unity,  it  is  "le  desir 
d'etre  ensemble",  instead  of  suspecting  each  other,  dominating  each  other, 
threatening  each  other  and  colonizing  each  other — ^living  at  each  other's 
expense? 

We  of  Indonesia  try  to  practise  "Bhinneka  Tunggal  Ika"  amongst  our- 
selves.   Let  us  try  to  practise  "Bhinneka  Tunggal  Ika"  amongst  nations. 

Then,  only  then,  can  we  look  up  again  to  the  stars,  and  say:  "Thank 
God,  for  You  have  given  us  this  world,  and  we  have  lived  according  to  Your 
Word." 

Hon.  Wishart  McL.  Robertson  (Speaker  of  the  Senate):  May  I,  Mr.  President, 
thank  you  on  behalf  of  the  Senate  of  Canada  for  coming  to  us  and  for  the 
eloquent  and  inspiring  address  you  have  just  delivered. 

We  realize  that  you  are  the  first  head  of  an  Asian  state  who  has  ever 
visited  this  Parliament.  We  were  disposed  to  extend  to  you  a  hearty  welcome 
for  your  reputation  had  preceded  you.  We  were  disposed  as  well  to  extend 
that  hearty  welcome  because  of  the  great  respect  we  have  for  the  Indonesian 
Minister  in  Canada,  and  we  extend  that  welcome  on  the  part  of  all  those  who 
have  come  under  the  charm  and  influence  of  his  personality. 

We  are  more  honoured  and  pleased  on  this  occasion,  Mr.  President,  because 
Indonesia — although  a  young  nation  as  the  age  of  states  is  reckoned — has  become 
a  leader  of  that  community  of  nations  in  Asia  and  Africa  which  are  newly 
independent  or  just  emerging  to  take  their  rightful  place  in  the  family  of  free 
nations.  It  was  just  over  a  year  ago  that  the  achievements  of  the  Asian-African 
Conference  held  in  Bandung,  Indonesia,  brought  dramatically  to  the  attention 
of  the  whole  world  the  fact  that  a  new  and  powerful  force  was  present  in 
world  affairs.  We  welcome  this  new  force  which  is  based  on  the  independence 
and  equality  of  the  people  of  Asia  and  Africa.  There  has  long  existed  among 
the  people  of  Canada  sympathy  and  understanding  for  the  aspirations  of 
countries  like  Indonesia  which  are  engaged  in  the  great  task  of  creating  new 
nations  out  of  ancient  civilizations. 

You,  Sir,  have  been  a  most  powerful  spokesman  not  only  for  Indonesia 
but  for  that  larger  community  of  which  Indonesia  forms  a  part.  We  leave 
this  Chamber  with  a  clearer  understanding  of  the  important  matters  with  which 
you  have  dealt  and  we  sense  that,  great  as  may  be  the  geographical  distances 
which  separate  our  two  countries,  we  are  close  in  mind  and  heart.  We  would 
ask  you  particularly,  Mr.  President,  to  convey  to  your  parliamentarians  and 
the  people  of  your  country  generally  our  warmest  expressions  of  esteem  and 
friendship. 

Indonesia  is  the  world's  sixth  most  populous  nation,  and  her  natural 
beauties  and  resources  are  justly  famous.  She  may  be  proud,  Mr.  President,  of 
her  accomplishments  at  home  and  her  reputation  abroad.  We  wish  her  well 
in  all  her  future  understakings. 
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Hon.  L.  Rene  Beaudoin  (Speaker  of  the  House  of  Commons):  {Translation): 
Mr.  President,  Mr.  Prime  Minister,  Mr.  Speaker  of  the  Senate,  Honourable 
Members  of  the  Senate,  Honourable  Members  of  the  House  of  Commons,  Ladies 
and  Gentlemen: 

While  listening  this  morning  to  the  President  of  the  Republic  of  Indonesia, 
who  enjoys  such  prominence  and  popularity  in  his  own  country,  because  of  his 
struggle  for  her  independence,  and  especially  because  of  the  well-deserved 
success  he  has  achieved  as  a  result  of  perseverance  and  courage,  I  recalled  a 
statement  one  made  by  a  Canadian  writer  to  the  effect  that  the  spirit  of 
independence  is  deeply  rooted  in  the  heart  of  peoples.  And  if,  under  certain 
circumstances,  and  by  virtue  of  certain  historic  rights,  that  spirit  is  sometimes 
subjected  to  equitable  laws,  it  is  nonetheless  true  to  the  laws  of  nature  and  to 
common  aspirations  that  societies  develop  in  the  sense  of  their  autonomy. 

This  same  struggle,  to  which  you  referred  a  while  ago,  Mr.  President,  we 
have  experienced  at  home,  albeit  withous  clash,  or  blow,  and  especially 
without  bitterness,  so  that  here,  that  is  to  say  in  the  Commonwealth,  the  sym- 
bol of  the  Crown  and  the  good  will  of  all  parties  are  the  only  bounds  which 
make  it  a  united  whole. 

While  listening  to  you,  Mr.  President,  we  noted  that  your  problems  were 
quite  different  from  ours,  though  quite  as  complex.  Canada,  which  is  a  sovereign 
country,  has  always  avoided  interference  in  domestic  problems  of  other 
countries,  and  so  we  are  in  a  position  to  wish  for  you,  and  to  hope  with  you, 
that  those  of  Indonesia  may  all  be  solved  in  accordance  with  your  wishes,  for 
the  greatest  good  and  prosperity  of  your  country  whose  noble  aspirations  you 
symbolize  so  admirably. 

In  this  task,  you  are  ably  supported  by  your  Minister  of  Foreign  Affairs, 
Mr.  Ruslan  Abduglgani,  whose  presence  at  your  side  I  note  with  pleasure.

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APPENDIX  (A) 

Wednesday,  June  20th,  1956. 

The  Standing  Committee  on  Finance,  to  whom  was  referred  the  Estimates 
laid  before  Parliament  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  March  31,  1957,  report  as 
follows:  — 

On  February  15,  1956,  the  following  order  of  reference  was  adopted  by 
the  Senate: 

"That  the  Standing  Committee  on  Finance  be  authorized  to  examine 
the  expenditures  proposed  by  the  Estimates  laid  before  Parliament  for 
the  fiscal  year  ending  March  31,  1957,  in  advance  of  the  Bills  based  on 
the  said  Estimates  reaching  the  Senate;  that  the  said  Committee  be 
empowered  to  send  for  records  of  revenues  from  taxation  collected  by 
the  Federal,  Provincial  and  Municipal  Governments  in  Canada  and  the 
incidence  of  this  taxation  in  its  effect  upon  different  income  groups, 
and  records  of  expenditures  by  such  governments,  showing  sources  of 
income  and  expenditures  of  same  under  appropriate  headings,  together 
with  estimates  of  gross  national  production,  net  national  income  and 
movement  of  the  cost-of-living  index,  and  their  relation  to  such  total 
expenditures,  for  the  year  1939  and  for  the  latest  year  for  which  the 
information  is  available  and  such  other  matters  as  may  be  pertinent  to 
the  examination  of  the  Estimates,  and  to  report  upon  the  same. 

That  the  said  Committee  be  empowered  to  send  for  persons,  papers 
and  records." 
In  obedience  to  the  foregoing,  the  Committee  held  a  meeting  for  organiza- 
tion on  February  23,  1956,  at  which  the  Honourable  Senator  Turgeon  was 
elected  Vice  Chairman,  and  a  Steering  Committee  appointed.  The  Steering 
Committee  was  comprised  of  the  Chairman  and  the  Honourable  Senators 
Beaubien,  Burchill,  Crerar,  Haig  and  Turgeon. 

Subsequently  the  Committee  held  nine  meetings  and  heard  evidence  from 
a  comprehensive  group  engaged  in  the  public  service.  The  evidence  adduced 
was  sufficient,  in  the  opinion  of  your  Committee,  to  justify  the  early  adoption 
of  the  recommendations  set  forth  herein. 

1.  Gross  National  Product  and  Expenditure. 

Frequently  heard  in  the  evidence  were  such  terms  as  national  income, 
gross  national  product  and  gross  national  expenditure,  as  set  out  in  Exhibits 
1,  2  and  3.  Further,  evidence  was  adduced  on  government  expenditures  at 
municipal,  provincial  and  federal  levels,  expressed  in  percentage  of  national 
income  in  Exhibits  4  and  5.  Your  Committee  feel  that  a  definition  of  these 
terms  and  the  relationship  they  bear  to  the  national  economy  would  be  timely. 

National  income  is  the  total  of  the  annual  earnings  of  Canadian  residents 
from  the  production  of  goods  and  services.  As  such,  it  includes  salaries,  wages 
and  other  forms  of  employee  earnings,  in  cash  or  in  kind,  as  well  as  military 
pay  and  allowances.  It  includes  also  corporation  profits,  interest,  net '  rent, 
and  the  net  income  of  farmers  and  others  who  are  in  business  on  their  own 
account.  If  we  add  to  national  income  the  total  of  indirect  taxes  less  subsidies 
and  the  total  of  depreciation  allowances  and  similar  business  costs,  we  arrive 
at  gross  national  product  or  the  total  value  at  market  prices  of  the  goods  and 
services  produced  in  a  year.  The  difference  between  the  two  aggregates, 
national  income  and  gross  national  product,  can  be  readily  seen  by  examining 
the  costs  which  go  to  make  up  the  market  price  of  a  particular  good  which 
sells  for  a  price  of  $1.00.  Let  us  say  that  wage  and  salary  costs  throughout 
the  many  stages  of  production  and  distribution  of  this  article  amount  to  50 
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cents.  In  addition,  let  us  suppose  that  a  further  25  cents  goes  for  interest 
on  investment,  rent  and  profit,  and  here  again  these  are  the  earnings  associated 
with  all  the  stages  of  manufacture,  transportation  and  selling  through  which 
the  article  passes.  The  earnings  on  the  production  of  this  article  total  75 
cents  and  this  appears  as  national  income.  The  price  which  the  consumer 
pays  however  includes  other  charges  which  are  not  earnings  of  Canadians: 
13  cents  for  sales,  excise,  real  property  and  other  taxes  apart  from  taxes  on 
net  income  and  12  cents  for  depreciation  and  obsolescence  on  the  plant  used 
to  produce  the  article.  These  further  costs  bring  the  total  to  $1.00,  the 
market  price  which  the  consumer  pays,  and  this  new  and  larger  total  appears 
as  the  gross  national  product. 

The  nation,  like  the  individual,  has  both  an  income  and  an  expenditure 
account  and  these  must  balance  if  allowance  is  made  for  saving  and  invest- 
ment. Thus,  gross  national  expenditure  measures  the  same  aggregate  as  gross 
national  product  but  in  a  different  way.  As  indicated  above,  the  gross  national 
product  is  estimated  by  adding  up  all  the  costs  of  production  to  obtain  the 
total  value  at  market  prices  of  the  goods  and  services  produced  by  Canadians 
in  a  year.  These  goods  and  services  must,  of  course,  either  be  sold  at  home 
or  abroad  or  added  to  inventories.  Hence,  we  can  obtain  the  same  total  as 
gross  national  product  by  adding  together  all  final  sales  and  adjusting  them  for 
imports  and  for  changes  in  inventories,  and  this  aggregate  is  referred  to  as 
gross  national  expenditure.  In  our  example  above  the  article  which  appeared 
as  $1.00  in  gross  national  product  because  that  was  the  total  of  its  costs  of 
production  will  also  appear  as  $1.00  in  gross  national  expenditure  because  that 
is  what  the  final  consumer  pays  for  it.  On  the  one  hand,  we  have  the  earnings 
and  costs  to  which  Canadian  production  gives  rise  or  the  gross  national  product 
and,  on  the  other  hand,  the  disposition  that  is  made  of  the  total  Canadian 
product  or  the  gross  national  expenditure.  Both  are  useful  in  a  study  of  the 
Canadian  economy,  and  changes  in  the  totals  and  in  the  relationships  of  their 
components  are  worthy  of  attention. 

Exhibit  1  shows  national  income,  gross  national  product  and  gross  national 
expenditure  for  the  years  1929,  1939  and  1947-55.  The  growth  in  the  gross 
national  product  was  particularly  large  in  1955  and  amounted  to  10  per  cent 
over  the  somewhat  reduced  output  of  1954.  This  evidence  of  sharp  economic 
recovery  from  the  hesitation  of  1954  is  particularly  encouraging  but  we  offer 
only  this  brief  comment  on  it  and  turn  to  the  relationship  of  government  taxa- 
tion and  expenditure  to  the  total  earnings  of  Canadians.  Exhibit  2  shows  the 
total  taxation  of  all  three  levels  of  government  in  Canada,  federal,  provincial 
and  municipal,  as  a  percentage  of  national  income  for  the  years  1929,  1939  and 
1947  to  1955  with  comparable  figures  for  the  United  Kingdom  and  the  United 
States.  Exhibit  3  shows  government  defence  expenditure,  non-defence  expen- 
diture on  goods  and  services,  and  transfer  payments  and  subsidies  as  per- 
centages of  national  income  for  the  years  1929,  1939  and  1947  to  1955. 

It  is  perhaps  necessary  to  explain  why  taxes  have  been  expressed  as  a 
percentage  of  national  income  rather  than  as  a  percentage  of  gross  national 
product.  The  reason  is  simple.  Since  taxes  must  be  paid  out  of  earnings  they 
should  be  related  to  earnings  and,  as  shown  above,  national  income  is  the 
total  of  all  the  earnings  of  Canadian  residents.  The  percentage  of  taxes  to 
national  income  represents  in  effect  the  proportion  of  their  earnings  which 
Canadians  choose  through  their  governments  to  spend  collectively  for  certain 
agreed  ends. 
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In  1955  Canadians  paid  to  their  federal,  provincial  and  municipal  govern- 
ments 31-2  cents  out  of  every  $1.00  earned  compared  with  22-4  cents  in  1939 
and  17-3  cents  in  1929.  This  is  the  total  tax  take  for  all  levels'  of  government 
in  Canada.  In  addition,  governments  have  available  certain  investment  income 
such  as  profits  from  government  corporations  and  interest  on  loans.  Thus, 
quite  apart  from  the  effect  of  surpluses  or  deficits,  the  total  of  expenditures 
shown  below  will  be  somewhat  different  than  the  total  tax  take.  Why  has 
the  relative  importance  of  government  spending  and  taxation  risen  in  this 
fashion? 

In  1929,  out  of  every  dollar  of  national  income  about  -5  cents  was  spent 
for  defence  and  in  1939  about  1-6  cents.  Today  8-4  cents  out  of  every  dollar 
of  national  income  goes  for  defence.  In  1929,  out  of  every  dollar  of  national 
income  5  cents  went  for  transfer  payments  such  as  old  age  pensions,  veterans' 
benefits,  interest  on  the  unproductive  debt  which  had  arisen  during  periods  of 
deficit  financing  and  for  subsidies,  but  by  1939  this  had  risen  to  8  •  8  cents.  Today 
about  11-1  cents  out  of  every  dollar  earned  by  Canadians  goes  for  these  same 
purposes.  For  all  the  other  broad  purposes  of  government:  law  and  order, 
education,  health  and  sanitation,  roads,  fire  protection,  etc.,  13-8  cents  were 
spent  out  of  every  dollar  of  national  income  in  1929  compared  with  15-2  cents 
in  1939  and  13*7  cents  today.  This  latter  is  the  only  category  which  has 
remained  relatively  stable  in  relation  to  national  income  over  the  past  quarter 
of  a  century.  Since  the  pre-war  year  1939  almost  the  whole  increase  has 
been  in  defence  expenditure.  There  has  been  a  moderate  increase  in  the  rela- 
tive importance  of  transfer  payments  but  this  is  almost  offset  by  the  slight 
decline  in  the  relative  importance  of  other  government  expenditure  on  goods 
and  services. 

The  second  question  which  naturally  arises  is  the  extent  of  burden  repre- 
sented by  government  taxation  of  a  little  more  than  31  cents  out  of  every 
dollar  of  national  income.  This  percentage  cannot  of  course  be  taken  by 
itself  as  a  complete  indication  of  burden.  In  the  first  place,  the  burdensome- 
ness  of  taxation  depends  to  some  extent  upon  what  the  taxpayer  is  left  with 
after  paying  his  taxes.  A  rich  nation  like  a  rich  man  can  pay  a  higher  propor- 
tion of  income  and  still  retain  a  much  higher  absolute  amount  for  private 
expenditure.  That  mythical  figure,  the  average  Canadian,  (man,  woman  and 
child)  after  paying  31  cents  in  taxes  out  of  every  dollar  of  income,  has  about 
$920.00  per  annum  left  today  compared  with  the  $300.00  per  annum  left  in 
1939  after  payment  of  smaller  taxes.  After  making  allowance  for  price 
increases,  real  income  per  capita  after  payment  of  all  taxes  has  risen  almost 
50  per  cent  between  1939  and  1955. 

In  the  second  place  it  is  necessary  to  examine  the  kind  as  well  as  the 
amount  of  government  expenditure  to  get  some  idea  of  the  degree  of  burden 
or  of  the  degree  of  interference  with  private  business.  The  percentage  which 
taxation  bears  to  national  income  is  high  in  this  country  as  it  is  in  the  United 
States  but  not  quite  so  high  as  in  the  United  Kingdom.  The  real  problem  here 
is  how  far  the  percentage  of  taxes  to  national  income  can  rise  before  it  inter- 
feres with  the  incentives  to  produce  which  are  the  mainsprings  of  economic 
activity  and  which  underlie  the  growth  of  income  from  which  taxes  are  paid. 
This  is  a  very  practical  problem  of  the  burden  which  higher  taxation  places  on 
our  taxing  machinery  and  of  the  effects  it  may  have,  directly  and  indirectly, 
on  production.     But  the  burden   on  our  tax-collecting  machinery  is   a   very 
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different  thing  than  the  burden  on  the  Canadian  people  since  many  services, 
such  as  education,  if  not  performed  by  government,  would  have  to  be  paid  for 
directly  by  private  expenditure. 

In  considering  the  kind  as  well  as  the  amount  of  government  expenditure, 
the  wider  acceptance  of  the  government's  role  in  social  welfare  has  led  to  a 
great  increase  in  direct  payments  to  individuals.  These  are  the  transfer  pay- 
ments referred  to  above,  and  the  largest  of  them  are,  of  course,  the  family 
allowances  and  old  age  pensions.  While  a  little  more  than  11  cents  out  of 
every  dollar  of  national  income  is  in  the  first  instance  taken  away  from  the 
Canadian  people  through  taxation  for  these  purposes,  this  same  amount  is 
returned  as  money  payments  and  spent  in  accordance  with  individual  prefer- 
ences. When  we  say  that  a  little  over  31  cents  out  of  every  dollar  of  national 
income  is  taken  in  taxation  we  should  remember,  therefore,  that  about  one- 
third  of  this  amount,  or  a  little  more  than  11  cents,  is  returned  to  the  Canadian 
people  in  the  form  of  money  payments  to  be  spent  in  accordance  with 
individual  preferences. 

A  further  consideration  with  regard  to  the  burden  of  taxation  is  that  taxa- 
tion may  be  more  burdensome  if  it  supports  expenditure  which  however  neces- 
sary does  not  contribute  in  a  positive  fashion  to  the  standard  of  living  of  the 
average  Canadian.  In  this  respect  there  is  a  fundamental  difference  between 
taxation  which  is  used  to  finance  expenditure  for  education  or  welfare  and 
expenditure  for  defence.  On  this  score  we  would  have  to  say  that  the  burden 
of  taxation  has  increased  in  the  post-war  period.  Defence  expenditures  are 
today  about  25  per  cent  of  total  government  expenditure  for  all  levels  of  gov- 
ernment in  Canada.  They  are  necessary  in  that  they  constitute  a  sort  of 
insurance  premium  but  they  involve  a  diversion  of  income  to  what  the  average 
Canadian  would  regard  an  unproductive  use. 

The  lesson  of  the  above  figures  is  that  without  the  growth  in  these  defence 
expenditures  in  the  post-war  period  we  would  have  been  able  to  carry  on  the 
broad  purposes  of  government  and  even  to  expand,  as  we  have  done,  our 
participation  in  the  field  of  social  welfare  without  materially  affecting  the 
relationship  of  taxes  to  national  income.  The  fact  that  increased  expenditures 
for  defence  and  the  greater  expenditures  for  other  purposes  as  well  have  not 
led  to  even  higher  percentages  of  taxation  to  national  income  is  because  of  our 
great  good  fortune  in  the  growth  of  the  income  of  this  country.  While  we 
all  hope  and  expect  that  such  growth  will  continue,  it  would  be  unwise  to 
take  it  for  granted  or  to  use  it  as  an  excuse  for  extravagance  in  public  spend- 
ing or  in  public  demands  on  government.  This  is  particularly  true  in  a  period 
such  as  now  when  the  resources  of  the  economy  are  fully  employed. 

2.  Preparation  of  Estimates. 

During  the  examination  of  the  Estimates  your  Committee  found  that, 
owing  to  the  system  followed  over  the  years  whereby  services  supplied  to 
the  various  departments  by  Public  Works  Department  are  not  charged  to  the 
department  concerned,  the  Estimates  of  the  various  departments  do  not  reflect 
the  actual  departmental  costs. 

The  Post  Office  Department,  for  example,  enjoys  services  and  facilities 
valued  at  approximately  thirteen  million  dollars  annually,  and  no  items  indicat- 
ing the  cost  of  such  service  appear  in  the  Post  Office  Estimates. 

Your  Committee  therefore  recommend  that  interdepartmental  allocations 
be  clearly  set  out  in  conjunction  with  the  Estimates  of  the  receiving  depart- 
ment, in  order  that  the  document  may  more  truly  reflect  the  department's 
operations.

As  a  corollary  to  this  recommendation,  it  is  urged  that  the  Post  Office 
Department  charge  all  departments  of  government  for  the  approximately  five 
million  dollars  which  the  Committee  was  informed  it  is  obliged  to  spend 
annually  in  carrying  the  government's  mail. 

3.  Responsibility  for  Public  Works. 

In  its  1952  report,  your  Committee  found  that  while  the  Public  Works 
Department  had  the  responsibility  of  providing  and  maintaining  all  public 
buildings  and  works,  many  departments  of  government  were  spending  more 
for  these  purposes  than  the  Department  of  Public  Works  and  it  was  recom- 
mended at  that  time  that  the  practice  be  halted. 

Under  the  current  order  of  reference  your  Committee  has  endeavoured  to 
ascertain  the  extent  to  which  the  1952  recommendations  had  been  implemented. 
Evidence  submitted  indicated  that  this  practice  is  being  abandoned  and  the 
responsibility  being  returned  to  its  proper  place  under  the  Public  Works  Depart- 
ment. A  number  of  departments  have  turned  over  their  works  staffs  to  Public 
Works  and  this  desirable  practice  is,  we  were  informed,  being  steadily  extended. 

While  the  Committee  is  gratified  by  this  improved  practice  and  the  pro- 
gress made  to  date,  it  is  obvious  that  much  remains  to  be  done  in  this  regard. 
It  is  again  strongly  urged,  therefore,  that  efforts  be  made  to  accelerate  the 
process. 

4.  Government  Annuities. 

Your  Corhmittee  heard  evidence  with  respect  to  the  operation  of  govern- 
ment annuities,  indicating  that  since  its  inception,  the  fund  had  been  subsidized 
by  the  government  to  the  extent  of  thirty-one  million  dollars,  not  including 
administration  costs  of  over  eleven  millions  for  the  same  period.  The  annual 
cost  to  the  taxpayers  for  the  current  operation  of  this  service  was  estimated  at 
approximately  one  million  dollars. 

Further  inquiries  revealed  that  the  estimated  deficit  ultimately  to  be 
faced  on  the  old  contracts,  which  were  based  on  inadequate  rates,  is  of  the 
order  of  forty  million  dollars.  To  put  the  fund  on  a  sound  actuarial  basis, 
provision  should  now  be  made  for  this  known  future  liability,  instead  of  waiting 
year  by  year  for  the  annual  deficits  to  occur. 

While  the  authors  of  the  Government  Annuities  Act  of  1908  were  obviously 
concerned  with  the  laudable  aim  of  providing,  for  persons  of  modest  means, 
a  source  of  security  not  otherwise  available  at  the  time,  few  such  persons  now 
avail  themselves  of  the  facility.  On  the  contrary,  the  service  would  appear 
now  to  be  used  largely  by  business  organizations  concerned  with  setting  up 
pension  funds  for  their  employees. 

The  advent  of  old  age  pensions  and  the  entry  by  most  insurance  companies 
into  the  annuity  field  have  served  to  remove  the  basis  on  which  the  Act  was 
established,  and  your  Committee  is  concerned  with  the  justification  of  continu- 
ing, in  deficit,  a  fund  which  no  longer  serves  its  original  purpose. 

In  the  light  of  these  considerations,  if  Parliament  is  still  desirous  of  con- 
tinuing the  sale  of  annuities,  your  Committee  recommend  that  the  tables  of 
rates  for  future  annuities  be  revised  to  provide  a  revenue  sufficient  to  main- 
tain the  fund  on  a  self-supporting  basis,  including  the  cost  of  administration. 
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5.  Land  Procurement. 

From  the  evidence  obtained  on  this  subject,  it  appears  that  the  responsibility 
for  purchasing  land  and  buildings  for  government  use  is  spread  over  many- 
individuals  and  departments.  It  is  the  view  of  your  Committee  that  such 
diversification  tends  to  defeat  the  application  of  an  overall  policy  so  necessary 
in  a  field  where  large  government  spending  is  indicated. 

Your  Committee  therefore  recommend  the  establishment  of  a  Real  Estate 
Procurement  Branch,  within  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  to  be  staffed  by 
persons  highly  qualified  in  all  phases  of  real  estate.  This  branch  would  have 
the  responsibility  of  appraising  and  purchasing  real  estate  for  all  departments 
of  government,  with  the  exception  of  the  Departments  of  Transport  and 
National  Defence,  which  at  present  have  statutory  authority  in  this  matter,  and 
would  ensure  the  application  of  a  common  policy  to  all  such  transactions. 

6.  Rented  Accommodation. 

Your  Committee  view  with  concern  the  extent  to  which  government  depart- 
ments are  housed  in  rented  accommodation.  It  is  possible  that  in  long-term 
lease  contracts,  or  renewable  short-term  contracts,  the  amount  paid  in  rent 
could  exceed  the  original  cost  or  value  of  the  accommodation. 

This  practice,  in  your  Committee's  opinion,  is  uneconomic  and  should  be 
discouraged. 

Where  long-term  tenancy  is  indicated,  and  with  regard  to  the  prevailing 
economic  trends  in  the  locality,  renting  should  only  be  considered  when  all 
possibilities  of  outright  purchase  or  construction  have  been  exhausted. 

7.  Financial  Accounting. 

Your  Committee  noted  that  the  cost  of  capital  works  such  as  the  construc- 
tion of  new  buildings  are  charged  in  full  to  the  year  in  which  they  are  incurred. 
It  is  the  feeling  of  some  members  of  your  Committee  that  in  such  cases  a 
capital  asset  should  be  set  up  and  subsequently  depreciated  as  would  be  the 
case  in  commercial  or  business  practice. 

The  present  system,  established  in  1920,  is  based  on  the  premise  that  the 
assets  and  liabilities  of  Canada  should  be  set  out  so  as  to  disclose  the  amount  of 
the  net  debt.  Therefore  assets  which  are  not  readily  convertible  or  interest 
producing  are  not  considered  as  a  proper  offset  to  the  gross  liabilities  in 
determining  the  net  debt. 

Your  Committee  regrets  that  time  does  not  permit  a  comprehensive  study 
of  this  question  and  suggests  that  the  Standing  Committee  on  Finance,  at  the 
next  Session  of  Parliament,  consider  the  matter  at  length,  with  a  view  to 
possible  changes  in  line  with  modern  accounting  methods. 

8.  Inflation  and  Export  Markets. 

Your  Committee  gave  some  consideration  to  the  danger  to  Canadian  export 
markets  inherent  in  the  inflationary  trend,  with  its  higher  costs  of  production. 

The  danger  inherent  in  this  trend  is  immediately  obvious.  The  ability  to 
compete  successfully  in  foreign  markets  is  based,  to  a  large  extent,  on  the 
domestic  cost  of  production,  and  increases  in  the  latter  cannot  help  but  have 
damaging  effects  on  the  former. 

Your  Committee  feel  that  a  study  of  all  production  costs  should  be  made 
if  these  inflationary  trends  are  to  be  curbed  and  if  Canada's  valuable  export 
market  is  to  be  safeguarded.  An  exhaustive  inquiry  into  this  subject  at  the  next 
Session  of  Parliament  is  strongly  recommended.

EXPLANATORY   NOTES    COVERING   THE    STANDARD   OBJECTS    OF 
EXPENDITURE  AND  SPECIAL  CATEGORIES 

STANDARD  OBJECTS  (Items  1  to  22) 

1.  Civil  Salaries  and  Wages 

Includes  salaries  and  wages,  overtime  and  other  special  pay  of  all  civilian 
full  time,  part  time,  seasonal  and  casual  personnel  normally  considered  as 
"Government  Employees"  (but  does  not  include  employees  of  agency  and 
proprietary  Crown  corporations)  whether  paid  at  hourly,  daily,  weekly,  monthly 
or  annual  rates  of  pay.  It  also  includes  Judges'  salaries,  those  of  the  Governor 
General  and  Lieutenant  Governors  and  the  indemnities'  to  Members  of  both 
Houses  of  Parliament,  but  does  not  include  persons  engaged  for  a  specific 
project  where  pay  and  other  costs  would  normally  enter  into  the  total  cost 
of  the  project. 

2.  Civilian  Allowances 

Includes  all  types  of  allowances  paid  to  or  in  respect  of  personnel  normally 
considered  as  "Government  Employees",  such  as  Living,  Terminable,  Officer- 
in-Charge,  Living  and  Representation  Abroad,  Special  Service,  Northern, 
Isolation,  and  Board  and  Subsistence  Allowances,  Mileage  Allowances  to 
Railway  Mail  Service  Staffs,  Allowances  for  Assistants,  and  other  such  allow- 
ances. Also  includes  Ministers'  Motor  Car  Allowances,  and  the  Expense  Allow- 
ances to  Senators  and  Members  of  the  House  of  Commons. 

3.  Pay  and  Allowances — Defence  Forces  and  R.C.M.Police 

Includes  pay  and  all  types  of  allowances  (except  travel  allowances 
included  in  Item  No.  5  below)  payable  to  members  of  the  Defence  Forces 
and  the  Royal  Canadian  Mounted  Police,  including  Subsistence  Allowances 
and  other  perquisites  common  to  such  Services. 

4.  Professional  and  Special  Services 

Includes  provision  for  services  performed  by  individuals  or  organizations 
outside  a  particular  departmental  service,  other  than  such  services  identified 
with  specific  works  projects  or  with  projects  and  programs  for  which  provision 
is  made  under  Items  9  and  10;  payments  in  the  nature  of  fees,  commissions, 
etc.,  for  legal  services,  architects',  engineers',  analysts',  accountants',  reporters', 
translators'  and  writers'  services;  medical  and  dental  services,  doctors  and 
nurses  for  Veterans  Treatment  and  examination  of  pension  applicants,  hospital 
treatment  and  care  and  other  outside  technical,  professional  and  other  expert 
assistance;  annuities  and  other  agents  paid  on  a  fee  or  commission  basis, 
payments  to  church  organizations  for  Indian  education,  and  Corps  of  Commis- 
sionaires services.  It  includes  armoured  car  service  and  other  operational  and 
maintenance  services  performed  under  contract  other  than  those  more  properly 
classified  under  other  Items,  such  as  the  Marconi-operated  Radio  Stations 
of  the  Department  of  Transport  which  are  included  in  Item  No.  8. 
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5.  Travelling  and  Removal  Expenses 

Includes  travelling  and  transportation  expenses  of  Government  Employees, 
Members  of  the  Defence  Forces  and  the  Royal  Canadian  Mounted  Police, 
removal  expenses  of  those  persons  and  their  dependents,  and  living  and  other 
expenses  of  such  persons  on  travel  status;  Judges'  travelling  expenses  and 
travelling  expenses  and  allowances  payable  to  Senators  and  Members  of  the 
House  of  Commons.  It  also  includes  transportation  of  persons  by  contract  and 
chartered  facilities  or  by  other  means,  automobile  mileage,  aeroplane  fares, 
local  transportation,  etc.,  travelling  expenses  of  persons  engaged  in  field 
survey  work,  inspections  and  investigations.  Does  not  include  travelling  and 
transportation  of  other  than  Government  Employees  such  as  travel  costs  for 
deports,  applicants  for  treatment  or  pensions  (veterans),  etc.,  which  are 
classified  under  Item  No.  22. 

6.  Freight,  Express  and  Cartage 

Includes  the  cost  of  transportation  of  goods  other  than  initial  delivery 
cost  on  a  purchase  which  is  included  in  the  Object  covering  the  cost  of  the 
purchase  itself.  These  costs  range  from  the  movement  of  mails  from  city  Post 
Offices  to  the  various  Government  Departments,  to  the  movement  of  heavy 
■equipment  between  camps  and  other  establishments  of  the  Defence  Services. 

7.  Postage 

Includes  ordinary  postage,  air  mail,  registered  mail,  special  delivery  mail, 
post  office  box  rentals  and  any  other  postal  charges.  Does  not,  of  course,  include 
provision  for  mail  enjoying  the  "frank"  privilege. 

•5.  Telephones,  Telegrams  and  Other  Communication  Services 

Includes  all  costs  of  communication  services  by  telephone,  telegram,  cable, 
teletype,  radio  and  wireless  communication  (tolls,  rates,  rentals,  etc.)  and  other 
communication  costs  such  as  Courier  Services  provided  by  outside  agencies 
and  communication  services  performed  under  contract  or  agreement  such  as 
the  Marconi-operated  Radio  Stations  of  the  Department  of  Transport. 

9.  Publication  of  Departm,ental  Reports  and  Other  Material 

Includes  provision  for  the  publication,  through  the  Queen's  Printer,  of 
Departmental  Reports  and  other  material,  including  informational  and  educa- 
tional bulletins  and  pamphlets;  publications  on  scientific  and  technical  matters, 
natural  resources,  statistics  and  other  such  material;  Hansard  and  other 
Parliamentary  Papers;  maps,  charts,  etc.  The  costs  of  printing,  binding,  engrav- 
ing, lithographing,  artwork,  mats,  writers'  fees,  and  other  costs  attributable 
to  specific  publication  projects  and  programs  are  included  hereunder,  with  the 
exception  of  those  belonging  under  Items  1,  2  and  5.  The  costs  of  publications 
and  material  produced  wholly  within  a  Service  are  distributed  throughout  other 
Items.  The  printing  of  forms  and  other  stationery  is  included  under  Item  No.  11. 

10.  Exhibits,  Advertising,  Films,  Broadcasting  and  Displays 

Includes  provision  for  exhibits,  films,  displays  and  other  visual  materials; 
advertising  for  publicity  and  general  purposes,  including  advertising  for  tenders 
(except  that  charges  directly  arising  from  specific  construction  projects  or 
purchases  are  included  under  such  headings).  It  includes  publication  of  procla- 
mations, announcements,  notices,  etc.,  and  various  forms  of  educational  and 
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informational  publicity,  by  broadcasting,  poster,  press  and  other  means.  The- 
costs  of  artwork,  writers'  fees,  casual  employees  hired  for  a  specific  project, 
and  other  costs  attributable  to  the  foregoing  are  included  hereunder  with  the 
exception  of  those  belonging  under  Items  Nos.  1,  2  and  5,  and  the  costs  of 
projects  or  programs  produced  wholly  within  a  Service  where  the  costs  are 
distributed  throughout  other  Objects.  Total  provision  for  the  operation  of  the 
National  Film  Board  and  the  International  Service  of  the  Canadian  Broadcasting 
Corporation  is  included  under  this  Item. 

11.  Office  Stationery,  Supplies,  Equipment  and  Furnishings 

Includes  stationery,  envelopes,  blotting  paper  and  other  office  supplies- 
such  as  pens,  pencils,  erasers,  ink,  etc.;  printed  forms,  including  tax  return, 
statistical  and  like  forms;  letterheads,  ledgers  and  ledger  sheets,  carbon  paper, 
stencils  and  other  paper  supplies;  the  purchase,  repair  and  rentals  of  office 
machines  and  appliances,  including  typewriters,  adding  machines,  calculators, 
recording  machines,  tabulating  machines,  microfilming  equipment  and  supplies, 
inter-office  communication  equipment,  postal  meter  machines,  machine  records 
and  all  other  office  equipment;  also  includes  desks,  chairs,  filing  cabinets  and 
such  office  furnishings;  books,  newspapers  and  periodicals  for  office  or  library 
use. 

12.  Materials  and  Supplies 

Includes  provision  for  materials  and  supplies  required  for  normal  operation 
and  maintenance  of  Government  Services  (other  than  Office  Stationery,  Supplies 
and  Furnishings).  It  includes  gasoline  and  oil  purchased  in  bulk;  fuel  for 
ships,  planes,  transport,  heating,  etc.  feed  for  live  stock;  food  and  other  supplies 
for  ships  and  other  establishments;  live  stock  purchased  for  ultimate  consump- 
tion or  resale;  seed  for  farming  operations;  food,  clothing  and  other  supplies 
for  sick  and  indigent  Indians;  text  books  and  school  supplies  purchased  for 
Indian  schools;  books  and  other  publications  purchased  for  outside  distribution; 
uniforms  and  kits;  coining  and  refining  supplies  for  the  Mint;  photographs, 
maps  and  charts  purchased  for  administrative  and  operational  purposes; 
laboratory  and  scientific  supplies,  including  samples  for  testing;  drafting,  blue- 
printing and  artists'  supplies;  supplies  for  surveys,  investigations,  etc.;  chemi- 
cals, hospital,  surgical  and  medical  supplies;  mail  bags  for  transportation  of 
the  mails;  char  service  supplies;  coal,  wood  and  electrical  supplies;  and  all 
other  materials  and  supplies  other  than  those  purchased  for  construction  or 
repair  projects  which  would  normally  be  charged  to  such  projects. 

13.  Construction  or  Acquisition  of  Buildings  and  Works,  including  Acquisition 

of  Land 
Includes  provision  for  all  expenditures  on  new  construction  of  buildings, 
roads,  irrigation  works,  canals,  airports,  wharfs,  bridges  and  other  such  type 
of  fixed  assets,  and  reconstruction  of  such  type  of  assets,  improvements  involv- 
ing additions  or  changes  of  a  structural  nature,  and  also  the  installed  cost  of 
fixed  equipment  which  is  essentially  a  part  of  the  work  or  structure  such  as 
elevators,  heating  and  ventilating  equipment,  etc.  It  includes  all  such  projects 
performed  under  contract  or  agreement  or  undertaken  by  a  Department  directly. 
The  purchase  of  land  is  also  included.  The  cost  of  casual  employees  hired  for 
specific  projects  is  included  but  not  the  cost  of  continuing  employees  assigned 
to  work  full  or  part  time  on  such  projects. 
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14.  Repairs  and  Upkeep  of  Buildings  and  Works 

Includes  materials,  supplies  and  other  charges  entering  directly  into  the 
cost  of  repair  and  upkeep  of  the  type  of  durable  physical  assets  indicated 
under  Item  No.  13  above.  It  includes  repair  and  upkeep  projects  performed 
under  contract  or  agreement  or  undertaken  by  a  Department  directly. 

15.  Rentals  of  Land,  Buildings  and  Works 

Includes  provision  for  rentals  of  properties  required  for  special  purposes 
by  the  various  Departments  and  for  the  accommodation  of  Government  Offices 
and  Services  by  the  Department  of  Public  Works.  Also  includes  rentals  of 
space  for  storage  of  motor  cars  and  other  equipment  and  supplies. 

16.  Construction  or  Acquisition  of  Equipment 

Includes  provision  for  all  machinery,  equipment  and  furnishings  (other 
than  office  equipment  and  office  furnishings),  and  includes  motor  vehicles 
aeroplanes,  tractors,  road  equipment,  laboratory  and  other  scientific  equipment, 
vessels,  icebreakers  and  other  aids  to  navigation  and  all  other  types  of  light 
and  heavy  equipment,  and  includes  various  types  of  such  equipment  for 
National  Defence,  such  as  ships,  aircraft,  mechanical  equipment,  fighting 
vehicles,  weapons,  engines,  and  such  spare  parts  as  are  normally  acquired 
with  that  equipment;  workmen's  tools,  farm  implements,  furniture  and  furnish- 
ings required  for  other  than  normal  office  purposes.  Also  includes  live  stock, 
horses  and  dogs  purchased  for  employment  as  such  rather  than  for  ultimate 
consumption  or  resale  (see  Item  No.  12  above). 

17.  Repairs  and  Upkeep  of  Equipment 

Includes  all  materials,  repair  and  replacement  parts  and  other  costs 
entering  directly  into  the  cost  of  repair  and  upkeep  of  the  type  of  equipment 
indicated  in  Item  No.  16  above. 

18.  Rentals  of  Equipment 

Includes  provision  for  hire  and  charter — with  or  without  crew — of  vessels, 
aircraft,  motor  vehicles  and  other  equipment  (but  excluding  hire  of  such 
vehicles  primarily  for  travel  or  cartage  covered  in  other  items,  or  hire  of 
vehicles  or  other  equipment  for  works  projects  where  the  rental  would  normally 
be  included  in  the  costs  of  the  projects). 

19.  Municipal  or  Public  Utility  Services 

Includes  provision  for  all  payments  for  services  of  a  type  normally  provided 
by  a  Municipality,  School  Board,  or  Public  Utility  Service  such  as  the  supply 
of  water,  electricity,  gas,  etc.,  and  includes  water  rates,  light,  power  and  gas 
services,  school  fees,  and  payment  for  such  services  whether  obtained  from 
the  Municipality  or  elsewhere;  taxes  and  water  rates  on  diplomatic  properties. 
Also  includes  payments  to  Municipalities  in  lieu  of  Taxes  and  local  improvement 
charges. 

20.  Contributions,  Grants,  Subsidies,  etc.,  Not  Included  Elsewhere 

Includes  contributions  to  international  and  other  organizations;  contribu- 
tions toward  the  cost  of  joint  undertakings  and  programs  not  directly  the 
responsibility  of  the  Federal  Government;  contributions  or  grants  to  govern- 
ments  outside    Canada,    whether   in   money   or   in   kind;    grants    to    national 
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organizations  such  as  the  Boy  Scouts  Association  and  agricultural,  health, 
welfare  and  similar  organizations;  subsidies  to  primary  and  other  industries; 
contributions  under  agreements  with  the  Provinces  for  vocational  training  and 
other  purposes,  unless  otherwise  provided  for  in  special  categories;  payments 
under  the  Maritime  Freight  Rates  Act;  grants  to  various  exhibitions,  etc.; 
research  grants  and  other  assistance  toward  research  carried  on  by  non- 
governmental organizations;  scholarships  and  similar  payments.  Does  not  include 
Grants  to  Municipalities  in  lieu  of  Taxes  (Item  No.  19),  Subsidies  and  Special 
Payments  to  the  Provinces  (Item  No.  24),  Government's  contribution  to  the 
Unemployment  Insurance  Fund  (Item  No.  29),  General  Health  Grants  paid 
to  Provinces  (Item  No.  30),  contributions  to  the  Provinces  for  the  Trans-Canada 
Highway  (Item  No.  31),  nor  the  Deficits  on  Government  Owned  Enterprises 
(Item  No.  33). 

21.  Pensions,  Superannuation  and  Other  Benefits  in  Consideration  of  Personal 

Services 

Includes  pensions,  superannuation  and  other  benefits  to  former  civilian 
Government  employees  and  ex-members  of  the  Royal  Canadian  Mounted  Police, 
or  their  dependents.  It  also  includes  payment  of  compensation  under  the 
Government  Employees  Compensation  Act,  the  Government's  contribution  to 
the  Superannuation  Account  and  the  Members  of  Parliament  Retiring  Allow- 
ances Account,  Sick  Mariners  Dues,  Judges'  Pensions,  Gratuities  in  lieu  of 
Retiring  Leave,  Gratuities  to  Families  of  Deceased  Employees,  the  Government's 
contribution  to  the  Public  Service  and  Regular  Forces  Death  Benefit  Accounts, 
payments  under  the  Defence  Services  Pension  Act  and  the  Government's  con- 
tribution, as  an  employer,  to  the  Unemployment  Insurance  Fund.  It  does  not, 
however,  include  the  Government's  contribution  to  the  Unemployment  Insurance 
Fund  which  represents  one-fifth  of  the  net  amount  contributed  by  employers 
and  employees  combined  (Item  No.  29),  Disability  Pensions  in  respect  of  World 
Wars  I  and  II  (Item  No.  27),  nor  Other  Payments  to  Veterans  and  Dependents 
(Item  No.  28). 

22.  All  Other  Expenditures  {Other  than  Special  Categories) 

Includes  minor  residual  items  shown  as  "Sundries"  in  practically  all  votes. 
These  include  such  costs  as  towel  service,  laundering  and  dry  cleaning,  loss 
of  personal  effects,  bonding  of  Government  employees,  and  other  small  miscel- 
laneous articles  and  services.  It  includes  licences,  permits,  dockage,  towage, 
wharfage  and  mooring  privileges;  works  of  art  for  exhibits,  and  historical 
material  for  galleries,  museums  and  archives.  It  includes  travel  costs  incurred 
for  other  than  Government  employees,  e.g.,  immigrants,  veteran  patients  and 
migrant  labour.  Also  included  is  provision  for  many  items  and  services  detailed 
throughout  the  Estimates  which  do  not  lend  themselves  to  distribution  under 
the  specific  headings  detailed  in  this  Summary. 


SPECIAL  CATEGORIES  (Items  23  to  33) 

23.  Interest  on  Public  Debt  and  Other  Debt  Charges 

Includes  interest  on  the  Funded  Debt  of  Canada  (including  Treasury 
Bills)  and  on  other  liabilities  such  as  Trust  and  Other  Special  Funds.  It  also 
includes  costs  of  issuing  new  loans.  Annual  Amortization  of  Bond  Discount, 
Premiums  and  Commissions,  and  the  costs  of  servicing  the  Public  Debt. 
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24.  Subsidies  and  Special  Payments  to  the  Provinces 

Includes  Provincial  Subsidies  payable  under  the  British  North  America 
Act  and  subsequent  arrangements;  Special  Compensation  to  the  Provinces  in 
lieu  of  certain  taxes  as  provided  in  the  Tax-Rental  Agreements.  It  also  includes 
certain  payments  to  Newfoundland  under  the  Terms  of  Union.  In  general,  it 
does  not  include  payments  made  to  Provinces  for  expenditures  for  specific 
purposes,  some  of  which  are  included  in  Items  Nos.  20,  26,  30  and  31. 

25.  Family  Allowances  Paym,ents 

Payments  of  monthly  allowances  authorized  by  the  Family  Allowances 
Act — Chap.  109,  Revised  Statutes. 

26.  Old  Age  Pensions,  including  Allowances  to  the  Blind  and  the  Disabled 

Includes  pensions  authorized  by  the  Old  Age  Security  Act,  payment  of 
the  Federal  Government's  50%  share  of  old  age  assistance  authorized  by  the 
Old  Age  Assistance  Act,  payment  of  the  Federal  Government's  75%  share  of 
allowances  paid  to  blind  persons  under  the  Blind  Persons  Act,  and  payment  of 
the  Federal  Government's  50%  share  of  allowances  paid  to  disabled  persons 
under  the  Disabled  Persons  Act. 

27.  Veterans'  Disability  Pensions  and  Other  Payments  under  the  Pension  Act 

Includes  pensions  and  other  payments  authorized  under  the  Pension  Act, 
the  Civilian  War  Pensions  and  Allowances  Act  and  the  Civilian  Government 
Employees  (War)  Compensation  Order.  Most  of  these  payments  arise  from 
service  during  World  Wars  I  and  II. 

28.  Other  Payments  to  Veterans  and  Dependents 

Includes  provision  for  War  Veterans  Allowances,  including  the  Assistance 
Fund,  Veterans  Treatment  and  Other  Allowances,  Unemployment  Assistance 
for  Veterans,  Rehabilitation  Benefits,  War  Service  Gratuities,  Re-establishment 
Credits  and  other  Sundry  Items. 

29.  Government's  Contribution  to  the  Unemploynnent  Insurance  Fund 

Provides  for  the  Government's  contribution  to  the  Unemployment 
Insurance  Fund  and  represents  one-fifth  of  the  net  amount  contributed  by 
employers  and  employees  combined. 

20.  General  Health  Grants 

Provides  for  General  Health  Grants  to  the  Provinces,  the  Northwest 
Territories  and  the  Yukon  Territory  under  terms  and  conditions  approved  by 
the  Governor  in  Council  to  assist  in  hospital  construction,  extending  and 
improving  health  services,  prevention  of  tuberculosis,  prevention  of  mental 
illness,  control  of  venereal  diseases,  prevention  and  treatment  of  crippling 
conditions  in  children,  training  of  health  and  hospital  personnel,  programs  for 
the  detection  and  treatment  of  cancer,  public  health  research,  provision  of 
laboratory  and  radiological  diagnostic  facilities  and  services,  medical  rehabili- 
tation and  the  improvement  of  maternity,  infant  and  child  care. 
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31.  Trans-Canada  Highway   Contrihiitions 

Covers  payments  to  those  Provinces  whach  have  entered  into  agreements 
with  the  Federal  Government  under  the  Trans-Canada  Highway  Act,  Chap. 
269,  Revised  Statutes,  in  respect  of  the  construction  of  the  Trans-Canada 
Highway. 

32.  Movement  of  Mail  by  Land,  Air  and  Water  (Post  Office) 

Includes  provision  under  the  Post  Office  Department  for  Mail  Service  by 
Air,  Water  and  Ordinary  Land  Conveyance,  including  Rural  Mail  Delivery. 

33.  Deficits — Government  Owned  Enterprises 

Includes  provision  for  the  deficits  incurred  in  the  operation  of  Govern- 
ment Owned  Enterprises  such  as  the  Hudson  Bay  Railway,  the  Canadian 
National  (West  Indies)  Steamships,  Limited,  the  Prince  Edward  Island  Car 
Ferry  and  Terminals,  the  North  Sydney,  N.S. — Port  aux  Basques,  Nfld.,  Ferry 
and  Terminals,  and  Churchill  Harbour. 

34.  Less — Estimated  Savings  and  Recoverable  Item's 

In  certain  special  instances  it  is  necessary  for  commitment  and  control 
purposes  to  detail  total  requirements  of  services  but,  in  order  that  the  actual 
amount  of  cash  requirement  only  may  be  voted,  deductions  are  made  of 
estimated  savings  or  recoverable  amounts.  Since  the  Standard  Objects  are 
made  up  of  the  gross  requirements,  the  total  of  those  Objects  must  be  reduced 
by  these  deductions  in  order  to  arrive  at  the  total  amount  provided  in  the 
Estimates.

Hon.  Wishart  McL.  Robertson  (Speaker  of  the  Senate):  Your  Excellency,  Mr. 
Prime  Minister,  Mr.  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Commons,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen: 
The  object  of  this  gathering  is  to  be  present  at  and  participate  in  the  official 
reopening  of  the  Library  of  Parliament.  His  Excellency  the  Governor  General 
has  graciously  consented  to  officiate  at  the  reopening  of  the  Library  and  the 
unveiling  of  the  plaques.  The  English  version  of  the  plaques  is  as  follows:  — 

Library  of  Parliament 

This  building,  began  in  1860  and  completed  in  1876  was  opened  on 
February  28,  1876,  by  the  Earl  of  Dufferin,  Governor  General  of  Canada. 
It  survived  the  great  fire  which  destroyed  the  Parliament  Buildings  in 
February  1916,  but  was  severely  damaged  by  fire  in  August  1952.  After 
restoration  it  was  reopened  on  June  19,  1956,  by  the  Right  Honourable 
Vincent  Massey,  Governor  General  of  Canada. 

(Translation): 

Hon.  L.-Rene  Beaudoin  (Speaker  of  the  House  of  Commons):  Your  Excellency, 
Mr.  Speaker  of  the  Senate,  Mr.  Prime  Minister,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen:  We 
are  gathered  here  today  to  witness  the  reopening  of  our  Library. 

To  preside  over  such  an  important  ceremony,  it  was  fitting  that  we  should 
invite  that  personage  who  symbolizes  parliamentary  authority.  On  your  behalf 
and  on  behalf  of  the  members  of  the  joint  library  committee,  I  am  happy  to 
thank  His  Excellency  for  having  so  graciously  accepted  our  invitation. 

Certain  historical  notes  concerning  our  Library  have  been  transcribed 
on  a  plaque  commemorating  today's  solemn  event.  The  inscription  reads  as 
follows: 

Library  of  Parliament 

This  building,  began  in  1860  and  completed  in  1876  was  opened  on 
February  28,  1876,  by  the  Earl  of  Dufferin,  Governor  General  of  Canada. 
It   survived   the   great   fire   which   destroyed   the   Parliament   Buildings 
in  February   1916,  but  was  severely  damaged  by  fire  in  August   1952. 
After  restoration  it  was  reopened  on  June  19,  1956,  by  the  Right  Honour- 
able Vincent  Massey,  Governor  General  of  Canada. 
From  August  1952  until  today  our  librarians  and  their  assistants,  in  spite 
of  the  difficulties  and  inconveniences  of  temporary  quarters,  have  managed  to 
provide  us  with  the  valuable  help  to  which  we  had  for  so  long  become  accus- 
tomed on  their  part. 
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I  am  happy,  on  your  behalf,  to  pay  tribute  to  their  devotion  and  to  thank 
them  for  their  loyal  services. 

While  restoration  work  was  in  progress,  the  Library  was  entrusted  to 
the  care  of  the  Honourable  the  Minister  of  Public  Works  (Mr.  Winters)  who 
is  now  pleased  to  let  us  resume  its  use  and  possession.  I  congratulate  him  and 
thank  him  for  a  magnificent  achievement  on  behalf  of  Parliament,  and  now 
invite  him  to  address  us. 


(Text): 

Hon.  Robert  H.  Winters  (Minister  of  Public  Works):  Your  Excellency,  Mr. 
Prime  Minister,  Honourable  Speakers,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen:  The  interest 
of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  in  the  Library  of  Parliament  goes  back  as 
far  as  1859,  when  the  erection  of  the  Parliament  Buildings  was  approved.  Thanks 
to  the  foresight  of  the  architects  and  the  contractor,  several  steel  fire  doors 
were  installed  in  the  Library  when  it  was  built.  It  was  prompt  closure  of  one 
of  these  doors  that  saved  the  historic  building  from  serious  damage,  if  not 
total  loss,  during  the  disastrous  fire  of  February  3,  1916,  which  destroyed  the 
Centre  Block. 

The  second  fire,  which  occurred  on  August  4,  1952,  dealt  this  historic 
structure  a  heavier  blow.  You  know  the  story  of  that  day — how  many  thousands 
of  books  had  to  be  moved  quickly  and  dried  to  minimize  the  damage  by  water 
and  smoke.  Following  the  immediate  investigation  into  the  cause  and  extent  of 
the  fire,  the  Department  of  Public  Works  undertook  the  removal  of  everything 
inside  the  building  and  immediately  started  planning  rehabilitation. 

This,  it  subsequently  turned  out,  involved  a  great  deal  more  than  replace- 
ment of  charred  timbers  and  redecoration  of  smoke-fumed  walls  and  ceilings. 
It  was  discovered  that  in  order  to  ensure  greater  protection  against  further 
disasters,  the  entire  interior  of  the  building  would  have  to  be  rebuilt  using 
fire  protection  methods  and  materials.  One  thing  led  to  another,  and  what  was 
first  estimated  to  be  a  $1  million  project  came  to  involve  an  expenditure  of 
approximately  $2^  million.  This  is  usually  the  case  when  large-scale  reno- 
vations of  old  buildings  are  undertaken.  But  today  we  see  the  worth-while 
results  of  that  expenditure.  I  am  grateful  to  those  members  of  the  press  who 
have  conducted  their  own  investigations  and  reported  so  favourably  upon 
the  quality  of  the  work  that  has  been  done.  This  is  one  of  the  rewards  for 
painstaking  efforts  to  rehabilitate  the  Library  of  Parliament,  to  maintain  the 
integrity  of  design  and  the  ideas  which  were  in  the  minds  of  the  original 
architects  and  builders. 

Canadians  today  are  deeply  aware  of  the  value  of  our  historic  relics,  and 
I  am  pleased  that  the  Department  of  Public  Works  was  able  to  play  a  role  in 
restoring  this  fine  old  structure  to  the  point  where  you  can  see  it  here  today, 
faithfully  reproduced,  true  and  unaltered,  but  strengthened  to  endure  the 
ravages  of  accident  and  time. 

Of  course  it  is  not  yet  fully  finished.  In  due  course,  for  example,  you  will 
see  better  and  more  appropriate  furniture  in  its  main  reading  room.  Other 
finishing  touches  need  to  be  added,  but  in  the  meantime  it  gives  me  great' 
pleasure,  on  behalf  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  the  architects  and 
builders,  the  prime  contractors,  the  subcontractors  and  all  who  have  laboured 
so  carefully  and  efficiently,  to  turn  over  to  your  care  again,  Messrs.  Speakers, 
this  beautiful  and  beloved  old  Library  of  Parliament  so  that  it  may  render 
further  service  to  the  people  of  Canada. 

Hon.  L.  Rene  Beaudoin  (Speaker  of  the  House  of  Commons):  Ladies  and  Gentle- 
men, His  Excellency  the  Governor  General  of  Canada: 
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Right  Hon.  Vincent  Massey  (Governor  General  of  Canada):  Mr.  Prime  Minister, 
Mr.  Speaker  of  the  Senate,  Mr.  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Commons,  Mr.  Winters, 
Ladies  and  Gentlemen: 

I  greatly  appreciate  the  privilege  you  have  given  me  this  afternoon.  This 
is  a  very  important  event  for  all  of  us,  the  restoration  and  reopening  of  this 
historic  building.  It  is  easy  to  build  a  new  structure,  but  it  takes  faith  and 
courage  and  a  true  feeling  for  the  past  to  treasure  and  restore  an  old  one  such 
as  this.  It  is  not  what  the  architects  of  today  would  design  for  a  modern  library. 
It  is  not  streamlined.  It  is  not  functional.  It  has  no  new  look,  but  it  has  a 
very  good  old  look.  It  is  the  kind  of  library  that  our  founding  fathers  were 
proud  to  set  on  this  Hill,  which  was  to  be  the  scene  of  a  nation's  deliberations. 

(Translation): 

The  Library  of  Parliament  is  but  one  of  that  large  number  of  institutions 
which  illustrate  so  well  the  bilingual  character  of  this  country.  Among  these 
innumerable  works,  covering  such  a  wide  variety  of  subjects,  there  are  many 
which  relate,  in  both  our  official  languages,  the  history  of  our  nation. 

This  Library,  used  by  representatives  of  French  and  English  Canada,  con- 
stitutes, as  it  were,  an  official  link  between  Canadians  of  differing  languages. 
Within  its  walls,  it  assembles  works  which  bear  upon  every  aspect  of  our 
Canadian  life. 

We  are  happy  to  note  that  it  has  been  perfectly  restored  and  that  it  is 
once  more  capable  of  performing,  on  behalf  of  our  country,  the  important 
service  expected  of  it. 

(Text): 

This  Library  is  a  Victorian  building.  Old  Ottawa,  what  is  left  of  it,  is 
a  Victorian  city.  Its  architecture  expresses  many  of  the  qualities  of  that 
great  era,  and  reflects  a  romantic  feeling  for  the  past.  Such  buildings  should 
not,  of  course,  be  reproduced  or  imitated,  but  when  surviving  examples  are 
preserved,  they  give  us  precious  links  with  our  beginnings. 

This  institution  has  had  a  chequered  history;  legislative  libraries  in 
Canada  seem  often  to  have  had  troubled  careers.  Two  were  burned,  one  at 
York  in  1813  as  a  result  of  invasion,  and  the  other  at  Montreal  in  the  riots  of 
1849.  As  we  have  been  reminded,  this  building  was  menaced  dangerously  by 
the  great  fire  of  1916,  but  it  was  saved,  as  we  have  been  told,  by  a  prompt 
decision  on  the  part  of  one  of  the  staff  when  he  closed  the  steel  doors  without 
a  moment's  warning,  and  as  several  Members  of  Parliament  were  at  the  time 
in  the  Library,  they  found  themselves,  to  their  surprise,  locked  in  with  the 
books.     All  were  equally  safe. 

This  Library  was  opened  in  1876  by  one  of  my  predecessors.  Lord  Dufferin, 
In  the  intervening  eighty  years  its  services  have  been  of  immeasurable  import- 
ance, and  we  owe  much  to  the  men  who  have  directed  its  work.  Many  of 
these  have  not  been  only  the  custodians  of  books,  but  the  lovers  of  books.  Some 
indeed,  by  their  own  effort,  have  contributed  ably  to  our  national  literature. 

I  hope  that  this  day  will  mark  the  reinvigoration  of  a  great  national 
institution.  To  those  who  have  been  concerned  in  its  restoration,  and  to  the 
staff  who  will  again  carry  on  in  these  precincts  their  invaluable  but  onerous 
work,  I  offer  my  warmest  congratulations  and  best  wishes. 

I  now  have  much  pleasure  in  declaring  the  Library  of  Parliament  officially 
reopened.

Ordered,  That  the  said  Bill  be  placed  on  the  Orders  of  the  Day  for  a  third 
reading  at  the  next  sitting  of  the  Senate. 


The  Order  of  the  Day  being  called  for  the  second  reading  of  the  Bill 
(S),  intituled:  "An  Act  to  amend  the  Foreign  Insurance  Companies  Act",  it 
was — 

Ordered,  That  the  said  Order  of  the  Day  be  postponed  until  the  next  sitting 
of  the  Senate. 


The  Order  of  the  Day  being  called  for  the  second  reading  of  the  Bill

INTERNATIONAL  WHEAT  AGREEMENT,  1956, 

AND

AGREEMENT 

Note:  The  following  is  the  text  of  the  International  Wheat  Agreement  which 
was  adopted  at  the  United  Nations  Wheat  Conference  which  concluded  on  25 
April  1956.  In  accordance  with  a  resolution  of  the  Conference,  the  text  is  for- 
warded to  all  Governments  invited  to  the  Conference  for  their  consideration. 
The  Conference  requested  the  Government  of  the  United  States  to  arrange  for 
the  Agreement  to  he  open  for  signature  in  Washington  until  and  including  18 
May  1956. 

INTERNATIONAL  WHEAT  AGREEMENT,  1956 

The  Governments  signatory  to  this  Agreement, 

Considering  that  the  International  Wheat  Agreement  which  was  opened 
for  signature  at  Washington  on  23  March  1949  was  entered  into  in  order  to 
overcome  the  serious  hardship  caused  to  producers  and  consumers  by  burden- 
some surpluses  and  critical  shortages  of  wheat,  and 

Considering  that  the  1949  Agreement  was  revised  and  renewed  at  Washing- 
ton on  13  April  1953,  and 

Considering  that  it  is  desirable  that  the  International  Wheat  Agreement 
be  again  renewed,  with  certain  modifications,  for  a  further  period,  and 

Having  decided  to  conclude  for  that  purpose  this  Agreement  revising  and 
renewmg  the  International  Wheat  Agreement, 

Have  agreed  as  follows: 

PART  1— GENERAL 

ARTICLE  I 

Objectives 

The  objectives  of  this  Agreement  are  to  assure  supplies  of  wheat  to 
importing  countries  and  markets  for  wheat  to  exporting  countries  at  equitable 
and  stable  prices. 

ARTICLE  II 

Definitions 

1.  For  the  purposes  of  this  Agreement: 

"Advisory  Committee  on  Price  Equivalents"  means  the  Committee  estab- 
lished under  Article  XV. 

"Bushel"  means  60  pounds  avoirdupois  or  27.2155  .  .  .  kilogrammes. 

"Carrying  charges"  means  the  costs  incurred  for  storage,  interest  and 
insurance  in  holding  wheat. 

"C.  and  f."  means  cost  and  freight. 

"Council"  means  the  International  Wheat  Council  established  by 
Article  XIII. 

"Crop-year"  means  the  period  from  1  August  to  31  July,  except  that  in 
Article  VII  it  means  in  respect  of  Argentina  and  Australia  the  period  from 
1  December  to  30  November,  and  in  respect  of  the  United  States  of  America  the 
period  from  1  July  to  30  June. 
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"Executive      Committee"      means      the      Committee     established     under 

Article  XIV. 

"Exporting  country"  means,  as  the  context  requires,  either  (i)  the  Govern- 
ment of  a  country  listed  in  Annex  B  to  Article  III  which  has  accepted  or 
acceded  to  this  Agreement  and  has  not  withdrawn  therefrom,  or  (ii)  that 
country  itself  and  the  territories  in  respect  of  which  the  rights  and  obligations 
of  its  Government  under  this  Agreement  apply. 

"F.a.q."  means  fair  average  quality. 

"F.o.b."  means  free  on  board  ocean  vessel  and,  in  the  case  of 

(i)   French  wheat  delivered  at  a  Rhine  port,  free  on  board  river 

craft, 
(ii)   Swedish  wheat,  free  on  board  sea-going  vessel. 

"Guaranteed  quantity"  means  in  relation  to  an  importing  country  its 
guaranteed  purchases  for  a  crop-year  and  in  relation  to  an  exporting  country 
its  guaranteed  sales  for  a  crop-year. 

"Importing  country"  means,  as  the  context  requires,  either  (i)  the  Govern- 
ment of  a  country  listed  in  Annex  A  to  Article  III  which  has  accepted  or 
acceded  to  this  Agreement  and  has  not  withdrawn  therefrom,  or  (ii)  that 
country  itself  and  the  territories  in  respect  of  which  the  rights  and  obligations 
of  its  Government  under  this  Agreement  apply. 

"Marketing  costs"  means  all  usual  charges  incurred  in  marketing,, 
chartering,  and  forwarding. 

"Metric  ton",  or  1,000  kilogrammes,  means  36.74371  bushels.  ;     ' 

"Old  crop  wheat"  means  wheat  harvested  more  than  two  months  prior  to 
the  beginning  of  the  current  crop-year  of  the  exporting  country  concerned. 

"Territory"  in  relation  to  an  exporting  or  importing  country  includes  any 
territory  in  respect  of  which  the  rights  and  obligations  under  this  Agreement 
of  the  Government  of  that  country  apply  under  Article  XXIII. 

"Transaction"  means  a  sale  for  import  into  an  importing  country  of  wheat 
exported  or  to  be  exported  from  an  exporting  country,  or  the  quantity  of  such 
wheat  so  sold,  as  the  context  requires.  Where  reference  is  made  in  this  Agree- 
ment to  a  transaction  between  an  exporting  country  and  an  importing  country, 
it  shall  be  understood  to  refer  not  only  to  transactions  between  the  Government 
of  an  exporting  country  and  the  Government  of  an  importing  country  but  also 
to  transactions  between  private  traders  and  to  transactions  between  a  private 
trader  and  the  Government  of  an  exporting  or  an  importing  country.  In  this 
definition  "Government"  shall  be  deemed  to  include  the  Government  of  any 
territory  in  respect  of  which  the  rights  and  obligations  of  any  Government 
accepting  or  acceding  to  this  Agreement  apply  under  Article  XXIII. 

"Unfulfilled  guaranteed  quantity"  means,  in  the  case  of  an  exporting 
country,  the  difference  between  the  quantities  entered  in  the  Council's  records 
in  accordance  with  Article  IV  in  respect  of  that  country  for  a  crop-year  and  its 
guaranteed  sales  for  that  crop-year  and,  in  the  case  of  an  importing  country, 
the  difference  between  the  quantities  entered  in  the  Council's  records  in 
accordance  with  Article  IV  in  respect  of  that  country  for  a  crop-year  and  that 
portion  of  its  guaranteed  purchases  for  that  crop-year  which  it  is,  at  the  relevant 
time,  entitled  to  purchase  having  regard  to  paragraph  9  of  Article  III. 

"Wheat"  includes  wheat  grain  and,  except  in  Article  VI,  wheat-fiour. 

2.  (a)  All  calculations  of  the  wheat  equivalent  of  guaranteed  purchases  or 
guaranteed  sales  of  wheat-flour  shall  be  made  on  the  basis  of  the  rate  of  extrac- 
tion specified  in  the  contract  between  the  buyer  and  the  seller. 

(b)  If  no  such  rate  is  specified,  seventy-two  units  by  weight  of  wheat-floirr 
shall  for  the  purpose  of  such  calculations  be  deemed  to  be  equivalent  to  one 
hundred  units  by  weight  of  wheat  grain  unless  the  Council  decides  otherwise. 
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PART  2— RIGHTS  AND  OBLIGATIONS 
ARTICLE  III 

Guaranteed  Purchases  and  Guaranteed  Sales 

1.  The  quantities  of  wheat  set  out  in  Annex  A  to  this  Article  for  each 
importing  country  represent,  subject  to  any  increase  or  reduction  made  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Part  3  of  this  Agreement,  the  guaranteed  pur- 
chases of  that  country  for  each  of  the  crop-years  covered  by  this  Agreement. 

2.  The  quantities  of  wheat  set  out  in  Annex  B  to  this  Article  for  each 
exporting  country  represent,  subject  to  any  increase  or  reduction  made  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Part  3  of  this  Agreement,  the  guaranteed 
sales  of  that  country  for  each  of  the  crop-years  covered  by  this  Agreement. 

3.  The  guaranteed  purchases  of  an  importing  country  represent  the  maxi- 
mum quantity  of  wheat  which,  subject  to  deduction  of  the  amount  of  the 
transactions  entered  in  the  Council's  records  in  accordance  with  Article  IV 
against   those   guaranteed  purchases, 

(a)  that  importing  country  may  be  required  by  the  Council,  as  provided 
in  Article  V,  to  purchase  from  the  exporting  countries  at  prices 
consistent  with  the  minimum  prices  specified  in  or  determined  under 
Article  VI,  or 

(b)  the  exporting  countries  may  be  required  by  the  Council,  as  provided 
in  Article  V,  to  sell  to  that  importing  country  at  prices  consistent 
with  the  maximum  prices  specified  in  or  determined  under  Article  VI. 

4.  The  guaranteed  sales  of  an  exporting  country  represent  the  maximum 
quantity  of  wheat  which,  subject  to  deduction  of  the  amount  of  the  transactions 
entered  in  the  Council's  records  in  accordance  with  Article  IV  against  those 
guaranteed  sales, 

(a)  that  exporting  country  may  be  required  by  the  Council,  as  provided 
in  Article  V,  to  sell  to  the  importing  countries  at  prices  consistent 
with  the  maximum  prices  specified  in  or  determined  under  Article 
VI,  or 

(b)  the  importing  countries  may  be  required  by  the  Council,  as  provided 
in  Article  V,  to  purchase  from  that  exporting  country  at  prices 
consistent  with  the  minimum  prices  specified  in  or  determined 
under  Article  VI. 

5.  If  an  importing  country  finds  difficulty  in  exercising  its  right  to  purchase 
its  unfulfilled  guaranteed  quantity  at  prices  consistent  with  the  maximum  prices 
specified  in  or  determined  under  Article  VI  or  an  exporting  country  finds 
difficulty  in  exercising  its  right  to  sell  its  unfulfilled  guaranteed  quantity  at 
prices  consistent  with  the  minimum  prices  so  specified  or  determined,  it  may 
have  resort  to  the  procedure  in  Article  V. 

6.  Exporting  countries  are  under  no  obligation  to  sell  any  wheat  under 
this  Agreement  unless  required  to  do  so  as  provided  in  Article  V  at  prices 
consistent  with  the  maximum  prices  specified  in  or  determined  under  Article 
VI.  Importing  countries  are  under  no  obligation  to  purchase  any  wheat  under 
this  Agreement  unless  required  to  do  so  as  provided  in  Article  V  at  prices 
consistent  with  the  minimum  prices  specified  in  or  determined  under  Article  VI.

7.  The  quantity,  if  any,  of  wheat-flour  to  be  supplied  by  the  exporting 
country  and  accepted  by  the  importing  country  against  their  respective 
guaranteed  quantities  shall,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  Article  V,  be  deter- 
mined by  agreement  between  the  buyer  and  seller  in  each  transaction. 

8.  Exporting  and  importing  countries  shall  be  free  to  fulfil  their  guaranteed 
quantities  through  private  trade  channels  or  otherwise.  Nothing  in  this  Agree- 
ment shall  be  construed  to  exempt  any  private  trader  from  any  laws  or 
regulations  to  which  he  is  otherwise  subject. 

9.  The  Council  may,  at  its  discretion,  require  that  no  importing  country  shall 
purchase  and  no  exporting  country  shall  sell  under  this  Agreement  more  than 
90  per  cent  of  its  guaranteed  quantity  for  any  crop-year  before  28  February 
of  that  crop-year.

ARTICLE  IV 


Recording  of  Transactions  against  Guaranteed  Quantities 

1.  The  Council  shall  keep  records  for  each  crop-year  of  those  transactions 
and  parts  of  transactions  in  wheat  which  are  part  of  the  guaranteed  quantities 
in  Annexes  A  and  B  to  Article  III. 

2.  A  transaction  or  part  of  a  transaction  in  wheat  grain  between  an  export- 
ing country  and  an  importing  country  shall  be  entered  in  the  Council's  records 
against  the  guaranteed  quantities  of  those  countries  for  a  crop-year: 

(a)  provided  that  (i)  it  is  at  a  price  not  higher  than  the  maximum  nor 
lower  than  the  minimum  specified  in  or  determined  under  Article  VI, 
and  (ii)  the  exporting  country  and  the  importing  country  have  not 
agreed  that  it  shall  not  be  entered  against  their  guaranteed  quan- 
tities;  and 

(b)  to  the  extent  that  (i)  both  the  exporting  and  the  importing  country 
concerned  have  unfulfilled  guaranteed  quantities  for  that  crop-year, 
and  (ii)  the  loading  period  specified  in  the  transaction  falls  within 
that  crop-year. 

3.  A  trarjsaction  or  part  of  a  transaction  for  the  purchase  and  sale  of 
wheat  shall  be  eligible  for  entry  in  the  Council's  records  against  the  guaranteed 
quantities  of  the  exporting  and  importing  countries  concerned  on  the  condi- 
tions specified  in  this  Article,  notwithstanding  that  the  transaction  has  been 
entered  into  before  the  deposit  of  its  instrument  of  acceptance  of  this  Agree- 
ment by  either  or  both  of  those  countries. 
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4.  If  a  commercial  contract  or  governmental  agreement  on  the  sale  and 
purchase  of  wheat-flour  contains  a  statement,  or  if  the  exporting  country  and 
the  importing  country  concerned  inform  the  Council  that  they  are  agreed,  that 
the  price  of  such  wheat-flour  is  consistent  with  the  prices  specified  in  or  deter- 
mined under  Article  VI,  the  wheat  grain  equivalent  of  such  wheat-flour  shall, 
subject  to  the  conditions  prescribed  in  (a)  (ii)  and  (b)  of  paragraph  2  of  this 
Article,  be  entered  in  the  Council's  records  against  the  guaranteed  quantities 
of  those  countries.  If  the  commercial  contract  or  governmental  agreement 
does  not  contain  a  statement  of  the  nature  referred  to  above  and  the  exporting 
country  and  the  importing  country  concerned  do  not  agree  that  the  price  of 
the  wheat-flour  is  consistent  with  the  prices  specified  in  or  determined  under 
Article  VI,  either  of  those  countries  may,  unless  they  have  agreed  that  the 
wheat  grain  equivalent  of  that  wheat-flour  shall  not  be  entered  in  the  Council's 
records  against  their  guaranteed  quantities,  request  the  Council  to  decide  the 
issue.  Should  the  Council,  on  consideration  of  such  a  request,  decide  that 
the  price  of  such  wheat-flour  is  consistent  with  the  prices  specified  in  or 
determined  under  Article  VI,  the  wheat  grain  equivalent  of  the  wheat-flour 
shall  be  entered  against  the  guaranteed  quantities  of  the  exporting  and  import- 
ing countries  concerned,  subject  to  the  conditions  prescribed  in  (b)  of  para- 
graph 2  of  this  Article.  Should  the  Council,  on  consideration  of  such  a  request, 
decide  that  the  price  of  such  wheat-flour  is  inconsistent  with  the  prices  specified 
in  or  determined  under  Article  VI,  the  wheat  grain  equivalent  of  the  wheat- 
flour  shall  not  be  so  entered. 

5.  Provided  that  the  conditions  prescribed  in  paragraph  2  or  4  of  this 
Article,  other  than  that  in  (b)  (ii)  of  paragraph  2,  are  satisfied,  the  Council 
may  authorize  transactions  to  be  recorded  against  guaranteed  quantities  for 
a  crop-year  if  (a)  the  loading  period  specified  in  the  transaction  is  within 
a  reasonable  time  up  to  one  month,  to  be  decided  by  the  Council,  before  the 
beginning  or  after  the  end  of  that  crop-year,  and  (b)  the  exporting  and 
importing  country  concerned  so  agree. 

6.  For  the  period  of  closed  navigation  between  Fort  William/Port  Arthur 
and  the  Canadian  Atlantic  ports,  a  transaction  or  part  of  a  transaction  shall, 
notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  paragraph  4  of  Article  VI,  be  eligible  for 
entry  in  the  Council's  records  against  the  guaranteed  quantity  of  the  exporting 
country  and  the  importing  country  concerned  if  it  relates  to 

(a)  Canadian  wheat  which  is  moved  by  an  all-rail  route  from  Fort 
William/Port  Arthur  to  Canadian  Atlantic  ports,  or 

(b)  United  States  wheat  which,  except  for  conditions  beyond  the 
control  of  the  buyer  and  the  seller,  would  be  moved  by  lake  and 
rail  to  United  States  Atlantic  ports  and  which,  because  it  cannot 
be  so  moved,  is  moved  by  an  all-rail  route  to  United  States  Atlantic 
ports, 

provided  that  payment  of  the  extra  transportation  cost  thereby  incurred  is 
agreed  between  the  buyer  and  the  seller. 

7.  The  Council  shall  prescribe  rules  of  procedure,  in  accordance  with  the 
following  provisions,  for  the  reporting  and  recording  of  transactions  which  are 
part  of  the  guaranteed  quantities: 

(a)  Any  transaction  or  part  of  a  transaction,  between  an  exporting 
country  and  an  importing  country,  qualifying  under  paragraph  2, 
3  or  4  of  this  Article  to  form  part  of  the  guaranteed  quantities  of 
those  countries  shall  be  reported  to  the  Council  within  such  period 
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and  in  such  detail  and  by  one  or  both  of  those  countries  as  the 
Council  shall  lay  down  in  its  rules  of  procedure. 

(b)  Any  transaction  or  part  of  a  transaction  reported  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  sub-paragraph  (a)  shall  be  entered  in  the 
Council's  records  against  the  guaranteed  quantities  of  the  exporting 
country  and  the  importing  country  between  which  the  transaction 
is  made. 

(c)  The  order  in  which  transactions  and  parts  of  transactions  shall  be 
entered  in  the  Council's  records  against  the  guaranteed  quantities 
shall  be  prescribed  by  the  Council  in  its  rules  of  procedure. 

(d)  The  Council  shall,  within  a  time  to  be  prescribed  in  its  rules  of 
•                     procedure,    notify    each    exporting    country    and    each    importing 

country  of  the  entry  of  any  transaction  or  part  of  a  tranaction  in  the 
Council's  records  against  their  guaranteed  quantities. 

(e)  If,  within  a  period  which  the  Council  shall  prescribe  in  its  rules 
of  procedure,  the  importing  country  or  the  exporting  country  con- 
cerned objects  in  any  respect  to  the  entry  of  a  transaction  or  part  of 
a  transaction  in  the  Council's  records  against  its  guaranteed  quantity, 
the  Council  shall  review  the  matter  and,  if  it  decides  that  the  objec- 
tion is  well  founded,  shall  amend  its  records  accordingly. 

(f)  If  any  exporting  or  importing  country  considers  it  probable  that 
the  full  amount  of  wheat  already  entered  in  the  Council's  records 
against  its  guaranteed  quantity  for  the  current  crop-year  will  not 
be  loaded  within  that  crop-year,  that  country  may  request  the 
Council  to  make  appropriate  reductions  in  the  amounts  entered  in 
its  records.  The  Council  shall  consider  the  matter  and,  if  it  decides 
that  the  request  is  justified,  shall  amend  its  records  accordingly. 

(gf)  Any  wheat  purchased  by  an  importing  country  from  an  exporting 
country  and  resold  to  another  importing  country  may,  by  agree- 
ment of  the  importing  countries  concerned,  be  entered  against  the 
unfulfilled  guaranteed  purchases  of  the  importing  country  to  which 
the  wheat  is  finally  resold,  provided  that  a  corresponding  reduction 
is  made  in  the  amount  entered  against  the  guaranteed  purchases  of 
the  first  importing  country. 

(h)  The  Council  shall  send  to  all  exporting  and  importing  countries 
weekly,  or  at  such  other  interval  as  the  Council  may  prescribe 
in  its  rules  of  procedure,  a  statement  of  the  amounts  entered  in  its 
records  against  guaranteed  quantities. 

(i)  The  Council  shall  notify  all  exporting  and  importing  countries 
immediately  when  the  guaranteed  quantity  of  any  exporting  or 
importing  country  for  any  crop-year  has  been  fulfilled. 

8.  Each  exporting  country  and  each  importing  country  may  be  permitted, 
in  the  fulfilment  of  its  guaranteed  quantity,  a  degree  of  tolerance  to  be  pre- 
scribed by  the  Council  for  that  country  on  the  basis  of  its  guaranteed  quantity 
and  other  relevant  factors. 

ARTICLE  V 

Enforcement  of  Rights 

1.  (a)  Any  importing  country  which  finds  difficulty  in  purchasing  its 
unfulfilled  guaranteed  quantity  for  any  crop-year  at  prices  consistent  with  the 
maximum  prices  specified  in  or  determined  under  Article  VI  may  request 
the  Council's  help  in  making  the  desired  purchases. 
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(b)  Within  three  days  of  the  receipt  of  a  request  under  sub-paragraph  (a) 
the  Secretary  of  the  Council  shall  notify  those  exporting  countries  which  have 
unfulfilled  guaranteed  quantities  for  the  relevant  crop-year  of  the  amount  of 
the  unfulfilled  guaranteed  quantity  of  the  importing  country  which  has 
requested  the  Council's  help  and  invite  them  to  offer  to  sell  wheat  at  prices 
consistent  with  the  maximum  prices  specified  in  or  determined  under  Article  VI. 

(c)  If  within  twenty  days  of  the  notification  by  the  Secretary  of  the 
Council  under  sub-paragraph  (b)  the  whole  of  the  unfulfilled  guaranteed 
quantity  of  the  importing  country  concerned,  or  such  part  thereof  as  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Council  is  reasonable  at  the  time  the  request  is  made,  has 
not  been  offered  for  sale,  the  Council  shall  as  soon  as  possible  decide: 

(i)   the  quantities  and  also,  if  requested, 

(ii)   the  quality  and  grade  of  wheat  grain  and/or  wheat-flour  which 

each  or  any  of  the  exporting  countries  is  required  to  offer  to 

sell  to  that  importing  country  for  loading  during  the  relevant 

crop-year  or  within  such  time  thereafter,   not   exceeding   one 

month,  as  the  Council  may  decide. 

The  Council  shall  decide  on  (i)  and  (ii)  above  after  receiving  an  assurance,  if 

requested,  that  the  wheat  grain  or  wheat-flour  is  to  be  used  for  consumption 

in  the  importing  country  or  for  normal  or  traditional  trade;  and  in  reaching 

its  decision  the  Council  shall  also  take  into  account  any  circumstances  which 

the  exporting  and  the  importing  countries  may  submit,  including: 

(iii)   the  normal  traditional  volume  and  ratio  of  imports  of  wheat- 
flour  and  wheat  grain  and  the  quality  and  grade  of  wheat-flour 
and    wheat    grain    imported    by    the    importing    country,    and 
(iv)   the  proportion  of  each  exporting  country's  guaranteed  quantity 
already  sold  at  the  time  the  request  is  made. 

(d)  Each  exporting  country  required  by  the  Council's  decision  under  sub- 
paragraph (c)  to  offer  quantities  of  wheat  grain  and/or  wheat-flour  for  sale 
to  the  importing  country  shall,  within  thirty  days  from  the  date  of  that  decision, 
offer  to  sell  those  quantities  to  such  importing  country  for  loading  during  the 
period  provided  under  sub-paragraph  (c)  at  prices  consistent  with  the  maximum 
prices  specified  in  or  determined  under  Article  VI  and,  unless  those  countries 
agree  otherwise,  on  the  same  conditions  regarding  the  currency  in  which 
payment  is  to  be  made  as  prevail  generally  between  them  at  that  time. 

(e)  In  case  of  disagreement  between  an  exporting  country  and  an  importing 
country  on  the  allowance  for  difference  in  quality  to  be  made  in  the  price 
of  wheat  or  on  the  quantity  or  price  of  wheat-flour  to  be  included  in  a  particular 
transaction  being  negotiated  in  compliance  with  the  Council's  decision  under 
sub-paragraph  (c),  or  on  the  relation  of  the  price  of  such  wheat-flour  to  the 
maximum  prices  of  wheat  grain  specified  in  or  determined  under  Article  VI, 
or  on  the  conditions  on  which  the  wheat  grain  and/or  wheat-flour  shall  be 
bought  and  sold,  the  matter  shall  be  referred  to  the  Council  for  decision. 

2.  (a)  Any  exporting  country  which  finds  difficulty  in  selling  its  unful- 
filled guaranteed  quantity  for  any  crop-year  at  prices  consistent  with  the 
minimum  prices  specified  in  or  determined  under  Article  VI  may  request  the 
Council's  help  in  making  the  desired  sales. 
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(b)  Within  three  days  of  the  receipt  of  a  request  under  sub-paragraph  (a) 
the  Secretary  of  the  Council  shall  notify  those  importing  countries  which  have 
unfulfilled  guaranteed  quantities  for  the  relevant  crop-year  of  the  amount  of 
the  unfulfilled  guaranteed  quantity  of  the  exporting  country  which  has 
requested  the  Council's  help  and  invite  them  to  offer  to  purchase  wheat  at 
prices  consistent  with  the  minimum  prices  specified  in  or  determined  under 
Article  VI. 

(c)  If  within  twenty  days  of  the  notification  by  the  Secretary  of  the 
Council  under  sub-paragraph  (b)  the  whole  of  the  unfulfilled  guaranteed 
quantity  of  the  exporting  country  concerned,  or  such  part  thereof  as  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Council  is  reasonable  at  the  time  the  request  is  made,  has  not 
been  purchased,  the  Council  shall  as  soon  as  possible  decide: 

(i)  the  quantities  and  also,  if  requested, 

(ii)  the  quality  and  grade  of  wheat  grain  and/or  wheat-flour  which 
each  or  any  of  the  importing  country  is  required  to  offer  to 
purchase  from  that  exporting  country  for  loading  during  the 
relevant  crop-year  or  within  such  time  thereafter,  not  exceeding 
one  month,  as  the  Council  may  decide. 

In  reaching  its  decision  on  (i)  and  (ii)  above,  the  Council  shall  take  into 
account  any  circumstances  which  the  exporting  and  the  importing  countries 
may  submit,  including  in  the  case  of  each  importing  country: 

(iii)  the  normal  traditional  volume  and  ratio  of  its  imports  of 
wheat-fiour  and  wheat  grain  and  the  quality  and  grade  of 
wheat-fiour  and  wheat  grain  imported,  and 

(iv)  the  proportion  of  its  guaranteed  quantity  already  purchased 
at  the  time  the  request  is  made. 

(d)  Each  importing  country  required  by  the  Council's  decision  under 
sub-paragraph  (c)  to  offer  to  purchase  quantities  of  wheat  grain  and/or 
wheat-flour  from  the  exporting  country  shall,  within  thirty  days  from  the  date 
of  that  decision,  offer  to  purchase  those  quantities  from  such  exporting  country 
for  loading  during  the  period  provided  under  sub-paragraph  (c)  at  prices 
consistent  with  the  minimum  prices  specified  in  or  determined  under  Article 
VI  and,  unless  those  countries  agree  otherwise,  on  the  same  conditions  regarding 
the  currency  in  which  payment  is  to  be  made  as  prevail  generally  between 
them  at  that  time. 

(e)  In  case  of  disagreement  between  an  exporting  country  and  an 
importing  country  on  the  allowance  for  difference  in  quality  to  be  made  in  the 
price  of  wheat  or  on  the  quantity  or  price  of  wheat-flour  to  be  included  in  a 
particular  transaction  being  negotiated  in  compliance  with  the  Council's 
decision  under  sub-paragraph  (c),  or  on  the  relation  of  the  price  of  such 
wheat-fiour  to  the  minimum  prices  of  wheat  grain  specified  in  or  determined 
under  Article  VI,  or  on  the  conditions  on  which  the  wheat  grain  and/or 
wheat-flour  shall  be  bought  and  sold,  the  matter  shall  be  referred  to  the 
Council  for  decision. 

3.  For  the  purposes  of  this  Article  Port  Churchill  shall  not  be  a  port  of 
shipment. 
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ARTICLE  VI 
Prices 

1.  (a)  The  basic  minimum  and  maximum  prices  for  the  duration  of  this 
Agreement  shall  be: 

Minimum     $1.50 
Maximum    $2.00 

Canadian  currency  per  bushel  at  the  parity  for  the  Canadian  dollar,  deter- 
mined for  the  purposes  of  the  International  Monetary  Fund  as  at  1  March 
1949,  for  No.  1  Manitoba  Northern  wheat  in  bulk  in  store  Fort  William/Port 
Arthur.  The  basic  minimum  and  maximum  prices,  and  the  equivalents  thereof 
hereafter  referred  to,  shall  exclude  such  carrying  charges  and  marketing 
costs  as  may  be  agreed  between  the  buyer  and  the  seller. 

(b)  Carrying  charges  as  agreed  between  the  buyer  and  seller  may  accrue 
for  the  buyer's  account  only  after  an  agreed  date  specified  in  the  contract  under 
which  the  wheat  is  sold. 

2.  The  equivalent  maximum  prices  for  bulk  wheat  for: 

(a)  No.  1  Manitoba  Northern  wheat  in  store  Vancouver  shall  be  the 
maximum  price  for  No.  1  Manitoba  Northern  wheat  in  bulk  in  store 
Fort  William/Port  Arthur  specified  in  paragraph  1  of  this  Article; 

(b)  No.  1  Manitoba  Northern  wheat  f.o.b.  Port  Churchill,  Manitoba, 
shall  be  the  price  equivalent  to  the  c.  and  f.  price  in  the  country 
of  destination  of  the  maximum  price  for  No.  1  Manitoba  Northern 
wheat  in  bulk  in  store  Fort  William/Port  Arthur  specified  in  para- 
graph 1  of  this  Article,  computed  by  using  currently  prevailing 
transportation  costs  and  exchange  rates; 

(c)  Argentine  wheat  in  store  ocean  ports  shall  be  the  maximum  price 
for  No.  1  Manitoba  Northern  wheat  in  bulk  in  store  Fort  William/ 
Port  Arthur  specified  in  paragraph  1  of  this  Article,  converted  into 
Argentine  currency  at  the  prevailing  rate  of  exchange,  making  such 
allowance  for  difference  in  quality  as  may  be  agreed  between  the 
exporting  country  and  the  importing  country  concerned;

4.  For  the  period  of  closed  navigation  between  Fort  William/Port  Arthur 
and  the  Canadian  Atlantic  ports,  equivalent  maximum  and  minimum  prices 
shall  be  determined  by  reference  only  to  the  lake  and  rail  movement  of  wheat 
from  Fort  William/Port  Arthur  to  Canadian  winter  ports. 

5.  The  Executive  Committee  may  in  consultation  with  the  Advisory  Com- 
mittee on  Price  Equivalents,  determine  the  minimum  and  maximum  price 
equivalents  for  wheat  at  points  other  than  those  specified  above  and  may  also 
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designate  any  description,  type,  class  or  grade  of  wheat  other  than  those 
specified  in  paragraphs  2  and  3  above  and  determine  the  minimum  and  maxi- 
mum price  equivalents  thereof;  provided  that,  in  the  case  of  any  other  wheat 
the  price  equivalent  of  which  has  not  yet  been  determined,  the  minimum  and 
maximum  prices  for  the  time  being  shall  be  derived  from  the  minimum  and 
maximum  prices  of  the  description,  type,  class  or  grade  of  wheat  specified  in 
this  Article,  or  subsequently  designated  by  the  Executive  Committee  in  con- 
sultation with  the  Advisory  Committee  on  Price  Equivalents,  which  is  most 
closely  comparable  to  such  other  wheat  by  the  addition  of  an  appropriate 
premium  or  by  the  deduction  of  an  appropriate  discount. 

6.  If  any  exporting  or  importing  country  represents  to  the  Executive 
Committee  that  any  price  equivalent  established  under  paragraph  2,  3  or  5 
of  this  Article  is,  in  the  light  of  current  transportation  or  exchange  rates  or 
market  premiums  or  discounts,  no  longer  fair,  the  Executive  Committee  shall 
consider  the  matter  and  may,  in  consultation  with  the  Advisory  Committee 
on  Price  Equivalents,  make  such  adjustment  as  it  considers  desirable- 

7.  In  establishing  equivalent  minimum  and  maximum  prices  under  para- 
graph 2,  3,  5  or  6  above,  no  allowance  for  difference  in  quality  shall  be  made 
which  would  result  in  the  equivalent  minimum  and  maximum  price  of  wheat 
of  any  description,  type,  class  or  grade  being  fixed  at  a  level  higher  than  the 
basic  minimum  or  maximum  price,  respectively,  specified  in  paragraph  1  above. 

8.  If  a  dispute  arises  as  to  what  premium  or  discount  is  appropriate  for 
the  purposes  of  paragraphs  5  and  6  of  this  Article  in  respect  of  any  description 
of  wheat  specified  in  paragraph  2  or  3  or  designated  under  paragraph  5  of  this 
Article,  the  Executive  Committee,  in  consultation  with  the  Advisory  Committee 
on  Price  Equivalents,  shall  on  the  request  of  the  exporting  or  importing  country 
concerned  decide  the  issue. 

9.  All  decisions  of  the  Executive  Committee  under  paragraphs  5^  6  and  8 
of  this  Article  shall  be  binding  on  all  exporting  and  importing  countries,  pro- 
vided that  any  of  those  countries  which  considers  that  any  such  decision  is 
disadvantageous  to  it  may  ask  the  Council  to  review  that  decision. 

ARTICLE  VII 
Stocks 

1.  In  order  to  assure  supplies  of  wheat  to  importing  countries,  each  export- 
ing country  shall  endeavour  to  maintain  stocks  of  old  crop  wheat  at  the  end 
of  its  crop-year  at  a  level  adequate  to  ensure  that  it  will  fulfil  its  guaranteed 
sales  under  this  Agreement  in  each  subsequent  crop-year. 

2.  In  the  event  of  a  short  crop  being  harvested  by  an  exporting  country, 
particular  consideration  shall  be  given  by  the  Council  to  the  efforts  made  by 
that  exporting  country  to  maintain  adequate  stocks  as  required  by  paragraph  1 
of  this  Article  before  that  country  is  relieved  of  any  of  its  obligations  under 
Article  X. 

3.  In  order  to  avoid  disproportionate  purchases  of  wheat  at  the  beginning 
and  end  of  a  crop-year,  which  might  prejudice  the  stabilization  of  prices  under 
this  Agreement  and  render  difficult  the  fulfilment  of  the  obligations  of  all 
exporting  and  importing  countries,  importing  countries  shall  endeavour  to 
maintain  adequate  stocks  at  all  times. 

4.  In  the  event  of  an  appeal  by  an  importing  country  under  Article  XII, 
particular  consideration  shall  be  given  by  the  Council  to  the  efforts  made  by 
that  importing  country  to  maintain  adequate  stocks  as  required  by  paragraph 
3  of  this  Article  before  it  decides  in  favour  of  such  an  appeal.  >-, 
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ARTICLE  VIII 

Information  to  he  Supplied  to  the  Council 

The  exporting  and  importing  countries  shall  report  to  the  Council,  within 
the  time  prescribed  by  it,  such  information  as  the  Council  may  request  in 
connexion  with  the  administration  of  this  Agreement. 

PART  3— ADJUSTMENT  OF  GUARANTEED  QUANTITIES 

ARTICLE  IX 
Adjustments  in  Case  of  Non-participation  or  Withdrawal  of  Countries 

1.  In  the  event  of  any  difference  occurring  between  the  total  of  the 
guaranteed  purchases  in  Annex  A  to  Article  III  and  the  total  of  the  guaranteed 
sales  in  Annex  B  to  Article  III  as  a  result  of  any  country  listed  in  Annex  A 
or  Annex  B  (a)  not  signing  or  (b)  not  depositing  an  instrument  of  acceptance 
of  or  (c)  withdrawing  under  paragraph  5,  6  or  7  of  Article  XXII  from  or  (d) 
being  expelled  under  Article  XIX  from  or  (e)  being  found  by  the  Council 
under  Article  XIX  to  be  in  default  of  the  whole  or  part  of  its  guaranteed 
quantity  under  this  Agreement,  the  Council  shall,  without  prejudice  to  the 
right  of  any  country  to  withdraw  from  this  Agreement  under  paragraph 
6  of  Article  XXII,  adjust  the  remaining  guaranteed  quantities  so  as  to  make 
the  total  in  the  one  Annex  equal  to  the  total  in  the  other  Annex. 

2.  The  adjustment  under  this  Article  shall,  unless  the  Council  decides 
otherwise  by  two-thirds  of  the  votes  cast  by  the  exporting  countries  and  two- 
thirds  of  the  votes  cast  by  the  importing  countries,  be  made  by  reducing  pro 
rata  the  guaranteed  quantities  in  Annex  A  or  Annex  B,  as  the  case  may  be,  by 
the  amount  necessary  to  make  the  total  in  the  one  Annex  equal  to  the  total  in 
the  other  Annex. 

3.  In  making  adjustments  under  this  Article,  the  Council  shall  keep  in 
mind  the  general  desirability  of  maintaining  the  total  guaranteed  purchases 
and  the  total  guaranteed  sales  at  the  highest  possible  level. 

ARTICLE  X 

Adjustment  in  Case  of  Short  Crop  or  Necessity  to  Safeguard 
Balance  of  Payments  or  Monetary  Reserves 

1.  Any  exporting  or  importing  country  which  fears  that  it  may  be  pre- 
vented, by  a  short  crop  in  the  case  of  an  exporting  country  or  the  necessity  to 
safeguard  its  balance  of  payments  or  monetary  reserves  in  the  case  of  an 
importing  country,  from  carrying  out  its  obligations  under  this  Agreement 
in  respect  of  a  particular  crop-year  shall  report  the  matter  to  the  Council  at 
the  earliest  possible  date  and  apply  to  the  Council  to  be  relieved  of  the 
whole  or  a  part  of  its  obligations  for  that  crop-year.  An  application  made  to 
the  Council  pursuant  to  this  paragraph  shall  be  heard  without  delay. 

2.  If  the  matter  relates  to  a  short  crop,  the  Council  shall,  in  dealing  with 
the  request  for  relief,  review  the  reporting  country's  supply  situation. 
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3.  If  the  matter  relates  to  balance  of  payments  or  monetary  reserves,  the 
Council  shall  seek  and  take  into  account,  together  with  all  facts  which  it 
considers  relevant,  the  opinion  of  the  International  Monetary  Fund,  as  far  as 
the  matter  concerns  a  country  which  is  a  member  of  the  Fund,  on  the  existence 
and  extent  of  the  necessity  referred  to  in  paragraph  1  of  this  Article. 

4.  The  Council  shall,  in  dealing  with  a  request  for  relief  under  this 
Article,  adhere  to  the  principle  that  the  country  concerned  will  to  the  maxi- 
mum extent  feasible,  if  it  is  an  exporting  country,  make  sales  to  meet  its 
obligations  under  this  Agreement  and,  if  it  is  an  importing  country,  make  pur- 
chases to  meet  its  obligations  under  this  Agreement. 

5.  The  Council  shall  decide  whether  the  reporting  country's  representations 
are  well  founded.  If  it  finds  they  are  well  founded,  it  shall  decide  to  what 
extent  and  on  what  conditions  the  reporting  country  shall  be  relieved  of  its 
guaranteed  quantity  for  the  crop-year  concerned.  The  Council  shall  inform 
the  reporting  country  of  its  decision. 

6.  If  the  Council  decides  that  the  reporting  country  shall  be  relieved  of 
the  whole  or  part  of  its  guaranteed  quantity  for  the  crop-year  concerned,  the 
following  procedure  shall  apply: 

(a)  The  Council  shall,  if  the  reporting  country  is  an  importing  country, 
invite  the  other  importing  countries,  or,  if  the  reporting  country  is 
an  exporting  country,  invite  the  other  exporting  countries,  to 
increase  their  guaranteed  quantities  for  the  crop-year  concerned  up 
to  the  amount  of  the  guaranteed  quantity  of  which  the  reporting 
country  is  relieved.  Any  increase  in  guaranteed  quantities  under 
this  sub-paragraph  shall  require  the  approval  of  the  Council. 

(b)  If  the  amount  of  which  the  reporting  country  is  relieved  cannot  be 
fully  offset  in  the  manner  provided  in  (a)  of  this  paragraph,  the 
Council  shall  invite  the  exporting  countries,  if  the  reporting  country 
is  an  importing  country,  or  the  importing  countries,  if  the  reporting 
country  is  an  exporting  country,  to  accept  a  reduction  of  their  guar- 
anteed quantities  for  the  crop-year  concerned  up  to  the  amount  of 
the  guaranteed  quantity  of  which  the  reporting  country  is  relieved, 
after  taking  account  of  any  adjustments  made  under  (a)  of  this 
paragraph. 

(c)  If  the  total  offers  received  by  the  Council  from  the  exporting  and 
importing  countries  to  increase  their  guaranteed  quantities  under 
(a)  of  this  paragraph  or  to  reduce  their  guaranteed  quantities 
under  (b)  of  this  paragraph  exceed  the  amount  of  the  guaranteed 
quantity  of  which  the  reporting  country  is  relieved,  their  guaranteed 
quantities  shall,  unless  the  Council  decides  otherwise,  be  increased 
or  reduced,  as  the  case  may  be,  on  a  pro  rata  basis,  provided  that 
the  increase  or  reduction  of  the  guaranteed  quantity  of  any  such 
country  shall  not  exceed  its  offer. 

(d)  If  the  amount  of  the  guaranteed  quantity  of  which  the  reporting 
country  is  relieved  cannot  be  fully  offset  in  the  manner  provided  in 
(a)  and  (b)  of  this  paragraph,  the  Council  shall  reduce  the 
guaranteed  quantities  in  Annex  A  to  Article  III,  if  the  reporting 
country  is  an  exporting  country,  or  in  Annex  B  to  Article  III,  if  the 
reporting  country  is  an  importing  country,  for  the  crop-year  con- 
cerned by  the  amount  necessary  to  make  the  total  in  the  one  Annex 
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equal  to  the  total  in  the  other  Annex.  Unless  the  exporting  coun- 
tries in  the  case  of  a  reduction  in  Annex  B,  or  the  importing  coun- 
tries in  the  case  of  a  reduction  in  Annex  A,  agree  otherwise,  the 
reduction  shall  be  made  on  a  pro  rata  basis,  account  being  taken  of 
any  reduction  already  made  under  (b)  of  this  paragraph. 

ARTICLE  XI 
Adjustments  of  Guaranteed  Quantities  hy  Consent 

1.  The  Council,  when  requested  to  do  so  by  the  exporting  and  importing 
countries  whose  guaranteed  quantities  would  thereby  be  changed,  may  approve 
increases  in  the  guaranteed  quantities  in  one  Annex  to  Article  III  for  the 
remaining  period  of  the  Agreement  together  with  equivalent  increases  in  the 
guaranteed  quantities  in  the  other  Annex  for  that  period. 

2.  An  exporting  country  may  transfer  part  of  its  guaranteed  quantity  to 
another  exporting  country  and  an  importing  country  may  transfer  part  of  its 
guaranteed  quantity  to  another  importing  country  for  one  or  more  crop-years, 
subject  to  approval  by  the  Council  by  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  by  the 
exporting  countries  and  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  by  the  importing  countries. 

3.  The  guaranteed  quantity  of  any  country  acceding  under  Article  XXI 
of  this  Agreement  shall  be  offset  by  appropriate  adjustments  by  way  of 
increase  or  decrease  of  the  guaranteed  quantities  of  one  or  more  other  countries 
m  Annexes  A  and  B  to  Article  III.  Such  adjustments  shall  not  be  approved 
unless  each  exporting  or  importing  country  whose  guaranteed  quantity  is 
thereby  changed  has  consented. 

ARTICLE  XII 

Additional  Purchases  in  Case  of  Critical  Need 

In  order  to  meet  a  critical  need  which  has  arisen  or  threatens  to  arise  in 
its  territory,  an  importing  country  may  appeal  to  the  Council  for  assistance  in 
obtaining  supplies  of  wheat  in  addition  to  its  guaranteed  purchases.  On  con- 
sideration of  such  an  appeal  the  Council  may  reduce  pro  rata  the  guaranteed 
quantities  of  the  other  importing  countries  in  order  to  provide  the  quantity 
of  wheat  which  it  determines  to  be  necessary  to  relieve  the  emergency  created 
by  the  critical  need,  provided  that  it  considers  that  such  emergency  cannot  be 
met  in  any  other  manner.  Two-thirds  of  the  votes  cast  by  the  exporting 
countries  and  two-thirds  of  the  votes  cast  by  the  importing  countries  shall 
be  required  for  any  reduction  of  guaranteed  purchases  under  this  paragraph. 


"VV"'  PART  4— ADMINISTRATION 

ARTICLE  XIII 
The  Council 
A.  Constitution 

1.  The  International  Wheat  Council,  established  by  the  International  Wheat 
Agreement  which  was  opened  for  signature  in  Washington  on  23  March  1949, 
shall  continue  in  being  for  the  purpose  of  administering  the  present  Agreement. 
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2.  Each  exporting  country  and  each  importing  country  shall  be  a  voting 
member  of  the  Council  and  may  be  represented  at  its  meetings  by  one  delegate, 
alternates,  and  advisers. 

3.  Such  inter-governmental  organizations  as  the  Council  may  decide  to 
invite  may  each  have  one  non-voting  representative  in  attendance  at  meetings 
of  the  Council. 

4.  The  Council  shall  elect  for  each  crop-year  a  Chairman  and  a  Vice- 
Chairman. 

B.  Powers  and  Functions 

5.  The  Council  shall  establish  its  rules  of  procedure. 

6.  The  Council  shall  keep  such  records  as  are  required  by  the  terms  of  this 
Agreement  and  may  keep  such  other  records  as  it  considers  desirable. 

7.  (a)  The  Council  may  study  any  aspect  of  the  world  wheat  situation  and 
may  sponsor  exchanges  of  information  and  inter-governmental  consultations 
relating  thereto.  The  Council  may  make  such  arrangements  as  it  considers 
desirable  with  the  Food  and  Agriculture  Organization  of  the  United  Nations  and 
with  other  inter-governmental  organizations,  and  also  with  Governments  not 
party  to  this  Agreement  which  have  a  substantial  interest  in  the  international 
trade  in  wheat,  for  co-operation  in  any  of  these  activities. 

(b)  The  exporting  and  importing  countries  reserve  to  themselves  complete 
liberty  of  action  in  the  determination  and  administration  of  their  internal 
agricultural  and  price  policies. 

8.  The  Council  shall  publish  an  annual  report  and  may  publish  any  other 
information  concerning  matters  within  the  scope  of  this  Agreement. 

9.  The  Council  shall  have  such  other  powers  and  perform  such  other 
functions  as  it  may  deem  necessary  to  carry  out  the  terms  of  this  Agreement. 

10.  The  Council  may,  by  two-thirds  of  the  votes  cast  by  the  exporting 
countries  and  two-thirds  of  the  votes  cast  by  the  importing  countries,  delegate 
the  exercise  of  any  of  its  powers  or  functions.  The  Council  may  at  any  time 
revoke  such  delegation  by  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast.  Any  decision  made  under 
any  powers  or  functions  delegated  by  the  Council  in  accordance  with  this  para- 
graph shall  be  subject  to  review  by  the  Council  at  the  request  of  any  export- 
ing or  importing  country  made  within  a  period  which  the  Council  shall  prescribe. 
Any  decision  in  respect  of  which  no  request  for  review  has  been  made  within 
the  prescribed  period  shall  be  binding  on  all  exporting  and  importing  countries. 

C.  Voting 

11.  (a)  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  sub-paragraphs  (b)  and  (c)  of  this 
paragraph,  the  importing  countries  shall  hold  1,000  votes,  which  shall  be  dis- 
tributed among  them  in  the  proportions  which  their  respective  guaranteed 
purchases  for  the  current  crop-year  bear  to  the  total  of  the  guaranteed  pur- 
chases for  that  crop-year.  The  exporting  countries  shall  also  hold  1,000  votes, 
which  shall  be  distributed  among  them  in  the  proportions  which  their  respec- 
tive guaranteed  sales  for  the  current  crop-year  bear  to  the  total  of  the  guaran- 
teed sales  for  that  crop-year. 

(b)  If  at  any  Session  of  the  Council  an  importing  country  or  an  exporting 
country  is  not  represented  by  an  accredited  delegate  and  has  not  authorized 
another  country  to  exercise  its  votes  in  accordance  with  paragraph  16  of  this 
Article,  the  total  votes  to  be  exercised  by  the  exporting  countries  shall  be 
adjusted  to  a  figure  equal  to  the  total  of  votes  to  be  exercised  at  that  Session 
by  the  importing  countries  and  redistributed  am.ong,  ejcporting  countries  in 
proportion  to  their  guaranteed  sales,    c;   ^li   ■6.1;  ,;.[r  U:m:c-J  ^-3  ';  : 
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(c)  No  exporting  country  or  importing  country  shall  have  less  than  one 
vote  and  there  shall  be  no  fractional  votes. 

12.  The  Council  shall  redistribute  the  votes  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  paragraph  11  of  this  Article  whenever  there  is  any  change  in  the 
guaranteed  purchases  or  guaranteed  sales  for  the  current  crop-year. 

13.  If  an  exporting  or  an  importing  country  forfeits  its  votes  under  para- 
graph 5  of  Article  XVII  or  is  deprived  of  its  votes  under  paragraph  7  of 
Article  XIX,  the  Council  shall  redistribute  the  votes  as  if  that  country  had  no 
guaranteed  quantity  for  the  current  crop-year. 

14.  Any  reduction  in  its  guaranteed  quantity  accepted  by  an  exporting 
country  or  an  importing  country  under  paragraph  6(b)  of  Article  X  and  any 
transfer  of  part  of  a  country's  guaranteed  quantity  for  only  one  crop-year  under 
paragraph  2  of  Article  XI  shall  be  disregarded  for  the  purpose  of  redistributin^f 
votes  under  this  Article. 

15.  Except  where  otherwise  specified  in  this  Agreement,  decisions  of  the 
Council  shall  be  by  a  majority  of  the  total  votes  cast. 

16.  Any  exporting  country  may  authorize  any  other  exporting  country, 
and  any  importing  country  may  authorize  any  other  importing  country,  to 
represent  its  interests  and  to  exercise  its  votes  at  any  meeting  or  meetings  of 
the  Council.  Evidence  of  such  authorization  satisfactory  to  the  Council  shall 
be  submitted  to  the  Council. 

D.  Sessions 

17.  The  Council  shall  meet  at  least  once  during  each  half  of  each  crop-year 
and  at  such  other  times  as  the  Chairman  may  decide. 

18.  The  Chairman  shall  convene  a  Session  of  the  Council  if  so  requested 
by  (a)  five  countries  or  (b)  one  or  more  countries  holding  a  total  of  not  less 
than  10  per  cent  of  the  total  votes  or  (c)  the  Executive  Committee. 

E.  Quorum 

19.  The  presence  of  delegates  with  a  majority  of  the  votes  held  by  the 
exporting  countries  and  a  majority  of  the  votes  held  by  the  importing  countries 
prior  to  any  adjustment  of  votes  under  paragraph  11(b)  of  this  Article  shall 
be  necessary  to  constitute  a  quorum  at  any  meeting  of  the  Council. 

F.  Seat 

20.  The  seat  of  the  Council  shall  be  London  unless  the  Council  decides 
otherwise  by  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  by  the  exporting  countries  and  a 
majority  of  the  votes  cast  by  the  importing  countries. 

G.  Legal  Capacity 

21.  The  Council  shall  have  in  the  territory  of  each  exporting  and  importing 
country  such  legal  capacity  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  exercise  of  its  functions 
under  this  Agreement. 

H.  Decisions 

22.  Each  exporting  and  importing  country  undertakes  to  accept  as  binding 
all  decisions  of  the  Council  under  the  provisions  of  this  Agreement. 
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ARTICLE    XIV 
Executive  Committee 

1.  The  Council  shall  establish  an  Executive  Committee.  The  Members  of 
the  Executive  Committee  shall  be  not  more  than  four  exporting  countries 
elected  annually  by  the  exporting  countries  and  not  more  than  eight  import- 
ing countries  elected  annually  by  the  importing  countries.  The  Council  shall 
appoint  the  Chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee  and  may  appoint  a  Vice- 
Chairman. 

2.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  be  responsible  to  and  work  under  the 
general  direction  of  the  Council.  It  shall  have  such  powers  and  functions  as  are 
expressly  assigned  to  it  under  this  Agreement  and  such  other  powers  and 
functions  as  the  Council  may  delegate  to  it  under  paragraph  10  of  Article  XIII. 

3.  The  exporting  countries  on  the  Executive  Committee  shall  have  the 
same  total  number  of  votes  as  the  importing  countries.  The  votes  of  the 
exporting  countries  shall  be  divided  among  them  as  they  shall  decide,  provided 
that  no  exporting  country  shall  have  more  than  40  per  cent  of  the  total  votes 
of  the  exporting  countries.  The  votes  of  the  importing  countries  shall  be 
divided  among  them  as  they  shall  decide,  provided  that  no  importing  country 
shall  have  more  than  40  per  cent  of  the  total  votes  of  the  importing  countries. 

4.  The  Council  shall  prescribe  rules  of  procedure  regarding  voting  in  the 
Executive  Committee  and  may  make  such  other  provisions  regarding  rules  of 
procedure  in  the  Executive  Committee  as  it  thinks  fit.  A  decision  of  the 
Executive  Committee  shall  require  the  same  majority  of  votes  as  this  Agree- 
ment prescribes  for  the  Council  when  making  a  decision  on  a  similar  matter. 

5.  Any  exporting  or  importing  country  which  is  not  a  member  of  the 
Executive  Committee  may  participate,  without  voting,  in  the  discussion  of  any 
question  before  the  Executive  Committee  whenever  the  latter  considers  that 
the  interests  of  that  country  are  affected. 

ARTICLE  XV 

A.dvisory   Comw.ittee    on   Price   Equivalents 

The  Council  shall  establish  an  Advisory  Committee  on  Price  Equivalents 
consisting  of  representatives  of  not  more  than  three  exporting  countries  and 
of  not  more  than  three  importing  countries.  The  Committee  shall  advise  the 
Council  and  the  Executive  Committee  on  the  matters  referred  to  in  paragraphs 
5,  6  and  8  of  Article  VI  and  on  such  other  questions  as  the  Council  or  the 
Executive  Committee  may  refer  to  it.  The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  Council. 

ARTICLE  XVI 
The  Secretariat 

1.  The  Council  shall  have  a  Secretariat  consisting  of  a  Secretary  and  such 
staff  as  may  be  required  for  the  work  of  the  Council  and  of  its  committees. 

2.  The  Council  shall  appoint  the  Secretary  and  determine  his  duties. 

3.  The  staff  shall  be  appointed  in  accordance  with  regulations  established 
by  the  Council. 

ARTICLE  XVII 
Finance 

1.  The  expenses  of  delegations  to  the  Council,  of  representatives  on  the 
Executive  Committee,  and  of  representatives  on  the  Advisory  Committee  on 
Price  Equivalents  shall  be  met  by  their  respective  Governments.     The  other 
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expenses  necessary  for  the  administration  of  this  Agreement,  including  those 
of  the  Secretariat  and  any  remuneration  which  the  Council  may  decide  to 
pay  to  its  Chairman  or  its  Vice- Chairman,  shall  be  met  by  annual  contributions 
from  the  exporting  and  importing  countries.  The  contribution  of  each  such 
country  for  each  crop-year  shall  be  in  the  proportion  which  its  guaranteed 
quantity  bears  to  the  total  guaranteed  sales  or  purchases  at  the  beginning  of 
that  crop-year. 

2.  At  its  first  session  after  this  Agreement  comes  into  force,  the  Council 
shall  approve  its  budget  for  the  period  ending  31  July  1957  and  assess  the 
contribution  to  be  paid  by  each  exporting  and  importing  country. 

3.  The  Council  shall,  at  a  session  during  the  second  half  of  each  crop- 
year,  approve  its  budget  for  the  following  crop-year  and  assess  the  contribu- 
tion to  be  paid  by  each  exporting  and  importing  country  for  that  crop-year. 

4.  The  initial  contribution  of  any  exporting  or  importing  country  acceding 
to  this  Agreement  under  Article  XXI  shall  be  assessed  by  the  Council  on  the 
basis  of  the  guaranteed  quantity  to  be  held  by  it  and  the  period  remaining 
in  the  current  crop-year,  but  the  assessments  made  upon  other  exporting  and 
importing  countries  for  the  current  crop-year  shall  not  be  altered. 

5.  Contributions  shall  be  payable  immediately  upon  assessment.  Any 
exporting  or  importing  country  failing  to  pay  its  contribution  within  one  year 
of  its  assessment  shall  forfeit  its  voting  rights  until  its  contribution  is  paid, 
but  shall  not  be  deprived  of  its  other  rights  nor  relieved  of  its  obligations 
under  this  Agreement.  In  the  event  of  any  exporting  or  importing  country 
forfeiting  its  voting  rights  under  this  paragraph  its  votes  shall  be  redistributed 
as  provided  in  paragraph  13  of  Article  XIII. 

6.  The  Council  shall,  each  crop-year,  publish  an  audited  statement  of  its 
receipts  and  expenditures  in  the  previous  crop-year. 

7.  The  Government  of  the  country  where  the  seat  of  the  Council  is 
situated  shall  grant  exemption  from  taxation  on  the  salaries  paid  by  the 
Council  to  its  employees  except  that  such  exemption  need  not  apply  to  the 
nationals  of  that  country. 

8.  The  Council  shall,  prior  to  its  dissolution,  provide  for  the  settlement  of 
its  liabilities  and  the  disposal  of  its  records  and  assets. 

ARTICLE  XVIII 

Co-operation  with  other  Inter-Governmental  Organizations 

1.  The  Council  may  make  whatever  arrangements  are  desirable  for  con- 
sultation and  co-operation  with  the  appropriate  organs  of  the  United  Nations- 
and  its  specialized  agencies  and  with  other  inter-governmental  organizations. 

2.  If  the  Council  finds  that  any  terms  of  this  Agreement  are  materially 
inconsistent  with  such  requirements  as  may  be  laid  down  by  the  United  Nations 
or  through  its  appropriate  organs  and  specialized  agencies  regarding  inter- 
governmental commodity  agreements,  the  inconsistency  shall  be  deemed  to  be 
a  circumstance  affecting  adversely  the  operation  of  this  Agreement  and  the 
procedure  prescribed  in  paragraphs  3,  4  and  5  of  Article  XXII  shall  be  applied.. 
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ARTICLE  XIX 

Disputes  and  Complaints 

1.  Any  dispute  concerning  the  interpretation  or  application  of  this  Agree- 
ment which  is  not  settled  by  negotiations  shall,  at  the  request  of  any  country 
party  to  the  dispute,  be  referred  to  the  Council  for  decision. 

2.  In  any  case  where  a  dispute  has  been  referred  to  the  Council  under 
paragraph  1  of  this  Article,  a  majority  of  countries,  or  any  countries  holding 
not  less  than  one-third  of  the  total  votes,  may  require  the  Council,  after  full 
■discussion,  to  seek  the  opinion  of  the  advisory  panel  referred  to  in  paragraph  3 
of  this  Article  on  the  issues  in  dispute  before  giving  its  decision. 

3.  (a)  Unless  the  Council  unanimously  agrees  otherwise,  the  panel  shall 
consist  of: 

(i)   two  persons,  one  having  wide  experience  in  matters  of  the  kind 

in  dispute  and  the  other  having  legal  standing  and  experience, 

nominated  by  the  exporting  countries; 
(ii)   two  such  persons  nominated  by  the  importing  countries;   and 
(iii)   a  chairman  selected  unanimously  by  the  four  persons  nominated 

under   (i)   and   (ii)   or,  if  they  fail  to  agree,  by  the  Chairman 

of  the  International  Wheat  Council. 

(b)  Persons  from  countries  whose  Governments  are  parties  to  this  Agree- 
ment shall  be  eligible  to  serve  on  the  advisory  panel,  and  persons  appointed 
to  the  advisory  panel  shall  act  in  their  personal  capacities  and  without  instruc- 
tions from  any  Government. 

(c)  The  expenses  of  the  advisory  panel  shall  be  paid  by  the  Council. 

4.  The  opinion  of  the  advisory  panel  and  the  reasons  therefor  shall  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  Council  which,  after  considering  all  the  relevant  information,  shall 
decide  the  dispute. 

5.  Any  complaint  that  any  exporting  or  importing  country  has  failed  to 
fulfil  its  obligations  under  this  Agreement  shall,  at  the  request  of  the  country 
making  the  complaint,  be  referred  to  the  Council  which  shall  make  a  decision  on 
the  matter. 

6.  No  exporting  or  importing  country  shall  be  found  to  have  committed 
a  breach  of  this  Agreement  except  by  a  majority  of  the  votes  held  by  the 
exporting  countries  and  a  majority  of  the  votes  held  by  the  importing  countries. 
Any  finding  that  an  exporting  or  importing  country  is  in  breach  of  this  Agree- 
ment shall  specify  the  nature  of  the  breach  and,  if  the  breach  involves  default 
by  that  country  in  its  guaranteed  quantity,  the  extent  of  such  default. 

7.  If  the  Council  finds  that  an  exporting  country  or  an  importing  country 
has  committed  a  breach  of  this  Agreement  it  may,  by  a  majority  of  the  votes 
held  by  the  exporting  countries  and  a  majority  of  the  votes  held  by  the 
importing  countries,  deprive  the  country  concerned  of  its  voting  rights  until 
it  fulfils  its  obligations  or  expel  that  country  from  the  Agreement. 

8.  If  any  exporting  or  importing  country  is  deprived  of  its  votes  under 
this  Article,  the  votes  shall  be  redistributed  as  provided  in  paragraph  13 
of  Article  XIII.  If  any  exporting  or  importing  country  is  found  in  default 
of  the  whole  or  part  of  its  guaranteed  quantity,  or  is  expelled  from  this  Agree- 
ment, the  remaining  guaranteed  quantities  shall  be  adjusted  as  provided  in 
Article  IX. 
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PART  5— FINAL  PROVISIONS 

ARTICLE  XX 
Signature,  Acceptance,  and  Entry  into  Force 

1.  This  Agreement  shall  be  open  for  signature  in  Washington  until  and 
including  18  May  1956  by  the  Governments  of  the  countries  listed  in  Annex  A 
and  Annex  B  to  Article  III. 

2.  This  Agreement  shall  be  subject  to  acceptance  by  signatory  Govern- 
ments  in  accordance  with  their  respective  constitutional  procedures.  Subject 
to  the  provisions  of  paragraph  5  of  this  Article,  instruments  of  acceptance 
shall  be  deposited  with  the  Government  of  the  United  States  of  America 
not  later  than  16  July  1956'  provided,  however,  that  a  notification  by  any 
signatory  Government  to  the  Government  of  the  United  States  of  America 
by  16  July  1956  of  an  intention  to  accept  this  Agreement,  followed  by  the 
deposit  of  an  instrument  of  acceptance  not  later  than  1  December  1956  in 
fulfilment  of  that  intention,  shall  be  deemed  to  constitute  acceptance  on 
16  July  1956  for  the  purposes  of  this  Article. 

3.  Provided  that  the  Governments  of  countries  listed  in  Annex  A  to  Article 
III  responsible  for  not  less  than  two-thirds  of  the  guaranteed  purchases  and 
the  Governments  of  countries  listed  in  Annex  B  to  Article  III  responsible  for 
not  less  than  two-thirds  of  the  guaranteed  sales  have  accepted  this  Agree- 
ment by  16  July  1956,  Parts  1,  3,  4  and  5  of  the  Agreement  shall  enter  into 
force  on  16  July  1956  and  Part  2  on  1  August  1956  for  those  Governments  which 
have  accepted  the  Agreement. 

4.  If  by  16  July  1956  the  conditions  laid  down  in  the  preceding  paragraph 
for  the  entering  into  force  of  this  Agreement  are  not  fulfilled,  the  Governments 
of  those  countries  which  by  the  same  date  have  accepted  this  Agreement  as 
provided  in  paragraph  2  of  this  Article  may  decide  by  mutual  consent  that  it 
shall  enter  into  force  between  them,  or  alternatively  may  take  whatever  other 
action  they  consider  the  situation  requires. 

5.  Any  signatory  Government  which  has  not  accepted  this  Agreement  by 
16  July  1956  as  provided  in  paragraph  2  of  this  Article  may  be  granted  by  the 
Council  an  extension  of  time  after  that  date  for  depositing  its  instrument  of 
acceptance.  Parts  1,  3,  4  and  5  of  this  Agreement  shall  enter  into  force  for 
that  Government  on  the  date  of  the  deposit  of  its  instrument  of  acceptance, 
and  Part  2  of  the  Agreement  shall  enter  into  force  on  1  August  1956  or  on  the 
date  of  the  deposit  of  its  instrument  of  acceptance,  whichever  is  later. 

6.  The  Government  of  the  United  States  of  America  will  notify  all  signa- 
tory Governments  of  each  signature  and  acceptance  of  this  Agreement. 

ARTICLE  XXI 

Accession 

The  Council  may,  by  two-thirds  of  the  votes  cast  by  the  exporting  coun- 
tries and  two-thirds  of  the  votes  cast  by  the  importing  countries,  approve 
accession  to  this  Agreement  by  any  Government  not  already  a  party  to  it 
and  prescribe  conditions  for  such  accession;  provided,  however,  that  the 
Council  shall  not  approve  the  accession  of  any  Government  under  this  Article 
unless  at  the  same  time  it  approves  adjustments  of  the  guaranteed  quantities 
in  Annexes  A  and  B  to  Article  III  in  accordance  with  paragraph  3  of  Article 
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XL  Accession  shall  be  effected  by  depositing  an  instrument  of  accession  with 
the  Government  of  the  United  States  of  America,  which  will  notify  all  signa- 
tory and  acceding  Governments  of  each  such  accession. 

ARTICLE  XXII 

Duration,    Amendment,    Withdrawal    and    Termination 

1.  This  Agreement  shall  remain  in  force  until  and  including  31  July  1959. 

2.  (a)  The  Council  shall,  at  such  time  as  it  considers  appropriate,  com- 
municate to  the  exporting  and  importing  countries  its  recommendations 
regarding  renewal  or  replacement  of  this  Agreement. 

(b)  The  Council  may  invite  any  Government  not  party  to  this  Agreement 
which  has  a  substantial  interest  in  the  international  trade  in  wheat  to  partici- 
pate in  its  discussions  in  connexion  with  such  renewal  or  replacement. 

3.  The  Council  may,  by  a  majority  of  the  votes  held  by  the  exporting 
countries  and  a  majority  of  the  votes  held  by  the  importing  countries,  recom- 
mend an  amendment  of  this  Agreement  to  the  exporting  and  importing 
countries. 

4.  The  Council  may  fix  a  time  within  which  each  exporting  and  importing 
country  shall  notify  the  Government  of  the  United  States  of  America  whether 
or  not  it  accepts  the  amendment.  The  amendment  shall  become  effective  upon 
its  acceptance  by  exporting  countries  which  hold  two-thirds  of  the  votes  of 
the  exporting  countries  and  by  importing  countries  which  hold  two-thirds 
of  the  votes  of  the  importing  countries. 

5.  Any  expprting  or  importing  country  which  has  not  notified  the  Govern- 
ment of  the  United  States  of  America  of  its  acceptance  of  an  amendment  by 
the  date  on  which  such  amendment  becomes  effective  may,  after  giving  such 
written  notice  of  withdrawal  to  the  Government  of  the  United  States  of 
America  as  the  Council  may  require  in  each  case,  withdraw  from  this  Agree- 
ment at  the  end  of  the  current  crop-year,  but  shall  not  thereby  be  released 
from  any  obligations  under  this  Agreement  which  have  not  been  discharged  by 
the  end  of  that  crop-year. 

6.  Any  exporting  country  which  considers  its  interests  to  be  seriously 
prejudiced  by  the  non-participation  in  or  withdrawal  from  this  Agreement 
of  any  country  listed  in  Annex  A  to  Article  III  responsible  for  more  than  5 
per  cent  of  the  guaranteed  quantities  in  that  Annex,  or  any  importing  country 
which  considers  its  interests  to  be  seriously  prejudiced  by  the  non-participation 
in  or  withdrawal  from  the  Agreement  of  any  country  listed  in  Annex  B  to 
Article  III  responsible  for  more  than  5  per  cent  of  the  guaranteed  quantities 
in  that  Annex,  may  withdrav/  from  this  Agreement  by  giving  written  notice  of 
withdrawal  to  the  Government  of  the  United  States  of  America  before  1 
August   1956. 

7.  Any  exporting  or  importing  country  which  considers  its  national  security 
to  be  endangered  by  the  outbreak  of  hostilities  may  withdraw  from  this  Agree- 
ment by  giving  thirty-days'  written  notice  of  withdrawal  to  the  Government  of 
the  United  States  of  America. 

8.  The  Government  of  the  United  States  of  America  will  inform  all  signa- 
tory and  acceding  Governments  of  each  notification  and  notice  received  under 
this  Article. 
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ARTICLE  XXIII 
Territorial  Application 

1.  Any  Government  may,  at  the  time  of  signature  or  acceptance  of  or 
accession  to  this  Agreement,  declare  that  its  rights  and  obligations  under  the 
Agreement  shall  not  apply  in  respect  of  all  or  any  of  the  overseas  territories 
ior  the  foreign  relations  of  which  it  is  responsible, 

2.  With  the  exception  of  territories  in  respect  of  which  a  declaration  has 
been  made  in  accordance  with  paragraph  1  of  this  Article,  the  rights  and 
obligations  of  any  Government  under  this  Agreement  shall  apply  in  respect 
of  all  territories  for  the  foreign  relations  of  which  that  Government  is 
responsible. 

3.  Any  Government  may,  at  any  time  after  its  acceptance  of  or  accession 
to  this  Agreement,  by  notification  to  the  Government  of  the  United  States  of 
America,  declare  that  its  rights  and  obligations  under  the  Agreement  shall 
apply  in  respect  of  all  or  any  of  the  territories  regarding  which  it  has  made  a 
"declaration  in  accordance  with  paragraph  1  of  this  Article. 

4.  Any  Government  may,  by  giving  notification  of  withdrawal  to  the 
Government  of  the  United  States  of  America,  withdraw  from  this  Agreement 
separately  in  respect  of  all  or  any  of  the  overseas  territories  for  whose  foreign 
relations  it  is  responsible. 

5.  The  Government  of  the  United  States  of  America  will  inform  all  signa- 
tory and  acceding  Governments  of  any  declaration  or  notification  made  under 
this  Article. 

IN  WITNESS  WHEREOF  the  undersigned,  having  been  duly  authorized  to 
this  effect  by  their  respective  Governments,  have  signed  this  Agreement  on  the 
dates  appearing  opposite  their  signatures. 

The  texts  of  this  Agreement  in  the  English,  French  and  Spanish  languages 
•shall  be  all  equally  authentic,  the  original  to  be  deposited  in  the  archives  of 
the  Government  of  the  United  States  of  America,  which  shall  transmit  certi- 
fied copies  thereof  to  each  signatory  and  acceding  Government.

of  the  current  session,  being  the  Committee's  final  report  upon  the  question 
whether  the  criminal  law  of  Canada  relating  to  capital  punishment  should  be 
amended  in  any  respect  and,  if  so,  in  what  manner  and  to  what  extent. 

The  Minutes  of  Proceedings  and  Evidence  tabled  on  June  29,  1955,  by  the 
preceding  Committee  were  referred  to  this  Committee;  and,  at  this  time,  the 
Committee  is  returning  only  that  portion  applicable  to  the  question  of  capital 
punishment.  At  the  current  session,  no  further  evidence  was  printed  and  all 
proceedings  were  conducted  in  camera. 

The  sources  of  the  evidence  taken  and  witnesses  heard  on  capital  punish- 
ment during  the  first  two  sessions  are  listed  alphabetically  in  Number  21  of 
the  Committee's  1955  printed  Minutes  of  Proceedings  and  Evidence,  and  a 
chronological  schedule  of  the  sittings  of  the  Committee  for  the  same  period 
appears  at  page  830  of  the  same  number. 

The  Committee  proposes  to  report  later  on  the  questions  of  corporal 
punishment  and  lotteries,  as  well  as  to  report  generally  on  its  activities,  proce- 
dure, and  matters  relating  thereto.

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FINAL    REPORT    ON    CAPITAL    PUNISHMENT 


CHAPTER   I SCOPE   OF   INQUIRY 

I,  The  Committee  endeavoured  to  give  consideration  to  all  aspects  of 
the  question  of  capital  punishment.  In  addition  to  its  study  of  the  principal 
issue  of  abolition  or  retention,  it  considered  proposals  for  limiting  or  modifying 
capital  punishment  by  changes  in  law  or  procedure  and  gave  special  considera- 
tion to  methods  of  executing  the  sentence  of  capital  punishment.  The  Com- 
mittee, however,  expressly  excluded  from  its  inquiry  any  consideration  of  the 
•defence  of  insanity  and  related  problems  arising  from  mental  abnormality 
of  accused  persons  because  these  questions  were  being  investigated  concur- 
rently by  a  Royal  Commission  specially  appointed  for  that  purpose. 


CHAPTER  II EXISTING   LAW  AND   PRACTICE 

Section  1:  Present  Provisions  for  Capital  Punishment 

2.  Treason,  piracy,  and  murder  are  the  only  capital  offences  prescribed 
in  the  present  Canadian  Criminal  Code.  The  revised  Criminal  Code,  which 
was  enacted  in  1954  and  came  into  force  in  1955,  abolished  capital  punishment 
for  rape.  In  practice,  capital  punishment  has  significance  only  as  the  punish- 
ment for  murder.  There  was  no  recent  example  of  its  use  as  punishment  for 
other  crimes. 

3.  The  sections  of  the  Criminal  Code  defining  the  crime  of  murder  and 
related  homicidal  offences  are  set  forth  in  Appendix  "A".  Canadian  law  differs 
in  some  important  respects  from  the  common-law  definition  of  murder.  It 
is  based  on  Stephen's  draft  Criminal  Code  of  1879  which  was  not  adopted  in 
the  United  Kingdom  and,  consequently,  some  of  the  detailed  proposals  for  the 
change  of  the  law  recently  made  in  the  United  Kingdom  are  not  relevant  to 
Canada. 

4.  Capital  punishment  is  mandatory  as  the  penalty  upon  conviction  for 
murder  and  there  is  no  discretion  to  impose  any  lesser  sentence.  Hanging  is 
the  only  method  prescribed  for  execution  (Section  6'42). 

Section  2:  Trial  and  Procedure 
(1)  Trial 

5.  The  responsibility  for  the  investigation  and  prosecution  of  criminal 
offences  is  vested  in  the  provinces.  A  charge  of  murder  is  first  heard  by  a 
magistrate  at  a  preliminary  hearing  and  is  proceeded  with  if  the  magistrate 
commits  the  accused  for  trial.  In  provinces  retaining  the  grand  jury,  a  true 
bill  must  also  be  found  by  the  grand  jury  before  the  accused  is  tried.  The 
charge  is  dealt  with  under  the  law  and  procedure  governing  indictable  offences. 

6.  Jury  trial  is  mandatory  for  murder  charges  except  in  the  Province 
of  Alberta  where  the  accused  may  elect  to  be  tried  by  a  superior  court  judge 
without  a  jury.  Upon  a  charge  of  murder  the  jury  may  convict,  acquit,  or 
convict  for  a  lesser  offence  such  as  manslaughter  or  infanticide.  In  some 
cases,  juries  attach  a  recommendation  to  mercy  to  a  murder  verdict  but  it 
is  not  the  practice  for  judges  to  instruct  them  that  this  course  is  open.  On 
rare  occasions  a  person  convicted  of  murder  has  insisted  on  entering  a  plea 
of  guilty.  In  these  cases  the  courts  have  insisted  on  the  production  of  sufficient 
crown  evidence  to  assure  that  the  charge  was  well  founded. 
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7.  It  was  apparent  to  the  Committee  that  special  importance  is  attached 
to  murder  trials  because  of  the  gravity  of  the  sentence.  In  particular,  arrange- 
ments appear  to  exist  in  most  provinces,  either  through  provincial  governments 
or  Law  Societies,  for  the  provision  of  counsel  for  the  accused  and,  in  some 
instances,  for  other  assistance  in  the  preparation  of  the  defence  against  a 
charge  of  murder. 

(2)  Appeals  to  Provincial  Courts  of  Appeal 

8.  The  evidence  indicated  that  most  convictions  of  murder  are  appealed 
to  provincial  courts  of  appeal.  The  procedure  is  the  same  as  for  other  indictable 
offences  and  an  appeal  lies  as  of  right  on  a  question  of  law  and,  with 
leave  of  the  court  appealed  to,  on  a  mixed  question  of  law  and  fact  or  any 
other  ground.  The  detailed  rules  governing  appeals,  including  the  time 
within  which  an  appeal  or  application  for  leave  may  be  brought,  are  established 
by  the  court  of  appeal  rules  of  the  different  provinces.  The  Criminal  Code, 
however,  expressly  prohibits  the  courts  from  granting  any  extension  of  time 
for  appeal  or  leave  to  appeal  in  capital  cases,  although  this  right  exists  for  all 
other  convictions. 

(3)  Appeals  to  the  Supreme  Court  of  Canada 

9.  A  person  whose  conviction  is  upheld  by  a  provincial  court  of  appeal 
may  appeal  as  of  right  to  the  Supreme  Court  of  Canada  where  there  is  a 
dissent  on  a  question  of  law  in  the  lower  court.  Otherwise,  a  convicted 
person  may  apply  to  a  single  judge  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Canada  for  leave 
to  appeal  on  a  question  of  law. 

(4)  The  Royal  Prerogative  of  Mercy 

10.  The  Criminal  Code  specifically  preserves  the  Royal  Prerogative  of 
Mercy  (Section  658).  In  addition,  the  Minister  of  Justice  may  direct  a  new 
trial  or  refer  the  whole  of  the  case  to  a  provincial  appeal  court  or  refer  any 
question  upon  which  he  desires  assistance  to  a  provincial  appeal  court  for 
opinion  (Section  596).  These  latter  provisions  have  been  used  infrequently. 
Nine  new  trials  have  been  ordered  since  1892  of  which  five  have  resulted 
in  acquittals,  three  in  convictions  and  one  where  the  accused  was  found  unfit 
to  stand  trial  because  of  insanity.  Five  appeals  have  been  referred  to  provincial 
courts  of  appeal  of  which  four  were  dismissed  and  one  resulted  in  a  new 
trial. 

11.  The  procedure  governing  commutation  is  based  partly  on  statute  but 
principally  on  established  practice.  The  Governor  in  Council  is  authorized  to 
commute  the  death  sentence  to  life  imprisonment  or  any  lesser  sentence.  The 
same  procedure  applies  to  every  capital  case  whether  or  not  the  convicted 
person  applies  for  commutation.  As  soon  as  practicable  after  trial,  the  judge 
is  required  to  send  a  complete  transcript  of  the  trial  together  with  his  own 
report  to  the  Remission  Service  of  the  Department  of  Justice.  As  is  the 
practice  in  the  United  Kingdom,  the  Canadian  Remission  Service  is  not  con- 
fined to  the  record  of  trial  and  appeal.  Accordingly,  it  seeks  additional 
evidence  and  information  about  the  convicted  person's  background,  character, 
personality,  conduct  in  prison,  and  other  relevant  matters  from  police,  custodial 
officers  and  other  responsible  sources.  Where  there  is  the  slightest  question 
of  mental  abnormality,  special  psychiatric  reports  are  obtained  from  con- 
sulting psychiatrists  employed  by  the  Remission  Serviec.  In  addition,  care- 
ful consideration  is  given  to  the  representations  of  defence  counsel  and  friends 
and  all  points  of  fact  and  detail  raised  are  carefully  investigated  to  ensure  that 
no  factor  favouring  clemency  is  overlooked.  In  the  conduct  of  their  investiga- 
tion, officers  of  the  Remission  Service  and  the  responsible  Minister,  now  the 
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Solicitor  General,  make  themselves  freely  available  to  hear  oral  representa- 
tions on  behalf  of  the  convicted  person.  The  officers  of  the  Remission  Service 
make  their  recommendation  to  the  responsible  Minister  who,  in  turn,  will 
present  the  case  to  Cabinet,  indicating  whether  he  concurs  in  or  disagrees 
with  their  recomendation.  Each  capital  case  is  considered  by  Cabinet  which 
has  the  final  decision  whether  the  sentence  of  death  should  be  carried  out 
or  commuted. 

12.  Since  each  case  is  judged  on  its  own  merits,  the  practice  governing 
remission  cannot  be  reduced  to  a  statement  of  settled  principles.  The  decision 
in  many  cases  necessitates  a  review  of  varying  circumstances  and,  not  infre- 
quently, the  weighing  of  conflicting  considerations.  It  would  defeat  the  pur- 
pose of  the  exercise  of  the  prerogative  of  mercy  to  attempt  to  codify  the 
instances  in  which  it  might  be  invoked.  The  only  safe  and  fair  generalization 
that  can  be  made  is  that  commutation  occurs  in  all  cases  where  extenuating 
circumstances  of  a  substantial  nature  exist  or  the  degree  of  moral  culpability 
is  not  sufficient  to  warrant  the  supreme  penalty. 

13.  The  prerogative  is  not  to  be  exercised  where  the  circumstances  show 
design  and  premeditation  unqualified  by  any  extenuating  feature  or  where  a 
murder  is  deliberately  committed  either  to  facilitate  the  commission  of  another 
crime  or  to  avoid  arrest  following  another  crime.  In  general,  it  seemed  that  the 
same  grounds  are  urged  in  requests  for  commutation  as  are  urged  as  defences 
at  trial.  The  executive,  however,  is  not  bound  by  the  same  strict  rules  as  a 
court  and  jury  in  giving  effect  to  them. 

14.  It  appeared  that  certain  considerations  have  substantial  weight  in 
relation  to  commutation.  Unlike  the  United  Kingdom,  where  the  law  pro- 
hibits the  execution  of  a  person  who  commits  murder  while  under  18,  no  mini- 
mum age  limit  is  prescribed  in  Canada.  In  practice,  it  appeared  that  youth 
is  always  taken  into  account.  Only  three  persons,  under  the  age  of  18  when 
the  offence  was  committed,  have  been  executed  in  Canada.  Since  1947, 
only  one  person  under  the  age  of  20  when  the  offence  was  committed  has  been 
executed  and  he  was  19  years  and  11  months  of  age.  Prior  to  1947,  the  pre- 
ponderance of  convicted  murderers  under  20  had  their  sentences  commuted. 

15.  Mental  abnormality  falling  short  of  the  legal  defence  of  insanity  is  a 
frequent  factor  in  commutation,  and  to  a  lesser  extent  drunkenness  falling 
short  of  the  legal  defence.  There  is  some  reluctance  to  override  a  jury's 
finding  on  a  specific  defence  such  as  provocation.  However,  provocation  carries 
more  weight  if  it  is  coupled  with  factors  like  youth,  instability,  intoxication,  or 
if  the  provocation  itself  has  persisted  over  a  long  period.  Mercy  killings 
and  genuine  suicide  pacts  generally  result  in  commutation.  Where  a  murder 
conviction  results  from  a  killing  committed  in  the  course  of  another  crime, 
consideration  is  given  to  the  degree  of  moral  culpability  of  an  accomplice  who 
did  not  actually  commit  the  killing  but  who,  in  law,  is  equally  guilty  of  the 
crime  of  murder. 

16.  Careful  consideration  is  given  to  every  recommendation  to  mercy  by 
a  jury.  In  many  instances  such  recommendations  will  cover  the  various  cir- 
cumstances outlined  in  preceding  paragraphs;  but  such  recommendations  occur 
also  in  a  general  residue  of  cases  not  falling  in  the  above  categories  In  the 
30-year  period  1920-49,  such  recommendations  were  added  in  135  out  of  a 
total  of  597  sentences.  Subsequently,  42  of  these  cases  were  disposed  of  by 
courts  of  appeal  and  of  the  balance,  69  or  virtually  75  percent  were  commuted. 
On  the  other  hand,  less  than  25  percent  of  the  cases  were  commuted  where  no 
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recommendation  to  mercy  occurred.  A  recommendation  to  mercy  is  not  auto- 
matically accepted  as  grounds  for  commutation  because  it  is  regarded  as  only- 
one  of  the  important  factors  affecting  the  final  decision  on  commutation  and' 
may  be  outweighed  by  other  considerations. 

17.  Convictions  of  murder  against  women  are  not  common.  Most  homicide 
convictions  against  women  are  for  the  reduced  offences  of  manslaughter, 
infanticide,  or  concealment  of  birth.  Where  women  are  convicted  of  murder, 
there  is  usually  a  lesser  degree  of  moral  culpability.  In  the  30-year  period 
1920-49,  only  14  convictions  of  females  were  considered  by  the  Cabinet  and  9' 
or  64.3  percent  were  commuted.  In  the  same  period,  456  male  cases  were- 
considered  of  which  only  32.5  percent  or  148  were  commuted.  In  all,  157  on- 
33.4  percent  of  the  470  cases  considered  in  this  period  were  commuted., 

18.  The  figures  referred  to  in  the  preceding  paragraph  indicate  the  disposi- 
tion of  cases  which  actually  reach  Cabinet.  They  do  not  take  account  of 
murder  convictions  which  are  set  aside  on  appeal  either  by  acquittal,  order 
of  a  new  trial,  or  substitution  of  a  conviction  for  a  lesser  offence.  The  overall 
disposition  of  murder  convictions  by  10-year  groupings  in  the  period  1920-49  is 
indicated  by  the  following  table:

Appendix  "B",  which  is  an  extract  from  and  extension  of  the  Committee's  Minutes  of  Proceedings  and  Evidence  No.  12" 
of  1954  and  No.  20  of  1955). 

**  A  complete  record  of  the  disposition  of  capital  cases  from  1867  to  1954  appears  as  Table  A  in  Appendix  "B".  This 
record  indicates  that  prior  to  1920  commutation  occurred  in  a  higher  proportion  of  cases  than  in  the  30-year  period  1920  to 
1949  covered  by  the  above  Table.  The  Committee  considered  that  the  record  for  the  years  1920  to  1949  gives  a  more 
accurate  picture  of  the  present  extent  of  commutation  and  that  the  inclusion  of  the  earlier  years  would  create  a  misleaiding: 
impression  of  the  proportion  of  cases  in  which  commutation  has  occurred  and  is  likely  to  occur. 


19.  In  this  30-year  period,  the  sentences  of  25.8  percent  of  the  males  and 
37.5  percent  of  the  females  or  26.3  percent  of  the  total  sentenced  to  death 
were  commuted.  This  may  be  compared  with  the  50-3^ear  period  1900-49 
in  the  United  Kingdom  where,  out  of  a  total  of  1,210  capital  sentences  (1,080 
male  and  130  female),  45.7  percent  were  commuted  representing  40.3  percent 
of  the  males  and  90.8  percent  of  the  females.  After  allowance  is  made  for 
20.4  percent  of  the  males,  41.7  percent  of  the  females  or  21.3  percent  of  the 
total  whose  sentences  were  reversed  by  courts  of  appeal  as  indicated  in  para- 
graph 17,  33.4  percent  of  all  sentences  actually  reviewed  by  Cabinet  were 
commuted.  The  percentage  of  commutations  in  cases  considered  by  Cabinet 
was  considerably  higher  in  the  1920's  (42.5%)  than  in  the  1930's  (25.2%) 
rising  substantially  in  the  1940's  to  a  point  (32.6%)  approximating  the  30-year 
average. 
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20.  On  the  whole,  no  serious  criticism  was  offered  against  present  remis- 
sion procedures  and  policies.  Later  paragraphs  of  this  report  will  indicate 
the  Committee's  view  that  the  exercise  of  the  prerogative  of  mercy  is  a  neces- 
sary and  indispensable  feature  of  the  mandatory  sentence  of  capital  punishment 
for  murder  and  that,  by  its  use,  the  severity  of  the  punishment  can  be 
mitigated  in  appropriate  cases. 

Section  3:  Statistics  on  Incidence  of  Murder  and  Homicide 

21.  The  Committee  considered  carefully,  during  the  course  of  its  inquiry, 
statistical  material  relating  to  the  incidence  of  murder  and  homicide  in  Canada 
and  other  countries.  The  Committee  concluded  that  there  are  gaps  in  Canadian 
statistics  which  cannot  be  filled  and,  from  the  evidence  presented  to  it,  assumes 
that,  apart  from  the  United  Kingdom  and  a  few  other  jurisdictions,  this  lack 
of  complete  statistical  data  is  common  to  most  countries. 

22.  The  most  reliable  Canadian  figures  are  those  relating  to  the  disposition 
of  sentences  of  capital  punishment  referred  to  in  paragraph  18.  They  do  not 
give  the  whole  story.  A  complete  picture  would  include  the  number  of  sus- 
pected murders,  the  number  solved  by  arrest  or  otherwise  and  the  disposition 
of  charges  whether  by  conviction,  acquittal  or  conviction  for  a  lesser  offence 
such  as  manslaughter.  The  inttrim  recommendation  made  by  the  Committee 
in  1954  suggesting  a  revision  of  statistical  method  had  been  anticipated  by 
the  Dominion  Bureau  of  Statistics  but  the  revised  and  improved  statistical 
tables  now  being  developed  did  not  provide  sufficient  perspective  to  assist  the 
Committee  in  its  decision. 

23.  A  general  impression  of  the  incidence  of  murder  in  Canada  and  the 
disposition  of  charges  of  murder  is  given  by  the  following  table: 
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24.  The  statistics  summarized  in  the  preceding  table  are  incomplete  and 
the  figures  appearing  under  different  heads  were  gathered  by  different  agencies 
and  are  not  related  to  each  other.  Because  statistics  were  referred  to  extensively 
in  presentations  made  to  the  Committee,  it  seemed  desirable  to  set  forth 
available  Canadian  statistics  and  to  indicate  their  limitations. 

25.  The  United  Kingdom  Royal  Commission  on  Capital  Punishment  con- 
cluded that  the  most  accurate  assessment  of  the  incidence  of  murder  was 
given  by  a  count  of  murders  known  to  the  police.  Figures  under  this  head 
have  been  published  in  Canadian  Police  Statistics  only  since  1951  and  are 
set  forth  in  the  preceding  table  in  column  "B".  Insufficient  data  are  available 
to  indicate  any  trend,  but  the  figures  do  suggest  that  murder  is  not  a  common 
crime.  The  figures  included  in  the  column  of  murders  known  to  the  police 
include  reports  from  the  Royal  Canadian  Mounted  Police,  the  Ontario  Provincial 
Police,  and  all  large  municipal  police  forces  in  Canada.  They  do  not  include 
reports  from  the  Quebec  Provincial  Police  or  police  forces  in  municipalities 
under  4,000  population. 

26.  Another  method  of  statistical  comparison  used  before  the  Committee 
was  based  on  the  number  of  charges  of  murder,  tracing  the  disposition  of 
those  charges  by  conviction,  acquittal  or  otherwise.  Under  the  best  of  circum- 
stances, an  analysis  of  the  incidence  of  murder  based  only  on  the  number  of 
murder  charges  would  necessarily  be  incomplete  because  it  would  deal 
only  with  murders  which  result  in  prosecutions  and  would  not  include  unsolved 
murders  or  cases  where  the  suspected  murderer  never  comes  to  trial  because 
•of  suicide  or  mental  incapacity.  In  addition,  in  Canada,  the  statistics  reporting 
the  number  of  charges  of  murder  did  not,  until  1953,  include  murder  charges 
which  resulted  in  conviction  for  the  lesser  offence  of  manslaughter.  The  pre- 
ceding table  indicates  that  in  the  years  1953  and  1954  the  number  of  charges 
of  murder  reduced  to  manslaughter  (columns  "H"  and  "I")  approximates  the 
number  of  charges  of  murder  dealt  with  as  such  (column  "D").  This  means 
that  over  the  years  there  must  have  been  a  much  higher  ratio  of  convictions 
in  murder  charges  either  for  murder  or  for  the  reduced  offence  of  manslaughter 
than  is  indicated  by  an  analysis  of  the  available  statistics  relating  to  the  charges 
of  murder  only  and  their  disposition.  It  should  also  be  mentioned  that,  because 
of  differences  in  reporting  procedures,  the  number  of  convictions  for  murder 
shown  in  the  preceding  table  does  not  coincide  with  the  figures  based  on  the 
actual  cases  disposed  of  by  the  Remission  Service  and  referred  to  in 
paragraph    18. 

27.  The  only  other  method  of  statistical  comparison  available  is  that 
provided  by  the  record  of  homicides  in  ordinary  vital  statistics.  These  are 
open  to  question  because  they  are  based  on  the  cause  of  death  immediately 
recorded;  frequently  before  the  police  have  determined  whether  or  not  death 
was  due  to  murder.  These  statistics  are  set  forth  in  column  "A"  of  the 
preceding  table.  They  include  all  cases  where  intentional  homicide  was  suspected 
as  the  cause  of  death  but  do  not  include  cases  where  death  resulted  from 
negligence  and  more  particularly  from  motor  accidents.  A  similar  reporting 
procedure  is  used  in  most  other  countries.  When  allowance  is  made  for  the 
incompleteness  of  vital  statistics  on  homicides,  a  further  complication  is  intro- 
duced because  homicide  is  a  broader  term  than  murder.  Professor  Sellin,  in 
presenting  statistical  material  to  the  Committee,  pointed  out  these  difficulties 
and  indicated  that  the  validity  of  comparisons,  based  upon  statistical  records 
of  killings  or  homicides,  depended  upon  the  number  of  murders  in  relation 
to  total  homicides  remaining  constant  over  a  period  of  years.   .  It  seemed  to 
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the  Committee  as  well,  that  an  assumption  has  to  be  made  that  inaccuracies 
and  omissions  in  statistical  reporting  would  also  balance  out. 

28.  The  Committee  considered  that  it  is  necessary  to  emphasize  the  lack 
of  complete  statistical  information  on  the  crime  of  murder  in  Canada  if  only 
to  indicate  that  other  countries  are  in  somewhat  the  same  position.  The 
Committee  shared  the  view  expressed  by  representatives  of  the  police  that 
any  consideration  of  the  problems  of  murder  and  the  death  penalty,  now  or 
in  the  future,  would  be  greatly  facilitated  by  more  and  better  statistical 
information.  The  Committee  concluded,  as  a  result  of  its  consideration  of 
the  problems  created  by  incomplete  statistical  information  in  Canada  and  else- 
where, that  caution  has  to  be  used  in  interpreting  statistical  information  from 
most  other  countries.  This  caution  is  added  to  that  ordinarily  required  in 
comparing  nations  with  different  traditions  and  standards  of  law  enforcement 
and  becomes  more  significant  because  of  the  markedly  different  definitions 
of  murder  and  related  offences  used  by  various  countries. 


CHAPTER    III RETENTION    OR    ABOLITION 

Section  1 :  Arguments  for  Retention 

(1)  Deterrence 

29.  The  Committee  was  impressed  by  the  support  of  the  death  penalty  by 
those  having  responsibility  for  law  enforcement  including  all  provincial 
attorneys  general  except  the  attorney  general  of  Saskatchewan.  The  experience 
of  the  officials  supporting  this  view  indicated  it  was  an  effective  deterrent  to 
murder.  They  considered  that  it  was  particularly  effective  in  deterring  pro- 
fessional criminals  from  carrying  weapons  and  committing  crimes  of  violence. 
In  addition,  it  was  contended  that  abolition  would  endanger  police  because 
a  criminal  seeking  to  avoid  arrest  would  have  much  less  fear  of  the  consequences 
of  the  use  of  firearms  or  violence.  Capital  punishment  was  also  said  to  be 
an  integral  part  of  Canada's  respected  structure  of  law  enforcement  which 
probably  deters  a  substantial  number  of  professional  criminals  from  entering 
Canada. 

(2)  Retribution 

30.  Capital  punishment  was  said  to  be  a  just  and  appropriate  punishment 
for  murder.  It  was  claimed  that,  above  all  other  punishment,  it  marks  society's 
detestation  and  abhorrence  of  the  taking  of  life  and  its  revulsion  against  the 
"crime  of  crimes".  In  the  retributive  sense,  capital  punishment  was  supported 
not  because  of  a  desire  for  revenge  but  rather  as  society's  reprobation  of  the 
grave  crime  of  murder.  It  was  also  argued  that,  as  a  result  of  capital  punish- 
ment, there  had  developed  over  a  long  period  of  time,  in  the  words  of  the 
United  Kingdom  Royal  Commission,  "a  deep  feeling  of  peculiar  abhorrence  for 
the  crime  of  murder". 

(3)  Public  Opinion 

31.  It  was  contended  that  public  opinion  in  Canada  remained  substantially 
in  favour  of  capital  punishment  and  that  it  would  be  unwise  for  the  Canadian 
Parliament  to  abolish  capital  punishment  contrary  to  the  wishes  of  a  majority 
of  the  Canadian  citizens. 

(4)  Prison  Administration 

32.  It  was  claimed  that  additional  administrative  problems  would  arise 
in  penitentiaries  if  all  convicted  murderers  were  imprisoned.  The  conduct 
in  prison  of  murderers,   whose  death   penalties   had   for   extenuating   reasons 
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been  commuted  to  life  imprisonment,  was  said  to  be  no  reliable  guide  to 
the  conduct  of  persons  in  respect  of  whose  capital  offences  there  had  been 
no  sufficiently  extenuating  circumstances  to  warrant  commutation. 

33.  The  Commissioner  of  Penitentiaries,  who  expressed  no  view  on  the 
principle  of  abolition  of  capital  punishment,  suggested  that  consideration  should 
be  given  to  the  retention  of  capital  punishment  for  the  convicted  murderer  who 
commits  a  subsequent  murder  in  prison  or  in  the  course  of  an  escape.  He 
said  that,  if  this  existing  deterrent  were  removed,  apprehension  would  exist 
concerning  the  safety  of  the  prison  staff  and  the  general  public  from  prisoners 
for  whom,  because  they  were  already  serving  life  sentences,  a  further  sentence 
of  imprisonment  could  have  no  deterrent  effect. 

34.  One  related  argument,  which  has  been  made  in  other  jurisdictions 
to  the  effect  that  capital  punishment  in  a  painless  and  humane  form  is  less 
cruel  than  punishment  by  life-long  imprisonment,  was  not  put  to  this 
Committee. 

(5)  Propensity  to  Crimes  of  Violence 

35.  It  was  also  suggested  that  care  should  be  used  in  making  comparisons 
with  the  experiences  of  the  United  Kingdom  and  other  countries  in  Western 
Europe  which  have  been  longer  established  and  are  more  homogeneous  as 
regards  the  racial  origin,  the  language,  the  religion  and  outlook  of  their 
citizens  than  Canada.  In  a  young  and  growing  country  like  Canada,  with  a 
mixed  population  representing  many  nationalities,  there  was  a  greater  need 
for  the  deterrent  control  provided  by  capital  punishment.  The  murder  rate, 
however  it  was  measured,  was  said  to  be  appreciably  higher  in  both  the  United 
States  and  Canada  than  in  Western  Europe,  as  was  the  proportion  of 
deliberately-planned  homicides.  Hence,  it  was'  argued,  that  greater  danger 
exists  on  this  continent  of  an  increase  in  violent  crime  if  capital  punishment 
were  abandoned.  Moreover,  it  was  contended  that  professional  criminals, 
were  more  likely  to  resort  to  violence.  To  this  class  of  criminal,  capital 
punishment  was  a  more  effective  deterrent  than  mere  imprisonment  to  which 
they  were  already  hardened  and  which  they  tended  to  regard  as  an  occupa- 
tional hazard. 

Section  2:  Arguments  for  Abolition 

(1)  Not  an  Effective  Deterrent 

36.  Capital  punishment  was  said  to  have  no  unique  deterrent  effect  which 
would  not  be  accomplished  by  imprisonment.  It  was  claimed  that  a  consider- 
able proportion  of  murders  are  committed  in  circumstances  of  sudden  passion 
and  such  murderers  cannot  be  deterred  by  threat  of  the  consequences.  In 
contrast,  those  who  carefully  plan  a  murder  or  a  crime  like  robbery  from 
which  murder  results,  were  alleged  to  plan  deliberately  to  avoid  detection 
and  are  not  influenced  by  the  threat  of  the  death  penalty.  In  effect  it  was 
claimed  that  the  only  person  who  might  be  deterred  is  the  normal  law-abiding 
citizen,  who  would  not  murder  in  any  case.  In  substance,  the  argument  was 
that  certainty  of  detection  and  apprehension  is  a  more  effective  deterrent  than' 
severe  punishment.  This  argument  was  reinforced  by  reference  to  some 
theories  of  the  behaviour  sciences  which  indicate  that  capital  punishment  has 
no  special  deterrent  effect  against  those  who  expose  themselves  to  it.  Apart 
from  those  who  can  meet  the  test  of  the  legal  defence  of  insanity,  it  was  also 
contended  that  a  considerable  proportion  of  murderers  are  not  fully  responsible 
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and  cannot  be  restrained  by  the  threat  of  a  particular  punishment.  The  argu- 
ment denying  any  effective  deterrent  influence  of  capital  punishment  was  sup- 
ported by  statistical  references  which  were  said  to  prove  that  capital  punish- 
ment exercises  no  deterrent  effect  and  that  variations  in  the  incidence  of 
murder  are  not  affected  by  the  presence  or  absence  of  capital  punishment. 
These  statistics  are  discussed  more  fully  in  the  next  section  of  this  chapter. 

(2)  Morally  Wrong 

37.  It  was  contended  that  it  is  morally  wrong  for  the  state,  as  well  as  an 
individual,  to  take  human  life.  The  punishment  was  said  to  be  at  variance 
not  only  with  the  principles  of  Christianity  but  also  with  the  humanitarian 
and  social  developments  which  characterize  the  modern  world.  It  was  alleged 
to  be  an  obsolete,  barbarous  punishment  which  has  been  successfully  dispensed 
with  in  most  civilized  countries  and  that  it  is  out  of  step  with  modern  morality 
and  thought.  It  was  also  claimed  that  the  public  is  revolted  by  the  barbarous 
nature  of  the  punishment. 

(3)  Based  on  Revenge 

38.  It  was  alleged  that  the  death  penalty  is  not  justified  as  a  deterrent  and 
is  retained  only  as  a  retributive  punishment  in  the  worst  sense  of  expressing 
society's  revenge  against  the  murderer.  It  was  contended  that  revenge  should 
not  be  part  of  any  just  punishment  and  that  the  death  penalty  fails  completely 
to  afford  any  special  protection  to  society. 

(4)  Morbid  Aspects 

39.  It  was  contended  that  capital  punishment  is  not  only  unjust  to  the 
murderer  and  ineffective  as  a  deterrent,  but  is  brutalizing  in  that  it  has  a  bad 
effect,  not  only  upon  prisoners  and  staff  of  the  institutions  where  it  takes 
place,  but  on  society  at  large.  It  was  said  that  the  disproportionate  publicity 
which  surrounds  a  murder  trial  and  an  execution  reflects  the  morbid  instincts 
aroused  by  the  death  penalty.  The  shocking  scenes  which  have  accompanied 
some  executions  were  cited  in  proof  of  these  assertions  as  to  the  degenerative 
influence  of  capital  punishment. 

(5)  Risk  of  Error 

40.  The  punishment  is  irrevocable  and  the  risk  of  executing  an  innocent 
person  was  alleged  to  justify  abolition. 

(6)  Adverse  Effect  upon  Administration  of  Justice 

41.  On  the  other  hand,  it  was  argued  that  guilty  persons  sometimes  go  free 
because  juries  are  unduly  swayed  in  their  verdicts  by  fear  of  the  death  penalty. 
The  punishment  was  criticized  as  unequal  because  the  accused  person  who  is 
able  to  employ  competent  counsel  is  much  less  likely  to  be  exposed  to  it  than 
the  indigent  person. 

(7)  Prison  Administration 

42.  Opponents  of  the  death  penalty  alleged  that  the  incarceration  of  all 
convicted  murderers  will  pose  no  special  problems  for  prison  administration 
and  argued  that,  as  a  class,  murderers  have  a  superior  record  to  other  types  of 
prisoners.  Some  also  urged  that,  even  if  the  housing  of  all  convicted  murderers 
presented  difficulties,  it  would  be  improper  to  permit  mere  administrative 
considerations  to  stand  in  the  way  of  abolition  which  was  justified  on  broad 
grounds  of  public  policy. 
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Section  3:  Statistics  relating  to  Deterrence 

43.  Throughout  the  literature  on  this  subject  and  in  many  of  its  early- 
hearings,  the  Committee  noted  references  to  the  statistical  studies  of  Professor 
Thorsten  Sellin  and  the  Committee  was  fortunate  in  arranging  for  his 
attendance.  His  evidence  presented  statistical  surveys  comparing  homicide 
rates  (as  defined  in  paragraph  27)  in  various  jurisdictions  in  relation  to  the 
use  of  capital  punishment 

44.  Professor  Sellin's  oral  evidence  fell  into  three  categories  and  was  later 
supplemented  by  written  evidence  on  a  fourth  matter.  First,  he  compared 
homicide  rates  in  several  groups  of  states  in  the  United  States  having  similar 
social  and  economic  characteristics,  including  in  each  group  both  states  which 
have  abolished  and  states  which  have  retained  capital  punishment.  In  this 
way  he  sought  to  avoid  the  danger  of  comparing  homicide  rates  in  states  with 
different  traditions  and  social  conditions.  These  comparisons  indicate  that 
homicide  rates  are  similar  in  the  various  groups  of  states  in  which  traditions 
and  social  conditions  are  substantially  the  same  regardless  of  whether  these 
states  have  retained  or  abolished  the  death  penalty. 

45.  Professor  Sellin's  second  group  of  comparisons  traced  the  pattern  of 
homicide  rates,  before  and  after  abolition,  in  jurisdictions  which  have  abolished 
the  death  penalty  and  included  information  on  jurisdictions  where  capital 
punishment  was  restored  after  a  period  of  abolition.  These  statistics  also 
indicate  that  the  trend  of  homicide  rates  does  not  appear  to  be  affected 
appreciably  by  the  presence  or  absence  of  capital  punishment,  and  that  no 
significant  change  in  the  rates  followed  abolition  or  reimposition  of  the  death 
penalty. 

46.  His  third  group  of  statistics  related  to  the  incidence  of  homicide  in 
Philadelphia  before  and  after  well-publicized  executions  and  indicated  that 
the  executions  appear  to  have  had  no  appreciable  effect  on  the  number  of 
homicides  reported. 

47.  Finally,  Professor  Sellin  and  the  Reverend  Father  Donald  J.  Campion 
submitted  written  studies  of  police  killings  in  certain  United  States  jurisdic- 
tions including  both  abolition  and  retention  states.  These  studies,  while 
comprehensive  for  the  jurisdictions  covered,  did  not  contain  data  from  some 
important  states  and  municipalities.  They  indicated  that  the  rate  of  police 
killings  does  not  appear  to  be  affected  appreciably  by  the  presence  or  absence 
of  capital  punishment. 

48.  The  interpretation  of  this  statistical  data  involves  difficulty  because  the 
figures  cannot  express  the  differences  in  tradition,  standards  of  law  enforce- 
ment, social  conditions  and  other  factors  in  various  countries  or  even  regions' 
within  a  country.  It  seems  impossible  to  determine  to  what  extent  the  move- 
ment of  homicide  rates  may  have  been  influenced  by  causes  other  than  aboli- 
tion or  by  a  combination  of  abolition  and  other  causes.  However,  the  figures 
from  other  countries  indicate  that  homicide  rates  are  influenced  by  factors 
other  than  the  death  penalty,  which  are  not  easily  measured  or  assessed,  and 
this  makes  it  difficult  to  deduce  from  the  statistics  available  that  abolition  in 
Canada  would  not  influence  the  homicide  rate. 

49.  The  Committee  noted  that  Professor  Sellin  went  further  in  his  presenta- 
tion to  it  than  in  his  presentation  to  the  United  Kingdom  Royal  Commission  on 
Capital  Punishment  (1).    In  his  evidence  before  the  Royal  Commission  he  stated

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in  answer  to  a  question  that  it  could  not  be  concluded  from  his  statistical  studies 
that  capital  punishment  had  no  deterrent  effect.  In  his  evidence  to  this  Com- 
mittee he  stated (^):  "What  the  statistics  prove  is  not  the  case  for  or  against 
the  death  penalty,  but  the  case  against  the  general  deterrent  effect  of  that 
penalty". 

50.  While  the  Committee  recognized  that  this  statistical  information  assists 
in  an  understanding  of  this  subject,  it  shared  the  opinion  of  the  United  Kingdom 
Royal  Commission  that  too  much  should  not  be  read  into  the  failure  to  find  a 
correlation  between  the  death  penalty  and  homicide  rates  in  these  statistical 
surveys.  The  Royal  Commission  concluded  its  survey  of  these  statistics  as 
follows:  "The  negative  conclusion  we  draw  from  the  figures  does  not  of  course 
imply  a  conclusion  that  the  deterrent  effect  of  the  death  penalty  cannot  be 
greater  than  that  of  any  other  punishment.  It  means  only  that  the  figures 
afford  no  reliable  evidence  one  way  or  the  other.  It  would  no  doubt  be  equally 
difficult  to  find  statistical  evidence  of  any  direct  relationship  between  the 
severity  of  any  other  punishment  and  the  rise  or  fall  of  the  crime  to  which 
it  relates.  Too  many  other  factors  come  into  the  question.  All  we  can  say  is 
that  the  deterrent  value  of  punishment  in  general  is  probably  liable  to  be 
exaggerated,  and  the  effect  of  capital  punishment  specially  so  because  of  its 
drastic  and  sensational  character". 

Section  4:  Conclusions 

51.  Abolition  of  capital  punishment  would  involve  a  major  change  in  the 
law  and  the  Committee  considered  that  it  must  approach  this  question  on  the 
basis  of  whether  or  not  such  a  change  would  prejudice  the  safety  and  well- 
being  of  the  public. 

52.  In  considering  the  arguments  for  and  against  abolition,  the  Committee 
was  conscious  of  the  view  of  the  provincial  attorneys  general  and  other  officials 
responsible  for  law  enforcement  from  whom  it  received  evidence  that  capital 
punishment  is  an  important  and  necessary  deterrent  to  murder.  As  indicated  in 
paragraph  50,  the  Committee  did  not  consider  that  this  opinion  is  displaced 
by  other  evidence  based  upon  statistical  comparisons,  and  the  Committee  has 
concluded  that  capital  punishment  does  exercise  a  deterrent  effect,  which  would 
not  result  from  imprisonment  or  other  forms'  of  punishment. 

53.  The  failures  of  capital  punishment  as  a  deterrent  are  obvious  from  the 
number  of  murders  still  committed.  Its  successes  are  unknown  because  it  is 
impossible  to  determine  the  number  of  persons  it  has  deterred  from  murder. 
One  measure  of  its'  deterrent  effect  was  afforded  by  an  analysis  of  murders 
which  indicated  that  a  considerable  proportion,  probably  in  excess  of  half,  are 
committed  under  the  compulsion  of  overwhelming  passion  or  anger  where  nO' 
deterrent  could  have  been  effective.  This  would  seem  to  demonstrate  that  the 
death  penalty,  coupled  with  the  excellent  standards  of  law  enforcement  pre- 
vailing in  Canada,  has  been  successful  in  deterring  the  commission  of  deliberate,, 
premeditated  murders  and  reducing  their  incidence  to  minimum  proportions. 
The  deterrent  effect  may  also  be  indicated  by  the  widespread  association  of 
the  crime  of  murder  with  the  death  penalty  which  is  undoubtedly  one  reason- 
why  murder  is  regarded  as  such  a  grave  and  abhorrent  crime. 

54.  The  Committee  has  already  indicated  in  paragraph  28  that  comparisons 
between  different  countries  on  the  basis  of  available  statistics  must,  of  necessity,, 
be  made  with  reservations.  However,  the  Committee  considered  that  criminals 
in  North  America  appear  more  prone  to  the  use  of  firearms  and  violence  than

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European  criminals.  The  Committee  does  not  attempt  to  explain  why  this 
should  be  so,  although  it  appears  likely  that  it  results  from  the  comparative 
youthfulness  of  North  American  society  and  the  variegated  nature  of  its  popula- 
tion. Whatever  the  reason  may  be,  the  Committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  it  is' 
obviously  more  imperative  to  retain  the  stern  penalty  of  capital  punishment  as 
a  continuing  restraint  against  the  use  of  violence  by  professional  criminals. 

55.  The  Committee  also  noted  a  difference  in  the  types  of  murder  com- 
mitted in  Canada  and  the  United  Kingdom.  In  the  United .  Kingdom,  murders 
of  the  familial-passion  type  which  are  not  subject  to  control  by  the  death 
penalty,  or  any  other  penalty,  constitute  an  appreciably  higher  proportion.  In 
contrast,  it  seems  that,  proportionately,  twice  as  many  Canadian  murders  are 
committed  in  connection  with  robbery  which  indicates  that,  on  the  whole, 
Canadian  murders  are  committed  more  frequently  by  professional 
criminals.  The  Committee  has  concluded  that  the  death  penalty  is 
most  likely  to  operate  as  a  restraint  and  a  deterrent  to  professional  criminals 
who  are  obviously  not  deterred  from  crime  by  the  risk  of  imprisonment  alone, 
and  that  it  is  necessary  to  retain  capital  punishment  to  minimize  the  tendency 
of  Canadian  criminals  to  use  violence  in  the  commission  of  other  crimes. 

56.  The  Committee,  while  recognizing  the  substantial  support  given  by 
many  persons  to  the  abolition  of  capital  punishment,  considered  there  is  a 
still  wider  group  who  support  and  accept  capital  punishment.  This  support 
reflects  the  public's  revulsion  against  murder,  the  "crime  of  crimes".  Equally, 
the  Committee  considered  that  the  public  abhorrence  of  murder  reflects  a 
traditional  attitude  built  up  by  the  reservation  of  capital  punishment  for  this 
particular  crime.  The  abolition  of  a  penalty  traditionally  accepted  as  a  just 
and  effective  deterrent  could  only  be  recommended  if  the  evidence  clearly 
established  that  the  ordinary  citizen's  view  of  its  efficacy  was  demonstrably 
wrong.  The  experience  of  other  jurisdictions  shows  that  abolition,  in  the  face 
of  strong  public  support  of  capital  punishment,  might  lead  to  confusion  and 
doubt  which  adversely  affect  the  administration  of  justice. 

57.  The  Comittee,  in  reaching  the  conclusion  that  it  is  in  the  public  interest 
to  retain  capital  punishment,  took  into  account  additional  considerations  relat- 
ing to  the  apprehension,  trial,  and  custody  of  accused  persons  upon  which  it 
desired  to  record  its  views. 

58.  The  Committee  was  of  the  opinion  that  capital  punishment  does  protect 
the  police  to  a  greater  extent  than  imprisonment  alone  would  do  by  deterring 
criminals  from  using  firearms  or  violence  to  facilitate  the  commission  of  crimes, 
or  escapes  from  arrest  or  attempted  apprehension. 

59.  Some  witnesses  suggested  that  juries  might  be  swayed  by  fear  of  the 
death  sentence,  and  refuse  to  render  murder  verdicts  in  appropriate  cases  with 
the  result  that  the  guilty  are  not  punished.  The  Committee,  however,  accepted 
the  view  of  most  law-enforcement  authorities  appearing  before  it  that  the 
great  majority  of  jurors  do  not  shrink  from  their  duty  because  of  fear  of 
accepting  responsibility  for  a  sentence  of  capital  punishment.  While  there  is 
ample  evidence  that  court  and  jury  alike  insist  on  the  highest  standards  of 
proof  in  murder  trials,  the  Committee  did  not  consider  that  the  existence  of  the 
death  sentence  interferes  with  the  administration  of  justice.  There  are' 
undoubtedly  cases  where  the  verdicts  of  juries,  either  acquitting  or  convicting 
for  a  lesser  offence,  are  not  easily  reconciled  with  the  evidence,  but  the  Com- 
mittee considered  that,  in  these  instances,  juries'  may  have  been  moved  by  their 
sympathy  with  the  accused  rather  than  by  any  reluctance  to  impose  capital 
punishment. 
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60.  Considerable  emphasis  was  put  on  the  risk  of  irrevocable  error  im 
capital  convictions.  The  fact  that  there  was  no  known  Canadian  instance  of 
the  execution  of  an  innocent  person  indicated  the  effectiveness  of  present  pro- 
cedures by  way  of  trial  and  executive  review  and  this  suggests  that  the  risk, 
of  error  does  not  present  a  reasonable  argument  for  abolition  in  Canada. 

61.  The  Committee  considered  that  the  proper  management  of  prisons  and- 
executions  can  and  does  prevent  adverse  effects  on  prisoners  and  the  public 
generally,  and  there  was  no  evidence  that  properly  trained  and  selected 
personnel,  charged  with  the  duty  of  superintending  all  details  of  executions,^, 
are  left  with  any  lasting  ill  effects. 

62.  The  Committee  took  note  of  both  the  report  of  the  United  Kingdom. 
Royal  Commission  on  Capital  Punishment,  1949-53,  and  the  subsequent  debates^ 
in  the  United  Kingdom  Parliament.  Recently  the  British  House  of  Commowg' 
approved  the  abolition  of  capital  punishment.  The  Committee  did  not  con- 
sider that  the  recent  decisions  of  the  United  Kingdom  House  of  Commons  afford 
any  compelling  reason  for  it  to  reconsider  its  decision.  There  are  obvious 
differences  between  the  two  countries  which  may  indicate  that  capital  punish- 
ment is  necessary  and  more  effective  in  Canada.  Moreover,  the  Committee 
noted  that  the  votes  in  favour  of  abolition  were  carried  by  small  majorities 
and  that  public  opinion  in  the  United  Kingdom  appears  divided  on  the  question. 
If  the  United  Kingdom  Parliament  abolishes  capital  punishment,  the  experience 
of  that  country  after  abolition  may  be  of  assistance  to  Canada  in  the  event 
that  this  question  is  studied  again,  as  this  Committee  considers  it  should  be, 
within  the  next  decade. 

63.  While  the  Committee  considered  that  capital  punishment  should  be 
subjected  to  periodic  review  by  Parliament,  it  recommends  that  the  death 
penalty  should  be  retained  as  the  mandatory  punishment  for  the  crime  of 
murder. 


CHAPTER   IV — SPECIFIC   PROPOSALS   FOR   LIMITATION   OF   CAPITAL   PUNISHMENT 

Section  1:     Crimes  other  than  Murder  • 

64.  The  Committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  capital  punishment  should  not  be 
extended  to  cover  any  crimes  for  which  it  is  not  at  present  a  penalty.  Speci- 
fically, the  Committee  approved  of  the  deletion  in  the  new  Criminal  Code  of 
capital  punishment  as  a  penalty  for  rape. 

65.  The  Committee  believed  that  capital  punishment  should  be  retained 
as  a  punishment  for  treason  and  piracy.  The  latter  offence  is  virtually  obsolete 
but  the  retention  of  the  grave  penalty  conforms  to  the  general  practice  of 
common-law  jurisdictions.  The  penalties  for  treason  were  carefully  con- 
sidered by  Parliament  during  the  enactment  of  the  new  Criminal  Code  and 
the  use  of  capital  punishment  was  suitably  restricted  to  the  most  serious  types 
of  treasonable  activity. 

Section  2:     Redefinition  of  the  Crime  of  Murder 

66.  No  specific  proposal  was  put  forward  to  the  Committee  for  the  rede- 
finition of  the  crime  of  murder.  Some  witnesses,  however,  expressed  the  opinion 
that  the  crime  might  be  redefined  so  that  it  would  be  limited  to  cases  involving 
the  greatest  degree  of  moral  culpability.  The  Committee  recognized  that  murder 
is  a  many-sided  crime.  Many  murders  arise  in  circumstances  where  no  preme- 
ditation is  possible  and  where  the  killing  follows  suddenly  from  the  passions 
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of  the  moment.  Other  murders  are  premeditated,  but  not  ignobly  motivated, 
an  example  being  what  is  called  a  "mercy  killing".  Some  are  not  premeditated 
in  the  sense  of  representing  the  combination  of  a  long  and  deliberately-planned 
scheme  of  killing  but  nonetheless  are  reprehensible  because  they  arise  from  a 
wanton  disregard  of  human  life,  an  example  being  the  killing  committed  in  the 
course  of  an  armed  robbery.  These  examples  are  mentioned  simply  to  show 
that  any  attempt  to  redefine  murder  rigidly  in  terms  of  specific  premeditation 
or  intent  is  not  likely  to  accomplish  fully  the  purpose  of  excluding  killings 
involving  little  moral  culpability  and  including  only  killings  involving  grave 
moral  culpability.  In  this  connection  the  Committee  noted  the  many  proposals 
considered  in  the  United  Kingdom  in  the  past  80  years.  It  shares  the  conclusion 
of  the  United  Kingdom  Royal  Commission  on  Capital  Punishment  that  the 
various  proposals  for  the  redefinition  of  the  crime  of  murder  are  not  wholly 
satisfactory  and  cannot  recommend  any  for  the  favourable  consideration  of 
Parliament. 

67.  The  Canadian  law  of  murder  is  not  altogether  comparable  with  that 
of  the  United  Kingdom  because,  as  mentioned  in  the  opening  sections  of  this 
report,  the  Canadian  Criminal  Code  incorporates  the  codification  proposed  by 
Stephen  in  1879  which  was  never  accepted  by  the  Parliament  of  the  United 
Kingdom.  This  results,  in  practice,  in  two  substantial  differences  between  the 
Canadian  and  United  Kingdom  law  of  murder  which  did  not  appear  to  be 
appreciated  by  all  witnesses  who  appeared  before  the  Committee.  In  the  first 
place,  the  defence  of  provocation  has  a  wider  ambit  in  Canada,  and  includes 
provocation  by  words  as  well  as  by  deeds.  Secondly,  the  concept  of  constructive 
murder  is  narrower  in  Canada  than  in  the  United  Kingdom  and,  in  general,  is 
limited  to  killings  arising  in  the  commission  or  attempted  commission  of  specified 
crimes  of  violence  or  in  the  course  of  escape  from  apprehension  following  such 
-Crimes  or  attempted  crimes. 

68.  The  Committee  was  of  the  opinion  that  no  useful  purpose  would  be 
served  in  attempting  to  specify,  to  any  greater  degree  than  at  present,  the 
responsibility  of  accomplices  in  crimes  from  which  killing  results.  Since  the 
type  of  murder  which  presents  a  peculiar  problem  in  Canada  is  that  arising  in 
the  course  of  a  robbery,  tke  Committee  considers  that  the  present  law  serves 
a  useful  purpose  in  making  it  clear  that  all  those,  who  knowingly  participate 
in  an  armed  robbery  in  which  it  is  clearly  contemplated  that  violence  will  be 
used  if  necessary,  should  know  that  they  are  all  equally  liable  to  be  charged 
with  murder  if  killing  results. 

69.  In  practice,  the  Committee  considered  that  any  redefinition  of  the  crime 
of  murder  should  conform  closely  to  the  present  practice  in  commuting  sen- 
tences of  capital  punishment.  Having  concluded  that  it  is  not  practicable  to 
achieve  a  satisfactory  redefinition  of  murder,  the  Committee  also  decided  that 
differences  between  murders  can  only  be  recognized  by  granting  commutation 
in  suitable  circumstances.  Since  differentiation  in  the  crime  of  murder  depends 
to  a  considerable  extent  upon  the  assessment  of  moral  culpability  of  a  crime, 
the  Committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  ends  of  justice  are  best  served  by  the 
continuation  of  the  present  practice  of  mitigating  the  rigour  of  the  law  in 
appropriate  cases  by  the  exercise  of  executive  clemency. 

Section  3:     Degrees  of  Murder 

70.  Several  witnesses  suggested  that  consideration  might  be  given  to  the 
creation  of  degrees  of  murder  which  would  take  into  account  the  difference  in 
moral  culpability  between  different  types  of  homicides.  All  witnesses  repre- 
senting law-enforcement  authorities  opposed  the  establishment  of  degrees  of 
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murder.  The  Committee  shares  the  conclusions  of  the  United  Kingdom  Royal 
Commission  on  this  question.  The  Committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  present 
distinction  between  murder  and  manslaughter  is  quite  clear  and  straight- 
forward. It  considers  that  any  attempt  to  break  murder  down  into  degrees  may 
lead  to  the  creation  of  technical  and  confusing  distinctions  without,  at  the  same 
time,  creating  any  precise  delineation  between  murders  of  differing  degrees 
of  moral  culpability. 

71.  The  experience  of  the  United  States  seemed  to  suggest  that,  in  the  last 
analysis,  the  selection  between  the  different  degrees  of  murder  is  made  by 
juries  for  reasons  which  are  not  too  clear  and  which,  in  the  words  of  the  late 
Mr.  Justice  Cardozo,  are  shrouded  in  a  cloud  of  words.  In  fact,  in  most  juris- 
dictions in  the  United  States  the  creation  of  degrees  of  murder  has  been  accom- 
panied in  late  years  by  the  conferring  of  a  discretion  on  the  judge  or  jury  to 
dispense  with  capital  punishment  for  first-degree  murder.  Some  reference  was 
also  made  to  the  practice  in  some  American  jurisdictions  of  trafficking  in  the 
degrees  of  murder  and  accepting  pleas  of  guilty  for  the  lesser  degree  in  place  of 
prosecuting  first  degree  murder  charges  in  serious  cases.  While  this  result 
might  not  occur  in  Canada,  it  suggests  an  added  reason  for  caution  in  creating 
degrees  of  murder. 

Section  4:  Discretion  as  to  Sentence 

72.  The  Committee  considered,  as  another  method  of  limiting  the  rigour 
of  capital  punishment,  the  possibility  of  reposing  discretion  as  to  sentence  in 
either  the  judge  or  the  jury.  The  Committee  noted  that  the  United  Kingdom 
Royal  Commission  on  Capital  Punishment  concluded  that  permitting  the 
jury  to  exercise  discretion  as  to  whether  or  not  capital  punishment  should 
be  imposed  was  the  only  practicable  method  of  limiting  the  operation  of 
capital  punishment  aside  from  complete  reliance  on  executive  clemency. 

73.  The  Committee  considers  that  it  would  be  inappropriate  and  inadvisable 
to  leave  any  discretion  as  to  sentence  to  the  judge.  Apart  from  the  difficulty  of 
placing  such  an  onerous  responsibility  upon  one  judge,  there  is  the  danger 
that  inconsistency  and  lack  of  certainty  might  develop  in  practice  as  a  result 
of  differing  policies  followed  by  different  judges. 

74.  The  Committee  does  not  favour  the  granting  of  discretion  as  to  sentence 
to  the.  jury  because  it  does  not  conform  to  the  traditional  function  of  the 
jury  which  is  to  decide  whether  a  person  is  guilty  or  innocent  as  charged. 
The  Committee  also  considers  that  the  exercise  of  a  jury's  discretion  on  the 
question  of  sentence  would  result  in  inconsistency  and  uncertainty  in  the 
administration  of  the  law. 

Section  5:  Limitation  in  respect  of  Wovfien  and  Young  Persons 

75.  The  commission  of  murder  by  women  is  rare  and  usually  occurs  in 
circumstances  which  warrant  the  exercise  of  the  Royal  Prerogative  of  Mercy. 
In  the  few  cases  where  commutation  of  the  death  sentence  was  not  warranted, 
the  Committee  can  see  no  justification  for  treating  women  any  differently 
from  men. 

76.  The  Committee  noticed  that  the  invariable  practice  has  been  to  com- 
mute the  sentence  of  all  persons  under  18  and  that,  since  1945,  the  sentence 
has  rarely  been  executed  against  a  person  20  years  and  under.  The  Committee 
balanced  the  consideration,  that  youth  must  always  be  a  mitigating  factor, 
against  the  fact  that  some  of  the  most  callous  crimes  are  committed  by  young 
offenders  showing  a  total  disrespect  for  life  or  property.    The  Committee  noted 
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that  the  United  Kingdom  Royal  Commission  on  Capital  Punishment  unanimously 
favoured  the  retention  of  the  present  United  Kingdom  law  prohibiting  the 
execution  of  offenders  under  18  but  was  almost  equally  divided  in  considering 
whether  the  exemption  should  be  raised  to  21.  The  Committee  concluded  that 
it  would  be  proper  to  amend  the  law  to  provide  that  the  death  penalty  should 
not  apply  to  a  person  of  the  age  of  18  years  or  less  at  the  time  of  the  commission 
of  the  offence  and  recommends  strongly  that,  except  in  extraordinary  cases,  the 
present  practice  of  commuting  most  death  sentences  passed  on  persons  under 
21  years  be  continued. 


CHAPTER    V PROPOSALS    AFFECTING    TRIAL    AND    APPEAL 

Section  1:  Trial 

77.  The  Committee  gave  consideration  to  all  aspects  of  the  procedure  in 
capital  cases  at  trial  and  on  appeal  and  concluded  that  certain  procedural 
changes  are  desirable  if  capital  punishment  is  retained. 

78.  The  Committee  considered  that  two  essential  conditions  should  be  met 
in  all  murder  trials.  First,  the  accused  should  be  fully  advised  of  the  facts 
upon  which  the  prosecution  will  base  its  case.  Secondly,  the  accused  should 
have  the  benefit  of  the  advice  and  defence  of  competent,  experienced  counsel 
at  all  stages  including  the  preliminary  hearing,  trial,  and  appeal  and  should 
have  facilities  and  funds  to  procure  evidence  and  witnesses  essential  to  a 
proper  defence. 

79.  The  Committee  has  already  mentioned  the  differences  of  opinion 
expressed  about  the  efficiency  of  present  procedures  in  ensuring  that  the 
defence  is  given  proper  notice  of  the  essentials  of  the  case  for  the  prosecution. 
The  Committee  considers  that  no  room  for  doubt  should  exist  in  capital  cases 
and  that  the  Criminal  Code  should  be  amended  to  provide  that  all  facts 
upon  which  the  prosecution  proposes  to  base  its  case  are  disclosed  to  the 
defence  in  advance  of  trial. 

80.  The  view  was  expressed  by  some  witnesses  that  an  accused  person, 
who  is  able  to  employ  competent  counsel,  has  a  better  chance  of  acquittal  than 
an  indigent  person.  While  the  Committee  was  aware  of  no  specific  instance 
where  an  accused  may  have  suffered  because  of  an  inadequate  defence,  it 
concluded  that  the  present  system  of  providing  assistance  to  the  defence 
in  capital  cases  is  based  too  much  on  the  charity  and  spirit  of  public  service 
of  the  bar  and  prosecuting  authorities.  The  Committee  recognized  that  the 
provision  of  counsel  and  other  aids  to  the  accused  is  the  responsibility  of 
provincial  authorities  but  nevertheless  respectfully  recommends  that  existing 
arrangements  should  be  reviewed.  Specifically,  the  Committee  recommends, 
for  the  consideration  of  provincial  authorities,  that  arrangements  be  made 
for  the  employment  and  payment  of  competent  counsel  at  all  stages  in  a 
capital  case  and  that  funds  and  facilities  be  made  available,  where  necessary, 
to  assist  the  defence  in  procuring  evidence  and  otherwise  preparing  its  case  for 
trial. 

81.  The  Committee  has  already  noted  that  it  is  possible  for  an  accused  to 
plead  guilty  in  a  capital  case.  The  Committee  believes  that  it  is  extremely 
undesirable  to  admit  pleas  of  guilty  in  capital  cases  because  the  capacity  of 
the  accused  must  always  be  taken  as  doubtful  and  the  acceptance  of  the  plea 
almost  makes  the  court  privy  to  a  scheme  for  self-destruction.  Thus,  the 
Committee  recommends  that  the  law  be  amended  to  provide  that  all  murder 
trials  proceed  as  if  a  plea  of  not  guilty  were  entered. 
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Section  2:  Appeals  to  Provincial  Courts  of  Appeal 

82.  There  was  evidence  that  the  present  law,  which  prohibits  the  extension 
of  the  time  prescribed  for  bringing  an  appeal  in  applications  for  leave  to 
appeal  in  capital  cases,  may  cause  both  injustice  and  embarrassment.  The 
possibility  exists  that  a  technical  slip  may  deprive  an  accused  of  his  right 
to  appeal.  Extraordinary  devices,  such  as  the  reference  of  a  case  to  a  pro- 
vincial appeal  court  by  the  Minister  of  Justice,  have  been  employed  to  circum- 
vent this  strict  rule.  The  Committee  considered  that  no  technical  barrier 
should  prevent  the  review  of  every  capital  conviction  by  a  provincial  Court 
of  Appeal.  Equally,  the  Committee  recognized  the  desirability  of  avoiding 
unnecessary  delay  in  the  disposition  of  capital  cases  and  noted  the  experience 
of  other  jurisdictions  where  technical  procedural  delaying  actions  have  frus- 
trated the  course  of  justice. 

83.  In  the  Committee's  opinion,  it  is  necessary  to  provide  for  an  appeal 
procedure  open  to  all,  but  which  will  not  be  prolonged  or  rendered  uncertain 
in  its  effectiveness  by  procedural  technicalities.  The  Committee  concluded 
that  this  purpose  can  best  be  achieved  by  providing  for  an  automatic  appeal 
to  a  provincial  appellate  court  after  every  capital  conviction.  The  Committee 
contemplates  that  after  conviction  the  record  will  be  transmitted  to  the  appelate 
court  which  will  then  be  able  to  govern  the  conduct  of  the  appeal  by  its  own 
rules.  Under  this  procedure,  the  Committee  would  expect  provincial  authori- 
ties, in  all  necessary  cases,  to  arrange  for  the  provision  of  competent  counsel 
and  the  preparation  of  all  materials  and  documents  required  for  the  appeal. 
The  Committee  recommends  that  the  Crimhial  Code  be  amended  to  provide 
for  an  automatic  appeal  to  a  provincial  Court  of  Appeal  in  capital  cases  and 
respectfully  commends,  for  the  consideration  of  provincial  authorities,  its  views 
on  the  provision  of  assistance  to  an  accused  in  the  conduct  of  his  appeal. 

Section  3:  Appeals  to  the  Supreme  Court  of  Canada 

84.  At  present,  appeals  to  the  Supreme  Court  of  Canada  are  limited  to 
appeals  as  of  right  where  there  is  a  dissent  on  a  question  of  law  in  the 
provincial  Court  of  Appeal.  Otherwise  an  appeal  may  be  taken  only  on 
a  question  of  law  if  leave  is  obtained  from  one  judge  of  the  Supreme  Court 
of  Canada.  Because  of  the  gravity  of  the  crime  and  sentence,  the  Committee 
considered  it  proper  that  an  opportunity  to  be  heard  by  the  court  of  last 
resort  should  be  open  to  every  person  subject  to  a  capital  sentence  and  recom- 
mends that  the  law  be  amended  to  provide  for  an  appeal  as  of  right  in  such 
event  to  the  Supreme  Court  of  Canada. 

CHAPTER    VI METHOD    OF    EXECUTION 

Section  1:     Present  Practice 

85.  Executions  are  now  carried  out  by  hanging.  In  Quebec  and  the  four 
Western  Provinces,  hangings  take  place  at  central  prisons,  while  in  Ontario  and 
New  Brunswick  they  take  place  in  county  jails.  Where  centralized  facilities  are 
available  they  appear  to  be  satisfactory,  but  there  was  considerable  criticism  of 
the  temporary  facilities  which  have  to  be  erected  in  county  jails.  These  are 
objectionable  from  several  standpoints.  The  erection  of  the  facilities  naturally 
disturbs  the  condemned  man  and  other  prisoners.  The  occurrence  of  a  hanging 
in  the  smaller  centre,  usually  in  a  jail  which  is  centrally  located,  awakens  the 
morbid  instincts  of  a  section  of  the  public.  The  fact  that  the  facilities  have  to 
be  hastily  constructed  frequently  means  that  the  condemned  person  must  walk 
a  considerable  distance  from  his  cell  to  the  gallows.  There  was  also  the  sug- 
gestion that  personnel  are  not  necessarily  so  well  trained  as  in  the  centralized 
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locations,  and  this  may  affect  not  only  the  conduct  of  the  execution  itself  but 
the  aftermath  caused  by  the  reaction  left  with  officials  present  at  the  execution. 

86.  Generally  speaking,  in  all  provinces  the  same  rules  seem  to  govern  the 
custody  of  the  condemned  man  and  the  events  immediately  preceding  execution. 
The  condemned  person  is  kept  in  a  cell  segregated  from  the  rest  of  the  prison, 
is  afforded  more  privileges  than  the  ordinary  prisoner  and  is  kept  under 
extremely  close  surveillance.  Under  the  authority  of  regulations  issued  by  the 
Governor  in  Council,  hangings  now  take  place  immediately  after  midnight  on 
the  day  fixed  for  execution  and  are  conducted  as  much  as  possible  to  avoid 
disturbance  to  other  prisoners  and  to  eliminate  undue  public  attention.  The  con- 
duct of  executions  is  the  responsibility  of  provincial  officials.  Two  provinces 
had  official  hangmen  who  are  available  to  serve  in  other  jurisdictions  when 
required. 

87.  Because  it  was  not  the  practice  to  conduct  post-mortems  after  execu- 
tions by  hanging,  there  appeared  to  be  some  uncertainty  as  to  the  exact  causes 
of  death  in  all  cases,  although  the  general  presumption  was  that  it  occurred 
because  of  a  fracture  of  the  spinal  column  and  injury  to  the  spinal  cord.  The 
Committee  recommends  that,  if  hanging  is  retained,  the  law  be  amended  to 
provide  for  post-mortems  to  ascertain  the  precise  cause  of  death. 

Section  2:     Place  of  Execution 

88.  The  Committee  considers  that  the  responsibility  for  providing  facilities 
for  execution  should  remain  with  the  provinces  and  that  all  executions  should 
be  held  in  central  locations  in  each  province.  The  Criminal  Code  at  present 
permits  provincial  authorities  to  designate  central  places  of  execution.  The 
Committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  executions  in  central  locations  would  be 
conducted  with  greater  despatch  and  efficiency  and  in  an  atmosphere  of  greater 
decency  and  dignity  than  is  the  case  with  executions  in  local  jails. 

Section  3:  Method  of  Execution 

89.  The  Committee  considered  the  merits  of  four  different  methods  of 
execution,  namely,  hanging,  electrocution,  the  gas  chamber  and  lethal  injection. 
Evidence  on  hanging  was  received  from  several  prison  officials  and  medical 
officers  who  had  witnessed  hangings  in  Canada  as  well  as  from  the  executioner 
who  had  officiated  at  most  recent  Canadian  hangings.  The  Warden  of  Illinois 
State  Penitentiary  described  the  process  of  electrocution  carried  on  in  his 
institution  and  a  description  of  execution  by  gas  chamber  was  given  by  the 
former  Warden  of  San  Quentin  Penitentiary  in  California.  In  addition,  inde- 
pendent expert  evidence  on  the  effects  and  implications  of  the  various  methods 
of  execution  was  presented  by  two  leaders  in  the  field  of  pharmacology  and 
neurology  who  had  been  invited  to  appear  before  the  Committee. 

90.  It  was  apparent  that  serious  practical  difficulties  would  arise  if  lethal 
injection  by  hypodermic  needle  were  adopted  as  the  method  of  execution  and 
because  of  this  the  Committee  gave  less  consideration  to  this  method  than  the 
other  three.  The  virtue  alleged  for  execution  by  lethal  injection  was  that  it 
ensured  instantaneous  and  painless  death  free  from  the  fears  aroused  by  other 
methods  of  execution.  The  Committee  ascertained  that  this  could  only  be 
accomplished  by  intravenous  injection  and  that  skill  was  required  to  give  such 
an  injection.  The  Committee  considered  that  it  was  not  reasonable  to  expect  a 
medical  doctor  to  perform  a  task  so  repugnant  to  the  tradition  of  the  medical 
profession.  Moreover,  an  intravenous  injection  is  a  delicate  operation  requiring 
the  subject  to  keep  absolutely  still,  and  even  if  other  skilled  personnel  were 
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trained  for  the  task,  there  would  be  substantial  risk  of  mishap  unless  the  con- 
demned person  was  entirely  acquiescent.  The  Committee  thus  concluded  that 
lethal  injection  was  not  a  practical  method  of  execution. 

91.  The  Committee  considered  that  one  of  the  principal  objections  to 
hanging  was  that  so  much  depended  upon  the  personal  competence  of  the 
hangman,  leaving  a  greater  margin  for  error  than  in  the  case  of  execution  by- 
electrocution  or  the  gas  chamber.  It  may  be  that  a  hanging,  conducted  efficiently 
and  with  proper  facilities,  may  be  accomplished  more  quickly  and  with  less 
anguish  to  the  condemned  person  than  the  other  two  methods  of  execution.  The 
Committee  noted  that,  for  this  reason,  the  United  Kingdom  Royal  Commission 
concluded  that  hanging  should  be  retained.  The  evidence  of  medical  witnesses 
and  others,  however,  indicated  that  hangings  in  Canada  were  not  conducted 
with  the  same  degree  of  precision  as  in  the  United  Kingdom  and  that  there  was 
no  ways  of  knowing,  in  some  cases,  how  death  was  caused  and  whether  loss 
of  consciousness  had  been  instantaneous.  Examples  of  bungled  hangings  were 
brought  to  the  Committee's  attention.  Moreover,  the  Committee  sensed  from 
the  evidence  given  by  experienced  officials  and  ethers,  that  hanging  was 
regarded  generally  as  being  an  obsolete,  if  not  a  barbaric  method  of  execution. 
The  Committee  has  concluded,  after  weighing  these  considerations,  that  hang- 
ing is  not  the  most  satisfactory  method  of  execution  which  might  be  employed 
and,  accordingly,  recommends  its  abolition. 

92.  The  advantage  of  both  electrocution  and  the  gas  chamber  is  that  they 
avoid  the  worst  psychological  associations  connected  with  hanging  and  are 
also  proof,  to  a  much  greater  extent,  against  human  frailty  and  error.  The 
criticisms  made  of  electrocution  were  that  in  some  United  States  jurisdictions 
it  had  resulted  in  burning  and  mutilation  of  the  body  of  the  condemned  person. 
No  such  problems  arose  from  execution  by  the  inhalation  of  lethal  gas  and  the 
former  warden  of  San  Quentin  Penitentiary  contended  that  it  was  the  least 
objectionable  method  of  execution  from  the  standpoint  of  both  the  condemned 
person  and  officials.  On  the  other  hand  the  gas  chamber  was  criticized  because 
of  the  danger  to  which  it  exposed  the  prison  staff  and  because  of  the  final  strain 
it  put  on  the  condemned  person.  It  was  said  that  after  lethal  gas  was  released 
into  the  gas  chamber  the  condemned  person  would  be  tempted  to  hold  his 
breath  for  as  long  as  possible. 

93.  In  considering  the  merits  of  the  two  methods  of  execution,  the  Com- 
mittee was  influenced,  to  a  substantial  degree,  by  the  evidence  of  the  inde- 
pendent medical  experts  who  both  recommended  electrocution  as  the  most 
satisfactory  method.  Their  recommendation,  was  based  on  the  extensive 
experience  resulting  from  the  use  of  electric  shock  treatments  for  mental 
diseases.  This  experience  indicated  that  the  application  of  even  a  small  charge 
of  electricity  would  produce  instantaneous  unconsciousness.  It  is  the  only  method 
of  execution  where  it  could  be  established  that  unconsciousness  was  produced 
instantaneously  and  that  death  was  painless.  Moreover,  the  experts  maintained 
that  if  properly  conducted  an  electrocution  would  not  result  in  any  burning  or 
mutilation  of  the  body.  Scientific  knowledge  indicated  that  life  could  be 
terminated  by  a  series  of  shocks  of  alternating  low  and  high  voltages  and  that 
the  massive  shocks  which  might  result  in  burning  were  not  necessary.  The 
evidence  of  the  warden  of  Illinois  Penitentiary  supported  this  view  and  his 
experience  was  that  the  application  of  carefully  regulated  alternating  shocks 
resulted  in  instantaneous  unconsciousness  and  speedy  termination  of  life  with- 
out any  burning  or  mutilation.  The  medical  experts  suggested  that  electrocu- 
tion need  not  be  carried  out  in  an  electric  chair  and  that  simpler  and  less 
repulsive  facilities  might  be  employed. 
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94.  The  Committee  concluded  that  the  most  satisfactory  method  of  execu- 
tion is  by  electrocution  and,  accordingly,  recommends  that  the  law  be  amended 
to  replace  hanging  by  electrocution.  This  recommendation,  however,  is 
premised  on  the  evidence  that  modern  methods  of  electrocution  can  produce 
instantaneous  unconsciousness  and  painless  death  without  any  of  the  evil  effects 
traditionally  associated  with  the  electric  chair.  If  further  investigation  should 
create  doubt  as  to  the  possibility  of  employing  electrocution  in  this  manner 
then  the  Committee  considers  it  would  be  preferable  to  substitute  the  gas 
chamber  as  the  method  of  execution.

MEETING  OF  COMMONWEALTH  PRIME  MINISTERS 

During  the  past  ten  days  Commonwealth  Prime  Ministers  have  together 
reviewed  the  current  state  of  international  affairs.  Their  discussions  have 
again  revealed  a  sense  of  common  purpose  in  their  approach  to  the  major 
problems  of  the  day.  The  peoples  of  the  Commonwealth  all  share  the  common 
heritage  of  Parliamentary  democracy.  They  respect  aspirations  for  freedom 
and  self-government,  and  they  take  pride  in  what  they  themselves  have  done 
in  helping  to  fulfil  those  aspirations. 

This'  Meeting  has  been  held  at  a  significant  stage  in  the  development  of 
international  relations.  A  new  element  has  been  introduced  by  the  growing 
recognition  of  the  devastating  power  of  thermonuclear  weapons.  Other  develop- 
ments of  importance  have  taken  place  in  the  world,  including  changes  in  the 
Soviet  Union.  The  common  understanding  which  the  Prime  Ministers  have 
reached  in  their  review  will  form  a  valuable  background  which  will  assist  each 
Government  in  the  formulation  and  pursuit  of  its  national  policies. 

Despite  the  high  hopes  with  which  the  world  emerged  from  the  last  war, 
new  international  tensions  developed.  These  have  given  rise  to  increasing 
fears  and  suspicion.  They  have  resulted  in  vast  expenditures  on  armaments 
and  economic  distortions  which  have  delayed  the  full  development  of  the  world's 
natural  resources  for  the  common  good. 

The  Governments  and  peoples  of  the  Commonwealth  are  united  in  their 
desire  for  peace.  They  seek  friendly  relations  with  all  the  peoples'  of  the  world 
and  have  no  aggressive  intent  or  design.  War  would  bring  disaster  for  many; 
world  war  could  mean  destruction  for  all.  The  policies  of  all  Commonwealth 
countries  will  at  all  times  be  devoted  to  preserving  and  consolidating  world 
peace.  The  Prime  Ministers  emphasized  the  importance  they  attach  to  the  search 
for  a  comprehensive  disarmament  agreement. 

The  Commonwealth  Governments  will  strive  for  a  progressive  improve- 
ment in  the  standards  of  life  of  their  own  peoples  and  will  assist  in  similar 
efforts  in  other  parts  of  the  world.  Since  the  end  of  the  war,  in  addition  to 
furthering  their  own  economic  development,  they  have  done  much  to  assist  the 
development  of  other  countries,  through  the  United  Nations"  and  such  organiza- 
tions as  the  Colombo  Plan,  the  Commission  for  Technical  Co-operation  in 
Africa  South  of  the  Sahara  and  by  other  means.  They  will  continue  in  their 
efforts  to  secure  prosperity  as  well  as  peace  for  all  the  peoples  of  the  world. 

In  the  course  of  the  Meeting  the  Prime  Ministers  reviewed  the  significant 
developments  in  the  Soviet  Union  in  the  context  of  international  relations  and 
world  affairs.  In  this  assessment  they  were  helped  by  the  reports  made  by 
those  Ministers  who  have  recently  visited  the  Soviet  Union  or  have  held  else- 
where personal  discussions  with  the  new  Soviet  leaders.  The  Prime  Ministers 
considered  the  recent  decisions  of  the  Soviet  Government  to  reduce  the  numbers 
of  their  armed  forces,  their  willingness  to  facilitate  increased  contacts  between 
the  Soviet  Union  and  other  countries,  and  their  expressed  desire  for  improved 
relations  with  other  Governments.  They  welcomed  these  developments.  A 
progressive  improvement  in  the  relations  between  the  Soviet  Union  and  the 
other  great  Powers  would  help  to  remove  the  fear  of  war  and  serve  the  interests 
of  world  peace.  They  believe,  however,  that  the  removal  of  the  causes  of 
tension  and  the  creation  of  mutual  confidence  and  good  will  are  essential  if 
peace  is  to  rest  on  secure  foundations.  The  Governments  of  the  Commonwealth 
countries  will  persevere  in  the  search  for  just  and  lasting  settlements  of  out- 
standing  international   problems.      Unless   such   settlements   can   be   reached, 
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resources  which  might  otherwise  be  used  to  improve  the  lot  of  man  will  con- 
tinue to  be  devoted  to  armaments;  and  the  fears  which  impel  the  peoples  of  the 
world  to  accept  the  burdens  of  defence  will  continue  to  distract  and  weaken 
mankind. 

The  Prime  Ministers  noted  with  regret  that,  since  their  last  Meeting,  no 
progress  had  been  made  towards  German  unity.  They  were  informed  of 
current  proposals  regarding  the  political  and  economic  activities  of  the  North 
Atlantic  Alliance  and  the  development  of  closer  economic  co-operation  in 
Europe. 

The  Prime  Ministers  considered  the  situation  in  the  Middle  East.  They 
reaffirmed  their  interest  in  the  peace  and  stability  of  this  area.  They  welcomed 
the  efforts'  of  the  Secretary  General  of  the  United  Nations  to  ensure  observance 
of  the  terms  of  the  armistice  agreements  between  Israel  and  the  neighbouring 
Arab  States.  They  agreed  that  all  practicable  steps  should  be  urgently  taken 
to  consolidate  the  progress  thus  made  and  to  seek  a  lasting  settlement  of  this 
dispute. 

The  Prime  Ministers  were  informed  of  the  situation  in  Cyprus,  and 
welcomed  the  unceasing  efforts  of  the  United  Kingdom  Government  to  find  a 
solution  acceptable  to  all  concerned. 

The  Prime  Ministers  reviewed  the  situation  in  the  Far  East  and  South 
East  Asia.  They  noted  the  part  which  was  being  played  by  certain  Common- 
wealth Governments  in  seeking  to  maintain  peace  in  Indo- China.  They  looked 
forward  to  a  continuing  relaxation  of  tension  in  the  Formosa  area,  and  expressed 
the  hope  that  unremitting  efforts  would  be  made  to  this  end.  Peaceful  settle- 
ments of  the  problems  in  this  area  are  imperative  for  stability  in  the  Far  East 
and  for  removing  the  dangers  of  conflict  which  would  frustrate  the  hopes  of 
peace.  The  Prime  Ministers  heard  with  interest  a  report  from  the  Prime 
Minister  of  New  Zealand  on  his  recent  visit  to  Japan.  They  were  informed  of 
the  progress  of  constitutional  advance  in  Malaya  and  of  the  negotiations  on 
constitutional  development  in  Singapore. 

The  Prime  Ministers  noted  with  satisfaction  that  Ceylon  and  certain  other 
countries  had  recently  been  admitted  to  the  United  Nations.  They  recognized 
the  important  part  which  members  of  the  Commonwealth  had  played  in  secur- 
ing this  extension  of  the  Organization.  They  expressed  the  hope  that  its  mem- 
bership could  be  broadened  still  further  so  that  it  might  command  a  wider 
allegiance  throughout  the  world. 

The  Prime  Ministers  agreed  that  it  was  of  first  importance  for  their 
countries  to  maintain  and  increase  their  economic  strength.  Each  country, 
through  sound  internal  economic  policies  and  steady  development  of  its 
resources  and  earning  power,  could  help  to  strengthen  the  Commonwealth  and 
the  sterling  area,  and  move  steadily  towards  the  agreed  objective  of  the  widest 
practicable  system  of  trade  and  payments.  The  Prime  Ministers  noted  with 
satisfaction  the  United  Kingdom's  determination  to  maintain  and  improve  its 
capacity  to  serve  as  a  source  of  capital  for  development  in  Commonwealth 
countries.  They  received  reports  on  the  development  programmes  of  certain 
members  of  the  Commonwealth. 

The  Prime  Ministers  exchanged  views  on  the  development  of  nuclear 
energy  for  peaceful  purposes.  They  agreed  that  the  civil  use  of  nuclear  energy 
constituted  a  valuable  new  sphere  of  co-operation  within  the  Commonwealth, 
as  well  as  with  other  countries,  and  they  noted  with  satisfaction  the  progress 
already  made  in  this  field.  The  Commonwealth  countries  are  already  a  major 
source  of  world  supplies  of  uranium  and  thorium,  and  their  resources  in  these 
materials  are  increasing.  In  most  of  these  countries  research  organizations 
have  been  established  to  develop  the  use  of  nuclear  energy  as  a  source  of  power. 
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During  the  course  of  the  Meeting,  the  Prime  Minister  of  Ceylon  stated  that, 
in  accordance  with  their  declared  policy,  the  Ceylon  Government  proposed  to 
introduce  in  due  course  a  republican  constitution  for  Ceylon.  He  also  stated 
that  it  was  their  intention  that  Ceylon  should  continue  to  be  a  member  of  the 
Commonwealth.  The  other  Prime  Ministers  took  note  of  this  statement,  and 
expressed  their  agreement  to  Ceylon's  remaining  a  member  of  the  Common- 
wealth. 

The  Prime  Ministers  considered  the  particular  position  of  the  Federation  of 
Rhodesia  and  Nyasaland  in  relation  to  Meetings  of  Commonwealth  Prime  Min- 
isters. Taking  into  account  the  twenty  years'  attendance  first  by  the  Prime 
Minister  of  Southern  Rhodesia  and  now  by  the  Prime  Minister  of  the  Federation 
of  Rhodesia  and  Nyasaland,  they  agreed  that  they  would  welcome  the  continued 
participation  of  the  Prime  Minister  of  the  Federation  of  Rhodesia  and  Nyasaland 
in  Meetings  of  Commonwealth  Prime  Ministers. 

Apart  from  the  consideration  of  matters  which  are  of  common  concern  to  all 
Commonwealth  countries,  these  Meetings  also  afford  opportunities  for  discus- 
sions outside  the  formal  sessions.  Advantage  has  been  taken  of  these  oppor- 
tunities' on  this  occasion.  The  continuing  exchange  of  views  on  matters  of 
common  concern  is  an  important  element  in  the  relationship  between  the  mem- 
ber countries  of  the  Commonwealth.  It  is  of  the  utmost  value  that  this  should 
be  supplemented  at  intervals  by  personal  contacts  between  the  political  leaders 
of  the  Commonwealth  countries,  and  in  a  rapidly  changing  world  the  need  for 
these  direct  consultations  has  assumed  a  new  importance.

The  Special  Joint  Committee  of  the  Senate  and  the  House  of  Commons 
on  Capital  and  Corporal  Punishment  and  Lotteries  begs  leave  to  present  its 

THIRD  REPORT* 

of  the  current  session,  being  the  Committee's  final  report  upon  the  question 
whether  the  criminal  law  of  Canada  relating  to  corporal  punishment  should 
be  amended  in  any  respect  and,  if  so,  in  what  manner  and  to  what  extent. 

The  Minutes  of  Proceedings  and  Evidence  tabled  on  June  29,  1955,  by  the 
preceding  Committee  were  referred  to  this  Committee;  and,  at  this  time,  the 
Committee  is  returning  only  that  portion  applicable  to  the  question  of  corporal 
punishment.  At  the  current  session,  no  further  evidence  was  printed  and  all 
proceedings  were  conducted  in  camera. 

The  sources  of  evidence  taken  and  witnesses  heard  on  corporal  punishment 
during  the  first  two  sessions  are  listed  alphabetically  in  Number  21  of  the 
Committee's  1955  printed  Minutes  of  Proceedings  and  Evidence,  and  a  chrono- 
logical schedule  of  the  sittings  of  the  Committee  for  the  same  period  appears  in 
the  same  Number. 

The  Committee  proposes  to  report  later  on  the  question  of  lotteries,  as 
well  as  to  report  generally  on  its  activities,  procedure  and  matters  relating 
thereto.

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FINAL  REPORT  ON  CORPORAL  PUNISHMENT 

CHAPTER  I — SCOPE   OF  INQUIRY 

L  The  Committee  considered  that  it  was  authorized  to  inquire  into  corporal 
punishment  both  as  a  sentence  imposed  by  the  courts  and  as  a  penalty  for 
breaches  of  disciplinary  rules  in  federal  and  provincial  penal  institutions.  This 
report  will  deal  in  turn  with  these  two  aspects  of  corporal  punishment. 

CHAPTER   II — CORPORAL   PUNISHMENT   AS   A   COURT   SENTENCE 

Section  1:   Existing  Law 

2.  The  Canadian  Criminal  Code  provides  for  punishment  by  whipping  for 
the  following  offences: 

1.  rape  and  attempted  rape  (Sections  136  and  137) 

2.  sexual  intercourse  with  female  under  fourteen  (Section  138) 

3.  indecent  assault  on  female   (Section  141) 

4.  incest  (Section  142) 

5.  indecent  assault  on  male  (Section  148) 

6.  overcoming  resistance  to  commission  of  offence  by  choking,   drugs, 

etc.   (Section  218) 

7.  robbery  (Section  289) 

8.  armed  burglary  (Section  292(3)) 

3.  The  revised  Criminal  Code,  which  was  enacted  in  1954  and  came  into 
force  in  1955,  abolished  corporal  punishment  for  the  following,  offences: 

1.  assault  on  sovereign  (Section  49) 

2.  acts  of  gross  indecency  (Section  149) 

3.  assaults  on  wife  or  other  female. 

The  special  section  of  the  previous  Criminal  Code  which  dealt  with  assaults 
on  wives  or  females  was  deleted  and  these  offences  are  now  governed  by  the 
general  prohibitions  against  common  or  aggravated  assaults  for  which  corporal 
punishment  is  not  a  penalty. 

4.  Juvenile  offenders  under  the  age  of  16  and  females  are  not  subject  to 
corporal  punishment. 

Section  2:   Procedure 

(1)  Time 

5.  The  sentence  may  direct  whipping  on  one,  two,  or  three  occasions  during 
imprisonment,  but  the  time  of  execution  is  left  to  the  discretion  of  the  prison 
authorities.  The  present  practice  in  penitentiaries  is  to  administer  corporal 
punishment  early  in  a  sentence.  It  appeared  that  provincial  prison  authorities 
are  less  inclined  to  disregard  court  sentences  ordering  part  of  the  whipping 
late  in  the  sentence,  although  this  practice  was  almost  universally  condemned 
as  being  destructive  of  the  success  achieved  in  reform  and  rehabilitation  during 
imprisonment. 

(2)  Method 

6.  A  whipping  is  administered  by  the  "cat-o'-nine-tails",  commonly  called 
the  lash,  unless  otherwise  specified.  In  practice,  most  courts  order  strapping  or 
paddling  which  is  administered  by  a  leather  strap  across  the  buttocks.  No 
specifications  for  the  size  or  use  of  either  instrument  are  provided  in  the 
Criminal  Code.  It  appeared,  however,  that  there  is  substantial  similarity  in  the 
instruments,   methods,   and   routine   employed   in  the   different   federal   peni- 
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tentiaries  and  provincial  institutions.  Although  no  evidence  of  cutting  or  any- 
other  type  of  disfiguration  or  injury  from  corporal  punishment  was  presented 
to  the  Committee,  conflicting  views  were  offered  on  the  best  method  of  avoiding 
a  break  in  the  skin.  A  perforated  strap  is  employed  in  the  penitentiaries  because 
it  is  considered  the  perforations  will  prevent  the  strap  from  turning  and  cutting. 
A  contrary  view  is  held  by  the  provincial  institutions,  where  a  plain  strap  is 
used,  because  it  is  feared  the  perforations  might  cause  injury. 

7.  The  whipping  or  strapping  is  always  preceded  by  a  medical  examination 
and,  in  the  penitentiaries  and  many  provincial  institutions,  a  doctor  is  in  attend- 
ance during  execution  of  the  sentence.  Where  the  medical  examination  reveals 
physical  or  mental  incapacity,  the  sentence  is  not  administered,  and  in  most 
cases  an  application  is  made  for  remission  of  the  sentence  of  corporal  punishment. 

8.  Some  witnesses  considered  there  might  be  more  fear  of  the  lash  than 
the  strap  and  it  was  agreed  that  most  courts  regarded  the  strap  as  a  lesser 
punishment.  The  evidence  suggested,  however,  that,  in  fact,  a  strapping  is  a 
more  severe  punishment  than  whipping  and  is  so  regarded  by  experienced 
criminals. 

Section  3:    Use  of  Corporal  Punishment 

9.  There  has  been  a  substantial  decrease  in  the  use  of  corporal  punishment 
as  a  court  sentence  in  the  past  generation.  As  the  following  table  shows,  in 
the  peak  year,  1931,  corporal  punishment  was  imposed  in  165  cases  or  12-1 
percent  of  the  1,360  sentences  for  offences  for  which  it  might  have  been  awarded; 
and  in  1932,  1933,  and  1934  the  number  and  rate  of  sentences  of  corporal 
punishment  were  respectively  116  (9-7%),  118  (9-6%),  and  84  (8-2%).  By 
1954,  the  number  of  sentences  of  corporal  punishment  had  declined  to  14, 
representing  only  0-6  per  cent  of  the  2,344  sentences  for  which  it  might  have 
been  imposed.  The  decline  in  the  use  of  corporal  punishment  has  been  per- 
sistent over  the  past  twenty  years,  subject  to  some  variation  in  particular  years, 
and,  since  1950,  it  has  been  applied  in  only  1-5  per  cent  of  the  sentences  where 
its  use  might  have  been  authorized.

10.  Corporal  punishment  is  used  as  part  of  a  court  sentence  in  relatively 
few  other  jurisdictions.  Since  abolition  in  the  United  Kingdom  in  1948,  its  use 
has  been  restricted  to  the  State  of  Delaware,  Canada,  The  Union  of  South 
Africa,  Egypt,  and  certain  colonial  territories.  In  other  jurisdictions  it  appears 
to  have  been  abolished  after  an  extended  period  of  decreasing  use. 


Section  4:  Summary  of  Argum,ents  Advanced  hy  Witnesses  for  Retention  of 
Corporal   Punishment 

11.  The  attorneys  general  of  most  provinces,  the  police,  and  other  law- 
enforcement  agencies  favoured  the  retention  of  corporal  punishment.  Their 
experience  indicated  that  it  operates  as  a  deterrent  to  serious  crime  by 
imposing  a  lesson  on  the  particular  offenders  subjected  to  it  and  by  the  fear 
it  creates  in  the  criminal  class.    Apart  from  its  deterrent  effect,  there  appeared 
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to  be  some  support  for  corporal  punishment  as  a  just  punishment  for  serious 
crime.  It  was  regarded  by  some  as  a  proper  retribution,  a  mark  of  the  conamu- 
nity's  revulsion  against  vicious  offences;  and  a  grave  punishment,  the  justice 
of  which  would  be  recognized  alike  by  the  community  and  the  offender. 

12.  Those  favouring  retention  of  corporal  punishment  stated  discrimination 
and  care  should  be  used  in  its  administration.  There  was  general  agreement 
with  the  view  expressed  by  representatives  of  the  police  that  it  was  not 
effective  against  the  recidivist,  the  hardened  criminal,  or  the  sexual  criminal. 
It  is  not,  for  example,  uncommon  for  an  experienced  criminal  to  request  a 
sentence  with  corporal  punishment  instead  of  a  long  term  of  imprisonment.  The 
present  Criminal  Code  provisions  for  indefinite  detention  of  habitual  criminals 
and  criminal  sexual  psychopaths  appeared  to  be  a  more  realistic  method  of 
dealing  with  these  offenders  because  experience  indicated  they  are  not  likely  to 
be  influenced  by  corporal  punishment. 

13.  It  was  considered  that  corporal  punishment  could  be  used  to  best 
advantage  against  young  offenders.  There  was  little  support  for  its  use  against 
first-offenders  but  it  was  suggested  that  it  might  be  used  against  young 
offenders  who  had  not  been  influenced  by  reasonable  efforts  at  rehabilitation 
by  means  of  probation  and  other  methods  but  who  could  not  be  considered 
to  be  hardened  criminals.  Particular  concern  was  expressed  about  offenders 
showing  a  persistent  disregard  for  the  safety  and  property  of  others;  members 
of  street  gangs,  whether  called  "zoot-suiters"  or  "leather  jackets",  whose 
conduct  was  described  by  one  witness  as  "hooliganism".  Several  witnesses 
suggested  corporal  punishment  might  be  particularly  effective  against  this  type 
of  offender  because  it  would  humiliate  him  in  the  eyes  of  his  companions  and 
take  away  the  false  glamour  attached  to  a  person  who  had  been  unaffected  by 
lesser  punishments. 

14.  The  danger  of  doing  more  harm  than  good  to  particular  offenders  was 
recognized  by  those  who  favoured  retention,  particularly  for  young  offenders. 
Some  form  of  pre-sentence  investigation  and  report  was  suggested  which  would 
take  into  account  physical,  mental,  emotional,  environmental,  and  other 
relevant  factors  in  the  background  of  the  offender.  This  was  considered  to 
be  necessary,  particularly  in  the  case  of  young  offenders  who  had  not  proven 
amenable  to  other  methods  of  correction  and  who  might  be  so  constituted  as 
to  suffer  grave  harm  from  the  infliction  of  corporal  punishment. 

Section  5:  Summary  of  Arguments  Advanced  by  Witnesses  for  Abolition  of 
Corporal  Punishment 

15.  Those  opposing  corporal  punishment  contended  that  it  had  no  unique 
deterrent  influence.  In  view  of  the  importance  of  this  consideration,  it  is 
discussed  in  the  next  section  of  this  report.  It  was  contended  that  corporal 
punishment  was  not  reformative  and  the  Committee  was  impressed  by  the 
evidence  of  the  Commissioner  of  Penitentiaries  and  others  who  stated  that  it 
counteracted  the  attempts  made  at  reform  and  rehabilitation  during  imprison- 
ment Because  of  this,  it  was  suggested  that  some  penal  officials  were  reluctant 
to  carry  out  sentences  of  corporal  punishment  awarded  by  the  courts  and,  in 
the  words  of  one  witness,  "only  went  through  the  motions"  in  administering 
this  punishment.  The  opinion  was  also  expressed  that,  in  addition  to  impeding 
reform,  it  did  positive  harm  by  embittering  some  offenders.  Some,  who  con- 
sidered corporal  punishment  might  be  helpful  if  administered  immediately 
after  the  offence,  contended  that  the  delay,  imposed  by  the  necessity  of  allowing 
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time  for  trial  and  appeal,  destroyed  the  value  which  the  punishment  might 
otherwise  have  achieved.  Those  favouring  abolition,  in  general,  considered 
that  corporal  punishment  could  only  be  justified  as  a  punitive,  retributive 
measure  which  was  considered  to  be  out  of  step  with  modern  penal  theory. 
Considerable  emphasis  was  placed  by  some  on  the  fact  that  Canada  was  one  of 
very  few  countries  in  the  democratic  world  still  using  corporal  punishment. 

16.  The  special  considerations  affecting  young  offenders  are  discussed  in 
a  subsequent  section.  Generally,  in  relation  to  all  types  of  offenders,  those 
favouring  abolition  argued  that  corporal  punishment  could  produce  no  quick 
cure  and  was  apt  to  do  positive  harm.  The  rarity  of  the  sentence  in  Canada 
meant  that  its  imposition  was  inconsistent  and  inequitable,  a  factor  recognized 
by  representatives  of  the  police.  Its  imposition,  under  present  conditions, 
depended  upon  the  views  of  particular  judges  and,  perhaps,  also  the  swings 
of  public  opinion;  and  sometimes  bore  little  relation  to  the  nature  of  offences 
or  offenders.  It  was  considered  a  degrading  punishment;  and,  since  it  was 
more  likely  to  arouse  feelings  of  resentment  and  revenge,  it  was  urged  that 
public  humiliation  of  offenders  could  not  be  a  proper  foundation  for  their 
reform.  To  bring  out  the  best  in  young  offenders,  better  methods  of  treatment 
could  be  employed  and,  to  protect  society  from  recidivists  and  sexual  offenders, 
isolation  and  segregation  could  be  used  to  greater  effect.  Although  no  specific 
evidence  was  produced,  the  opinion  was  expressed  that  corporal  punishment 
might  adversely  affect  prison  officials  either  by  bringing  out  sadistic  impulses 
or  discouraging  the  application  of  positive  reformative  measures. 

Section  6:  Considerations  Relating  to  Deterrence 

17.  There  are  two  aspects  of  deterrence:  First,  the  prevention  of  the  repeti- 
tion of  a  similar  or  other  offence  by  the  person  punished;  and,  secondly,  its 
effect  on  the  conduct  of  the  public  in  general.  All  punishments  are  designed 
to  deter  and  the  proper  approach,  therefore,  is  to  determine,  if  possible,  whether 
there  is  any  unique  deterrent  quality  in  corporal  punishment  which  is  not 
possessed  by  imprisonment,  probation,  or  other  methods  of  punishment  and 
treatment. 

18.  Conflicting  opinions  were  offered  to  the  Committee  by  those  experienced 
in  dealing  with  offenders.  The  police  and  prosecuting  authorities  were  of 
the  opinion  that  corporal  punishment  was  an  important  deterrent.  Some 
prison  authorities,  prison  psychiatrists,  prisoners-aid  officials  and  others  in 
close  contact  with  offenders  were  firmly  convinced  that  it  had  no  special 
deterrent  effect.  The  ordinary  citizen  might  expect  that  criminals  would 
carefully  consider  the  painful  effect  of  corporal  punishment  before  committing 
a  crime  for  which  it  can  be  imposed.  The  evidence  indicated,  however,  that, 
in  general,  the  concern  of  offenders  is  to  avoid  arrest  and  imprisonment,  and 
that  they  do  not  delicately  balance  their  intended  crimes  against  the  prospect 
of  corporal  punishment. 

19.  Apart  from  these  expressions  of  opinion  based  on  contact  with  offenders 
and  knowledge  of  the  behaviour  sciences,  there  is  some  factual  evidence  avail- 
able for  consideration.  The  deterrent  quality  of  corporal  punishment  in  relation 
to  the  subsequent  conduct  of  an  individual  offender  can  only  be  measured  by 
relating  his  conduct  to  that  of  similarly-placed  persons  who  have  not 
experienced  corporal  punishment.  In  considering  the  deterrent  effect  of  corporal 
punishment  on  individual  offenders,  it  is  not  possible  to  form  any  judgment 
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based  solely  on  the  subsequent  careers  of  persons  who  have  experienced  it. 
The  Committee  was  aware  of  the  existence  of  two  studies  based  on  statistics 
from  the  United  Kingdom  and  the  State  of  Delaware  comparing  the  subsequent 
conduct  of  persons  sentenced  to  corporal  punishment  for  robbery  with  those 
not  sentenced  to  corporal  punishment  for  the  same  offence.  No  comparable 
studies  have  been  made  in  Canada  and  the  available  Canadian  statistical 
material,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Committee,  is  not  sufficient  to  provide  a  basis 
for  similar  surveys  in  this  country.  The  results  of  these  studies,  which  are 
included  in  the  evidence^!),  indicated  that  there  is  an  appreciably  higher  propor- 
tion of  recidivism  among  those  who  have  been  sentenced  to  corporal  punish- 
ment. When  allowance  is  made  for  the  fact  that  those  sentenced  to  corporal 
punishment  may  have  included  some  of  the  worst  offenders  (as  well  as  a 
surprising  proportion  of  first-offenders),  it  appeared  from  this  evidence  that 
no  unique  deterrent  effect  was  exercised  by  corporal  punishment. 

20.  The  second  aspect  of  deterrence,  that  of  restraining  the  commission 
of  particular  offences  by  the  general  public,  likewise  has  received  little  objec- 
tive investigation.  The  Committee  was  impressed  with  the  results  of  a  study 
of  the  incidence  of  robbery  with  violence  in  the  United  Kingdom  for  the 
period  1864  to  1936(2).  This  study  was  offered  as  an  indication  that  the  incidence 
of  robbery  with  violence  was  little  influenced  by  the  proportion  of  cases  in 
which  corporal  punishment  was  awarded  as  a  penalty.  Evidence  was  given 
also  about  the  recent  experience  of  the  United  Kingdom  where,  prior  to  the 
abolition  of  corporal  punishment  in  1948(3),  there  had  been  a  substantial  increase 
in  robberies  with  violence  during  the  war  and  immediate  post-war  years  not- 
withstanding the  greatly  increased  use  of  corporal  punishment  by  the  courts. 
Since  1948,  there  has  been  a  substantial  decrease  in  the  number  of  robberies 
with  violence.  The  Committee  considered  that  the  evidence  referred  to  in  this 
paragraph  and  in  the  preceding  paragraph  must  be  interpreted  carefully 
because  statistics  cannot  describe  all  the  factors  shaping  individual  conduct 
or  the  developments  in  society  at  large  which  affect  the  incidence  of  particular 
crimes.  Nevertheless,  the  Committee  was  of  the  opinion  this  evidence  suggests 
that  the  incidence  of  robbery  with  violence  in  the  United  Kingdom  was  not 
appreciably  influenced  by  the  presence  or  absence  of  corporal  punishment. 

21.  The  evidence  also  suggested  that  the  crime  rate  in  other  democratic 
countries  of  the  Western  World,  as  in  the  United  Kingdom,  has  not  been 
affected  by  the  presence  or  absence  of  corporal  punishment. 

22.  The  Committee  concluded,  after  consideration  of  evidence  and  opinion 
on  deterrence,  that  corporal  punishment  does  not  exercise  any  unique  deterrent 
effect  in  addition  to  that  provided  by  other  methods  of  punishment. 

Section  7:  Corporal  Punishment  of  Young  Offenders 

23.  The  Committee  gave  special  consideration  to  the  problem  of  young 
offenders.  Some  of  the  arguments  for  extending  the  use  of  corporal  punish- 
ment to  young  offenders  as  an  effective  deterrent  against  subsequent  offences 
are  reviewed  in  paragraph  13.  The  only  suggestions  made  for  increased  use 
of  corporal  punishment  were  made  by  those  who  favoured  its  use  for  par-

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ticular  types  of  young  offenders.  The  view  was  expressed  that  youths  who 
had  persisted,  despite  reasonable  efforts  at  reform  by  probation  and  other 
methods,  in  offences  against  the  person,  property  or  public  order,  most  com- 
monly associated  with  street-corner  gangs,  might  be  brought  to  their  senses 
by  the  administration  of  corporal  punishment.  In  this  way,  it  was  contended, 
they  might  be  saved  from  a  prison  sentence  which  would  probably  lead  to  a 
confirmed  criminal  career. 

24.  The  Committee  cannot  accept  these  views.  The  evidence  presented  to 
the  Committee  indicated  that  the  special  provisions  formerly  made  in  the  United 
Kingdom  for  the  caning  or  birching  of  young  offenders  were  not  effective  and 
were  gradually  abandoned,  in  practice,  in  favour  of  probation  and  other  methods 
of  treatment  which  were  found  to  be  much  more  effective.  The  United  King- 
dom Departmental  Committee  on  Corporal  Punishment  (1938)  recommended 
abolition  of  caning  young  offenders.  This'  recommendation  was  carried  into 
effect  in  1948,  by  which  time  caning  had  become  virtually  obsolete  as  a  method 
of  treatment  or  punishment. 

25.  Medical  and  psychiatric  evidence  presented  to  the  Committee  suggested 
that  little,  if  any,  advantage  would  come  from  increased  use  of  corporal  pun- 
ishment against  young  offenders.  It  was  stated  that  such  punishment  would 
create  an  attitude  of  aggressive  hostility  in  many  cases  which  would  militate 
against  reform;  and  the  experience  of  the  Juvenile  and  Family  Court  of  Toronto 
with  corporal  punishment  of  juveniles  supported  this  contention.  The  danger 
exists  that  any  increased  use  of  corporal  punishment  for  young  offenders  might 
undermine  and  destroy  the  positive  attempts  made  towards  their  reform  and 
rehabilitation.  It  was  also  considered  that  the  delay  resulting  from  the  necessity 
of  allowing  for  a  proper  trial  and  appeal  would  destroy  any  good  which  an 
immediate  application  of  corporal  punishment  might  accomplish. 

26.  The  Committee  does  not  believe  that  any  convincing  case  was  made  for 
extending  the  use  of  corporal  punishment  to  young  offenders. 

Section  8:  Conclusions  and  Recommendations 

27.  The  Committee  kept  two  considerations  in  mind  throughout  its  inquiry 
into  corporal  punishment  as  a  part  of  the  sentence  of  the  court.  The  first  was 
whether  it  deters  those  subjected  to  it  from  further  crime  and,  secondly, 
whether  it  deters  the  public  generally  to  a  greater  extent  than  other  methods 
of  punishment.  The  evidence  did  not  justify  the  view  that  it  will  exercise  any 
special  reformative  or  deterrent  influence  on  individuals  upon  whom  it  is 
administered  and,  on  the  whole,  it  appears  to  have  the  contrary  effect.  The 
Committee  concluded  that  the  existence  of  corporal  punishment  affords  no 
unique  deterrence  to  crime.  Accordingly,  the  Committee  recommends  that 
corporal  punishment  be  abolished  for  any  of  the  offences  for  which  it  is  presently 
prescribed  in  the  Criminal  Code. 

28.  The  Committee  considered  that  a  change  can  be  more  readily  recom- 
mended because  the  courts  in  recent  years  have  made  little  use  of  corporal 
punishment  as  part  of  a  sentence.  In  this  respect,  Canada  would  appear  to  be 
in  line  with  other  democratic  countries  which  abandoned  corporal  punishment 
after  its  use  had  steadily  decreased  over  a  considerable  period  of  time. 

Section  9:  Alternative  Recommendations 

29.  In  the  event  that  the  recommendation  of  this  Committee  is  not  accepted, 
the  Committee  makes  the  following  alternative  recommendations.  First,  that 
the  law  be  amended  to  provide  that  corporal  punishment  should  be  imposed 
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only  after  courts  receive  and  consider  full  reports  on  the  background  of 
offenders  which  would  indicate  its  suitability  as  a  punishment  in  each  case. 
Secondly,  the  Committee  considers  that  corporal  punishment  should  be  admin- 
istered early  in  each  sentence  and  that  it  is  inappropriate  to  couple  it  with  a 
long  sentence.  Thirdly,  since  the  strap  is  the  instrument  most  commonly  used, 
that  it  should  be  used  exclusively  and  that  uniform  specifications  for  the  con- 
struction and  use  of  the  strap  should  be  made  and  enforced. 

CHAPTER  III — CORPORAL  PUNISHMENT  FOR  PENITENTIARY  AND  PRISON  OFFENCES 

Section  1:  Law  and  Offences 

(1)  General 

30.  Offenders  sentenced  to  less  than  two  years*  imprisonment  for  offences 
under  the  Criminal  Code  or  other  federal  statutes  serve  their  sentences  in 
provincial  prisons  and  those  sentenced  to  two  years  or  more  serve  their 
sentences  in  federal  penitentiaries.  The  Penitentiaries  Act  confers  power  on 
the  Commissioner  of  Penitentiaries  to  make  rules  for  the  administration,  man- 
agement and  discipline  of  the  penitentiaries.  The  Prisons  and  Reformatories 
Act  provides  that  any  person  sentenced  to  a  provincial  prison  is  subject  to  all 
lawful  rules  and  regulations  governing  its  operation.  Under  the  authority  of 
these  statutes,  offenders  are  liable  to  receive  corporal  punishment  for  violation 
of  penitentiary  or  prison  regulations. 

(2)  Penitentiaries 

31.  The  penitentiary  regulations  prescribe  flogging  or  strapping,  in  addition 
to  any  other  punishment,  for  the  following  offences: 

1.  Personal  violence  to  a  fellow  convict; 

2.  Grossly  offensive  or  abusive  language  to  any  officer; 

3.  Wilfully  or  wantonly  breaking  or  otherwise  destroying  any   peni- 
tentiary property; 

4.  When  undergoing  punishment,  wilfully  making  a  disturbance  tend- 

ing to  interrupt  the  good  order  and  discipline  of  the  penitentiary; 

5.  Any    act    of    gross    misconduct    or    insubordination    requiring    to    be 
suppressed  by  extraordinary  means; 

6.  Escaping,  or  attempting  or  plotting  to  escape  from  the  penitentiary; 

7.  Gross  personal  violence  to  any  officer; 

8.  Revolt,  insurrection,  or  mutiny,  or  incitement  to  the  same; 

9.  Attempts  to  do  any  of  the  foregoing  things. 

(3)  Provincial  Prisons 

32.  Corporal  punishment  is  not  used  as  a  disciplinary  measure  in  provincial 
prisons  in  Alberta,  Saskatchewan,  New  Brunswick  and  Newfoundland.  No 
particulars  were  available  concerning  its'  use  in  Quebec,  Nova  Scotia  or  Prince 
Edward  Island. 

33.  In  Manitoba  its  use  is  confined  to  an  assault  on  an  officer,  mutiny  or 
incitement  to  mutiny.  In  British  Columbia  it  may  be  awarded  for  any  of 
the  offences  specified  in  the  regulations,  namely: 

1.  Disobedience  of  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  gaol; 

2.  Common  assault  by  one  prisoner  upon  another; 
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'3.   Cursing  or  using  profane  language;  -■••>■ 

4.  Indecent   behaviour   or   language   toward   another   prisoner,   toward 
any  officer  of  the  gaol,  or  toward  a  visitor; 

5.  idleness  or  negligence  at  work; 

6.  Wilfully  destroying  or  defacing  gaol  property; 

7.  Insubordination ,  of  any  sort. 

In  Ontario  it  may  be  awarded  for  the  following  offences: 

1 .  Assault  with  violence  on  officers ; 

2.  Assault  with  violence  on  other  inmates; 

3.  Continued  course  of  bad  conduct; 

4.  Escape  or  attempted  escape; 

5.  Malicious  destruction  of  or  injury  to  machinery  or  other  property; 

6.  Malingering  to  evade  work; 

7.  Mutinous  conduct; 

8.  Repeated  fighting  after  warning; 

9.  Refusal  to  work  after  warning; 

10.  Repeated  insolence  to  officers; 

11.  Riotous   conduct  in  dormitories,   cells,   working   gang   or  elsewhere; 

12.  Attempting  to  commit  sodomy  and  other  unmentionable  crimes  of 
like  character. 

Section  2:  Procedure 

(1)  Penitentiaries 

34.  In  penitentiaries,  an  inmate  charged  with  an  offence  is  tried  in  the 
Warden's  Court.  Evidence  is  taken  on  oath  from  the  officers,  and  the  inmate 
is  given  a  fair  opportunity  to  present  his  own  side  of  the  case.  A  summalry 
of  evidence  is  taken  and  is  forwarded  to  the  Commissioner  of  Penitentiaries 
with  the  warden's  recommendation.  It  is  not  uncommon  for  the  Commissioner 
to  direct  the  withholding  of  all  or  part  of  the  sentence  during  good  behaviour. 

35.  Before  administration  of  the  sentence,  the  inmate  is  examined  by  the 
institution's  physician  and  psychiatrist.  The  sentence  is  carried  out  with  a 
physician  in  attendance. 

(2)  Provincial  Prisons 

36.  In  none  of  the  provinces  using  corporal  punishment  for  prison  offences 
is  it  necessary  for  the  head  of  the  institution  to  obtain  approval  of  higher 
authority  before  the  sentence  is  administered.  Before  administration  in  British 
Columbia,  Manitoba  and  Ontario,  the  medical  officer  must  certify  the  fitness 
of  the  prisoner  to  endure  punishment,  and  in  Manitoba  and  Ontario  the  regula- 
tions require  the  medical  officer  to  be  present  during  execution  of  the 
punishment. 

(3)  General 

37.  Basically,  the  same  procedure  is  employed  in  the  administration  of 
corporal  punishment  for  prison  offences  and  court  sentences.  The  standard 
practice  is  to  use  the  strap.  As  indicated  in  paragraph  15,  some  witnesses 
testified  that,  in  their  opinion,  the  administration  of  corporal  punishment  as 
a  court  sentence  was  less  severe  than  when  it  was  administered  for  a  prison 
offence. 
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'Section  3:  Extent  of  Use 

']',..    (1)   Penitentiaries 

38.. In  the  Federal  penitentiaries,  the  use  of  corporal  punishment  has 
A/'aried  considerably.  It  declined  from  a  rate  in  excess  of  50  per  year  in 
the  early  1930's  to  under  30  per  year  in  the  late  1930's  and  war  years.  After 
the  war  it  rose  to  63  in  1949  and  then  it  declined  in  1951  and  1952  to  8  and  7 
respectively,  rising  again  in  1953  and  1954  to  23  and  26  respectively.  The 
decline  in  the  post-war  years  was  attributed  to  the  new  penal  policies  introduced 
after  the  delayed  implementation  of  the  Archambault  Report^^'  of  1938,  which 
brought  about  a  more  relaxed  feeling  in  the  institutions.  The  rise  in  the 
last  two  years  is  attributed  to  the  general  unrest  prevalent  in  the  United 
States  prisons   which   communicated   itself   to   Canadian   institutions. 

09.  In  practice,  corporal  punishment  is  not  awarded  for  all  the  offences 
listed  in  the  penitentiary  regulation  165  quoted  in  paragraph  31.  Corporal 
punishment  is  limited  and  is  used  as  a  penalty  of  last  resort  in  cases  of  mutiny, 
incitement  to  mutiny,  and  gross  personal  violence  to  a  penitentiary  officer  or 
servant  or  to  another  inmate. 

(2)  Provincial  Prisons 

40.  In  Manitoba,  corporal  punishment  is  restricted  to  the  serious  offences 
outlined  in  the  Archambault  Report  and  has  only  been  imposed  once  in  the  last 
eight  years.  In  British  Columbia,  it  was  until  recently  used  to  a  consider- 
able extent  as  a  method  of  control  at  Oakalla  Prison.  No  statistics  were 
available  but  it  is  understood  that  because  of  improved  conditions  in  the  prison 
it  has  been  virtually  eliminated.  According  to  information  supplied  by 
C^htario,  approximately  250  prisoners  received  corporal  punishment  in  each 
of  the  years  1949  and  1950;  the  number  dropped  to  200  in  1951  and  105  in 
1952  but  rose  to  250  in  1953.  In  this  period,  those  punished  represented  from 
0.2  per  cent  to  0.5  per  cent  of  all  prisoners  in  custody. 

Section  4:  Conclusions  and  Recommendations 

(1)  Retention  in  Penitentiaries 

41.  The  Committee  considered  that  different  considerations  apply  to 
corporal  punishment  for  prison  offences  than  to  corporal  punishment  as  a  court 
sentence.  Several  witnesses,  including  the  Commissioner  of  Penitentiaries  and 
other  experienced  prison  administrators  who  advocated  the  abolition  of  corporal 
punishment  as  a  penalty  under  the  Criminal  Code,  insisted  that  it  was  a  neces- 
sary disciplinary  measure  in  penal  institutions. 

42.  The  Committee  considered,  as  the  previous  paragraphs  of  this  report 
indicate,  that  the  greatest  deterrent  to  crime  is  the  fear  of  apprehension 
and  imprisonment  These  deterrents  are  not  effective  against  a  person  under- 
going sentence  and  must  be  replaced  by  others.  The  Committee  also  considered 
that,  because  of  the  knowledge  which  prison  authorities  should  possess  about 
each  prisoner,  there  is  much  less  danger  of  corporal  punishment  for  prison 
offences  being  applied  in  circumstances  where  it  is  either  unsuitable  or  even

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dangerous  to  the  offender.  While  the  Committee  did  not  think  that  corporal 
punishment  is  likely  to  be  reformative,  it  considered  that  a  prisoner  rendering 
himself  liable  to  such  punishment  has  failed  to  take  advantage  of  the  reforma- 
tive influences  afforded  by  the  prison.  Accordingly,  the  punishment  will  not 
run  entirely  counter  to  the  reformative  policies  of  the  institution. 

43.  The  Committee  does  not  favour  indiscriminate  use  of  corporal  punish- 
ment. Too  frequent  use  of  this  drastic  punishment  is  likely  to  reduce  its 
significance  and  render  it  less  effective  than  it  is  if  reserved  for  only  the  most 
serious  offences.  It  should  be  regarded,  as  it  is  now  in  most  Canadian  penal 
institutions,  as  a  punishment  to  be  applied  only  as  a  last  resort  when  all  other 
penalties  are  judged  to  be  ineffective. 

44.  The  Committee  was  impressed  by  the  evidence  of  the  effects  of  the 
post-war  changes  in  penal  policy.  The  emphasis  on  the  positive  elements  of 
reform  and  education  and  the  elimination  of  some  of  the  stricter  features  of  the 
former  discipline  appear  to  have  produced  a  much  more  relaxed  attitude  in  the 
penitentiaries.  In  this  atmosphere,  it  appears  effective  in  many  cases  to  use 
punishment  in  the  positive  sense  of  encouraging  good  behaviour  by  with- 
drawing various  privileges,  such  as  smoking,  reading,  hobbies,  and  other 
amenities,  as  the  penalty  for  disciplinary  offences.  Other  types  of  punishment 
are  available  in  more  serious  cases.  The  loss  of  earned  remission,  although 
not  particularly  effective  at  the  start  of  a  long  sentence,  becomes  a  grave 
punishment  towards  the  end  of  sentence.  Deprivation  of  diet  and  various  types 
of  detention  and  restriction  of  movement  in  the  institution,  including  segregation 
and  isolation  in  serious  cases,  are  traditional  punishments  which  are  extremely 
effective.  There  was  evidence  that  some  offenders  are  more  likely  to  be 
restrained  and  deterred  by  solitary  confinement  than  by  corporal  punishment, 
and  its  use  is  to  be  preferred  in  all  proper  cases  because  it  does  not  arouse  the 
same  degree  of  resentment  and  anger  as  corporal  punishment  which  might 
provoke  further  outbursts  against  the  regulations. 

45.  Effective  as  these  other  punishments  are,  the  Committee  was  impressed 
by  the  argument  that  the  ultimate  threat  of  corporal  punishment  must  be  held 
in  reserve  as  a  deterrent  to  serious  outbursts  in  the  institution.  It  is  also 
necessary  that  prison  officers  be  assured  that  any  attack  on  their  person  will 
be  met  by  stern  and  appropriate  punishment  extending  even  to  corporal  punish- 
ment.   In  this  sense  it  is  an  important  part  of  prison  administration. 

46.  Opinions  differed  as  to  the  deterrent  effect  of  the  punishment  on  the 
offender  and  this  Committee  noted  the  conclusion  of  the  United  Kingdom 
Committee  on  Corporal  Punishment  (1938)  that  it  does  not  prevent  further 
rule-breaking.  There  was  evidence  that  a  prisoner,  after  corporal  punishment, 
is  more  discreet  and  prison-wise  in  his  non-conformity,  if  any,  and  less  prone 
to  open  acts  of  defiance.  Moreover,  the  evidence  established  that  the  present 
penitentiary  system  of  withholding  all  or  part  of  a  disciplinary  sentence  of 
corporal  punishment  during  good  behaviour  has  considerable  deterrent  value. 

47.  As  indicated  above,  the  significance  of  this  punishment  is  lost,  if  it  is 
applied  too  frequently  and  without  proper  deliberation.  The  Committee  agrees 
that  sentences  of  corporal  punishment  should  continue  to  be  reviewed  by 
higher  authority  in  Canadian  penitentiaries  as  in  the  United  Kingdom.     This 
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not  only  eliminates  some  of  the  danger  of  impulsive  action  or  rashness,  but 
also  emphasizes  to  the  offender  and  the  prison  population  the  importance  of  the 
punishment. 

48.  Subject  to  the  exception  hereinafter  stated,  the  Committee  considers 
that  the  recommendations  of  the  Archambault  Report  prescribe  reasonable  limits 
in  the  application  of  corporal  punishment  in  penitentiaries  and  that  its  use 
should  be  limited  to  mutiny,  incitement  to  mutiny,  and  to  serious  assaults  on 
penitentiary  officers  and  servants.  Further,  however,  the  Committee  considers 
that  corporal  punishment  should  be  available  for  punishment  of  those  persons 
who  are  guilty  of  acts  of  violence  against  fellow  prisoners  or  causing  or 
attempting  serious  damage  to  penitentiary  property. 

(2)  Provincial  Prisons 

49.  The  Committee  recognized  that  the  administration  of  provincial  prisons 
and  the  punishment  for  breaches  of  their  regulations  remain  a  provincial 
responsibility.  Nevertheless,  it  considers  that  the  considerations  affecting  the 
application  of  corporal  punishment  for  penitentiary  offences  apply  with  equal 
force  to  provincial  institutions.  Particularly,  the  Committee  commends  to  the 
consideration  of  provincial  governments  its  report  and  recommendations  on 
the  subject  of  the  use  of  corporal  punishment  for  prison  offences.

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•APPENDIX  TO 
FINAL  REPORT  ON  CORPORAL  PUNISHMENT 

(Prepared  by  the  Dominion  Bureau  of  Statistics) 

The  data  included  in  the  tables  show,  for  each  year  from  1930  to  1954,  the 
total  number  of  convictions  under  certain  sections  of  the  Canadian  Criminal 
Code  (Table  1)  and,  separately,  the  number  of  these  convictions  where  there 
was  an  extra  sentence  of  corporal  punishment  (Table  2).  In  Table  3,  the 
number  of  convictions  with  extra  sentence  of  corporal  punishment,  for  each 
year,  is  expressed  as  a  percentage  of  the  total  number  of  convictions.  For 
example,  in  1930  there  were  45  convictions  under  Section  204  of  the  Criminal 
Code;  of  these,  6,  or  13-3  per  cent,  were  convictions  with  extra  sentence  of 
corporal  punishment.  In  1952,  under  the  same  section,  there  were  31  con- 
victions; and,  of  these,  1,  or  3-2  per  cent,  was  a  conviction  with  extra  sentence. 
In  Tables  4,  5  and  6,  the  data  of  the  preceding  tables  have  been  grouped  into 
five-year  intervals,  thus  permitting  the  calculation  of  an  annual  average  for 
each  of  the  five  groups  shown.  Tables  7  and  8  show  the  number  of  remissions 
of  corporal  punishment  by  years  and  five-year  groups  respectively. 

Data  were  requested  under  specified  sections  of  the  Canadian  Criminal 
Code.  For  statistical  purposes,  certain  of  these  sections  are  classified  as  distinct 
and  separate  categories;  others  are  included  in  broad  groups  embracing  several 
sections  of  the  Code.  Sections  80,  204  and  300  are  shown  separately;  the 
remainder  are  included  in  groups  which  are  indicated  in  the  footnotes  to  Table  1. 

No  offences  have  been  reported  under  Section  80  for  the  years  shown.  As 
pointed  out  in  Table  1,  Section  276  is  included  in  the  general  category  "wounding 
and  shooting",  together  with  Sections  273,  274  and  275.  No  conviction  with 
extra  sentence  of  corporal  punishment  has  been  recorded  under  this  heading 
from  1930  to  1954.  The  data  on  the  total  number  of  convictions  under  this 
heading  have,  therefore,  been  omitted  from  Table  1.

Honourable  Louis  S.  St.  Laurent,  Prime  Minister  of  Canada,  by  His  Excellency 
Nikolai  Bulganin,  Chairman  of  the  Council  of  Ministers  at  The  Kremlin,  Moscow, 
and  the  reply  thereto  of  the  Right  Honourable  the  Prime  Minister  of  Canada.

His  Excellency 

Right  Hon.  Louis  Stephen  St.  Laurent, 
Prime  Minister  of  Canada, 
Ottawa. 

Dear  Mr.  Prime  Minister, 

I  would  like  to  exchange  views  with  you  on  such  an  important  international 
problem  as  that  of  disarmament  in  consideration  of  which  both  our  countries 
are  taking  part  in  the  Sub-Committee  of  the  United  Nations  Disarmament 
Commission. 

It  must  be  said  now  with  regret  that  the  discussions  on  this  question 
which  have  been  carried  on  in  the  United  Nations  for  many  years  have  failed 
to  yield  positive  results.  However,  we  cannot  but  recognize  that  the  solution 
of  this  problem,  especially  with  the  appearance  of  such  new  weapons  of  mass 
destruction  as  the  atomic  and  hydrogen  bombs,  is  becoming  more  and  more 
imperative. 

I  believe  you  will  agree  with  me,  Mr.  Prime  Minister,  that  in  the  present 
conditions  of  a  definite  relaxation  of  international  tension  there  are  favourable 
opportunities  for  the  carrying  out  by  States  of  concrete  measures  for  the 
reduction  of  armaments  and  armed  forces.  The  Soviet  Government  noted  with 
satisfaction  the  statement  of  the  Secretary  of  State  for  External  Affairs  of 
Canada  made  in  the  House  of  Commons  on  March  20,  that  Canada  will  do  her 
utmost  towards  bringing  about  effective  disarmament  which  would  contribute 
to  diminishing  international  tension  and  facilitate  the  settlement  of  other  out- 
standing issues. 

We  are  firmly  convinced  that  the  implementation  by  States  of  measures  for 
reducing  their  armaments  and  armed  forces,  before  an  international  agreement 
on  this  problem  has  been  reached,  would  contribute  to  strengthening  confidence 
between  States'  and  to  consolidating  peace  throughout  the  world.  Guided  by 
these  very  considerations  the  Soviet  Government  has  taken  a  decision  about  a 
new  and  considerable  reduction  of  armed  forces  of  the  Soviet  Union  by  1,200,000 
men  accompanied  by  a  corresponding  reduction  in  armaments  and  military 
expenditures,  over  and  above  the  previously  effected  reduction  of  the  Soviet 
armed  forces  by  640,000  men. 

Addressing  this  message  to  you,  I  express  the  hope  that  the  Government 
of  Canada,  which  is  represented  in  the  United  Nations  Sub- Committee  on  dis- 
armament and  bears  a  special  responsibility  for  an  early  solution  of  the 
disarmament  problem,  will  examine  with  all  attention  the  enclosed  statement 
of  the  Soviet  Government  of  May  14th  on  the  question  of  disarmament  and  will 
find  it  possible  to  undertake  such  steps  as  would  facilitate  the  solution  of  the 
problem  of  disarmament  in  the  interests  of  consolidating  peace  and  the  universal 
security  of  peoples.

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STATEMENT  OF  THE  SOVIET  GOVERNMENT 
ON  DISARMAMENT 

Today  it  is  recognized  by  all  that  a  relaxation  in  international  tension  has 
been  achieved  lately.  The  hotbeds  of  war  which  but  recently  threatened  to 
flare  up  into  another  world  conflagration  have  been  stamped  out.  Definite 
results  have  been  attained  in  settling  certain  outstanding  political  issues  in 
Asia  and  Europe.  This  has  been  achieved  through  negotiations  between  the 
countries  concerned. 

Relations  between  states  have  been  considerably  extended  of  late,  meet- 
ings and  contacts  between  statesmen  of  the  Great  Powers  have  been  resumed. 
At  these  meetings  discussions  have  been  initiated  of  important  international 
problems,  including  outstanding  questions,  and  ways  for  co-ordinating  the 
views  and  positions  of  states  with  different  social  systems  are  being  explored 
with  greater  vigour. 

The  positions  of  the  supporters  of  international  co-operation  are  growing 
stronger  in  all  countries.  A  vast  zone  of  Peace  has  been  formed  including  big 
and  small  states  and  embracing  the  majority  of  the  world's  population. 

All  this  has  promoted  a  lessening  of  international  tension  and  strengthening 
of  peace.    This  is  the  result  not  only  of  the  activities  of  governments. 

A  great  influence  has'  been  exerted  by  the  growth  of  the  forces  of  the 
peoples  and  their  striving  for  peace,  for  peaceful  co-existence  of  states.  This 
is  an  important  result  of  the  many  efforts  of  the  peoples  to  consolidate  peace, 
to  ensure  the  development  of  international  co-operation  in  promoting  peaceful 
construction  and  the  advance  of  the  peoples'  living  standards. 

There  must,  however,  be  no  contentment  with  what  has  been  achieved. 
International  tension  has  not  been  eliminated  as  yet,  the  necessary  confidence  in 
relations  between  states  has  not  been  built  up  while  the  aggressive  forces  of 
certain  countries  seek  to  continue  their  old  line  which  is  hostile  to  peace. 

The  main  obstacle  to  the  further  easing  of  international  tension  is  the 
continued  arms  race.  Notwithstanding  the  indisputable  improvement  of  the 
international  situation  achieved  lately,  states  still  maintain  inflated  armed 
forces.  The  stockpiling  of  atomic  and  hydrogen  bombs  continues.  Millions  of 
young  men  have  been  placed  under  arms  and  torn  away  from  peaceful  con- 
structive labour. 

Influential  circles  and,  first  and  foremost,  the  big  monopolies'  which  produce 
arms  and  make  huge  profits  on  arms  deliveries  are  interested  in  the  continua- 
tion of  the  arms  race  and  the  spread  of  militarism.  It  is  those  aggressive  circles 
which  enjoy  big  influence  in  some  countries'  that  are  trying  now  to  prevent  a 
further  relaxation  of  international  tension  and  to  preserve  the  artiflcial  war 
boom. 

Associated  with  the  activities  of  these  circles  is  the  continuation  of  such 
measures  of  the  cold  war  as  the  building  up  and  extension  of  aggressive  military 
groupings,  in  a  number  of  world  areas,  the  organization  of  military  bases  on 
foreign  territories  and  the  inflation  of  military  budgets. 

Such  a  situation  of  course  assures  unprecedented  profits  to  the  big  mon- 
opolies but  it  is  incompatible  with  the  vital  interests  of  the  masses.  The 
present  inordinately  inflated  military  budgets  of  the  capitalist  countries  mean 
high  taxes  on  the  earnings  and  incomes  of  the  working  people,  a  further  rise  in 
prices  of  consumer  goods  and  a  deterioration  of  the  living  conditions  of  the 
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masses.  The  more  money  goes  for  piling  up  armaments,  the  less  funds  remain 
for  peaceful  construction,  for  economic  development,  for  the  needs  of  educa- 
tion and  the  public  health  services,  for  the  assistance  to  the  under-developed 
countries  and  areas. 

The  peoples  of  the  world  cannot  tolerate  such  a  situation  caused  by  the 
growing  burden  imposed  on  them  by  t^e  monstrously  bloated  militarism. 

But  if  not  peaceful  requirements  but  the  arms  race  becomes  the  founda- 
tion for  economic  development,  if  ever  more  material  values  are  swallowed  up 
by  the  inflated  national  armed  forces,  and  many  thousands  of  millions  are 
spent  annually  only  to  replace  the  arms  produced  only  yesterday  and  which 
today  are  already  obsolete  by  new  arms,  such  an  economy  rests  on  a  shaky, 
unreliable  foundation.  It  is  fraught  with  dangerous  instability  and  economic 
disaster. 

It  is  a  matter  of  record  that  in  the  past  the  arms  race  led  ultimately  to 
war.  This  is  shown  by  the  experience  of  both  the  first  and  second  world  wars. 
The  peoples  themselves  suffered  the  full  brunt  of  those  wars.  They  took  a  toll 
of  many  million  human  lives,  inflicted  on  the  peoples  colossal  misfortunes, 
resulted  in  the  devastation  of  thousands  of  cities  and  dozens  of  thousands  of 
rural  communities  in  Europe,  Asia  and  Africa,  and  the  destruction  of  the  wealth 
created  by  the  labour  of  a  number  of  generations.  The  outbreak  of  a  third 
world  war  in  present-day  conditions  when  there  are  such  types  of  weapons  as 
atomic  and  hydrogen  bombs  and  such  means  of  their  delivery  as  long-range 
bombers,  as  ballistic  rockets  capable  of  bringing  those  weapons  to  any  point 
on  the  globe,  would  lead  to  much  greater  loss  of  human  lives,  incomparably 
bigger  material  losses,  the  destruction  of  major  cities  and  industrial  centres, 
the  devastation  of  entire  districts  and  areas,  particularly  in  industrially  highly 
developed  and  densely  populated  countries. 

The  present  situation  demands  that  the  peoples  and  governments  respon- 
sible for  the  destinies  of  their  countries  take  effective  measures  to  end  the 
arms  race  and  to  prevent  the  possibility  of  an  outbreak  of  another  war. 

A  further  improvement  of  the  international  situation  can  and  should  be 
achieved  first  and  foremost  through  reduction  of  armaments,  through  effective 
measures  aimed  at  disarmament.  As  for  the  Soviet  Union,  it  carried  out,  as 
soon  as  the  second  world  war  ended,  a  number  of  measures  for  a  decided 
reduction  of  its  war-time  armed  forces,  demobilizing  from  the  Soviet  Army 
thirty-three  age  groups. 

Moreover  ever  since  the  war  the  Soviet  Union  has  been  persistently 
working  in  the  United  Nations  for  international  agreement  on  disarmament, 
submitting  the  corresponding  proposals  to  this  end. 

At  the  proposal  of  the  Soviet  Union,  the  General  Assembly  passed  as  early 
as  1946  a  resolution  on  a  general  reduction  of  armaments  and  prohibition  of 
atomic  weapons.  But  to  this  day  this  resolution  has  not  been  implemented. 
When  the  matter  of  working  out  concrete  measures  in  the  implementation  of 
this  resolution  came  up,  the  Western  powers  began  putting  forth  all  kinds  of 
objections  to  it. 

The  Soviet  Government  has  always  maintained  and  continues  to  maintain 
that  the  solution  of  the  disarmament  problem  would  make  for  the  prohibition 
of  atomic  and  hydrogen  weapons  and  a  strong  reduction  in  conventional 
armaments  and  armed  forces.  It  has  always  striven  for  all  these  measures  to  be 
carried    out    by    states    under    appropriate    international   control.    The    Soviet 
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Government  has  proposed  that  international  control  be  set  up  at  all  big  air 
fields,  in  ports  and  railway  junctions  to  make  it  possible  to  forestall  a  sudden 
attack  by  an  aggressor. 

Taking  into  account  the  fact  that  in  the  present  conditions  atomic  war 
represents  a  particular  danger  to  the  peoples,  the  Soviet  Government  attaches 
the  greatest  importance  to  prohibiting  atomic  and  hydrogen  weapons.  That  is 
precisely  why  we  proposed,  and  continue  to  propose  to  decide  at  once  to  fully 
ban  atomic  and  hydrogen  weapons,  discontinue  their  manufacture  and  destroy 
the  stocks  of  these  weapons  so  that  atomic  energy,  that  great  discovery  of 
mankind,  serves  peaceful  purposes  alone.  This  Soviet  proposal  encountered 
objections  on  the  part  of  the  United  States  and  other  Western  powers.  These 
objections  are  raised  time  and  again  under  the  pretext  of  its  allegedly  being 
impossible  to  reach  agreement  on  the  establishment  of  international  control, 
although  the  Soviet  Union  far  from  objecting  to  such  control  has  insisted  upon 
the  need  for  its  institution.  The  Soviet  Union's  proposal  to  prohibit  atomic  and 
hydrogen  weapon  tests  are  also  rejected. 

As  is  known,  the  Soviet  Union  did  not  confine  itself  to  proposals  on  the 
full  and  unqualified  prohibition  of  atomic  weapons  and  their  removal  from 
national  armaments.  Seeing  no  desire  forthcoming  on  the  part  of  the  United 
States  and  other  Western  powers  to  take  to  this  road,  the  USSR  Government 
has  proposed  that  at  least  the  first  step  be  made  in  this  direction.  The  Soviet 
Government  has  proposed  the  Great  Powers  solemnly  declare  they  will  not 
employ  atomic  weapons  and  renounce  their  use.  The  adoption  by  the  powers 
of  such  a  commitment  would  imply  the  political  and  moral  condemnation  of 
atomic  weapons.  This  commitment  could  be  assumed  without  any  delay  and 
could,  naturally,  play  an  important  part  in  banishing  the  threat  of  atomic  war. 

These  proposals  of  the  Soviet  Union,  which  are  fully  supported  by  China, 
Poland,  Czechoslovakia,  and  the  other  People's  Democracies  as  well  as  by  a 
number  of  other  states,  accorded  with  the  well-known  international  agreement 
adopted  after  the  first  world  war  by  many  states  not  to  use  chemical  and 
bacteriological  weapons,  which,  as  is  known,  played  a  positive  role  and  deterred 
the  use  of  these  weapons.  Without  question,  renunciation  of  the  use  of  atomic 
weapons  accords  with  the  interests  of  all  peoples;  moreover,  the  assumption  of 
such  a  commitment  by  the  states,  the  Great  Powers  first  and  foremost,  would 
result  in  an  amelioration  of  the  international  climate.  The  Western  powers 
did  not  accept  this  proposal  either,  though  in  this  case  they  could  not  refer  to 
the  difficulties  of  instituting  international  control  since  the  point  concerned 
solely  a  moral  and  political  obligation  and  the  idea  of  getting  the  Great  Powers 
to  reach,  without  further  procrastination,  the  first  agreement  directed  against 
atomic  war. 

All  this  shows  that  the  Soviet  Union  has  always  sought,^  and  continues  to 
seek,  an  immediate  solution  of  the  question  of  banning  atomic  and  hydrogen 
weapons  and  of  taking  already  now  the  first  steps  in  this  direction. 

So  far  no  such  agreements  have  been  reached  because  of  the  negative  stand 
taken  by  the  United  States  and  its  Western  partners. 

Refusing  to  embark  on  the  path  of  prohibiting  atomic  and  hydrogen 
weapons,  the  Western  Powers  argue  that  the  Soviet  Union  has  an  advantage 
over  the  Western  Powers  in  conventional  armaments  and  that  they  could  agree 
to  the  prohibition  of  atomic  weapons  only  after  a  substantial  reduction  of  con- 
ventional armaments.  To  this  end  they  introduced  a  proposal  on  the  establish- 
ment of  maximum  levels  of  the  armed  forces  for  the  five  Great  Powers;  namely, 
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from  one  million  to  1  •  5  million  men  for  the  USSR,  the  USA,  and  China,  and 
650,000  men  for  Britain  and  France.  In  order  not  to  delay  a  solution  of 
disarmament  problems  and  to  achieve  certain  important  successes  in  ending 
the  arms  race,  the  Soviet  Union  expressed  its  agreement  with  this  proposal  of 
the  Western  Powers.  It  seemed  as  though  now  a  definite  agreement  could  be 
reached.  But  matters  took  a  different  turn.  As  soon  as  the  Soviet  Union 
expressed  agreement  with  this  proposal  the  Western  Powers  began  to  disown 
it,  hunting  up  all  kinds  of  pretexts  to  bury  their  own  proposal. 

Last  autumn  at  the  Four-Power  Foreign  Ministers'  Conference  in  Geneva, 
the  Western  Powers  made  a  proposal  to  begin  settling  the  disarmament  prob- 
lem by  reducing  conventional  armaments,  without  tying  this  up  with  the 
prohibition  of  atomic  weapons.  Such  was  the  proposal  of  Britain.  The  British 
Foreign  Secretary  made  this  proposal  in  the  House  of  Commons  last  February. 
The  Soviet  Union  expressed  agreement  with  this  proposal  as  well. 

When  the  United  Nations  Disarmament  Subcommittee  met  in  London  two 
months  ago,  the  Soviet  Union  submitted  for  its  consideration  a  plan  for 
reduction  of  conventional  armaments  and  armed  forces,  which  could  be  carried 
out  without  waiting  for  agreement  on  atomic  weapons  since  the  divergencies 
in  the  positions  of  the  Soviet  Union  and  the  Western  Powers  on  banning 
atomic  weapons  had  become  the  main  obstacle  to  agreement.  But  this  proposal 
of  the  Soviet  Union  too  ran  up  against  the  resistance  of  the  Western  Powers. 
It  turned  out  that  the  Western  Powers  spoke  about  giving  priority  to  reduction 
of  conventional  armaments  so  long  as  they  thought  that  the  USSR  would  reject 
such  a  proposal. 

As  soon  as  we  submitted  a  concrete  plan  for  reducing  conventional  arma- 
ments the  Western  Powers,  including  Britain  which  had  formerly  made  this 
proposal,  retreated  and  refused  to  accept  the  proposals  designed  to  implement 
these  measures.  This  time  they  began  to  say  that  the  question  of  reducing 
conventional  armaments  cannot  be  examined  without  settling  the  question  of 
atomic  weapons.  They  contradicted  what  they  themselves  said  but  yesterday. 
Thereby,  the  disarmament  problem  has  again  entered  a  vicious  circle  where  no 
headway  is  made  either  in  settling  the  question  of  banning  the  atomic  weapons 
or  of  reducing  conventional  armaments  and  armed  forces. 

After  this,  the  futility  of  the  entire  work  of  the  United  Nations  Disarma- 
ment Subcommittee  is  not  surprising.  The  Subcommittee  was  set  up  under  the 
high-sounding  name  of  Disarmament  Subcommittee.  Actually,  however,  it  has 
become  merely  a  screen  for  covering  up  the  arms  race.  It  is  also  clear  who  is 
responsible  for  this  situation. 

Now  ever  new  pretexts  are  being  invented  for  the  Disarmament  Subcom- 
mittee to  engage  in  anything  but  in  ending  the  arms  race,  or  reducing  arma- 
ments. Much  is  being  spoken,  for  example,  about  it  being  untimely  to  end  the 
arms  race  since  a  number  of  political  problems  have  not  been  settled.  It  is 
openly  said  that  it  is  impossible  to  end  the  arms  race  without  beforehand 
settling  the  German  problem  as  well  as  Near  and  Middle  Eastern  and  Far 
Eastern  issues.  It  goes  without  saying  that  the  Soviet  Union  is  ready  to  continue 
to  contribute  actively  to  the  adjusment  of  this  and  other  political  problems. 
And  it  is  no  fault  of  the  Soviet  Union  that  the  German  and  some  other  inter- 
national problems  have  not  yet  been  settled.  If,  under  these  conditions,  the 
Western  powers  make  the  solution  of  the  disarmament  problem  dependent 
upon  the  adjustment  of  the  German  question,  and  have,  in  doing  so,  already 
embarked  upon  the  restoration  of  militarism  in  Western  Germany,  this  shows 
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that  the  question  of  Germany  is  being  used  as  a  bargaining  pawn  in  order  to 
clear  the  stage  for  the  implementation  of  the  plans  of  reviving  German 
militarism  and  including  a  United  Germany  in  the  Western  military  alignments. 

It  is  clear  that  such  an  approach  cannot  be  conducive  to  either  the  solution 
of  the  German  problem  or  the  termination  of  the  arms  race. 

Much  is  being  said  about  the  so-called  aerial  photography  in  which  certain 
intelligence  services  are  known  to  be  interested.  It  is  perfectly  obvious,  how- 
ever, that  all  this  aerial  photography  has  nothing  to  do  with  the  reduction  of 
armaments  or  the  establishment  of  control  over  the  reduction  of  armaments. 
On  the  contrary,  it  can  only  increase  the  apprehensions  of  the  peoples  concern- 
ing the  plans  of  the  aggressive  circles  and  lead  to  the  further  intensification  of 
the  arms  race. 

Not  the  least  reason  for  the  futility  of  the  work  of  the  United  Nations 
Disarmament  Subcommittee  is  that  all  its  members,  with  the  excepion  of  the 
USSR,  are  active  members  of  the  Atlantic  bloc.  Judging  by  the  sessions  of  the 
Atlantic  Council  held  recently  in  Paris,  the  principal  members  of  this  bloc  are 
colluding  among  themselves  with  a  view  to  preventing  the  reduction  of 
armaments,  to  including  the  atomic  weapon  in  the  armaments  of  the  armies  of 
this  bloc  and  enacting  measures  for  the  further  growth  of  armaments.  In 
pursuing  such  a  policy,  the  Atlantic  bloc  powers  consider,  obviously,  that  their 
task  in  the  Disarmament  Subcommittee  is  to  camouflage  this  policy  and,  at  the 
same  time,  prevent  an  international  agreement  on  disarmament.  That  is  why 
the  Subcommittee  is  running  idle  and  the  questions  of  disarmament  remain  at 
a  deadlock. 

The  Soviet  Government  holds  that  the  time  has  come  for  the  United  Nations 
Disarmament  Commission  to  consider  the  results  of  the  work  of  the  above  Sub- 
committee, giving  wide  publicity  to  its  findings,  so  that  everyone  could  see  who 
contributes  to  and  who  impedes  the  termination  of  the  arms  race,  and  indicate 
the  ways  to  the  practical  implementation  of  the  General  Assembly's  decisions 
on  disarmament,  adopted  as  long  as  ten  years  ago. 

The  present  state  of  affairs  in  the  sphere  of  disarmament  does  not  corre- 
spond to  either  the  present  state  of  international  relations  or  the  demands  of 
the  peoples  who  are  vitally  interested  in  a  further  easing  of  international 
tension.  It  is  evident  likewise  that  the  efforts  of  certain  powers  to  impose  on 
other  states,  including  small  and  under-developed  countries,  a  high  level  of 
military  expenditures  are  alien  to  the  interests  of  the  people  and  to  the 
interests  of  consolidating  world  peace. 

The  Soviet  Government  will  continue  to  press  resolutely  for  a  mutually 
acceptable  international  agreement  on  the  reduction  of  the  armed  forces  of 
the  states  and  an  agreement  on  the  prohibition  of  atomic  and  hydrogen 
(thermonuclear)  weapons.  The  Soviet  Government  holds  at  the  same  time 
that  the  present  situation  calls,  first  and  foremost,  for  practical  measures  that 
could  promote  the  solution  of  the  task  of  a  substantial  reduction  of  armaments 
of  the  states  and  the  termination  of  the  arms  race. 

These  practical  measures — that  would  lift  the  question  of  the  reduction  of 
armaments  from  the  plane  of  general  and  sterile  talks  to  the  plane  of  concrete 
deeds  for  the  reduction  of  the  armed  forces — are,  in  the  present  conditions, 
the  best  means  of  further  easing  international  tensions  and  of  promoting 
reciprocal  confidence  between  states. 
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The  peoples  of  the  Soviet  Union  are  engrossed  in  peaceful  creative  labour. 
They  want  the  maximum  of  their  energy,  efforts  and  material  means  to  be 
directed  to  the  construction  of  new  factories,  plants,  electric  stations,  mines, 
housing,  hospitals,  schools  and  universities.  Making  an  ever  greater  use  of  the 
tremendous  riches  of  their  vast  country,  the  Soviet  people  strive  to  live  in 
peace  and  friendship  with  all  their  neighbours,  with  all  the  peoples  of  the 
world.  They  are  confident  that  the  universal  expansion  of  peaceful  production 
will  benefit  all  peoples. 

Upholding  the  cause  of  peaceful  international  co-operation,  the  Soviet 
Union  stands  for  the  expansion  of  international  economic  and  trade  relations. 
It  stands  for  the  abolition  of  all  manner  of  artificial  obstacles  which  have  been 
raised  by  certain  powers  and  which  retard  the  development  of  international 
trade.  It  is  our  belief  that  this  is  in  the  interest  not  only  of  the  Soviet  Union 
but  of  all  other  countries  and  peoples,  since  the  termination  of  the  arms  race 
and  expansion  of  international  trade  and  economic  ties  among  countries  would 
open  up  greater  opportunities  for  raising  the  well-being  of  the  peoples  and 
contribute  to  the  establishment  of  friendly  co-operation  among  all  peoples,  big 
and  small. 

For  its  part,  the  Soviet  Union  is  ready  to  expand  all-round  trade  with  other 
countries  on  the  basis  of  mutual  advantage  and  of  lifting  the  existing  restric- 
tions. 

Seeking  to  make  a  new  contribution  to  the  cause  of  disarmament  and 
maintenance  of  peace  and  seeking  to  create  still  more  favourable  conditions  for 
peaceful  economic  and  cultural  construction  in  the  Soviet  Union,  the  Govern- 
ment of  the  USSR  has  taken  the  following  decision: 

1.  To  carry  out  in  the  course  of  one  year,  by  May  1,  1957,  another  and 
even  greater  reduction  in  the  armed  forces  of  the  Soviet  Union,  namely  by 
1,200,000  men,  in  addition  to  the  reduction  of  the  armed  forces  of  the  USSR 
by  640,000  men  carried  out  in  1955. 

2.  To  disband  in  this  connection  63  divisions  and  separate  brigades,  includ- 
ing three  air  divisions  and  other  military  units  with  the  strength  of  over 
30,000  men  now  stationed  in  the  German  Democratic  Republic. 

To  disband  also  a  part  of  the  military  schools  of  the  Soviet  Army. 

To  put  into  reserve  373  naval  vessels. 

3.  To  reduce  accordingly  the  armaments  and  military  equipment  of  the 
USSR's  armed  forces  and  the  military  expenditures  of  the  Soviet  Union  under 
the  USSR  state  budget. 

4.  To  enable  the  servicemen  discharged  from  the  armed  forces  to  find  work 
in  industry  and  agriculture. 

Undertaking  this  new,  highly  substantial  reduction  of  the  Soviet .  armed 
forces  and  armaments,  the  Soviet  Government  seeks  to  contribute  to  the 
practical  implementation  of  the  disarmament  programme  which  is  now  before 
the  United  Nations.  The  new  reduction  in  the  strength  of  the  Soviet  forces 
and  armaments  shows  better  than  any  words  that  the  Soviet  Union  is  a 
sincere  and  true  champion  of  peace,  a  sincere  and  true  champion  of  the 
relaxation  of  international  tension. 

In  adopting  this'  decision,  the  Soviet  Government  takes  into  account  the 
fact  that,  as  far  as  it  concerns  Europe,  the  French  people,  the  British  people, 
and  the  peoples  of  the  Soviet  Union  and  other  peaceable  European  states  do 
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not  want  war,  whose  dire  consequences  they  still  feel,  and  that  they  are 
striving  for  an  improvement  in  international  relations  for  the  all-round 
development  of  international  co-operation. 

The  other  governments,  including  the  Governments  of  the  United  States, 
France  and  Britain  cannot  fail  to  follow  this  example  if  they  sincerely  wish 
to  contribute  to  the  strengthening  of  peace. 

The  Soviet  Government  is  ready  to  consider  the  question  of  the  further 
reduction  of  the  armed  forces  of  the  USSR  if  the  Western  powers — the  United 
States,  Britain  and  France — carry  out,  on  their  part,  appropriate  reductions  of 
their  armed  forces  and  armaments. 

Implementation  of  these  measures  would  be  an  important  step  towards  the 
implementation  of  an  all-embracing  programme  of  disarmament  and  would 
create  effective  prerequisites  for  accelerating  the  solution  of  the  question  of 
prohibiting  atomic  and  hydrogen  weapons. 

In  adopting  the  above  decision,  the  Soviet  Government  proceeds  from  the 
fact  that  the  demobilization  of  1,200,000  Soviet  citizens  and  their  return  to 
peaceful,  socially  useful  labour  will  be  a  new  tremendous  contribution  to  the 
further  advancement  of  all  branches  of  the  USSR  national  economy  and  will 
greatly  step  up  the  creation  of  material  and  cultural  values  for  the  good  of  our 
socialist  society. 

At  the  same  time,  further  reduction  of  military  expenditures  under  the 
USSR  state  budget  will  make  it  possible  to  use  the  funds  released  for  peaceful 
construction  so  as  to  carry  out  with  even  greater  success  the  plans  of  the 
socialist  development  of  our  country,  of  raising  the  well-being  of  the  Soviet 
people. 

In  carrying  out  a  new  major  reduction  of  the  Soviet  armed  forces  and 
armaments,  the  Soviet  Government  proceeds  from  the  fact  that  the  forces  of 
peace  have  grown  much  stronger  now,  that  they  are  better  organized  and 
dispose  of  many  means  of  giving  a  worthy  rebuff  to  any  attempts  to  violate 
peace.  The  Soviet  Government  expresses  confidence  at  the  same  time  that 
the  armed  forces  of  the  Soviet  Union  will  reliably  guard  the  peaceful  labour 
of  our  people  and  that  the  Soviet  people  and  the  peaceful  peoples  of  other 
countries  will  not  relax  their  vigilance  and  will  be  alert  to  the  intrigues  of  the 
forces  hostile  to  the  cause  of  peace  and  peaceful  international  co-operation.

Dear  Mr.  Chairman: 

Thank  you  for  your  letter  of  June  6  on  the  question  of  disarmament  with 
which  you  forwarded  the  statement  of  May  14  of  the  Government  of  the  Union 
of  Soviet  Socialist  Republics.  The  Government  of  Canada  has  given  earnest 
consideration  to  the  contents  of  your  letter  and  the  accompanying  document. 
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We  have  noted  with  interest  the  announcement  of  reductions  in  the  armed 
forces  of  the  Soviet  Union  to  which  you  refer  in  your  letter.  However,  our 
satisfaction  over  the  announcement  is  somewhat  tempered  by  the  reflection 
that  these  reductions  would  have  been  more  timely  ten  years  ago,  when  the 
Western  Powers  demobilized  the  great  armies  they  had  brought  together  in  the 
common  interest  of  the  United  Nations,  and  that  the  Soviet  Union  will  continue, 
even  after  the  reductions,  to  dispose  of  a  far  greater  number  of  divisions  in 
Europe  than  those  which  the  Western  Powers  have  stationed  there.  We  have 
also,  of  course,  considered  your  letter  and  the  related  documents ^in  the  light 
of  a  number  of  recent  statements  on  the  part  of  Soviet  authorities  concerning 
the  modernization  and  expanding  might  of  the  Soviet  armed  forces. 

It  is  because  of  such  considerations  that  Canadian  representatives  have 
consistently  expressed  our  firmly  held  view  that,  if  they  are  to  contribute  to 
international  confidence,  reductions  in  forces  should  be  part  of  an  agreement 
providing  for  machinery  to  reassure  all  signatories  that  the  reduction  measures 
are  in  fact  carried  out.  We  believe  that  the  need  for  such  controls  together  with 
an  adequate  system  for  warning  of  preparations  for  surprise  attack  has  become 
more  pressing  during  the  past  few  years  when,  as  you  observe  in  your  letter, 
new  and  increasingly  destructive  weapons  have  been  developed. 

As  you  are  aware,  Mr.  Chairman,  Canada  has  been  directly  associated  with 
the  search  for  an  agreement  ever  since  the  United  Nations  General  Assembly 
in  its  first  resolution  created  the  Atomic  Energy  Commission  and  laid  upon 
Canada,  as  a  permanent  member  of  the  Commission,  a  part  of  the  continuing 
responsibility  for  finding  a  solution  to  the  problem  of  disarmament.  Our 
participation  in  the  negotiations  in  that  Commission  and  more  recently  in  the 
Disarmament  Commission  and  its  Sub-Committee  has  made  us  acutely  aware 
of  the  difficulties  which  beset  the  problem;  it  has  also  enabled  us  to  associate 
ourselves  intimately  with  the  repeated  efforts  and  initiatives  on  the  part  of 
the  Western  Powers  to  bring  about  a  general  disarmament  agreement.  This 
is  not  the  place  to  recapitulate  these  successive  endeavours  which  stand  in  the 
records  of  the  United  Nations.  However,  you  will  understand,  Mr.  Chairman, 
that  my  colleagues  and  I  are  impelled  to  state  that  we  cannot  accept  the  charge 
of  a  negative  stand,  as  alleged  in  your  Government's  statement  of  May  14,  on 
the  part  either  of  Canada  or  of  the  other  Western  Powers. 

The  Government  of  Canada  shares  the  regrets  you  have  expressed  that 
the  discussions  on  disarmament  have  not  been  productive  of  agreement.  How- 
ever, it  is  our  impression  that  the  more  recent  negotiations,  particularly  in  the 
Sub-Committee  of  the  Disarmament  Commission,  have  given  some  cause  for 
encouragement.  We  therefore  differ  with  the  stated  views  of  your  Government 
that  the  discussions  in  the  Sub-Committee  have  been  marked  by  futility.  It 
would,  in  our  opinion,  be  unfortunate  if  these  negotiations  were  to  be  inter- 
rupted. We  favour  the  continuation  of  efforts  through  the  United  Nations  to 
reach  an  agreement  covering  limitation,  reduction  and  control  of  armaments 
including  nuclear  weapons.  We  consider  that  discussions  in  the  Sub-Committee 
of  the  Disarmament  Commission  as  well  as  in  the  Commission  itself  are  more 
than  ever  necessary  in  order  to  reach  an  agreement  which  will  ensure  the 
security  of  all  by  means  of  an  adequate  system  of  international  control. 

It  is  the  belief  of  the  Government  of  Canada  that  the  international  situation 
which  we  hope  ultimately  to  achieve  can  be  created  only  through  the  establish- 
ment of  greater  mutual  confidence  progressively  and  by  stages.  In  any  com- 
prehensive programme  directed  to  that  end  there  should  be  arrangements 
designed  not  only  to  cover  disarmament  and  control  but  also  to  solve  urgent 
political  questions,  in  particular  the  reunification  of  Germany  and  the  problem 
of  European  security. 
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The  Government  of  Canada  is  strongly  of  the  opinion  that  if  a  mutually 
satisfactory  agreement  on  disarmament  can  be  negotiated  an  important  con- 
tribution will  have  been  made  to  the  development  of  greater  confidence 
between  nations.  I  assure  you,  Mr.  Chairman,  that  for  our  part,  we  will  con- 
tinue to  exert  every  effort  in  negotiations  within  the  framework  of  the  United 
Nations  to  draw  closer  to  an  agreed  solution.  We  are  the  more  prepared  to  make 
these  efforts  to  reach  agreement  because  of  our  conviction  that  the  disarm- 
ament problem  is  becoming  even  more  intractable  with  the  passage  of  time 
but  that,  if  there  is  a  corresponding  willingness  to  co-operate  in  these  negoti- 
ations on  the  part  of  the  Soviet  Government,  significant  and  gratifying  results 
can  still  be  attained.

of  the  current  session,  being  the  Committee's  final  report  upon  the  question 
whether  the  criminal  law  of  Canada  relating  to  lotteries  should  be  amended  in 
any  respect  and,  if  so,  in  what  manner  and  to  what  extent.  The  first  Report 
of  the  Committee  was  a  recommendation  concerning  its  quorum  presented  on 
March  21,  1956.  The  Second  and  Third  Reports  were,  in  that  order,  the  Final 
Reports  on  Capital  and  Corporal  Punishment  and  were  presented  on  June  27, 
1956,  and  July  11,  1956,  respectively. 

The  Minutes  of  Proceedings  and  Evidence  tabled  in  both  Houses  on  June  29, 
1955,  by  the  preceding  Committee  were  referred  to  this  Committee;  and,  at  this 
time,  the  Committee  is  returning  the  remaining  portion  which  is  applicable  to 
the  question  of  lotteries.  At  the  current  session,  no  further  evidence  was 
printed  and  all  proceedings  were  conducted  in  camera. 

The  sources  of  evidence  taken  and  witnesses  heard  on  the  lotteries  ques- 
tion during  the  first  two  sessions  are  listed  alphabetically  in  Number  21  of 
the  Committee's  1955  printed  Minutes  of  Proceedings  and  Evidence,  and  a 
chronological  schedule  of  the  sittings  of  the  Committee  for  the  same  period 
appears  in  the  same  Number.

L  The  Committee  confined  itself  to  a  study  of  the  operation  of  the  laws 
governing  lotteries  in  Canada  and  other  jurisdictions.  Other  aspects  of  gambling 
were  beyond  its  terms  of  reference.  It  considered,  however,  that  the  game  of 
"Bingo"  and  similar  games  were  within  its  terms  of  reference  even  though, 
legally,  such  games  are  regarded  as  games  of  chance  and  not  as  lotteries.  They 
were  included  because  they  are  not  dissimilar  to  lotteries  in  operation  and, 
moreover,  they  are  games  usually  arranged  and  played  by  organizations  having 
similar  purposes  to  those  organizing  lotteries  for  benevolent  purposes,  which 
have  been  the  main  concern  of  the  Committee's  inquiry. 

CHAPTER  II — PRESENT  LAV^ 

2.  The  English  Statutes  prohibiting  lotteries,  enacted  in  the  early  part  of 
the  nineteenth  century,  were  extended  to  Canada  and  these  prohibitions  were 
codified  in  1886  in  a  general  act  relating  to  lotteries.  This  statute  was  sub- 
stantially re-enacted  in  the  first  Criminal  Code  of  1892.  The  section  of  the 
present  Criminal  Code  dealing  with  lotteries  is  section  179.  It  prohibits  lotteries 
in  general  and  exempts  certain  types  of  lotteries  from  this  general  prohibition. 
The  section  is  basically  the  same  as  the  corresponding  section  in  the  1892  Code, 
but  contains  many  additions  and  changes  made  in  the  intervening  years.  The 
section  has  always  been  dealt  with  piecemeal  and  has  never  had  a  thorough 
overall  revision. 

3.  It  is  clear  that  the  federal  Parliament  has  power  to  enact  laws  prohibiting 
and  regulating  lotteries  by  virtue  of  its  jurisdiction  over  criminal  law.  The 
courts  have  held  that  provincial  Legislatures  have  no  jurisdiction  to  permit 
the  operation  of  lotteries  forbidden  by  the  Criminal  Code. 

4.  The  governing  provisions  of  the  Criminal  Code  are  set  forth  as  an 
appendix.  The  effect  of  the  main  section  dealing  with  lotteries,  namely  section 
179,  may  be  summarized  as  follows:

(a)  Publishing,  advertising  or  printing  lottery  scheme;  source,  1892

accepting  for  conveyance  any  tickets  or  articles  connected  with  a  lottery; 

1,  to  supplement  the  prohibitions  contained  in  the 
Post  Office  Act  by  covering  other  modes  of  transmission  such  as  express; 
Criminal  Code,  s.  179(1)    (c). 

(d)  Conducting  or  managing  a  lottery;  source,  1895,  c.  40,  s.  1; 
revised  1943-44,  c.  23,  s.  8;  Criminal  Code,  s.  179(1)   (d). 

(e)  Conducting  any  scheme  for  disposing  of  property  under  which 
one  contributor  may  receive  a  larger  amount  than  paid  in  because  others 
have  contributed  to  the  scheme  even  though  the  outcome  depends  on 
skill;  source,  1935,  c.  56,  s.  3;  Criminal  Code,  s.  179(1)  (e). 

(/)  Disposing  of  goods,  wares  or  merchandise  by  any  mode  of  chance 
or  mixed  chance  and  skill,  where  the  competitor  pays  valuable  con- 
sideration; source,  1922,  c.  16,  s.  11;  Criminal  Code,  s.  179(1)  (f). 
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(fif)  Inducing  the  staking  of  money  on  gambling  devices  such  as 
punch  boards,  shell  games  or  wheels  of  fortune,  and  playing  three-card 
monte;  source,  1922,  c.  16,  s.  11;  Criminal  Code,  s.  179(1)  (g-j). 

(h)  Buying  lottery  tickets;  source,  1892  Code;  Criminal  Code,  s. 
179(4). 

(i)  Foreign  lotteries  prohibited;  source,  1892  Code;  Criminal  Code 
s.  179(7). 

(2)  Exemptions: 

(a)  Games  and  contests  prohibited  by  s.  179(1)  (f)  and  (g)  are 
permitted  at  agricultural  fairs,  (except  dice  and  other  specified  games); 
proviso  enacted  1925,  c.  38,  s.  4;  Criminal  Code,  s.  179(3). 

(b)  Small  raffles  at  bazaars,  held  for  religious  or  charitable  objects, 
where  permission  to  hold  the  same  has  been  granted  by  the  municipality 
and  the  prize  is  first  offered  for  sale  and  does  not  exceed  $50.00;  source, 
1892  Code;  Criminal  Code,  s.

(c)  The  division  of  property  by  lot  by  joint  tenants;  recalling 
securities  by  lot  and  other  lesser  exemptions;  source,  1892  Code;  Criminal 
Code,  s.

(a)  Apart  from  fine  and  imprisonment,  property  (including  money) 
connected  with  a  lottery  is  subject  to  forfeiture;  Criminal  Code,  s.  179(5). 

(b)  Search  warrants  may  be  obtained  when  an  offence  is  suspected 
and  persons  and  property  may  be  detained  thereunder.  If  not  claimed, 
the  property  is  subject  to  forfeiture.  Telephone  and  Telegraph  equipment 
may  not  be  interf erred  with;  Criminal  Code,  s.  171. 

5.  The  game  of  bingo,  which  the  courts  have  declared  to  be  a  game  of 
chance,  falls  under  the  prohibition  of  section  176  of  the  Criminal  Code  which 
makes  the  keeping  of  a  common  gaming  house  an  offence.  A  common  gaming 
house  is  defined  in  section  168.  This  definition  is  subject  to  an  important  proviso 
which  specifies  that  a  place  is  not  a  common  gaming  house  while  used 
"occasionally"  by  charitable  or  religious  organizations  for  the  purpose  of  playing 
games  for  which  a  direct  fee  is  charged  if  the  proceeds  are  used  for  charitable 
or  religious  objects.  The  interpretation  of  the  word  "occasional"  has  been  a 
source  of  continual  difficulty  and  it  appears  to  have  justified,  in  some  areas,  the 
holding  of  bingos  with  a  remarkable  degree  of  regularity.  While,  ordinarily, 
bingo  games,  for  which  a  fee  is  paid  and  for  which  prizes  are  offered,  would 
fall  within  the  prohibition  of  the  Gaming  Section  of  the  Criminal  Code,  they 
are  usually  held  in  circumstances  which  bring  them  within  the  indefinite  scope 
of  the  exemption  covering  games  played  "occasionally"  for  charitable  or  religious 
purposes. 

CHAPTER    III OPERATION    AND    ENFORCEMENT    OF    LOTTERY    LAWS 

Section  1:  Lotteries  in  Canada 

6.  There  appeared  to  be  widespread  support  for  lotteries  organized  for 
charitable  and  benevolent  purposes.  These  lotteries,  although  usually  of 
doubtful  legality,  take  many  forms  in  Canada  and  are  relatively  common  in 
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their  occurrence.  The  purpose  may  be  to  support  some  community  project,  such 
as  the  building  of  a  rink  or  a  hall  or  some  charity  of  general  benefit  to  the 
community.  Not  infrequently  a  lottery  of  this  type  is  based  upon  the  award 
of  an  automobile  as  the  first  prize  and  sometimes  lesser  prizes  consisting  of 
television  sets,  refrigerators,  and  other  valuable  durable  goods.  Many  of  these 
lotteries  are  run  by  churches,  service  clubs,  and  other  reputable  voluntary 
organizations  and  receive  widespread  support  from  the  community  in  general. 
Fund-raising  schemes  based  on  lotteries  of  this  kind  are  frequently  parallelled 
by  large  bingo  games  operated  by  charitable  or  religious  organizations  for 
worthy  purposes.  In  some  parts  of  Canada  the  prizes  awarded  at  bingo  games 
are  very  substantial.  Particulars  were  obtained  from  organizations  regularly 
sponsoring  bingo  games  in  one  larger  Canadian  city  indicating  that  it  was 
not  uncommon  for  two  or  more  automobiles  to  be  awarded  during  the  night's 
play  together  with  a  wide  range  of  valuable  and  less  expensive  prizes.  The 
widespread  occurrence  of  lotteries  and  bingos  of  this  type  poses  the  most  acute 
problem  of  control.  There  was  evidence  that  sales-promotion  contests,  in  the 
nature  of  lotteries,  carried  on  by  press,  radio  and  other  means  were  increasing 
in  volume  and  created  an  equally  difficult  problem  of  control  under  the  present 
law. 

Section  2:  Results  of  Inconsistencies  and  Anomalies  in  Present  Law 

7.  There  was  general  agreement  that  the  lack  of  clarity  in  the  present 
lotteries  provisions  made  efficient  enforcement  impossible.  This  defect  arises 
from  the  lack  of  integration  of  the  present  provisions  referred  to  in  paragraph  2 
and  from  the  contradictions  and  uncertainties  resulting  from  judicial  interpreta- 
tion. The  Committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  present  law  ought  to  be 
carefully  redrafted  to  eliminate  the  ambiguities  and  inconsistencies  which 
have  militated  against  proper  enforcement.  The  main  problems  created  by 
the  unsatisfactory  wording  of  the  present  law  are  set  forth  in  Chapter  VI 
which  contains  the  Committee's  proposals  for  amendment. 

Section  3:  Lack  of  Public  Support  for  Lottery  Laws 

8.  The  Committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  enforcement  of  the  present 
provisions  is  a  matter  of  concern  in  all  parts  of  Canada.  It  appears  that  the 
standards  of  enforcement  vary  from  province  to  province  and  that  considerable 
variations  occur  within  provinces  reflecting  to  some  extent  the  differing  opinions 
of  various  communities  on  lotteries.  Whatever  the  variations  in  standards  of 
enforcement,  the  Committee  notes  that  there  is  widespread  difficulty  in  enforce- 
ment and  it  is  disposed  to  accept  the  statement  of  the  Commissioner  of  the 
Royal  Canadian  Mounted  Police  that  there  is  lack  of  support  for  the  present 
prohibitory  laws  and  that  they  cannot  be  enforced  in  the  face  of  adverse  public 
opinion. 

9.  The  effect  of  this  lack  of  public  support  for  the  present  lotteries  law 
is  observable  in  many  parts  of  Canada.  There  is  a  fairly  widespread  violation, 
not  only  of  the  spirit  but  the  letter  of  the  lotteries  law,  frequently  by  organiza- 
tions representative  of  the  community  in  general  and  motivated  by  worthy 
purposes  of  community  improvement  or  charity.  The  Committee  has  little  doubt 
that  the  results  of  this  evasion  of  the  lotteries  law  are  serious  in  that  the  law 
and  law  enforcement  in  general  are  thus  brought  into  contempt. 

Section  4:  Fraudulent  Lotteries 

10.  An  unsatisfactory  by-product  of  the  present  situation  is  the  existence 
of  fraudulent  lotteries  which  law-enforcement  agencies  are  unable  or  unwilling 
to  control.     This  being  so,  it  is  difficult  to  protect  the  public  from  fraudulent 
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lottery  schemes  where  all  or  the  major  portions  of  the  proceeds  are  taken  by 
promoters  operating  under  the  guise  of  charity.  Several  types  of  fraud  were 
brought  to  the  Committee's  attention.  There  was  evidence  of  widespread  sales 
of  counterfeit  Irish  Sweepstakes  tickets.  Lotteries  had  been  promoted  by 
professional  operators,  hidden  by  some  spurious  charitable  organization  or 
purpose,  all  the  proceeds  of  which  were  taken  by  the  promoters.  Some  lotteries, 
organized  by  reputable  organizations  for  worthy  purposes,  had  been  entrusted 
to  the  management  of  professional  promoters  who  had  retained  most  of  the 
proceeds.  There  was  evidence  that  professional  operators  had  conspired  to 
manipulate  and  cheat  at  bingo  games  and  thereby  gain  valuable  prizes.  It 
is  difficult  to  control  these  frauds  under  the  existing  laws. 

Section  5:  Conclusions 

11.  The  Committee  recognized  that  there  are  many  differences  of  opinion 
on  lotteries  in  Canada.  Nevertheless,  the  Committee  received  sufficiently  clear 
indications  of  opinion  from  most  law-enforcement  agencies  to  indicate  their 
dissatisfaction  with  the  present  situation  and  their  view  that  some  substantial 
changes  in  the  law  are  required  in  order  to  correct  it.  In  particular,  the 
Committee  is  under  the  impression  that  most  law-enforcement  agencies  con- 
sider that  clarification  of  the  existing  lotteries  provisions  will  not,  of  itself, 
solve  the  difficulty  and  that  some  new  departure  in  policy  is  required  to  bring 
order  into  the  administration  of  the  lotteries  law. 


CHAPTER  IV GENERAL  CONSIDERATIONS  AFFECTING  LOTTERY  LAWS 

Section  1:  Introduction 

12.  The  Committee  received  expressions  of  opinion  from  law-enforcement 
agencies  and  organizations  representative  of  all  sections  of  Canada,  and,  in 
addition,  heard  evidence  on  the  history  and  effect  of  lottery  laws  in  the  United 
States  and  other  countries  from  Virgil  W.  Peterson  of  the  Chicago  Crime 
Commission.  Through  the  co-operation  of  the  Department  of  External  Affairs, 
it  obtained  particulars  of  the  lottery  laws  of  seventeen  foreign  countries  and 
a  special  presentation  on  Australian  lottery  laws  made  by  Miss  Isobel  Atkinson 
and  was  later  commented  on  by  the  Australian  government.  The  presentations 
covered  all  aspects  of  the  lottery  problem  and  it  is  only  possible  to  sunamarize 
their  effect  in  general  terms. 

Section    2:    Submissions    and    Arguments    favouring    Relaxation    of    Existing 
Prohibitions 

13.  The  Attorneys  General  of  most  provinces,  the  Canadian  Association,  of 
Chiefs  of  Police  and  the  Commissioner  of  the  Royal  Canadian  Mounted  Police, 
all  representing  the  preponderant  view  of  law-enforcement  agencies,  favoured 
clarification  and  some  relaxation  of  the  present  prohibitions  against  lotteries. 
They  were  supported  by  the  Canadian  Legion,  the  Trades  and  Labour  Congress, 
and  to  a  lesser  extent  by  the  Canadian  Association  of  Exhibitions  and  allied 
organizations  who  sought  an  extension  and  clarification  of  the  existing  exemp- 
tions in  favour  of  agricultural  fairs. 

14.  The  considerations  mentioned  in  Chapter  III  were  urged  as  the  principal 
reasons  for  relaxing  existing  prohibitions  against  lotteries.  It  was  contended 
that  lack  of  public  support  for  existing  prohibitions  had  resulted  in  inability 
to  enforce  the  law  and  this  in  turn  had  tended  to  bring  the  law  into  disrepute. 
Relaxation,  which  would  bring  the  law  into  step  with  public  opinion,  was 
urged  as  the  solution  for  the  present  difficulty.     Those  favouring  this  course 
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drew  a  parallel  with  the  attempted  prohibition  of  the  sale  of  alcoholic  beverages. 
Prohibition  had  failed  and  had  been  replaced  by  licensing  and  control  laws 
which  were  said  to  be  relatively  more  enforceable.  A  new  system  of  control 
based  on  these  premises  would  enable  the  authorities  to  control  promoters  of 
lotteries  and  prevent  individuals  from  profiteering  from  charitable  lotteries. 
It  was  also  contended  that  charitable  and  worthy  causes  would  benefit  from 
amendments  which  would  legalize  the  holding  of  lotteries  for  these  purposes. 

Section  3:  Submissions  and  Arguments  favouring  Maintenance  or  Extension  of 
Existing  Prohibitions 

15.  Relaxation  of  the  existing  prohibitions  was  opposed  by  the  Canadian 
Council  of  Churches,  representing  the  principal  Protestant  churches  in  Canada 
and  also,  in  separate  submissions  by  the  United  Church  of  Canada  and  the 
Anglican  Church.  The  Canadian  Welfare  Council,  which  was  supported  in  its 
representation  by  the  Assistant  Director  of  Police  for  the  City  of  Montreal  and 
the  Police  Chief  of  Hull,  opposed  relaxation  and  proposed  further  restrictions, 
as  did  the  Retail  Merchants'  Association  of  Canada.  The  presentation  of  Virgil 
W.  Peterson  favoured  maintenance  of  strict  prohibitory  laws  because,  in  his 
view,  history  indicated  that  attempts  to  control  the  problem  by  regulating 
legalized  lotteries  or  other  forms  of  gambling  would  fail. 

16.  Those  opposed  to  lotteries  raised  both  moral  and  practical  arguments 
against  relaxing  existing  prohibitions.  From  the  standpoint  of  moral  principle 
it  was  urged  that  lotteries  were  inherently  wrong  because  they  were  based 
on  chance.  They  had  adverse  effects  on  both  the  individual  and  the  nation 
because  they  fostered  a  desire  "to  obtain  something  for  nothing"  and  were 
disruptive  in  their  social  and  economic  consequences.  They  set  a  poor  example 
for  young  people.  It  was  alleged  that  lotteries  had  been  abolished  in  the 
United  States  and  the  United  Kingdom  in  the  nineteenth  century  for  practical 
and  not  moral  or  religious  reasons  because  experience  had  shown  that  they 
produced  disastrous  economic  and  social  consequences. 

17.  It  was  also  contended  that  experience  in  other  jurisdictions  had 
demonstrated  that  any  attempt  to  achieve  better  control  through  licensing 
or  other  similar  devices  was  not  likely  to  succeed  and  that  the  only  effective 
way  of  dealing  wih  lotteries  was  by  strict  enforcement  of  prohibitory  provisions. 
Organized  gambling  in  any  form  was  a  focus  of  criminal  activity  in  the 
community  and  the  extension  of  lotteries  would  create  new  opportunities  for 
exploitation  by  the  criminal  element.  The  door  would  be  opened  to  profiteering 
and  professional  promoters.  Further,  it  was  maintained  that  the  creation  of 
new  opportunities  for  legalized  gambling  through  lotteries  would  not  stop  illegal 
sales  of  foreign  sweepstakes  tickets  or  fraudulent  lotteries. 

18.  Lotteries  were  also  condemned  as  an  unsatisfactory  and  inefficient 
method  of  raising  money  for  charity.  Under  the  best  of  circumstances,  an 
unduly  high  proportion  of  the  money  raised  was  devoted  to  prizes  and  expenses. 
Experience  indicated  that,  where  competition  existed  between  lotteries, 
expenditures  for  prizes  to  attract  patronage  were  increased  and  the  balance 
available  for  charity  tended  to  decrease.    There  was  also  the  danger  that  charit- 
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able  lotteries  would  undermine  charitable  giving  generally  because  purchasers 
of  lottery  tickets  would  refrain  from  making  substantial  donations  to  worthy 
causes.  It  was  claimed  that  lotteries  preyed  on  the  poor,  that  they  were 
patronized  by  persons  least  able  to  afford  them;  and  that  some  families  had 
suffered  because  of  overindulgence  in  lotteries  and  bingo. 

19.  Contests,  in  the  nature  of  lotteries  designed  to  promote  sales  of  mer- 
chandise, were  condemned  because  they  diverted  attention  from  normal  values, 
led  to  higher  prices,  and  placed  small  independent  merchants,  who  were  in 
no  position  to  offer  elaborate  prizes,  at  a  disadvantage.  The  widespread  occur- 
rence of  this  type  of  contest  fostered  a  gambling  spirit  and  made  enforcement 
of  the  ordinary  lottery  laws  more  difficult. 

Section  4:   Conclusions 

20.  The  Committee  is  impressed,  above  all  else,  by  the  unsatisfactory 
condition  which  now  exists  and  which  tended  to  worsen  during  the  time  the 
Committee  had  the  subject  under  study.  It  is  the  Committee's  belief  that  the 
principal  aim  of  new  legislation  should  be  to  provide  workable  laws  which 
will  receive  public  support  and  which  can  be  effectively  enforced. 

21.  The  Committee  does  not  wish  in  any  way  to  give  countenance  to  or 
encourage  widespread  organized  gambling  through  lotteries  or  other  means. 
It  recognizes  that  unrestrained  gambling  would  produce  grave  moral,  social  and 
economic  effects  in  the  community  and  it  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  duty  of  the 
state  is  to  ensure  that  lotteries  and  other  forms  of  gambling  are  kept  within 
limited  bounds.  This  desirable  result  has  not  been  achieved  and,  in  the 
Committee's  opinion,  cannot  be  achieved  within  the  framework  of  the  present 
law. 

22.  The  Committee,  therefore,  considers  that  the  law  should  be  amended 
with  three  purposes  in  view.  First,  the  prohibitions  against  lotteries  must  be 
clearly  stated;  second,  the  inconsistencies  in  the  present  law  must  be  eliminated; 
and  third,  the  types  of  lotteries  to  be  permitted  must  be  clearly  defined  and 
subjected  to  effective  supervision  and  control.  The  implementation  of  this 
policy  will  result  in  the  effective  prohibition  and  restriction  of  several  types 
of  lotteries  now  carried  on  in  spite  of  their  dubious  legality.  It  will  also  result 
in  some  relaxation  of  existing  prohibitions  to  permit  adequate  and  workable 
control.  It  is  precisely  because  the  Committee  has  concluded  that  the  present 
prohibitory  laws  do  not  protect  the  public  that  it  is  disposed  to  recommend 
some  relaxation  in  line  with  the  same  reforms  introduced  with  respect  to  the 
control,  sale,  and  consumption  of  alcoholic  beverages.  Prohibition  proved 
unworkable  and  led  to  many  serious  abuses;  but  the  present  system  of  licensing 
and  control,  which  is  supported  by  the  main  body  of  public  opinion,  has  worked 
satisfactorily  and  on  the  whole  appears  to  have  contributed  to  efficient  law 
enforcement. 
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CHAPTER  V STATE  LOTTERIES 

23.  Only  one  representation  was  received  by  the  Committee  favouring  state 
lotteries.  The  Committee  considers  that  there  is  no  widespread  support  or 
demand  for  state-operated  lotteries  in  Canada.  It,  accordingly,  does  not 
recommend  any  state  lotteries. 

24.  The  Committee  noted  that  state  lotteries  are  operated  in  many  countries 
of  radically  different  racial  origins  and  traditions.  Where  state  lotteries  occur, 
they  are  usually  acknowledged  to  be  a  facility  created  by  the  state  for  the 
purpose  of  directing  the  gambling  instincts  of  the  public  into  a  controlled 
channel.  It  should  be  noted  that  the  common  impression,  that  state  lotteries 
provide  substantial  revenues  and  significantly  relieve  the  burden  of  taxation  in 
countries  where  they  are  held,  is  not  supported  by  the  evidence  received  by 
the  Committee.  In  countries  holding  state  lotteries,  the  revenue  derived  from 
such  lotteries  is  generally  very  small  in  comparison  with  total  government 
expenditure.  Only  a  few  nations  attempt  to  justify  the  existence  of  state 
lotteries  on  the  ground  of  their  relatively  insignificant  contribution  either  to 
the  total  national  revenue  or  to  specific  purposes  such  as  health,  education  or 
charity.  The  organization  which  advocated  a  state  lottery  in  Canada  frankly 
intended  that  it  should  be  set  up  for  the  purpose  of  providing  facilities  for 
gambling  and  not  as  a  means  of  raising  revenue  for  any  purpose. 

25.  The  Committee  has  concluded  that  no  useful  purpose  could  be  achieved 
by  the  institution  of  a  state  lottery  in  Canada.  It  considers  that  the  proper  role 
of  the  state  is  to  control  and  regulate  such  gambling  activity  as  is  permitted 
to  private  citizens  by  the  general  law,  and  that  it  is  not  appropriate  for  the 
state  to  provide  facilities  for  gambling  to  the  public.  The  Committee  includes, 
in  the  prohibition  of  state  lotteries  in  Canada,  those  which  might  be  operated 
by  provincial  and  municipal  governments  as  well  as  the  federal  government. 

CHAPTER  VI — CONCLUSIONS  AND  RECOMMENDATIONS 

Section  1:  Lotteries  Prohibited  Subject  to  Clearly -defined  Exceptions 

26.  The  Committee  considers  that  all  lotteries  should  be  prohibited  except 
to  the  extent  that  their  operation  is  authorized  by  clearly  limited  and  defined 
exceptions  contained  in  the  Criminal  Code.  The  exceptions  which  the  Com- 
mittee recommends  are  described  in  Section  3  of  this  Chapter. 

Section  2:  Specific  Proposals  to  make  Prohibition  Effective 

(a)  Repeal  and  Re-enactment  of  all  Lottery  Provisions 

27.  In  order  to  carry  into  effect  the  proposal  contained  in  paragraph  25, 
the  Committee  considers  that  the  anomalies,  ambiguities  and  inconsistencies 
in  the  present  law  will  have  to  be  eliminated.  No  further  patching  of  the 
numerous  paragraphs  enumerated  in  paragraph  4  can  accomplish  any  useful 
purpose  and  the  Committee  recommends  that  the  present  lottery  provisions  be 
repealed  in  their  entirety  and  replaced  by  completely  new  provisions  carrying 
into  effect  the  policies  recommended  in  this  Chapter.  In  particular,  to  avoid 
some  of  the  major  causes  of  uncertainty  and  confusion  arising  from  the 
present  provisions,  the  Committee  recommends  that  the  detailed  changes 
discussed  in  the  following  paragraphs  be  incorporated  in  the  new  lotteries  law. 

(b)  "Consideration"  not  an  Element  in  Lottery 

28.  Doubt  exists  whether  the  paying  of  consideration  by  a  participant  in 
a  lottery  is  an  essential  element  of  the  offence.  Because  of  this  uncertainty, 
various  types  of  contests   in  the  nature   of  lotteries,   where   consideration   is 
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not  specifically  paid  by  the  participant,  have  been  upheld;  while,  in  other 
cases,  courts  have  either  stated  that  consideration  is  not  an  element  or  have 
held  that  consideration  of  an  intangible  kind  has  in  fact  been  given.  The 
Committee  considers  that  the  hallmark  of  a  lottery  is  the  disposal  of  prizes  of 
goods  or  money  by  any  mode  of  chance  and  that  the  presence  or  absence  of 
consideration  is  an  irrelevant  consideration.  Accordingly,  it  recommends  that 
the  law  be  clarified  by  clearly  specifying  that  consideration  is  not  an  essential 
element  of  a  lottery. 

(c)  Prohibition  of  Pools  and  Sweepstakes 

29.  The  law  at  present  prohibits  pools,  sweepstakes  and  similar  schemes 
where  the  award  of  prizes  is  dependent  upon  the  result  of  a  horse  race,  sports 
contest  or  other  uncertain  event.  The  Committee  considers  that  the  law 
prohibiting  lotteries  should  continue  to  apply  to  such  schemes  regardless  of 
whether  the  award  of  the  prize  is  dependent  upon  chance,  skill  or  a  mixture 
of  chance  and  skill.  The  Committee  further  considers  that  such  pools,  sweep- 
stakes and  similar  schemes  should  not  be  included  within  the  category  of 
permitted  lotteries  described  in  Section  3. 

(d)  Lotteries  to  include  Bingo 

30.  The  Committee  has  already  noted  that  at  least  one  important  judicial 
decision  has  held  that  bingo  is  a  game  of  chance  and  falls  under  the  Gaming 
Section  of  the  Criminal  Code.  Other  decisions  have  held  that  bingo  is  a  lottery. 
The  Committee  considers  that  in  its  essence  bingo  is  more  accurately  described 
as  a  lottery  in  which  prizes  are  distributed  by  means  of  chance  rather  than 
as  a  game  in  which  players  pit  their  skill  and  luck  against  each  other.  In 
addition,  it  appeared  to  the  Committee  that  in  practice  voluntary  organizations 
regarded  bingos  and  lotteries  as  alternative  methods  of  raising  funds  for  worthy 
purposes.  The  Committee  recommends  that  the  law  be  clarified  to  insure  that 
bingo  and  similar  games  be  subjected  to  the  same  prohibitions  and  controls  as 
apply  to  lotteries. 

(e)  Advertising  Contests 

31.  The  Committee  noted  the  prevalence  of  a  great  variety  of  advertising 
and  promotion  contests  in  the  nature  of  lotteries.  These  contests  are  conducted 
on  business  premises  and  by  means  of  press,  radio  and  television.  Because 
the  present  provisions  are  so  uncertain  in  their  effect,  difficulty  has  been 
experienced  in  controlling  such  contests.  Several  problems  may  be  mentioned. 
The  present  section  prohibits  the  disposal  of  goods  by  any  game  of  mixed 
chance  and  skill,  but  does  not  prohibit  the  award  of  money  prizes.  In  most 
commercial  contests,  doubt  exists  as  to  whether  consideration  is  given  by  the 
contestant  and,  for  the  reasons  outlined  in  paragraph  28,  it  is  difficult  to  secure 
a  conviction  in  such  circumstances.  In  other  cases  doubt  exists  where  the 
final  award  of  the  prize  is  made  dependent  upon  some  alleged  exercise  of 
skill  although  in  fact  the  winner  is  selected  by  chance;  an  obvious  example 
being  where  a  name  is  drawn  and  the  person  is  required  to  answer  an  extremely 
simple  question  to  obtain  the  prize.  There  are  other  contests  in  which  skill 
ostensibly  plays  a  part  but  which  in  fact  are  conducted  like  lotteries  with  the 
award  depending  almost  solely  on  chance.  An  example  is  the  completion  of 
an  advertising  slogan  where  the  winner  is  chosen  by  casual  selection  from 
among  thousands  of  contestants.  Still  other  contests  depend  for  their  apparent 
legality  on  the  completion  of  some  fictitious  or  nominal  purchase  or  sale  when 
in  fact  a  winner  is  selected  by  lot.  An  example  is  afforded  by  the  "photo-nite 
contests"  in  vogue  in  some  motion-picture  theatres. 
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32.  The  Committee  considers  that  the  prevalence  of  this  type  of  advertising 
contest  is  not  beneficial  to  the  community.  These  contests  are  purely  com- 
mercial in  their  inspiration  and  confer  no  social  benefit.  They  appeal  to  the 
gambling  instinct  and,  because  they  are  so  widespread,  undoubtedly  stimulate 
it.  While  commercial  lotteries  of  this  type  are  operated,  it  is  and  will  continue 
to  be  extremely  difficult  to  enforce  prohibitions  and  restrictions  against  lotteries 
organized  by  reputable  groups  for  charitable  and  community  purposes.  More- 
over, the  Committee  is  impressed  by  the  evidence  that  the  operation  of  such 
commercial  contests  distorts  the  community's  sense  of  values,  diverts  attention 
from  prices  and  quality  of  merchandise,  and  may  enhance  the  cost  of  goods. 
In  addition,  the  Committee  considers  that  such  contests  place  the  small,  inde- 
pendent merchant  at  a  disadvantage  in  relation  to  large  stores  which  can 
absorb  more  easily  the  cost  of  prizes  and  the  extra  overhead  expense  which  such 
promotions  inevitably  create. 

33.  The  Committee  recommends  that  the  laws  prohibiting  lotteries  should 
apply  equally  to  advertising  and  promotion  contests  which  involve  any  element 
of  chance. 

(/)   Games  Played  "occasionally"  for  Charitable  Purposes 

34.  One  of  the  most  confusing  provisions  in  the  existing  law  is  the  proviso 
excepting,  from  the  definition  of  a  common  gaming  house  in  section  168(2)  (b), 
a  place  used  "occasionally"  by  charitable  or  religious  organizations  for  games 
for  which  a  direct  fee  is  charged  when  the  proceeds  are  used  for  charitable  or 
religious  objects  The  Committee  noted  that  the  uncertainty  of  the  meaning 
of  the  word  "occasionally"  made  it  difficult  for  law-enforcement  authorities  or 
the  courts  to  establish  any  standards  by  which  the  propriety  of  bingo  games 
conducted  for  charitable  purposes  could  be  judged.  It  was  the  general  conclu- 
sion that  the  unsatisfactory  nature  of  this  exempting  provision  made  effective 
enforcement  difficult.  In  view  of  the  recommendations  contained  in  Section  3  of 
this  Chapter,  which  clearly  specify  the  conditions  under  which  lotteries,  includ- 
ing bingo  games,  can  be  lawfully  held,  the  Committee  recommends  that  this 
proviso  be  deleted  and  be  replaced  by  one  which  states  that  the  holding  of 
such  authorized  lotteries  would  not  bring  premises  within  the  definition  of  a 
common  gaming  house. 

Section  3:  Proposals  in  Aid  of  Enforcement 

(a)   Prosecution  of  Winners  and  Confiscation  of  Prizes 

35.  Some  witnesses  drew  the  Committee's  attention  to  the  fact  that  winners 
of  large  lotteries  and  sweepstakes  receive  considerable  publicity  and  are  appar- 
ently never  prosecuted  for  participation  in  illegal  activities.  The  present  law 
prohibits  the  possession  of  illegal  lottery  tickets  and  also  provides  for  the 
confiscation  and  forfeiture  of  property,  including  prizes,  connected  with  a 
lottery.  The  Committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  apparent  immunity  from 
prosecution  enjoyed  by  winners  of  large  illegal  lotteries  and  sweepstakes 
militates  against  effective  enforcement.  Accordingly,  it  recommends  that  the 
provisions  prohibiting  the  acquisition  and  possession  of  lottery  tickets  and 
authorizing  the  confiscation  of  prizes  and  other  property  connected  with  lotter- 
ies be  more  consistently  enforced  by  the  responsible  law-enforcement  author- 
ities, and  that  the  provisions  be  clarified  to  the  extent  necessary  to  facilitate 
effective  enforcement. 
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(b)     Importation  of  Foreign  Lottery  Tickets 

36.  Although  foreign  lotteries,  including  sweepstakes,  are  prohibited  in 
Canada,  the  Committee  noted  that  no  specific  prohibition  existed  against  the 
importation  of  foreign  lottery  tickets.  The  Committee  recommends  that  appro- 
priate amendments  be  made  to  the  customs  laws  to  prohibit  the  importation  of 
foreign  lottery  tickets  and  any  advertising  and  other  material  connected  with 
such  lotteries. 

Section  4:  Exemptions 

(a)  Lotteries  in  Aid  of  Charitable,  Religious,  and  Community  Purposes 

37.  The  Committee  considers'  that  the  present  exemption  which  authorizes 
the  holding  of  raffles  at  bazaars  with  the  consent  of  municipal  authorities  is  no 
longer  workable.  Prizes,  although  not  limited  in  number,  cannot  exceed  $50.00 
in  value  and  must  first  be  offered  for  sale.  The  limitation  on  the  value  of 
prizes  is  unrealistic  in  terms  of  today's  values  and  the  restriction  of  permitted 
lotteries  to  bazaars  where  the  prizes  are  first  offered  for  sale  does  not  reflect 
the  present  habits  of  the  Canadian  people. 

38.  The  Committee  considers  that  some  adequate  provision  should  be  made 
for  the  holding  of  lotteries  in  support  of  charitable,  religious,  and  other  com- 
munity purposes.  Such  lotteries  appear  to  command  widespread  support  among 
the  Canadian  public  and  the  present  law,  to  a  considerable  extent,  has  been 
rendered  unenforceable  because  of  this  public  sentiment. 

39.  Certain  general  observations  apply  to  such  lotteries.  Experience  shows 
that  any  attempt  to  draft  unduly  severe  laws  restraining  lotteries  and  other 
indulgences  tends  to  create  disrespect  for  the  law  in  general.  It  is  equally 
true  that  failure  to  impose  proper  restraints  on  such  lotteries  will  make  them 
attractive  to  professional  promoters.  Prizes,  although  sufficient  to  attract 
patronage,  should  not  be  permitted  to  become  so  valuable  as  to  create  large 
lotteries  because  large  lotteries  inevitably  attract  professional  operators.  Essen- 
tial expenses  for  printing  and  other  necessities  must  be  met  but  expenses  for 
advertising  should  be  curtailed  and  no  payment  by  way  of  wages,  commission 
or  otherwise  should  be  permitted  for  services  of  individuals  in  the  promotion 
or  conduct  of  the  lottery.  It  is  essential  to  provide  for  some  type  of  supervision 
and  auditing.  This  involves  licensing  and  inspection,  two  functions  not  tradi- 
tionally associated  with  criminal  law  but  which  appear  essential  to  effective 
enforcement. 

40.  The  Committee,  with  the  above  principles  in  view,  recommends  that 
the  law  be  amended  to  provide  that  lotteries  organized  and  conducted  under 
the  conditions  set  forth  in  the  following  paragraphs  be  exempted  from  the 
general  prohibition  against  lotteries. 

(i)   Licence 

41.  Each  lottery  must  be  licensed  by  competent  provincial  authority  or  by 
such  municipal  authority  as  the  province  may  designate.  The  licence  must  be 
conditional  on  the  observance  of  the  conditions  recommended  in  the  following 
paragraphs  and  the  licensing  authority,  after  proper  investigation,  having 
satisfied  itself  of  the  qualifications  of  the  applicant.  In  the  preparation  of  legis- 
lation, some  consideration  should  be  given  to  provision  for  an  appeal  from  or 
review  of  decisions  of  licensing  authorities. 
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(ii)   Eligible  Organizations  and  Purposes 

42.  Only  organizations  having  charitable,  religious  or  other  purposes  bene- 
ficial to  the  community  at  large  should  be  eligible  for  licences.  Such  organiza- 
tions need  not  be  incorporated.  Specifically,  it  should  be  a  condition  of  each 
licence  that  the  net  proceeds  of  the  lottery  should  be  devoted  to  charity,  religion 
or  community  welfare. 

(iii)  Restrictions  on  Licence 

43.  No  organization  should  be  permitted  to  conduct  concurrent  lotteries. 
No  subsequent  licence  should  be  issued  to  any  organization  unless  and  until  all 
reports  and  requirements  connected  with  its  previous  lottery  are  completed  to 
the  satisfaction  of  the  licensing  authority.  Any  organization  which  violated 
the  terms  of  its  licence  would  be  ineligible  for  a  subsequent  licence  for  a  period 
of  five  years. 

(iv)   Prize  Limits 

44.  The  Committee  gave  careful  consideration  to  the  best  method  of 
limiting  lotteries.  It  recognized  that  in  some  areas  regular  lotteries  or  bingos 
for  small  prizes  were  held  for  worthy  purposes  while  in  other  parts  of  Canada 
large  lotteries  were  held  at  less  frequent  intervals.  The  Committee  reached 
the  conclusion  that  it  would  not  be  realistic  to  attempt  to  limit  the  number  of 
lotteries  which  any  organization  might  hold  in  a  year  because  such  an  arbitrary 
limitation  would  invite  evasion  by  small  groups  which  would  be  no  easier  to 
prevent  than  the  present  violation  of  the  lottery  laws.  The  Committee  con- 
sidered that  it  would  be  more  realistic  to  limit  the  total  value  of  prizes  which 
any  organization  could  dispose  of  by  lotteries  in  any  calendar  year  to  $5,000. 
This  limit  would  permit  the  award  of  an  automobile,  a  most  popular  type  of 
prize  for  the  larger  type  of  raffle,  or,  alternatively,  the  holding  of  a  considerable 
number  of  lotteries  for  more  modest  prizes.  Prizes,  whether  purchased  or 
donated,  would  be  valued  at  their  retail  list  price  at  the  time  the  lottery  was 
conducted. 

45.  It  is  necessary  to  prohibit  the  holding  of  joint  lotteries  by  two  or  more 
organizations  or  any  similar  practice  designed  to  pyramid  the  value  of  prizes 
awarded  on  one  occasion  above  the  maximum  of  $5,000  prescribed  for  a  single 
organization. 

46.  For  the  purpose  of  computing  prize  limits,  the  value  of  prizes  awarded 
by  a  group  of  organizations  connected  with  or  part  of  the  same  institution 
would  have  to  be  added  together  so  that  no  institution  could  evade  the  prize 
limit  by  the  conduct  of  numerous  yearly  lotteries  by  subsidiary  or  affiliated 
organizations. 

(v)   Expenses  Limited 

47.  Limitation  of  expense  is  necessary  to  prevent  the  incursion  of  profes- 
sional operators  by  making  permitted  lotteries  unprofitable  and  unattractive  to 
them.  Likewise,  limitation  of  expense  is  essential  to  ensure  that  a  reasonable 
proportion  of  the  proceeds  is  devoted  to  the  purposes  for  which  it  is  organized. 
For  example,  the  evidence  presented  with  reference  to  large  bingo  games 
operated  by  service  clubs  in  one  larger  Canadian  city  indicated  that  an  increas- 
ing proportion  of  the  proceeds  was  devoted  to  prizes  and  other  expenses  as  a 
result  of  competition  to  attract  patronage.  The  result  was  that  less  than  one- 
fifth  of  the  gross  proceeds  on  the  average  was  ultimately  available  for  charitable 
and  other  worthy  purposes. 
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48.  The  Committee  gave  careful  consideration  to  the  possibility  of  limiting 
expenses,  apart  from  prizes,  by  specifying  a  fixed  dollar-limit  or  a  ceiling  based 
on  a  percentage  of  prizes  or  gross  receipts.  The  Committee  recognized  that  the 
percentage  or  absolute  levels  of  expense  appropriated  for  a  small  lottery  would 
not  be  suitable  for  a  larger  lottery.  Moreover,  it  considered  that  any  percentage 
limitation  based  on  gross  proceeds  could  not  be  met  if  patronage  were  limited 
by  circumstances  beyond  the  control  of  the  organization.  Because  of  this, 
fixed  expense  limits  did  not  appear  realistic  and  the  Committee  considered 
they  would  not  be  enforceable. 

49.  The  Committee  concluded  that  the  most  realistic  method  of  controlling 
expense  was  by  the  prohibition  or  limitation  of  certain  types  of  disbursement. 
In  reaching  this  conclusion,  the  Committee  also  was  influenced  by  the  considera- 
tion that  the  ceiling  on  prizes  would  effectively  limit  the  gross  proceeds  and 
provide  a  practical  limit  to  indiscriminate  expense. 

50.  The  Committee  recommends  that  no  fee,  commission,  salary  or  any 
other  type  of  remuneration  be  paid  to  any  individual  in  cash  or  in  kind  or 
in  free  lottery  tickets  or  in  any  other  manner  for  any  services  performed  in 
promoting,  organizing,  or  conducting  the  lottery.  This  prohibition  would  not 
extend  to  bona  fide  tradesmen's  accounts  for  the  supply  of  essential  services 
and  supplies,  janitor  service,  or  auditing  service.  The  prohibition  is  intended 
to  eliminate  the  professional  promoter.  It  is  also  intended  to  ensure  that 
lotteries  promoted  by  organizations  for  the  benefit  of  the  community  are  in 
fact  operated  by  the  voluntary  effort  of  members  of  those  organizations  and 
are  not  turned  over  to  the  management  of  outside  parties. 

51.  Special  restrictions  are  necessary  to  ensure  that  the  proceeds  are  not 
appropriated  under  the  guise  of  rent  either  for  equipment  or  premises.  The 
experience  of  other  jurisdictions  indicates  that  rental  of  lottery  equipment 
should  be  prohibited  because  the  operation  of  such  rental  services  attracts  an 
undesirable  element  who  would  acquire  a  vested  interest  in  the  continuance 
of  lotteries.  Likewise,  it  is  essential  to  limit  the  payment  of  rent  for  premises 
to  a  fixed  sum  and  to  prohibit  any  rent  based  on  a  percentage  of  the  proceeds. 
The  rent  should  be  the  fair  economic  rent  ordinarily  charged  for  such  premises. 
Consideration  should  be  given  in  framing  any  legislation  to  the  prevention  of 
holding  lotteries  in  premises  which  may  have  been  acquired,  as  has  happened 
in  other  jurisdictions,  by  professional  operators  with  the  intent  of  obtaining 
an  undue  percentage  of  lottery  proceeds. 

52.  The  Committee  considers  that  the  size  of  a  lottery  can  be  effectively 
limited  if  advertising  is  restricted.  Restriction  on  advertising  will  also  avoid 
the  dissipation  of  proceeds  in  costly  competition  for  patronage.  The  Committee 
recommends  that  advertising  be  restricted  to  posters  attached  to  the  premises 
occupied  by  the  organization  conducting  the  lottery,  the  place  where  the 
lottery  is  to  be  held,  and  the  place  where  the  prizes  are  displayed.  The  display 
of  prizes  outside  the  area  covered  by  the  licence  should  be  prohibited.  Advertis- 
ing through  the  mails,  or  by  the  distribution  of  handbills,  or  by  sound  truck 
should  be  prohibited.  Advertising  by  radio,  television,  or  newspaper  should  be 
restricted  to  three  newspaper  advertisements  of  not  more  than  one-eighth 
page  each  and  three  spot  advertisements  by  radio  or  television  prior  to  the 
holding  of  the  lottery. 
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(vi)  Area  of  Operation 

53.  The  licensing  authority  must  specify  the  area  within  which  lottery 
tickets  may  be  offered  for  sale  by  the  licensee.  The  restrictions  on  prizes  and 
expense  recommended  above  will  assist  in  confining  lotteries  to  their  prescribed 
areas. 

(vii)   Report 

54.  Within  a  specified  period  after  the  holding  of  the  lottery,  the  licensee 
must  submit  to  the  licensing  authority  a  report,  verified  to  the  satisfaction  of 
the  authority,  indicating,  in  detail,  gross'  receipts,  disbursements  for  prizes  and 
other  expenses,  net  proceeds  available  for  charitable,  religious  or  community 
purposes.  Such  reports  must  be  kept  available  for  inspection  and  publication. 
An  annual  summary  of  the  results  of  such  lotteries  should  be  submitted  by  each 
licensing  authority  to  the  Minister  of  Justice  to  facilitate  the  compilation  of 
statistics. 

(viii)   Enforcement 

55.  The  violation  of  any  of  the  conditions  outlined  above,  as  well  as  any 
conditions  attaching  to  small  lotteries  and  agricultural  fairs,  would  be  an 
offence  for  which  the  chief  officers  of  the  organization  would  be  held  responsible. 

(b)  Small  Lotteries 

56.  The  Committee  noted  that  it  was  not  uncommon  for  organizations 
holding  meetings,  bazaars,  or  social  gatherings  to  have  incidental  raffles. 
Frequently,  a  small  door  prize  is  raffled  and  sometimes  food  and  other  small 
articles  are  raffled  as  a  means  of  disposing  of  them  at  the  end  of  the  gathering. 
The  Committee  considered  that  it  is  not  practicable  to  subject  raffles  of  this 
type  to  the  licensing  provisions  outlined  in  the  preceding  paragraphs.  Accord- 
ingly, it  recommends  that  small  raffles  be  exempted  from  such  licensing  provi- 
sions and  be  authorized  as  exceptions  to  the  general  prohibition  against  lotteries 
if  they  meet  the  following  conditions: 

(i)   The  raffie  is  not  the  main  purpose  of  the  meeting  or  gathering  and 

is  merely  incidental  thereto. 
(ii)   Only  goods  may  be  raffled  and  the  total  value  of  stich  goods  should 

not  exceed  $50.00;  cash  may  not  be  given  in  place  of  goods, 
(iii)   The  meeting  or  gathering  must  be  held  for  non-commercial  purposes. 

(c)  Agricultural  Fairs 

57.  At  present,  agricultural  fairs  are  dealt  with  under  the  Lotteries  Section 
and  are  exempted  from  the  provisions  of  both  the  Lotteries  and  Gaming  Sections. 
With  the  exception  of  certain  notorious  games,  all  the  usual  games'  of  chance 
found  on  the  midway  of  an  exhibition  are  legalized.  In  recent  years,  doubt 
has  arisen  as  to  whether  the  presale  of  admission  tickets  off  the  exhibition 
premises,  upon  which  draws  for  valuable  prizes  are  based,  is  authorized  by  the 
exemption.  It  has  been  strongly  represented  to  the  Committee  that  such  pre- 
sale is  essential  to  some  exhibitions  as  a  form  of  rain  insurance  and  as  a  means 
of  guaranteeing  a  satisfactory  crowd  at  such  exhibitions. 

58.  The  Committee  has  concluded  that  it  is  desirable  to  clarify  the  law  by 
specifying  that  the  pre-sale  of  exhibition  tickets  to  which  a  lottery  is  attached 
is  lawful.  Such  pre-sale  can  only  be  undertaken  by  an  agricultural  exhibition 
association  recognized  as  such  by  the  federal  or  a  provincial  government.    The 
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association  must  obtain  a  licence  from  the  licensing  authority  vested  with 
responsibility  for  licensing  the  lotteries  referred  to  in  Section  1  of  this  Chapter. 
The  restrictions  and  conditions  governing  such  lotteries  would  apply  to  any 
lottery  scheme  attached  to  the  pre-sale  of  exhibition  admission  tickets  with  the 
exception  that  the  licensing  authority  may  permit  expenditures  to  cover  the 
cost  of  ticket  sales  on  such  scale  as  it  may  deem  appropriate  and  also  may 
authorize  expenditures  for  prizes  of  a  value  not  exceeding  $10,000. 

CHAPTER   VII — SUMIMARY   OF   RECOMMENDATIONS 

59.  The  Committee's  recommendations  may  be  summarized  as  follows: 

(1)  All  lotteries  should  be  prohibited  except  those  which  are  clearly  and 
definitely  exempted.  The  recommended  exemptions  are  set  forth  in  item  (5) 
below. — {See  paragraph  26) 

(2)  To  give  effect  to  the  above  principal  recommendation  of  the  Committee, 
the  following  specific  proposals  are  made: 

(a)  The  existing  lottery  provisions  in  the  Criminal  Code  should  be 
repealed  in  their  entirety  and  re-enacted  to  eliminate  ambiguities 
and  inconsistencies. —  (See  paragraph  27) 

(b)  It  should  be  made  clear  that  "consideration"  is  not  to  be  an  essential 
element  of  lotteries. —  (See  paragraph  28) 

(c)  The  existing  prohibition  against  sweepstakes,  pools,  and  similar 
schemes  should  be  continued,  strengthened,  and  enforced. —  (See 
paragraph  29) 

(d)  Bingo  and  similar  games  should  be  dealt  with  on  the  same  basis  as 
lotteries. —  (See  paragraph  30) 

(e)  All  types  of  advertising  contests  in  which  chance  plays  any  part 
should  be  clearly  prohibited. —  (See  paragraph  33) 

(f)  The  existing  exemption  of  games  of  chance  played  "occasionally"  for 
charitable  purposes  should  be  replaced  by  the  exemption  set  forth 
in  item  (5)  below. —  (See  paragraph  34) 

(3)  The  importation  of  foreign  lottery  tickets  should  be  prohibited. — 
(See  paragraph  36) 

(4)  State  lotteries  should  be  prohibited  as  at  present. — (See  paragraphs 
23-25) 

(5)  Exemption  of  three  types  of  lotteries  is  recommended,  as  follows: 
(a)  Lotteries  licensed  by  provincial  or  delegated  authority  in  aid  of 

charitable,   religious,    and   community   purposes   if  they   meet   the 
following  conditions: 

(i)  Retail  value  of  prizes  offered  by  any  one  organization  not  to 
exceed  $5,000  in  any  year. —  (See  paragraphs  37-55) 

(ii)  Expense  to  be  limited  by  prohibition  against  payments  to  pro- 
moters or  any  other  persons  for  services  performed  in  con- 
nection with  the  lottery;  by  the  limitation  of  rent  and  similar 
charges;  and  the  restriction  of  advertising. —  (See  paragraphs 
47-52) 

(iii)  Properly  audited  reports  on  the  operation  of  each  such  lottery 
to  be  submitted  to  the  licensing  authority  prior  to  the  issue  of 
a  subsequent  licence. — (See  paragraph  54) 
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(b)  Small  raffles  of  goods  only  may  be  held  without  licence  in  connection 
with  non- commercial  gatherings  provided  that  the  raffle  is  merely 
incidental  to  the  gathering  and  the  prizes  do  not  exceed  $50.00  in 
total  value. —  (See  paragraph  56) 

(c)  The  present  exemption  permitting  the  operation  of  midways  at  agri- 
cultural fairs  to  be  continued,  and  agricultural  fair  associations  to 
be  permitted,  if  licensed,  to  hold  lotteries  for  prizes  not  exceeding 
a  total  of  $10,000  yearly  in  connection  with  the  pre-sale  of  admission 
tickets. —  {See  paragraphs  57-58)

The  Special  Joint  Committee  of  the  Senate  and  the  House  of  Commons 
on  Capital  and  Corporal  Punishment  and  Lotteries  begs  leave  to  present  the 
following  as  its 

FINAL    REPORT 


being  the  Fifth  Report  of  the  current  session.  This  report  contains  no  further 
recommendations  on  the  three  questions  referred  to  the  Committee  but  is 
limited  to   an  account  of   its   organization,   activities,   procedure,   and   certain 
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observations  thereon.  The  First  Report,  presented  on  March  21,  1956,  was 
a  recommendation  concerning  the  Committee's  quorum.  The  Second,  Third, 
and  Fourth  Reports,  presented  on  June  27,  July  11,  and  July  31,  1956,  were, 
in  that  order,  the  Final  Reports  on  Capital  Punishment,  Corporal  Punishment, 
and  Lotteries. 

Establishment  of  Committee 

1.  The  establishment  of  the  Joint  Committee  on  the  three  questions  of 
capital  punishment,  corporal  punishment,  and  lotteries  stems  from  a  recom- 
mendation of  the  Special  Committee  on  the  Criminal  Law  made  to  the  House 
of  Commons  on  May  4,  1953. 

2.  On  January  12,  1954,  during  the  First  Session  of  the  present  Parlia- 
ment, the  House  of  Commons  initiated  the  resolution  to  constitute  the  Com- 
mittee, and  in  this  proposal  the  Senate  concurred  on  February  10,  1954.  The 
Committee's  report  on  its  organization  and  activities  during  its  first  year  was 
presented  to  both  Houses  on  June  16,  1954. 

3.  At  the  Second  Session  of  this  Parliament,  the  Committee  was  recon- 
stituted to  resume  these  inquiries.  This  action  was  initiated  by  the  House  of 
Commons  on  January  14,  1955,  with  which  the  Senate  united  on  January  25, 
1955.  The  report  of  the  Committee  on  its  reorganization  and  second  year  of 
activity  was  presented  to  both  Houses  on  June  29,  1955. 

4.  During  the  present  session,  the  Committee  was  reconstituted  for  the 
purpose  of  completing  its  final  reports  to  Parliament.  The  reconstitution  of 
the  Committee  was  initiated  by  the  House  of  Commons  on  March  7,  1956,  and 
this  action  was  confirmed  by  the  Senate  on  March  14,  1956. 

Terms  of  Reference  and  Membership 

5.  The  Orders  of  Reference  from  both  Houses,  here  consolidated  as  of 
the  present  session,  were  as  follows: 

"That  a  Joint  Committee  of  both  Houses  of  Parliament  be  appointed 
to  inquire  into  and  report  upon  the  questions  whether  the  criminal  law 
of  Canada  relating  to  (a)  capital  punishment,  (b)  corporal  punishment 
or  (c)  lotteries  should  be  amended  in  any  respect  and,  if  so,  in  what 
manner  and  to  what  extent; 

"That  Miss  Bennett,  Messrs.  Boisvert,  Brown  (Essex  West),  Brown 
(Brantford),  Cameron  (High  Park),  Castleden,  Fairey,  Garson,  Leduc 
(Verdun),  Lusby,  Mitchell  (London),  Montgomery,  Murphy  (Westmor- 
land), Mrs.  Shipley,  and  Messrs.  Thatcher,  Thomas,  Valois,  and  Winch 
be  members  of  the  Joint  Committee  on  the  part  of  the  House  of  Commons; 
that  the  quorum  of  the  said  Committee  be  9  members  thereof;  and  that 
Standing  Order  67  of  the  House  of  Commons  be  suspended  in  relation 
thereto; 

"That  the  following  Senators  be  appointed  to  act  on  behalf  of  the 
Senate  on  the  said  Joint  Committee,  namely,  the  Honourable  Senators 
Aseltine,  Bouffard,  Farris,  Fergusson,  Hayden,  Hodges,  McDonald, 
Roebuck,  Veniot  and  Vien; 

"That  the  Committee  have  power  to  appoint,  from  among  its  mem- 
bers, such  subcommittees  as  may  be  deemed  advisable  or  necessary; 
to  call  for  persons,  papers  and  records;  to  sit  while  both  Houses  are 
sitting  and  during  adjournments  of  the  Senate,  and  to  report  from  time 
to  time; 

"That  the  minutes  of  proceedings  and  evidence  of  the  Special  Com- 
mittees appointed  at  the  last  two  sessions  to  inquire  into  and  report 
upon  the  foregoing  questions,  together  with  all  papers  and  records  laid 
before  them,  be  referred  to  the  said  Committee; 
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"That  the  Committee  have  power  to  print  such  papers  and  evidence 
from  day  to  day  as  may  be  ordered  by  the  Committee  for  the  use  of 
the  Committee  and  of  Parliament  and  that  Standing  Order  66  of  the 
House  of  Commons  and  Rule  100  of  the  Senate  be  suspended  in  relation 
thereto;  and 

"That  the  Committee  have  power  to  engage  the  services  of  Counsel." 
Other  members  who  served  temporarily  on  this  Committee  during  the  three- 
year  period  were:  The  Honourable  Senators  Beauregard,  Bishop,  Connolly 
(Ottawa  West),  Tremblay,  Wilson,  and  the  following  Members  of  Parliament: 
Miss  Aitken,  Messrs.  Decore,  Dupuis,  Fulton,  Johnston  {Bow  River),  and  Shaw. 

Summary  of  Activities 

6.  At  the  present  session  of  Parliament,  the  Committee  held  its  first  sitting 
for  preliminary  reorganization  on  March  20,  1956,  when  the  Honourable  Senator 
Salter  A.  Hayden  and  Mr.  Don  F.  Brown,  M.P.,  were  re-elected  Joint  Chairmen 
for  the  third  consecutive  session.  At  that  meeting,  the  Subcommittee  on  Agenda 
and  Procedure  was  again  re-appointed  and  the  services  of  Mr.  D.  Gordon  Blair, 
Barrister  and  Solicitor  of  Ottawa,  were  again  retained  as  Counsel  to  the 
Committee. 

7.  The  activities  of  the  Committees  during  the  first  two  sessions  have 
been  summarized  in  greater  detail  in  Reports  to  both  Houses  on  June  16,  1954, 
and  on  June  29,  1955.  Excluding  14  sittings  during  the  present  session  (which 
were  devoted  entirely  to  deliberations  on  the  final  reports),  59  meetings  were 
held  during  the  previous  two  sessions  at  which  the  question  of  capital  punish- 
ment was  considered  on  45  occasions;  the  question  of  corporal  punishment  on 
35  occasions;  and  the  lotteries  question  on  27  occasions.  During  the  first  two 
sessions,  the  Subcommittee  on  Agenda  and  Procedure  met  on  31  occasions; 
and  at  the  present  session,  in  connection  entirely  with  the  procedure  and 
preparation  of  the  final  reports,  it  met  on  28  occasions. 

8.  A  schedule  of  the  meetings  of  the  Committees  of  the  first  and  second 
sessions  of  Parliament  appears  in  Appendix  D  of  Number  21  of  the  Committee's 
1955  printed  Minutes  of  Proceedings  and  Evidence. 

9.  The  printed  evidence,  upon  which  the  final  reports  were  mainly  based, 
was  all  taken  during  the  first  two  sessions  and  consists  of  over  1,500  pages. 
The  sources  of  the  evidence  taken  at  both  sessions  are  listed  alphabetically  for 
each  subject  in  Appendix  E  of  Number  21  of  the  Committee's  1955  printed 
Minutes  of  Proceedings  and  Evidence. 

10.  In  addition  to  the  printed  evidence,  a  large  number  of  miscellaneous 
representations  in  the  form  of  briefs,  letters,  resolutions  and  petitions  were 
received  relating  to  one  or  more  of  the  three  questions  under  study.  These 
were  examined  and  analyzed  for  further  sources  of  information. 

11.  The  Committee  obtained  reference  lists  and  assistance  from  the  Parlia- 
mentary Library  and  also  ordered  certain  publications  for  the  use  of  Committee 
members,  such  as  United  Kingdom  Hansard  and  proposed  legislation,  Depart- 
mental and  Royal  Commission  Reports,  etc.,  relating  to  the  three  questions 
under  review. 

12.  Prior  to  the  current  session,  the  External  Affairs  Department,  on 
request  of  the  Committee,  gathered  material  on  foreign  lotteries  through  its 
missions  abroad  in  respect  of  the  following  countries:  Argentina,  Austria, 
Belgium,  Chile,  Denmark,  France,  Ireland,  Italy,  Mexico,  The  Netherlands, 
New  Zealand,  Norway,  South  Africa,  Spain,  Sweden,  Switzerland,  Uruguay, 
and  the  U.S.S.R.   This  material  has  not  been  printed  with  the  evidence. 
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13.  The  approach  to  and  method  of  inquiry  followed  was  reported  to  both 
Houses  on  June  29,  1955.  At  that  time,  reconstitution  of  the  Committee  was 
recommended  for  the  current  session,  with  substantially  the  same  powers  and 
membership,  to  complete  the  final  reports  on  the  three  questions.  At  this 
session,  the  Committee  at  its  first  meeting  instructed  the  Subcommittee  on 
Agenda  and  Procedure  to  perform  the  preparatory  work  relating  to  the  final 
reports  and  submit  recommendations  to  the  Committee  for  consideration  after 
the  Easter  recess  of  Parliament. 

Appreciation  of  Assistance 

14.  The  Committee  records  its  gratitude  to  individuals,  organizations, 
agencies  and  departments  of  federal  and  provincial  governments,  including 
foreign  contributors,  for  their  oral  or  written  representations,  or  assistance 
rendered  in  other  ways,  to  the  Committee.  The  principal  contributors  are  listed 
in  the  schedule  of  sittings  and  also  alphabetically  in  Appendices  D  and  E 
respectively  of  Number  21  of  the  Committee's  1955  printed  Minutes  of  Proceed- 
ings and  Evidence. 

15.  The  Committee  wishes  to  record  its  gratitude  for  the  painstaking  and 
efficient  service  rendered  to  it  by  its  Counsel,  Mr.  D.  Gordon  Blair,  during  its 
three  years  of  sittings.  It  also  wishes  to  commend  the  faithful  and  untiring 
service  rendered  by  the  Committee's  Clerk,  Mr.  Alexander  Small,  and  the 
other  members  of  the  staffs  of  both  Houses. 

16.  The  Committee  noted  the  extensive  and  fair  coverage  given  its  pro- 
ceedings by  the  press,  radio,  and  television  across  Canada.  The  Committee 
recognized  the  importance  of  a  well-informed  public  opinion  on  these  questions 
and  credits  this  objective  to  these  agencies. 

Observations  on  Joint  Committee's  Procedure 

17.  The  Committee  observed,  from  time  to  time  during  the  course  of  its 
three-year  inquiry,  that  the  Rules,  Standing  Orders,  procedures  and  practices 
of  both  Houses  relating  to  Special  Joint  Committees  are  in  need  of  re- 
examination and  revision  to  effect  greater  efficiency,  uniformity  and  clarity. 
As  this  subject  is  beyond  the  scope  of  your  Committee's  powers,  no  recom- 
mendations are  being  submitted  other  than  to  draw  these  observations  to  the 
attention  of  both  Houses. 

Printing  of  Final  Reports 

18.  The  Final  Reports  on  Capital  Punishment,  Corporal  Punishment,  and 
Lotteries  presented  on  June  27,  July  11  and  31,  1956,  respectively,  have  been 
printed  in  both  languages  as  an  Appendix  to  the  Debates  of  the  Senate,  the 
Minutes  of  the  Proceedings  of  the  Senate,  and  in  the  Votes  and  Proceedings  of 
the  House  of  Commons;  and  this  final  report  will  be  available  in  the  correspond- 
ing printed  records  of  both  Houses  for  this  day.  The  Committee,  as  authorized 
by  its  Orders  of  Reference,  has  ordered  that  2,000  copies  of  these  final  reports, 
after  being  re-edited  against  original  transcripts  for  accuracy  and  elimination 
of  printing  errors,  be  re-published  as  a  single  bilingual  publication  in  blue-book 
form  for  the  use  of  Parliament. 

Minutes  of  Proceedings  and  Evidence 

19.  The  Minutes  of  Proceedings  and  Evidence  for  1954  and  1955,  tabled  in 
both  Houses  on  June  29,  1955,  and  referred  to  this  Committee,  were  returned 
to  both  Houses  at  this  session  on  presentation  of  the  Final  Reports  on  Capital 
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Punishment,  Corporal  Punishment,  and  Lotteries;  namely,  the  Second,  Third, 
and  Fourth  Reports  respectively.  At  the  current  session,  no  evidence  was 
printed  and,  as  all  proceedings  were  held  in  camera,  the  minutes  thereof  have 
been  filed  with  the  Committee's  papers  and  records.

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APPENDIX 

NATIONAL  CAPITAL  PLAN 

The  Joint  Committee  of  the  Senate  and  the  House  of  Commons  appointed 
to  review  and  report  upon  the  progress  and  programs  of  the  Federal  District 
Commission  in  developing  and  implementing  the  plan  of  the  National  Capital 
beg  leave  to  present  the  following  as  their 

SECOND  AND  FINAL  REPORT 

The  first  meeting  was  held  on  March  21,  1956,  The  last  of  thirty- two 
sessions  for  the  hearing  of  evidence  was  on  June  29,  1956.  Attached  hereto 
as  appendix  "A"  is  a  list  of  the  presentations  which  were  made.  Private 
sessions  of  the  Committee  have  also  been  held  to  consider  the  evidence,  make 
recommendations  and  discuss  the  drafting  of  a  Report  to  Parliament. 

In  addition,  the  Committee  visited  the  offices  of  the  Federal  District 
Commission,  the  Railway  installation  at  Walkley  Road,  the  Parkways  in  Hull, 
the  town  of  Aylmer,  and  it  made  a  one-day  tour  of  some  of  the  important 
portions  of  Gatineau  Park. 

PART  II 

The  last  Parliamentary  Committee  to  review  the  work  of  the  Federal 
District  Commission  was  appointed  on  May  29,  1944,  and  it  reported  to  Parlia- 
ment on  August  1  of  the  same  year.  Its  Order  of  Reference  was  the  following: 
"That  a  Joint  Committee  of  the  Senate  and  the  House  of  Commons  be  appointed 
to  review  the  special  problems  arising  out  of  the  location  of  the  seat  of  govern- 
ment in  the  City  of  Ottawa  and  to  report  on  the  relations  between  the  Federal 
Government  and  Municipal  authorities  of  the  said  city  and  their  relative 
responsibilities  in  respect  of  such  problems  with  power  to  inquire  into  the 
matter  and  things  referred  to". 

Since  the  time  of  the  last  report  the  most  significant  event  in  the  history 
of  the  Federal  District  Commission  was  the  completion  of  the  National  Capital 
Plan  under  the  supervision  of  Mr.  Jacques  Greber.  We  have  received  no 
evidence  to  suggest  that  plan  should  be  abandoned.  Since  ours  is  the  first 
Committee  to  have  it,  we  desire  to  say  we  believe  that,  from  it,  a  National 
Capital  worthy  of  this  country  and  of  its  people  can  be  fashioned.  We  believe 
that  when  it  is  implemented  it  will  be  a  monument  around  which  and  within 
which  the  historical  and  cultural  interests  and  activities  of  our  people  can 
be  developed.  In  its  preparation  studies  were  made  involving  geography, 
topography,  history,  population,  land  uses,  climate,  traffic  and  transportation, 
location  of  parks  and  public  buildings,  architecture  and  other  aspects  of  the 
problems  involved  in  the  creation  of  the  capital  of  a  country.  It  involves 
the  location  and  architecture  of  buildings  for  Government  and  other  require- 
ments, including  buildings  devoted  to  the  cultural  side  of  our  national  life,  such 
as  the  National  Library,  the  Library  of  Parliament,  the  National  Gallery 
and  the  like. 

PART  III 

It  is  clear  from  the  evidence  supplied  that  the  cost  of  the  proposed  develop- 
ment of  the  National  Capital  will  be  great.  The  expenditures  contemplated 
must  commend  themselves  to  Parliament.  They  must  be  expenditures  under- 
taken in  the  national  interests.  Here  a  series  of  jurisdictional  problems  arise. 
The   proposed   National   Capital   area   includes   portions   of   the   Provinces   of 
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Ontario  and  Quebec.  It  is  superimposed  upon  certain  municipal  organization 
within  each  province.  As  the  Plan  is  brought  to  fruition,  works  must  be 
undertaken  which  affect  the  sphere  of  provincial  or  municipal  responsibility. 
But  because  they  are  conceived  as  part  of  a  scheme  for  the  creation  of  a 
national  rather  than  a  provincial  or  a  municipal  development,  these  works 
may  be  more  elaborate  than  would  be  required  for  provincial  or  municipal 
purposes.  Again,  since  they  are  to  be  installed  within  populous  municipalities, 
they  have  a  bearing  upon  the  works  required  by  these  municipalities  for  their 
own  development.  Sometimes,  as  in  the  case  of  driveways  and  parks,  they 
add  improvement  which  the  municipality  would  not  instal,  or  if  it  were  installed 
it  would  be  installed  upon  a  more  modest  scale.  At  other  times  the  creation 
of  the  work  of  the  National  Capital  imposes  upon  the  municipality  concerned 
the  burden  of  additional  services  or  the  building  of  works  of  greater  magnitude 
than  the  municipality  alone  might  undertake. 

For  the  resolution  of  these  conflicts,  co-operation  between  the  three  levels 
of  jurisdiction  is  essential.  Hitherto,  the  emphasis  is  upon  co-operation  between 
the  Federal  District  Commission  and  the  municipalities  concerned.  A  greater 
measure  of  integration  of  planning  with  the  provincial  authorities  should 
emerge. 

PART  IV 

Since  the  last  report  of  a  Joint  Committee  of  Parliament  in  1944  there 
have  been  some  noteworthy  changes  in  the  law  bearing  upon  matters  relating 
to  the  Federal  District  Commission. 

(1)   The  Municipal  Grants  Act,  1950,  as  amended 

The  1944  report  of  the  Joint  Committee  of  Parliament  recommended  that 
the  annual  grant  made  to  the  City  of  Ottawa  by  the  Federal  Government  be 
$300,000  for  a  period  of  five  years  and  at  the  end  of  that  period  that  it  should  be 
reviewed.  In  1950  Parliament  passed  the  Municipal  Grants  Act,  whereunder 
the  Federal  Government  was  authorized  to  make  grants  in  lieu  of  taxes  to  all 
municipalities  throughout  Canada  wherein  a  relatively  high  concentration  of 
Federal  Government  Real  Estate  was  located.  Under  this  legislation  and 
under  the  amendment  which  was  made  in  1954,  the  City  of  Ottawa  has  received 
the  following  amounts'  in  the  years  stated: 

1950    $    962,000 

1951  1,176,000 

1952  1,392,000 

1953  1,438,000 

1954  1,427,000 

1955  2,795,000 

The  City  argued  strongly  for  changes  both  in  the  legislation  and  in  the 
administration  thereof  to  permit  increases  in  the  amounts  of  these  payments'. 
We  consider  that  it  is  not  within  the  terms  of  reference  of  this  Committee  to 
consider  changes  in  the  Municipal  Grants  Act  or  its  administration.  Applica- 
tions of  this  character  should  be  directed  to  the  Department  of  Finance  under 
which  the  amendment  and  the  administration  of  the  Municipal  Grants  Act 
would  fall.  We  must  observe,  however,  that  insofar  as  the  City  of  Ottawa  is 
concerned,  the  position  now  is  vastly  better  than  it  was  in  1944  when  $300,000 
was  the  amount  of  the  federal  payment  to  the  municipal   corporation   and. 
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indeed,  it  is  better  now  than  it  was  in  1954  when  $1,427,000  was  the  payment 
authorized  under  the  Municipal  Grants  Act.  In  1955,  the  payment  under  the 
amended  act  was  $2,795,000. 

(2)   The  Planning  Act  (Statutes  of  Ontario  1955,  Ch.  61) 

This  significant  Ontario  legislation  was  originally  passed  in  1946 — two 
years  after  the  last  report  of  a  Joint  Committee  of  Parliament.  It  had  been 
amended  at  various  times  and  it  was  re-enacted  in  1955.  Under  it  a  munici- 
pality or  a  group  of  municipahties  may,  within  the  framework  of  provincial 
law,  adopt  plans  for  a  designated  planning  area  and  enforce  such  plans.  This 
legislation  is  in  addition  to  the  power  of  a  municipality  to  enact  zoning  by-laws 
under  Section  390  of  the  Municipal  Act  (R.S.O.  1950— Ch.  243).  The  planning 
Act  contemplates  that  Ontario  municipalities  might  make  broader  and  more 
long-range  plans'  than  those  which  could  be  made  under  a  zoning  by-law 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  Municipal  Act. 

The  Planning  Act  has  been  invoked  for  use  in  the  Ontario  section  of  the 
National  Capital  area  by  the  creation  of  the  Ottawa  Planning  Area  Board.  It 
seems  not  too  much  to  say  that  Ontario  municipalities  have  an  onus  cast  upon 
them  to  avail  themselves  of  the  provisions  of  this  Act  and  to  establish  long- 
range  and  far-reaching  plans  for  their  future  development  thereunder.  Even 
if  Ottawa  were  not  a  Federal  Capital  it  might  still  be  expected  that  the 
municipal  corporations  in  the  area  should  invoke  the  provisions  of  this  Act. 

But  for  the  Ottawa  area  more  is  available,  namely  the  National  Capital 
Plan.  It  is  not  imposed  upon  the  area  by  any  Statute  which  superimposes  upon 
the  City  and  its  environs  an  additional  plan  for  beautification  over  and  above 
any  municipal  plan.  As  we  see  it,  this  National  Capital  Plan  should  be 
developed  as  far  as  possible  without  infringing  upon  either  provincial  or 
municipal  prerogatives,  without  imposing  burdens  upon  activities'  of  either 
jurisdiction,  but  also  without  assuming  obligations  proper  to  the  Province  or  the 
municipalities  concerned.    Sometimes  it  is  difficult  to  draw  the  line. 

In  the  province  of  Quebec  the  provisions  of  Section  426  of  The  Cities  and 
Towns  Act  (R.S.Q.  1941,  C.  233)  and  the  provisions  of  Section  392a  of  the 
Municipal  Code  are  available  to  municipalities'  for  zoning  purposes.  Within  the 
Quebec  Department  of  Municipal  Affairs  there  is  also  a  Provincial  Town 
Planning  Branch  which  assists  municipalities  in  an  advisory  capacity  to  carry 
out  municipal  planning. 

We  think,  that  the  realization  of  the  National  Capital  Plan  must  imply  the 
co-operation  of  Federal,  Provincial  and  Municipal  authorities.  In  many  respects 
such  co-operation  is  not  wanting;  in  others  there  is  much  to  be  desired. .  We 
believe  that  a  series  of  local  demands  by  individual  municipalities  or  groups 
of  municipalities  is  no  substitute  for  the  reasoned  provisions  of  the  National 
Capital  Plan. 

The  Committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  over- all  plan  of  the  National 
Capital  should  be  submitted  to  both  the  Ontario  Minister  of  Planning  and 
Development  and  the  Quebec  Minister  of  Municipal  Affairs.  This,  if  agree- 
ment is  possible,  should  be  regarded  as  the  background  against  which  all 
individual  cases  should  be  dealt  with  as  they  arise.  At  the  same  time  we 
think  that  an  appropriate  representative  of  the  government  of  Canada  should 
consult  with  the  above  provincial  authorities  in  view  of  determining  ways 
and  means  of  implementing  the  plan,  and  we  feel  that  this  could  be  achieved 
in  such  a  way  that  it  would  be  fair  to  all  concerned. 
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PART  V 

Planning 

We  have  already  indicated  that  we  consider  the  provisions  of  the  National 
Capital  Plan  of  1950  to  be  the  basis  for  the  future  development  of  the  National 
Capital.  We  would  hope  that  Parliament  would  continue  to  vote  on  annual 
amount  to  be  used  by  the  Federal  District  Commission  for  the  construction  of 
the  Capital  works  involved  in  the  plan.  Some  portions  of  the  plan,  however, 
appear  to  your  committee  to  be  of  more  urgent  importance  than  others.  While 
we  select  six  works  for  special  consideration  we  think  that  as  time  progresses 
others  may  become  of  increasing  importance. 

1.  We  think  that  a  project  of  basic  importance  to  be  undertaken  and 
completed  in  the  National  Capital  area  should  be  the  elimination  of  the  causes 
of  pollution  in  the  Ottawa  River.  It  seems  to  your  committee  that  the  purpose 
of  the  beautification  of  a  capital  district  would  be  frustrated  if  the  pollution  of 
this  great  water  resource  were  allowed  to  continue  unabated.  Raw  sewage  and 
industrial  wastes  are  dumped  into  the  stream  without  control  and  with  alarming 
results. 

The  Committee  had  the  benefit  of  the  evidence  of  Dr.  A.  E.  Berry,  Director 
of  Sanitary  Engineering  in  the  Ontario  Department  of  Health.  We  desire  to 
record  our  deep  appreciation  of  the  assistance  given  by  Dr.  Berry  and  our 
admiration  for  the  work  he  and  his  department  have  done  in  dealing  with  the 
problem  of  pollution.  The  fact  that  this  evidence  before  the  Committee  repre- 
sented the  result  of  an  intensive  investigation  and  research  extending  over  five 
years,  the  first  official  presentation  of  which  was  made  before  us,  is  recognized 
as  a  public  spirited  service  of  first  class  importance. 

While  we  do.  not  have  the  benefit  of  evidence  from  the  public  health 
authorities  of  the  Province  of  Quebec  we  have  been  led  to  believe  that  their 
appreciation  of  the  problem  and  their  anxiety  to  supply  a  remedy  is  equally 
great.  At  the  last  session  of  the  Quebec  Legislature,  an  Act  known  as  "An 
Act  respecting  the  Pollution  of  Water"  was  passed,  which,  when  invoked, 
promises  to  supply  much  relief  for  the  problem. 

The  solution  will  not  come  from  action  on  the  part  of  the  municipalities, 
alone,  on  either  side  of  the  river  both  upstream  and  dov/nstream  from  and 
including  Ottawa  and  Hull  nor  will  it  come  from  the  industries,  alone,  which 
are  contributing  to  the  pollution.  We  believe  that  leadership  in  the  form 
of  comprehensive  and  concrete  programmes  must  emanate  from  the  two  pro- 
vincial authorities  concerned.  The  Ontario  Water  Resources  Commission  Act 
which  was  passed  by  the  Legislature  of  Ontario  in  1956  seems  to  us  to  be 
a  most  encouraging  step. 

We  would  hope  that  insofar  as  the  Federal  District  Commission  could 
help  accelerate  the  installation  of  the  required  facilities  for  Ottawa  and  Hull 
they  would  do  so.  As  has  been  noted,  such  projects  are  primarily  of  concern 
to  provincial  and  municipal  authorities.  However,  because  of  the  interest 
of  the  federal  authorities  in  the  creation  of  a  National  Capital  in  the  area  and, 
because  of  the  federal  ownership  and  interest  in  the  shores  of  the  Ottawa 
River  in  the  district,  we  recommend  that  the  good  offices  of  the  Federal  District 
Commission  and  financial  assistance  that  could  be  given  to  such  projects  would 
be  made  available. 

2.  Another  project  of  importance  for  the  development  of  the  National 
Capital  Plan,  in  our  opinion,  is  the  completion  of  the  ten-mile  section  of  the 
essential  elements  of  the  Queensway  within  the  City  of  Ottawa.  A  substantial 
start  should  be  made  upon  this  project  almost  immediately.  Here  again  the 
interest  is  not  mainly  federal.    But  it  is  hoped  that  in  addition  to  the  contribu- 
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tion  already  proposed  by  the  Federal  District  Commission  in  the  matter  of 
right-of-way,  some  formula  can  be  evolved  to  permit  of  a  suitable  contribution 
under  the  Trans-Canada  Highway  Act. 

3.  The  Federal  District  Commission  is  to  be  commended  for  the  action  it 
has  taken  to  establish  rail-freight  facilities  in  the  Walkley  Road  area,  thus 
completing  the  first  stage  of  the  railway  relocation  program.  We  strongly 
recommend  that  the  Commission  be  authorized  to  proceed  immediately  with  the 
second  stage  of  the  program  as  outlined  in  its  brief.  The  completion  of  this 
part  of  the  program  will  permit  the  removal  of  the  railroad  tracks  from  the 
Interprovincial  Bridge,  the  abandonment  of  the  Sussex  Street  branch  of  the 
C.P.R.,  the  abandonment  of  the  C.P.R.  main  line  along  the  Ottawa  River  west 
of  the  Ottawa  West  Station  and  the  elimination  of  many  dangerous  level 
crossings  in  the  west  end  of  the  Capital.  Included,  also,  in  this  stage  is  the 
renovation  of  the  Union  Station  and  the  removal  of  local  freight  sheds  and 
yards  to  a  site  immediately  east  of  Hurdman's  Bridge,  thus  permitting  greatly- 
needed  improvements  to  be  made  to  the  present  congested  and  inconvenient 
passenger  and  express  arrangements. 

4.  Bridge  facilities  across  the  Ottawa  River  are  now  inadequate  in  the 
downtown  sections  of  Ottawa  and  Hull.  The  provision  to  this  requirement 
again  involves  the  co-operation  of  two  provinces  and  of  a  municipality  in 
each  province.  It  is  not  a  federal  responsibility.  But  the  need  is  great. 
Some  help  has  arisen  from  the  improvements  made  at  the  Chaudiere  by  the 
Federal  District  Commission  in  1955  and  1956.  The  acute  congestion  at 
rush  hours  would  be  greatly  relieved  if  the  tracks  were  removed  from  the 
Interprovincial  Bridge.  Adequate  approaches  to  the  bridge  on  both  Ottawa 
and  Hull  sides  should  be  constructed  at  once.  An  entirely  new  bridge  should 
be  built  as  soon  as  possible  to  take  the  place  of  the  old  bridge. 

5.  The  Green  Belt  which  could  be  better  described  as  the  Intermediate 
Zone  between  the  urban  and  rural  areas  is  a  strip  of  land  approximately  one 
and  one-half  miles  wide  extending  from  the  outer  limits  of  Ottawa  and 
Hull.     It  was  the  subject  of  much  discussion  during  our  sittings. 

The  Green  Belt  area  is  a  proposal  contained  in  the  National  Capital 
Plan  of  1950.    We  have  seen  no  evidence  to  disprove  its  validity. 

In  the  absence  of  any  alternative  to  the  National  Capital  Plan  the  Federal 
District  Commission  urge  the  establishment  of  the  restrictions  they  propose 
in  the  Green  Belt  area  at  a  very  early  date.  Otherwise,  one  of  the  important 
features  of  the  National  Capital  Plan  will  be  frustrated.  Zoning  under  section 
390  of  the  Ontario  Municipal  Act,  unless  it  were  carried  out  pursuant  to  the 
recommendations  of  the  National  Capital  Plan  touching  the  Green  Belt  area 
would  not  be  acceptable  to  the  Federal  District  Commission.  Such  by-laws  can 
be  readily  amended  if  they  are  to  be  passed  at  all.  The  Federal  District 
Commission  urge  that  it  be  authorized  to  expropriate  the  property  in  the  area, 
hold  it,  and  sell  it  subject  to  restrictive  covenants  as  to  land  use  which  the 
Federal  District  Commission  would  prescribe. 

Evidence  given  to  the  committee  warrants  our  hope  that  some  workable 
arrangement  could  be  made  with  the  municipalities  concerned.  The  Federal 
District  Commission  is  willing  to  try  to  work  out  a  compromise.  We  urge  that 
an  attempt  be  made  to  resolve  the  differences.  However,  should  these  nego- 
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tiations  fail,  resort  might  be  had  to  the  Minister  of  Planning  and  Development 
for  Ontario.  It  might  be  possible  to  invoke  the  provisions  of  the  Planning  Act 
of  Ontario  either  as  drawn  or  under  suitable  amendments  to  provide  for 
the  special  circumstances  arising  in  the  National  Capital  area  and  arising 
particularly  out  of  the  recommendations  contained  in  the  National  Capital 
Plan  of  1950.  We  would  suggest  that  this  avenue  be  explored  before  an  expro- 
priation programme  proceeds. 

6.  Gatineau  Park.  Considerable  evidence  was  adduced  with  reference  to 
this  park  area  which  lies  in  the  Province  of  Quebec  to  the  north  of  the  City 
of  Hull.  We  observe  that  provision  for  Gatineau  Park  forms  an  important 
part  of  the  National  Capital  Plan.  Already  a  considerable  tract  of  land  has 
been  acquired  and  some  facilities  have  been  installed.  We  note  with  satisfaction 
the  plan  of  the  Federal  District  Commission  at  an  early  date  to  complete  the 
portion  of  the  proposed  parkway  along  the  escarpment  overlooking  the  Ottawa 
River.  We  believe  this  will  be  an  attractive  feature  of  the  National  Capital 
Plan  and,  in  time,  the  remaining  segment  of  the  parkway  can  be  completed. 
We  think  that  the  policy  applied  to  Gatineau  Park  by  the  Federal  District 
Commission  has  been  wise  and  we  say  so  bearing  in  mind  the  onerous  financial 
implications  involved  in  the  development  of  the  National  Capital  Plan  within 
the  urban  sections  of  the  National  Capital  area. 

The  Committee  wishes  to  make  certain  other  recommendations'  as  follows: 

(a)  With  a  view  of  preserving  the  beauty  and  dignity  of  Parliament 
Hill,  we  believe  that  steps  should  be  taken  progressively  to  eliminate 
as  much  of  the  parking  of  automobiles  on  the  Hill  as  can  be  elim- 
inated. We  recognize  that  this  involves  a  study  of  the  parking 
facilities  provided  on  federal  properties  throughout  Ottawa. 

(6)  In  keeping  with  the  character  of  Canada,  we  recommend  that  all 
literature,  signs  and  advertising  of  the  Federal  District  Commission 
be  bilingual. 

(c)  The  abandonment  of  the  Sussex  Drive  branch  of  the  C.P.R.  will  no 
doubt  result  in  some  vacant  land  which  will  be  available  for  purchase 
between  Botelier  Street  and  Redpath  Street.  We  are  of  the  opinion 
that  the  triangle  of  land  formed  by  Sussex  Drive,  King  Edward 
Avenue  and  Botelier  Street  should  be  acquired  by  the  federal  gov- 
ernment for  future  government  buildings.  In  fact,  a  somewhat  larger 
triangle,  extending  up  to  Cathcart  Street,  and  possibly  to  St.  Patrick 
Street,  might  well  be  developed  as  a  unit,  having  due  regard  of 
course  for  those  uses'  of  the  land  that  ought  properly  be  retained 
(e.g.  the  hospital  and  various  properties  used  for  religious  purposes'). 

(d)  We  recommend  that  the  Government  give  consideration  to  architec- 
tural harmony  in  each  district  in  which  new  buildings  will  be 
located. 

PART  VI 

We  would  recommend  that  the  Federal  District  Commission  Act  be 
revised.  Since  the  present  Act  was  drafted  the  country  and  the  National 
Capital  have  developed  and  it  is  now  appropriate  that  the  Act  be  revised  to 
bring  the  definition  of  the  powers,  duties  and  responsibilities  of  the  Com- 
mission in  line  with  the  development  of  the  National  Capital  area. 
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We  recommend  that  the  name  of  the  Act  be  changed  to  the  National 
Capital  Act;  that  the  Commission  be  called  the  National  Capital  Commission. 

In  view  of  the  magnitude  of  the  plan  for  the  National  Capital,  and  the 
amount  of  money  involved  in  developing  it,  we  recommend  that  the  Chairman 
of  the  Commission  be  employed  full  time  at  a  salary  and  with  a  status  com- 
mensurate with  those  of  a  Deputy  Minister. 

Since  one  of  the  main  matters  in  the  development  of  the  National  Capital 
area  in  a  way  worthy  of  the  National  Capital  is  the  control  of  land  use,  this 
inevitably  raises  a  basic  issue  not  only  of  policy  but  also  of  jurisdiction.  We 
feel  that  continuous  efforts  are  required  to  solve  these  problems.  We  urge  that 
the  federal  policy  be  exercised  as  far  as  possible  through  the  ownership  and 
use  of  property.  The  major  objectives  now  required  appear  to  be  capable  of 
a  reasonable  measure  of  fulfilment  by  these  means,  plus  co-operation  with 
the  bodies  having  jurisdiction  in  the  provincial  and  municipal  field. 

Acquisition  of  Land 

The  acquisition  of  land  by  the  Commission  involves  the  use  of  power  of 
expropriation.  When  the  Federal  District  Commission  Act  is  being  revised 
we  would  recommend  that  the  expropriation  legislation  be  also  considered,  and 
that  the  principles  on  which  compensation  to  an  owner  whose  property  is 
expropriated  be  re-examined  and  revised  to  remove  any  existing  injustices. 
We  recommend  that  power  of  expropriation  be  used  where  necessary  after 
other  means  of  acquisition  have  been  exhausted. 

PART  VII 

Financial 

(a)  In  the  provision  of  monies  to  cover  the  current  cost  of  operation  and 
maintenance  for  Federal  District  Commission  properties  we  believe 
that  the  practice  providing  for  a  fixed  statutory  grant  should  be 
discontinued.  In  its  place  we  recommend  that  the  Federal  District 
Commission  submit  its  budget  annually  to  Parliament  indicating  the 
nature  of  the  work  to  be  undertaken,  the  cost  thereof  and  the  annual 
income  to  be  derived  from  rentals  and  other  sources. 

(b)  We  would  agree  with  the  recommendation  of  the  Federal  District 
Commission  that  expenditures  under  the  National  Capital  Fund  be 
withdrawn  from  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Financial  Administration  Act. 

(c)  Much  evidence  was  adduced  by  the  Federal  District  Commission  as 
to  the  adequacy  of  the  annual  payments  into  the  National  Capital 
Fund.  Since  1948  these  payments  have  amounted  to  2|  million 
dollars  per  annum.  Evidence  supplied  by  the  Commission  indicates 
that  if  this  annual  amount  were  doubled  the  increase  would  do 
little  more  than  compensate  for  increases  in  costs  of  the  capital 
expenditures  of  the  Federal  District  Commission  over  the  level 
which  prevailed  therefor  for  1948. 

As  noted  previously,  certain  projects  in  our  opinion  should  be  brought  to 
fruition  at  a  date  earlier  than  contemplated  by  the  Federal  District  Commis- 
sion in  view  of  the  monies  available  to  it  from  the  National  Capital  Fund. 
Accordingly  it  would  appear  to  be  reasonable  to  recommend  that  from  1957 
onward,  the  payments  into  the  National  Capital  Fund  should  be  commensurate 
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with  present  conditions  as  to  increased  costs  of  materials  and  wages,  and  if 
the  views  of  the  committee  with  reference  to  the  acceleration  of  certain 
projects  be  accepted  by  the  government,  then  the  payments  into  the  fund 
should  be  increased  accordingly  subject  always  to  the  approval  of  Parliament. 

In  view  of  the  continuing  development  of  the  National  Capital  we  recom- 
mend that  a  Joint  Committee  of  the  Senate  and  the  House  of  Commons,  to 
deal  with  the  matter  be  appointed  more  frequently.

"After  Bill  212  had  been  considered  in  the  Standing  Committee  on 
Railways,  Canals  and  Telegraph  Lines,  it  was  found  not  to  be  practicable 
to  exempt  from  the  licensing  requirement  services  and  facilities  for  the 
transmission  of  communications  that  begin  and  end  outside  of  Canada 
because,  in  a  general  way,  substantially  the  same  facilities  are  used  for 
the  transmission  of  communications  that  begin  or  end  in  Canada.  In 
cases  where  the  latter  type  of  service  may  be  licensed  this  common  use 
of  facilities  is  essential  to  efficient  operation  and  will  in  the  future  apply 
to  an  even  greater  extent  because  of  the  tendency  of  cable  companies 
to  provide  greater  and  more  varied  communication  capacity  in  fewer 
cables. 

The  proposed  regulations  have  as  their  purpose  the  effective  regula- 
tion and  control  of  external  submarine  cables  for  the  transmission  of 
communications  that  begin  or  end  in  Canada,  and  subject  always  to  this 
over-riding  purpose  recognition  will  be  given  in  the  drafting  of  the 
regulations  to  the  principle  that  the  terms  and  conditions  of  licenses  will 
not  restrict  or  interfere  with  the  transmission  of  communications  that 
begin  and  end  outside  of  Canada."

The  Honourable  the  Speaker  of  the  Commons  then  addressed  the  Honour- 
able the  Deputy  of  His  Excellency  the  Governor  General  as  follows:  — 

"May  it  please  Your  Honour: 

The  Commons  of  Canada  have  voted  certain  supplies  required  to  enable 
the  Government  to  defray  the  expenses  of  the  Public  Service: 

In  the  name  of  the  Commons,  I  present  to  Your  Honour  the  following 
Bill:  — 

An  Act  for  granting  to  Her  Majesty  certain  sums  of  money  for  the  public 
service  of  the  financial  year  ending  the  31st  March,  1957. 
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To  which  Bill  I  humbly  request  Your  Honour's  Assent". 

After  the  Clerk  read  the  title  of  the  Bill,— 

To  this  Bill  the  Royal  Assent  was  pronounced  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Senate 
in  the  following  words:  — 

"In  Her  Majesty's  name,  the  Honourable  the  Deputy  of  His  Excellency 
the  Governor  General  thanks  Her  loyal  subjects,  accepts  their  benevolence, 
and  assents  to  this  Bill." 

After  which  the  Honourable  the  Deputy  of  His  Excellency  the  Governor 
General  was  pleased  to  close  the  Third  Session  of  the  Twenty-second  Parlia- 
ment of  Canada,  with  the  following  Speech:  — 

Honourable  Members  of  the  Senate: 

Members  of  the  House  of  Comm^ons: 

During  the  present  session  a  conference  of  Commonwealth  Prime  Ministers 
was  held  in  London  where,  amongst  other  things,  a  most  useful  exchange  of 
views  on  the  international  situation  took  place  in  that  atmosphere  of  friendly 
co-operation  which  characterizes  these  meetings. 

Since  Parliament  opened  in  January  the  relaxation  of  tension  between  the 
Soviet  Union  and  the  West  has  continued,  though  nothing  has  happened  which 
gives  us  reason  to  believe  that  the  fundamental  policies  of  the  Soviet  Union 
have  been  changed. 

There  has,  unfortunately,  been  a  deterioration  in  the  position  in  the  Middle 
East  where  the  action  of  the  Government  of  Egypt  in  suddenly  taking  control 
of  the  Suez  Canal  has  introduced  a  new  element  of  discord  and  danger  into 
that  troubled  part  of  the  world. 

My  Ministers  remain  firm  in  their  desire  to  do  everything  possible  through 
the  United  Nations  and  the  North  Atlantic  Treaty  Organization  to  strengthen 
the  forces  of  peace  and  to  participate  fully  in  all  efforts  which  are  being  made 
to  solve  the  international  problems  which  so  unhappily  divide  the  world. 

This  year  is  again  one  of  continuing  growth  and  development  of  the 
Canadian  economy.  Business  conditions  are  good  and  employment  is  at  a  high 
level.  Our  international  trade  also  is  attaining  record  levels.  The  abnormal 
stocks  of  grain  resulting  from  several  bumper  harvests  have  been  reduced  by 
heavy  sales  abroad.  The  confidence  Canadians  have  in  our  economic  strength  is 
reflected  in  the  high  volume  of  capital  expenditures  for  this  year  which  show 
a  substantial  increase  even  over  those  of  last  year.  Indeed,  we  are  blessed 
with  prosperous  conditions  in  nearly  all  sectors  of  the  national  economy. 

To  alleviate  financial  difficulties  some  grain  producers  were  experiencing 
because  of  a  shortage  of  elevator  storage  space  you  authorized  the  government 
to  guarantee  bank  loans  secured  by  farm-stored  grain.  You  also  authorized 
the  treasury  to  bear  the  cost  from  August  1,  1955  of  storage  and  interest  charges 
on  wheat  held  by  the  Canadian  Wheat  Board  over  and  above  the  normal 
carry-over  levels. 

Legislation  has  been  enacted  which  authorizes  the  government  to  make  tax 
equalization  payments  and  provincial  revenue  stabilization  payments  to 
provincial  governments  as  well  as  tax  rental  payments  to  those  provinces  which 
may  enter  into  agreements  with  the  federal  government  as  an  alternative  to 
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levying  certain  direct  taxes  on  their  own  behalf.  These  measures  were  dis- 
cussed at  meetings  between  federal  and  provincial  representatives  this  year 
and  last  and  my  Ministers  feel  these  new  arrangements  constitute  a  compre- 
hensive and  realistic  improvement  in  the  fiscal  relations  between  the  federal 
and  provincial  governments. 

The  government  has  also  announced  that,  once  a  majority  of  the  provincial 
governments,  representing  a  majority  of  the  Canadian  people,  are  ready  to 
proceed,  it  would  be  prepared  to  recommend  legislation  to  provide  for  the 
payment  to  the  provinces  concerned  of  a  substantial  share  of  the  cost  of  a 
hospital  care  insurance  program. 

You  have  approved  legislation  authorizing  the  government  to  enter  into 
agreements  with  the  provincial  governments  for  sharing  the  costs  of  assistance 
to  unemployed  persons  in  need  who  are  not  eligible  for  unemployment  insurance 
benefits.    Agreements  have  been  signed  with  six  provincial  governments. 

As  a  result  of  legislation  enacted  at  this  session,  construction  has  com- 
menced on  an  all- Canadian  natural  gas  pipe  line  to  bring  Alberta  gas  to 
ec^stern  consuming  markets. 

You  have  passed  a  measure  amending  the  Trans-Canada  Highway  Act  to 
authorize  increased  federal  participation  in  the  construction  of  the  Trans- 
Canada  Highway,  with  a  view  to  accelerating  the  completion  of  this  important 
national  link. 

''  The  National  Housing  Act  has  been  amended  to  enable  the  government 
more  effectively  to  encourage  and  assist  the  redevelopment  of  older  sections  of 
our  cities.  This  Act  has  also  been  amended  to  increase  further  the  amounts 
o|  Joans  available  for  home  improvements. 

'^^''  A  Sttmt  Committee  of  both  Houses  made  an  extended  investigation  of  the 
progress  and  programmes  of  the  Federal  District  Commission.  The  Com- 
mittee's study  will  be  most  useful  in  providing  guidance  for  the  future  develop- 
ment of  our  national  capital. 

You  have  made  it  possible  to  enlarge  the  services  available  to  our  farming 
population  through  the  Canadian  Farm  Loan  Board,  and  the  Farm  Improvement 
Loans  Aqt,    ;     ;jir^v;>n  >  jtniaoo    ']..>   ;>ao 

You  have  extended  the  scope  of  the  Industrial  Development  Bank  in  order 
to  promote  still  further  the  gr6wth  of  smaller  industries  throughout  the  country. 

You  enacted  a  measure  authorizing  the  Canadijan  National  jRail ways  to 
construct  a  branch  line  from  Bartibog  to  Tomogonops  River  in  tjie  Province  of
